Foundation and Early History, 

The Eighty-Third Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Wednesday, September 30th, 1914, by an introductory 
lecture. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
Thursday, October 1st, at the hours specified in the time-table, 
and will continue until May 1st, 1915. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct 
outcome and continuance of a teaching body known as the 
Montreal Medical Institution, which was organized as a medi¬ 
cal school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. 
Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson and H. P. Loedel. 
These men constituted the first medical staff of the Montreal 
General Hospital, itself established in 1819. The first session 
of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in November, 
1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at the 
house of the institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a building 
situated on the north side of St. James Street, at or near 
Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. It is thus the oldest Faculty of the 
University. 

The first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place 
in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a 
medical one, was conferred four years later, in 1833- 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 
1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the eighty- 
third instead of the eighty-sixth session of the Faculty, dating 
from its incorporation with the University in the year 1829. 
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The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years in 
the central part of the city until, in 1872, a building in the 
university grounds was provided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885, when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased property 
adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Faculty to erect 
new buildings and extensively alter and improve those already 
in use. The new wings comprised a large lecture room capable 
of accommodating 150 students and new laboratories for path¬ 
ology, histology, pharmacology and sanitary science. The 
library and museum of pathology were also enlarged and 
improved. Notwithstanding the greatly increased accommoda¬ 
tion, a further extension became, in less than five years, almost 
imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt, Lord Strathcona, in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those previously occupied and enabled the Faculty 
to greatly increase the scope of its laboratory teaching. On 
the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, toge¬ 
ther with the original medical building, was destroyed by fire. 
Fortunately, the wing containing the teaching laboratories and 
the chief lecture room of the Faculty was saved, though to 
some extent damaged by water and smoke. This wing was 
completely restored in time for the opening of the session, 
1907-08, so that the work of the Faculty was not seriously 
interfered with. 

New Buildings. 

During the summer of 1910 the Faculty took possession ot 
a part of the new building erected by the University at the 
corner of Pine Avenue and University Streets. The portion 
then taken over comprised the east wing, extending along 
University Street, the central portion, facing the campus, and 
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to the rear of this the Museum. The west wing has since 
been completed and the Faculty now occupies one of the most 
modern and best-equipped buildings on this continent. 

Of the central part of the new building the greater portion 
is set aside for the accommodation of the library, the whole 
of the front of the second and third floors and a portion of 
the ground floor being used. On the third floor is a large 
students' reading room, 76 x 24 feet, exceptionally well lighted 
and capable of accommodating 100 readers. On this floor also 
is the staff journal room and the private offices of the librarian. 
The second floor is occupied by the stack room, having accom¬ 
modation for sixty thousand volumes, and by individual 
research and reading rooms. A portion of the ground floor 
is set aside for storage. 

Besides the library the central portion of the building con¬ 
tains three lecture rooms, as well as the administration office, 
research and preparation rooms of the museum staff. 

To the rear of the central building is the museum, the 
most complete structure of its kind in connection with a 
medical school on this continent. It is built in the form of 
a rectangular cross, three stories high, splendidly lighted by 
ample window space on three sides and by a large central 
light well. Each floor is furnished with free stacks and wall 
cases made of steel and plate glass, thoroughly dust-proof. 
The anatomical collections are placed on the third floor, while 
the first and second floors are devoted to pathology. In both 
the anatomical and pathological sections of the museum the 
specimens have been prepared and classified with a view to 
their being made use of in the teaching of these important 
subjects. 

The east wing gives accommodation for the departments of 
anatomy, pathology and bacteriology, the dental department, 
the faculty rooms and administration offices, the mortuary and 
preparation room for dissecting material, as well as ample 
space for students' lockers and lavatories and a large students' 
reading and smoking room. 
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On the ground floor of this wing will be found the mor¬ 
tuary, in which there is provision for the storage of eighty 
subjects, and leading from this the preparation room. On 
this floor also is the large locker room containing 400 steel 
lockers, the students’ lavatory and the students’ reading and 
smoking room, this latter being provided with newspapers and 
magazines and being under the control of the students them¬ 
selves. 

On the first floor is the Faculty room and a series of rooms 
for administrative work. The northern half of this floor is 
occupied by the dental department, comprising offices, lecture 
room and modern, well-equipped laboratories. 

The second floor is wholly occupied by the department of 
pathology and bacteriology. In the southern half is the pro¬ 
fessors’ private laboratory and office, four research and pre¬ 
paration rooms, a small demonstration theatre and an assis¬ 
tant’s room. The northern half is occupied by the students’ 
laboratory, a room 76 x 40 feet, splendidly lighted and 
equipped with all the necessary apparatus for modern labora¬ 
tory instruction. 

The third floor is taken up wholly by the department of 
anatomy, and contains, besides private offices and research 
rooms for the professor and staff, a large dissecting room, 88 
x 40 feet, excellently lighted and fully equipped. Adjoining 
the dissecting room is a large lavatory and students’ locker 
room. 

Between the second and third floors is a mezzanine floor 
which is devoted to the department of parasitology and to 
pathological research. Here, besides the private offices and 
research rooms of the professor, there are four fully-equipped 
laboratories for advanced work. 

In the west wing are the departments of hygiene, pharma¬ 
cology and experimental medicine. There is also a large 
lecture room, having a seating capacity of four hundred and 
fifty. 

This lecture room occupies the northern portion of the 
ground floor and has been designed for special demonstrations 
to large classes. It is also used as an examining hall. 
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In the southern portion of this floor are the private labora¬ 
tories and research rooms of the department of pharmacology. 
This department also occupies the mezzanine floor immediately 
above, where will be found the students' laboratory, a com¬ 
pact, well-lighted room giving accommodation for sixty stu¬ 
dents at a time. 

The second floor is occupied by the department of hygiene; 
in the northern portion are the professor's private office and 
research rooms and the students' laboratory, while the 
southern portion contains the splendid museum of the depart¬ 
ment, a large room lighted from two sides as well as from 
above. 

The third floor furnishes accommodation for the department 
of experimental medicine, a suite of rooms with modern equip¬ 
ment for research in all branches of medfcine. 

Matriculation. 

Intending students are reminded that a university degree 
in medicine does not always give the right to practice the pro¬ 
fession of medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro¬ 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has special requirements for its license, and in most provinces 
a certain standard of general education is insisted upon before 
beginning the study of medicine. 

Regulations of McGill University. 

All inquiries relating to the examinations for entrance 
should be addressed to the Registrar of the University . 

No student will be permitted to register in the Faculty of 
Medicine unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation 
requirements of the University . 

i. Every student before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in medicine must present a certificate of having 
passed the Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of 
Medicine of this University, or of having passed some pro- 










vincial, state or university examination accepted by this Uni¬ 
versity. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those 
who have passed the entrance examination of a provincial 
medical council, and thus become enregistered students in 
medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from further 
preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Facul¬ 
ties) are held in June and September—in June at McGill 
College and (on application) at local centres; in September, 
at McGill College and at Vancouver and Victoria only. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain, who 
are not otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will 
be held regularly in London, Eng., each year, commencing on 
or about the 12th of June. The examination will be held in 
London under the directorship of Dr. J. D. McClure. Full 
information regarding the exact date of the examination, fee, 
etc., may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of 
the University, W. A. Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Head¬ 
masters’ Conference, 12 King’s Bench Walk, Temple, London, 
E.C. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee 
(for which see page 41) one month before the examination 
begins. Blank forms may be obtained from the Registrar. 

No applications for examination in June will be received 

1 1 after May 20th. 

5. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, 
but in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed 
within two years from the date of the first attempt. Credit 
will not be given for less than four papers passed at one 
time, except (a) in the case of candidates who have passed 
in that number at the June examination and who wish to take 
additional papers in the following September, and also (b) in 
the cases of those who are not required to take as many as 
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four papers to complete the examination; nor will credit be 
given for less than four papers on certificates which may be 
presented for exemption from the matriculation examination, 
and no certificate will be accepted which has been obtained 
under easier conditions than those which are imposed on can¬ 
didates who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking 
the regular University examination. 

6. A candidate in order to pass must obtain 50 per cent, 
of the total numbr of marks allowed for each subject. In 
subjects in which two papers are set, at least 40 per cent must 
be obtained on each paper. 

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who 
present certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should 
under no circumstances come to the University without having 
first obtained from the Registrar a statement of the value of 
the certificates they hold, as many of these may lack one or 
more essential subjects, or the work done in a subject may 
not be adequate, or, again, the percentage gained may not be 
sufficiently high (see regulation 6). Moreover, it must be 
remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another . When a diploma or certificate does not show 
the marks obtained in the several subjects of the examina¬ 
tion, it must be accompanied by an official statement contain¬ 
ing this information . 

7. The following certificates and diplomas will, if submitted 
to the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matricu¬ 
lation examination, i.e ., in so far as the subject and standard 
of the examination taken to obtain them are, to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Matriculation Board, equivalent to those required 
for the matriculation examination of this University. Candi¬ 
dates ofifering certificates which are not a full equivalent will 
be required to pass the matriculation examination in such of 
the required subjects as are not covered thereby:—

tion passed in certain specified subjects. 

Applications for exemptions from the matriculation exam¬ 
ination, based upon certificates of having passed examinations 
other than those above mentioned, will be considered as occa¬ 
sion may require by the Matriculation Board. Every such 
application must be accompanied by certificates and full parti¬ 
culars, and should be addressed to the Registrar.

Those who intend to practice medicine in any of the pro¬ 
vinces of Canada will obtain information regarding registra¬ 
tion and admission to study by corresponding with the Regis¬ 
trars of the several Provincial Medical Councils. (See page

Requirements in Each Subject. 

The requirements in each subject may be learned by writing 
to J. A. Nicholson, M.A., University Registrar. 
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Physical Examination. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare 
of the student body, every student on entering the University 
will be required to pass a physical examination to be conducted 
by, or under the direction of, the Medical Director of Physical 
Education or by a recognized representative. 

By such an examination physical defects and weaknesses, 
amenable to treatment, may be discovered. The student would 
then be expected to apply to his physician for such remedial 
measures as his case may require. 

Students would also be advised as to the forms of exercise 
or athletic activities which would likely be beneficial or in¬ 
jurious. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examina¬ 
tion (or otherwise satisfy the Medical Director) before 
November ist will not be allowed to attend the University. 

Registration. 

i.—Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, 
whether as undergraduates or partial students, are required, 
some time during the week preceding the opening day of the 
session, to attend at the Office of the Registrar of the Uni¬ 
versity, or such other place as he may designate, in order to 
furnish the information necessary for the University records, 
to register for the classes which they propose to attend, and 
to sign the following declaration in the matricula or register: 
41 1 hereby accept and submit myself to the statutes, rules and 
ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which 
1 am registered and to any amendments which may be made 
while I am a student of the University, and I promise to 
observe the same.” 

Between September 24th and September 29th, both dates 
inclusive, students may register for the session 1914 - 1 5 at the 
Office of the University Registrar. 
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On Thursday, October ist, all students who have not 
already registered for the session will do so in the Office of 
the University Registrar. 

September 30th, 1914, will be special registration day for 
new students. They will register on that day in Molson Hall 


Application for Equivalent Standing. 


Any student of another university who desires to be 
admitted to the Medical Department of this University with 
equivalent standing is requested to send his application to the 
Registrar of the Medical Faculty, together with:— 

ist.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, 
giving a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 
3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. 
These will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what 
examination may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 


Board and Residence. 


Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses 
in the vicinity of the University building at a cost of from 
$30 and upwards per month; or, separately, board at $20 to 
$25 per month; rooms from $9 to $15 per month.

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practice the profes¬ 
sion of medicine. It is necessary to conform with the medical 
laws of the country or province in which it is proposed to 
begin practice. Each province in Canada at present has its 
special requirements for its license and in most provinces a 
special standard of general education is insisted upon before 
beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend prac¬ 
ticing in Canada are warned that in certain of the provinces it 
is necessary to be registered five years before obtaining a 
license to practice. It follows that entrance qualification must 
be registered in the province in zvhich the student intends to 
practice at the beginning of his course in medicine.

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Dominion Registration. 

The Dominion Medical Council is now an accomplished 
fact, the first examinations for license to practice in the 
Dominion having been held at McGill University, October 7th, 
1913. In order to take the examinations of the Council a 
candidate must have the license of a Canadian province or 
he must present a certificate from the Registrar of a Pro¬ 
vincial Medical Council that he holds a medical degree 
accepted and approved of by the Medical Council of said 
province. 

The next examination will be held at McGill University, 
October 13th, 1914.

General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration 
of Great Britain. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this Univer¬ 
sity is accepted by the General Medical Council. Graduates 
of this University who desire to register in England are 
exempted from any examination in preliminary education on 
production of the McGill Matriculation certificate. Certifi¬ 
cates of this University for attendance on lectures, practical 
work and clinics are also accepted by the various examining 
boards in Great Britain. To obtain a license from the General 
Council it is necessary to pass one of the examining boards of 
Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Reciprocity with Great Britain. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregis¬ 
tration of Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations 
with the Medical Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Nova 
Scotia, and Prince Edzvard Island. A holder of a degree in 
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medicine of McGill University who has obtained the license 
of the Province of Quebec, may register with the Medical 
Council of Great Britain. He will thus be eligible for com¬ 
petitive examination for the Army, Navy and Civil Service, 
and will be allowed to practice in Great Britain , South Africa, 
Australia, India and the West India Islands without further 
examination. 

Fees. 

General Regulations. 

All students must register with the University Registrar 
before paying their fees. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
loth. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, 
in every case, before the fee is paid. After October ioth an 
additional fee of $2.00 will be exacted of all students in 
default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send to 
the Deans of the several Faculties a list of the registered 
students who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which 
the Deans shall cause their names to be struck from the 
register of attendance, and such students cannot be re-admitted 
to their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, 
signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

3. Students registering after October 20th shall pay their 
fees at the time of the registration, failing which they become 
subject to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

4. The total Faculty fees for the medical course of five full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting material 
and reagents, will be seven hundred and thirty-five dollars, 
payable in five annual instalments of $147.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the 
authority of Corporation, an additional fee of $10.00 will be 
exacted from all men undergraduates and conditioned under - 
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graduates, for the support of the Literary Society, the Under¬ 
graduates' Society, the Canadian Club, the Union, the McGill 
Daily, and athletics. 

The sum of $10 is collected from all students at the time 
of registration as “ caution money ” from which deductions 
for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
are made and a refund granted at the close of the session . 

5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to 
partial students under any circumstances whatever. 

6. Students repeating the course of study of any academic 
session are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five 
dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting material, 
chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is 
charged students entering from other colleges who have 
already paid full fees elsewhere for the course taken. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be 
charged at the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for 
a whole session. 

8. An ad eundem fee of $10 is charged students entering 
from another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth 
year of the course. 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery is thirty dollars, to be paid by the success¬ 
ful candidate to the University Bursar immediately after the 
final examination. 

10. The fee for the course in Public Health and the diploma 


is fifty dollars.

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QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 

1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended 
lectures for a period of five eight-month sessions in this Uni¬ 
versity, or some other university, college or school of medi¬ 
cine, approved by this University. 

2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may be 
admitted on production of certificates to a like standing in 
this University shall be required to pass an examination in 
primary subjects, and all examinations in the final subjects in 
the same manner as students of this University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in 
general chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in 
biology, including the subjects of botany, embryology, elemen¬ 
tary bacteriology and dissection of one or more types of verte- 
brata, may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be admitted as 
second year students, such courses being accepted as equiva¬ 
lent to the first year in Medicine. Students so entering will, 
however, not be allowed to present themselves for the final 
examination in anatomy until they produce certificates of dis¬ 
section for two sessions. 

4. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testi¬ 
monials of attendance on the following branches of medical 
education; provided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, 
though not precisely the same as those stated, may be pre¬ 
sented and accepted:— 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, Histology, 
Embryology, Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Physiology and Practical 
Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Biological Chemistry, Physiological 
Chemistry, Pharmacy, General Pathology, Bacteriology, Pharmacology, 
Therapeutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Hygiene and Public Health, Medical 
and Surgical Anatomy, Operative Surgery, Special Pathology, Morbid 
Anatomy, Clinical Chemistry, Principles and Practice of Surgery, Clinical 
Surgery, Theory and Practice of Medicine, Clinical Medicine, Obstetrics 
and Diseases of Infants, Gynaecology, Pediatrics, Mental Diseases, 
Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology. 


♦It should be understood that the programme and regulation 
regarding courses of study and examinations contained in this 
calendar hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty 
of Medicine, while fully sensible of its obigations towards the stu¬ 
dents, does not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole 
of a student’s course, to the conditions here laid down. 
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He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three 
months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of 
having, under the direction of a properly qualified anaesthe¬ 
tist, administered an anaesthetic at least twice. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received 
for the time over which they have extended. 

5. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the 
degree who shall not have attended at least one full session 
at this University. 

6. Every candidate must give proof of having attended 
during at least twenty-four months the practice of the Mont¬ 
real General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of 
some other hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, approved by 
this University. During their third year, undergraduates are 
required to attend only the practice of the out-patient depart¬ 
ments of the hospitals. 

7. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for 
six months in medicine and six months in surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and 
of having reported at least 10 medical and 10 surgical cases. 

8. He must also give proof of having attended for at least 
nine months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other 
lying-in hospital approved by the University, and of having 
acted as assistant for at least twenty cases. 

9. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 
20th day of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical 
Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an 
examination, and must at the same time deliver to the Regis¬ 
trar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that he has 
attained the age of twenty-one years. 

10. The examinations to be undergone by the candidate 
shall be in the subjects mentioned on pp. 52 and 53. 

11. The following oath or affirmation will be exacted from 
the candidate before receiving his degree:

EXAMINATIONS. 


Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given 
throughout the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations of each session are 
arranged as follows: 



First Year. 


Examinations in Biology (including General Eiology, Zoology, 
Histology and Embryology), Anatomy, General and Practical Chemistry, 
Physics and Bacteriology. 


Students who have taken one or more tJniversity courses 


in biology or chemistry before entering may be exempted 
from attendance and examination. Students exempted in 
these first year subjects are allowed only a pass standing, but 
may present themselves for examination if they desire to 
attain an honour standing. Students exempted from the 
general chemistry of the first year must take the organic 
chemistry of the second year in their first year.

Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology, Organic and Biological 
Chemistry, Histology and Pharmacy. 


Third Year.

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to 
pass and 75 per cent, for honours. 

The work of one session must be completed and all exam¬ 
inations passed before a student is permitted to advance to 
the next. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than three subjects of the first or second years and in not 
more than two subjects of the third and fourth years, may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed to take the supple¬ 
mental examinations before the beginning of the following 
session. These examinations will be held during the week 
preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Students of the first, second, third or fourth years who fail 
in more subjects than are above specified are not eligible for 
supplemental examinations. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical 
work is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be 
required to repeat the course and furnish a certificate of 
attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental 
examination in that subject. Should the subject be one in 
which practical or clinical work is required, the student must 


*A special examination in prescription writing will be demanded 
and must be passed before receiving standing in pharmacology and 
therapeutics. 
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furnish a certificate of additional hospital attendance or labor¬ 
atory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple¬ 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examinations. 

A student who, after being registered in the first, second, 
third or fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to 
qualify for advancement, or who, after being registered in 
the final year for three successive sessions, fails to qualify 
for the degree, shall not be permitted to register again as a 
student of medicine in the University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the 
hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date 
set for the beginning of the examination and they must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5 for each subject. 

FELLOWSHIPS, MEDALS AND PRIZES. 

i. Fellowships. —The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellow¬ 
ship:—The sum of $10,000 has been received by the Faculty 
from the committee of the A. A. Browne Memorial Fund. 
With this sum a fellowship has been established, to be known 
as the “ A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship.” This fellow¬ 
ship is open to graduates of any recognized Medical School 
and is for the advancement of medical science, special pre¬ 
ference being given to the subjects of obstetrics and gynae¬ 
cology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship:—The sum of 
$25,000 has been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New 
York, the proceeds to be devoted to coordinated research in 
the laboratories of pathology in or associated with the Uni¬ 
versity. 

The James Douglas Studentship:—A studentship in path- 
ology, given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to 
McGill graduates only, tenable for six years and of the value 
of $1,250.00 for the first year, increasing to $2,500.00. 
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2. Medals. The “ Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the graduating 
class who receives the highest aggregate number of marks in 
the different branches comprised in the medical curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a bronze medal and the money equiva¬ 
lent of the gold medal. 

The “ Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the 
late Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in general 
and medical chemistry, together with creditable examination 
in the primary branches. The examination is held at the end 
of the third year. 

The “ Wood Gold Medal,” founded by Casey A. Wood, 
M.D., is awarded to the student of the graduating class who 
receives the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical 
branches of the final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com¬ 
pete for this medal. 

3. Prizes.— The Final Prize.—A prize in books awarded 
for the best examination in the final branches. The Holmes 
medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

The Fourth Year Prize.—A prize in books awarded for the 
best examination in all the branches of the fourth year, in 
course. 

The Joseph Hils Prize.—Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Iiils, of Woonsocket, R.I.—A prize in books awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in materia medica and therapeutics. 

The Joseph Morley Drake Prize.—Founded by the late 
Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.—A microscope, or its equivalent, 
to be awarded to the student of the third year who obtains 
the highest number of marks for the examinations in path¬ 
ology and bacteriology.

The Third Year Prize.—A prize in books awarded for the 
best examination in all the branches of the third year, in 
course. 

The Second Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best 
examination in all the branches of the second year, in course. 

The First Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best exam¬ 
ination in all the branches of the first year, in course. 

MICROSCOPES AND HjEMOCYTOMETERS. 

Each student is required to provide himself on beginning 
his studies with a first-class microscope for laboratory 
and private study throughout his course. The Faculty will 
supply the instruments necessary for demonstrations, etc. 
The microscope must be of substantial construction and be 
provided, as a minimum, with the following accessories, 2 / 3 , 
1 / 6 , and 1 /12 oil immersion, and a substage condenser. Such 
an instrument will last a lifetime and is an essential part of 
the equipment of a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student not be provided with such a microscope 
he may, (i) purchase a guaranteed instrument from the pur¬ 
chasing department of the University for the sum of $6o, or, 
(2) on depositing a bond for $60, signed by two property- 
holders of his place of residence, hire and purchase a micro¬ 
scope from the University by paying the sum of $7.00 per 
annum for five years and the further sum of $40 at the 
expiry thereof. 

Any student selecting plan (2) will have the entire control 
of the instrument and may use it at home during the holidays, 
but until the final payment of $40 shall have been made it 
shall remain the absolute property of the University, and no 
refund of any annual payment shall be made under any cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Each student of the third year is required to have a hsemo- 
cytometer, and, in order that an instrument of uniform value 
and accuracy may be in the hands of all students, the Univer¬ 
sity has purchased a supply, which will be sold at cost price.

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GENERAL STATEMENT AND PLAN OF 
INSTRUCTION. 

The period of study for the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Mastery of Surgery has been increased to five sessions of 
eight months each. With the additional year, by a rearrange¬ 
ment of the curriculum, more time will be given to the funda¬ 
mental subjects of chemistry, physics and biology, while a 
thorough grounding will be given in the important subjects of 
anatomy, physiology, pharmacology and histology. The teach¬ 
ing in these branches, as well as in pathology and bacteriology, 
is largely conducted in the well-equipped laboratories of the 
College. The greater part of the added year is devoted to 
clinical instruction, as, in addition to the time provided in 
the third and fourth years, the fifth year will be given over 
practically entirely to clinical work in the wards of the 
hospitals. 

Under the new arrangement of the curriculum, the subjects 
will be taken in the following order: 

In the First Year : Biology, general chemistry (theoretical 
and practical), physics, anatomy, histology, embryology and 
bacteriology. 

In the Second Year: Anatomy is continued throughout the 
session; histology is concluded in the first term; physiology is 
taken up for the first time and is continued throughout the 
session. There is a course in organic and biological chem¬ 
istry, with laboratory work and a short course in pharmacy. 

In the Third Year: Physiology is continued throughout 
the session, pharmacology is taken up, and also pathology, 
bacteriology, clinical microscopy, physiological chemistry and 
clinical chemistry. In this year students visit the hospitals 
for the first time, and receive instruction in small groups in 
the elements of clinical medicine and surgery. 

In the Fourth Year: Systematic courses of lectures are 
given in the following subjects: medicine, surgery, obstetrics, 
gynaecology, medical and surgical anatomy, materia medica 
and therapeutics, mental diseases, medical jurisprudence 
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and pediatrics. In ophthalmology and oto-laryngology, in 
addition to a short course of lectures, instruction is given in 
the hospitals in the use of instruments and in the examination 
of normal cases. In this year also there is given a course in 
hygiene and preventive medicine, consisting of lectures, 
demonstrations and practical laboratory work. Theatre clinics, 
ward classes and out-patient clinics are conducted in the 
hospitals in medicine and surgery. 

In the Fifth Year : Most of the students’ time is spent 
in the hospitals. Theatre clinics are given on three days 
in the week in each hospital in medicine and surgery. There 
are also daily ward classes to groups of students in these 
branches. In the out-patient departments of both hospitals 
there are clinics to groups of students in the various spe¬ 
cial branches of gynaecology, ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, 
dermatology, orthopaedics, pediatrics and genito-urinary dis¬ 
eases. Clinics, ward classes and demonstrations in obstetrics 
are given in the new Maternity Hospital. Students of the 
fourth and fifth years attend the Alexandra Hospital in 
groups for instruction in infectious diseases. 

BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Medical Students is conducted, 
conjointly, by the University Departments of Botany and 
Zoology. It consists of four parts:— 

Fart 1 

Professor of Botany:— F. E. Lloyd. 

Demonstrator:— C. F. Clevenger. 

This part of the course deals with (a) the rationale and 
simple technique of microscopic vision, including both light 
and dark field illumination (ultramicroscope) and (b) the 
fundamental structure and physiology of the cell; protoplasm ; 
special organs of the cell; inclusions; the role of colloids and 
crystalloids; imbibition; diffusion; osmosis; movement; photo¬ 
synthesis ; respiration; digestion; secretion and excretion, 
illustrated by a practical study of plant cells. Twelve lectures 
and twelve laboratory periods (three of each per week during 
the first month of the session). 






Part H. 

Professor of Zoology:—Arthur Willey

This part of the course is designed to introduce the student 
to certain fundamental facts of zoology. The lectures deal 
with the principles governing the formation of tissues and 
organs and lead up to an outline of vertebrate anatomy and 
physiology in which special attention is directed towards the 
class mammalia of which man is a member. The evolution 
of the mammalian type is illustrated by the progressive differ¬ 
entiation of the body cavities; the organs of breathing, cir¬ 
culation and excretion, the vertebrate heart, brain, skull, back¬ 
bone, and teeth. 

The laboratory work is concerned with elementary histology 
and with a practical and thorough study of the following 
selected types: Amoeba, Paramecium, Englena or Chilomonas, 
Hydra, Lumbricus, Amphioxus, Scyllium, Rana, Lepus. 

Three lectures per week for fourteen weeks; three labora¬ 
tory periods per week, each of three hours, from the begin¬ 
ning of the second month of the session to the end of the 
first term, and two laboratory periods per week for first four 
weeks of second term.

Part HI.

Thirty lectures (three per week) and twenty laboratory 
periods; two (each of three hours) per week from the close 
of Part II of the course to the end of the session.

First Year .—This part of the course includes histological 
technique, embryology, which comprises so much elementary 
comparative work, as will enable students to understand the 
essential points in human development, and a study of human 
development up to the stage represented by the Kroemer 
Pfannenstiel Zygote; histogenesis and the histology of the 
tissues. 

Four laboratory periods per week (each of three hours) 
throughout the second term. 

(Note.— The study of the whole of human organogenesis 
and of the histology of human organs forms a part of the 
work in the second and third year courses in anatomy.)

Physics. 

First Year .—This course is given in the Physics Building of 
the University. It consists of three lectures and a laboratory 
period of two hours per week throughout the first half of the 
session, and two lectures and a laboratory period of two hours 
per week during the last half. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially de¬ 
signed to meet the requirements of students in medicine. The 
course includes a study of energy, simple machines, properties 
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of matter, fluid pressures, fluid motion, capillary phenomena- 
production, transmission and interpretation of sound; tem¬ 
perature and temperature measurements, gas laws and kinetic 
theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws of vaporization, 
humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of mag¬ 
netism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and con¬ 
densers; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, 
measurements of resistance and electromotive force, measuring 
instruments, magnetic efifects of a current, induced currents, 
induction coil, conduction through gases, properties of cathode 
rays and X-rays; radioactive substances and their radiations; 
laws of reflection and refraction of light, mirrors, lenses and 
lens combinations, microscopes, telescopes, spectra, spectrum 
analysis, colour, interference, crystallography, polarized light 
and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instru¬ 
ments as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygro¬ 
meter, spectroscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications 
are made of Archimedes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflec¬ 
tion and refraction, Ohm’s law, etc. Measurements are taken 
of specific gravities, frequencies, specific heats, latent heats, 
electrical resistances, focal lengths, besides qualitative experi¬ 
ments illustrating the more important physical principles. 

Text-book :—Kimball’s “ College Physics ” (Henry Holt and 
Co.). 

Chemistry. 

Instruction in chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
•during a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year. During the first term the principles 
governing chemical action are studied in a systematic labor¬ 
atory course. A printed synopsis of the work of each day is 
provided and necessary explanations given before beginning 
the work. The course includes a study of chemical pheno¬ 
mena ; the preparation and properties of typical elements and 
•compounds; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric and 
volumetric determinations, and a short course in qualitative 
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analysis. The student is required to pay special attention to 
the keeping of an accurate record of his observations and 
calculations. Note books for this purpose are provided and 
are examined and criticized by the demonstrators. An exam¬ 
ination is held at the end of the term. 

During the first term a course of experimental lectures in 
general chemistry is given; four per week, with frequent 
reviews and examinations. This course is designed to fami¬ 
liarize the student with the characteristics of chemical action 
and the conditions which modify it, rather than a detailed 
study of the preparation and properties of the elements and 
their compounds. The application of chemistry to physiology 
and pathology is made especially prominent. An examination 
in general chemistry is held at the end of the first term. 

Second Year. A course of three lectures per week on 
organic and biological chemistry is given during the whole 
session. In this course the facts and theories of organic and 
physical chemistry, which have an essential bearing upon 
medical science, are first presented in the simplest form. This 
is followed by a more detailed study of those organic com¬ 
pounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of life. 
From Christmas to April laboratory work in organic and 
biological chemistry, two periods per week, will be given. In 
this course the student will study practically the chemistry 
of the more important organic substances which are found in 
the tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions 
which influence their production. This course is intended to 
lead up to and partly include the subject matter of the usual 
courses in physiological and pathological chemistry. 

The course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and 
energy cycles in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterification, 
fats and lipoids; carbohydrates, amino acids, proteins, protein 
toxins, nuclein and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, indol, etc., 
together with the application of elementary physical chem¬ 
istry to the problems of medicine and biology. 

Third Year. A laboratory course of about six weeks in 
clinical chemistry is given to students at the end of their third 
year. In this course the student is made familiar with the 
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more convenient and practical methods for the chemical and 
physical examination of urine, faeces, blood, stomach contents, 
etc., as a preliminary to their application to cases in the 
hospitals. In addition, exercises are given in the detection 
of certain poisons, food preservatives, etc., which are of easy 
application by the general practitioner. 

An advanced optional laboratory course in clinical and 
biological chemistry will be given at the end of the third year 
to those students whose preliminary training in chemistry and 
standing in the pass courses shows they are able to profit by 
it. This course will include the more recent exact methods 
of determination of creatinin, ammonia, acetone, etc., in urine; 
Kjeldahl determinations of nitrogen, cryosocopic determina¬ 
tions of fluids, etc., and must be taken by all candidates for the 
Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
practical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering 
upon the study of Medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized 
universities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses 
in theoretical and practical chemistry, and of having passed 
examinations in the same, may be exempted from the chem¬ 
istry of the first year.

There are courses in the first, second, third and fourth years. 
Each course includes practical work and the fourth year work 
is designed to apply especially to medicine and surgery. 
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Recently the Department has expended large sums of money 
in bringing its teaching equipment up to the highest possible 
standard and in providing increased facilities for research by 
graduates or senior students. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. and in 
consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, an ample supply of fresh material is always available.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thor¬ 
oughly acquainted, as far as time permits, with modem 
physiology, both from a scientific and practical standpoint,— 
its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which the latter 
rest. The course comprises lectures, laboratory work and 
demonstrations. 

Lectures .—These extend over two years and are illustrated 
by experiments, diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory Work .—The courses are arranged to illustrate 
the various branches of physiology. The students work in 
pairs, so as to give each man the best possible opportunity 
of verifying the facts for himself. As medical men have to 
treat human patients, special care is taken to make all the 
practical work illustrative of mammalian and human physio- 
logy, and as many exercises as possible are performed on 
mammals and on the students themselves. 

The subjects are arranged as follows:— 

1. Experimental Physiology. (A) Second year students 
work in the laboratory for one period of three hours per week 
throughout the year. The course comprises experiments on 
muscle and nerve, blood and heart, blood pressure and circula¬ 
tion, the pulse, respiration, temperature. (B) Third year stu¬ 
dents work for one period per week of three hours through¬ 
out the winter session. The course comprises experiments 
on blood pressure, vaso-motor nerves, blood gases, secretion of 
saliva, secretion of urine, digestion, special senses, central 
nervous system. 

2. Chemical Physiology. (C) Third year students, in 
addition to the biological and clinical chemistry, work during 
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the autumn session for two periods per week of three hours 
each. The course comprises experiments on digestion, 

blood, urine, etc. 

Demonstrations. —In addition to the lectures and laboratory 
work, special demonstrations are given from time to time 
on such subjects as cannot be dealt with in a large class, such 
as X-Ray demonstrations on the normal heart and lungs, 
digestion, physiology of the central nervous system, etc., etc. 

Research Work. —Special arrangements are made for post¬ 
graduate work in physiology and for courses leading to the 
degrees of M.Sc. and D.Sc. For particulars apply to the 
Professor.

Owing to the change in the fourth and fifth year courses, 
some modification has been required in the teaching. The 
following courses are subject to revision:— 

Pathology. 

x. A course of lectures in general pathology to students of 
the third year. Lectures are delivered three times weekly 
throughout the winter. 

2. Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week to 
students of the two final years. These will be given during 
the session by the pathologists of the Montreal General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals. 
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3. The performance of autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are 
conducted at the General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. In 
addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, 
the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro¬ 
scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro¬ 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

4. Practical course in morbid histology to students of the 
third year; two periods of two hours each, given weekly 
during the winter term. Students are instructed in the stain¬ 
ing and mounting of specimens. Following upon this, in order 
that the student may make the fullest study of the material, 
and not spend most of his time in the mechanical processes of 
preparing it, at each period some five or six mounted sections 
are distributed to each; lantern demonstrations are given of 
the main features of the series, and the student is expected to 

* make drawings of the salient features of each specimen. 

5. A course in special pathology with demonstration of 
museum specimens and oral examinations, weekly during the 
winter and spring terms to students of the fourth and fifth 
years. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to more advanced students who desire to undertake 
special work in the laboratories; this more especially during 
the vacations. 

Throughout the year the Curator of the Museum, Dr. M. E. 
Abbott, assisted by Dr. J. Kaufmann, conducts a series of 
museum demonstrations to students of the third, fourth and 
fifth years in groups. The classes in clinical pathology 
and microscopy are described in connection with the Depart¬ 
ment of Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department a Research Fellowship 
and a Research Studentship have been established by Dr. 
James Douglas, of New York. 
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Bacteriology. 

1. A course of twelve lectures upon elementary bacteriology 
for students of the first year. 

2. A course of lectures upon bacteriology in relation to dis¬ 
ease, for students of the third year. Lectures three times 
weekly during the autumn term. 

3. A practical course upon bacteriological technique and the 
preparation of bacteriological media to students of the first 
year in the winter term. This is conducted by the staff of 
the Bacteriological Department. 

4. A practical course upon the bacteriology of infectious 
diseases for students of the third year: two periods of two 
hours each per week during the autumn term. The object of 
this course is to familiarize the student with the characters of 
the more common pathogenic bacteria and more particularly 
to render him proficient in the employment of the methods of 
clinical bacteriological diagnosis. 

5. An optional course upon Infection and Immunity, by 
Drs. Meakins and Gurd. This course is largely practical and 
comprises a study of the phenomena of infection, together 
with the methods of preparation of vaccines and antitoxic sera. 

Parasitology. 

1 ne main ieature of this course is a series of twenty lec¬ 
tures and demonstrations, illustrated by lantern slides, and by 
specimens both gross and microscopical. Demonstrations of 
the special methods used in the study of animal parasites are 
given in the laboratory. 

Since the most important of the diseases caused by animal 
parasites are due to protozoa, most attention is paid to these 
organisms, and the diseases which are due to more highly 
organized animal parasites are but briefly mentioned. In the 
lectures, a broad view is first given of the importance of the 
protozoa as pathogenic agents and of the methods by which 
their importance as producers of disease has been discovered. 
The protozoa are then considered as a whole and their func- 
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tions and characters are considered. Malaria is the best 
known and most completely studied of all the diseases caused 
by protozoa; analogies to what is known to occur in malaria 
are frequently discovered during the investigation of other 
maladies caused by pathogenic protozoa. For this reason the 
parasite causing malaria, its life, its transmission, and the 
means of destroying it, are studied with considerable thor¬ 
oughness. The diseases caused by other protozoa are then 
considered, but in less detail than in the case of malaria. 
Three lectures are spent on the worms in alluding to those 
insects and other arthropoda which are immediately harmful 
thiough their parasitism upon men and animals. The last 
lecture considers the factors which together constitute climate. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner:—For students of the second year there is a course 
in practical materia medica and pharmacy, with demonstra¬ 
tions and exercises in the laboratory. Prescription writing 
and the various modes of administering drugs are explained 
and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and 
consists of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological 
action of drugs, with demonstrations, and practical laboratory 
work, during which the student is given the opportunity of 
studying by experiment the action of the more important 
drugs. 

In the fourth year a systematic course on the therapeutic 
application of drugs and remedial measures will be given, in 
which an effort is made to teach the practical use of our know¬ 
ledge of the effects produced by remedial measures, and of 
the action of drugs in the cure or relief of the various patho- 
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logical conditions met with in disease. In the fifth year, 
special attention will be given to the subject of practical thera¬ 
peutics in the ward classes in both the Montreal General and 
the Royal Victoria hospitals. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of 
Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for carrying on extended research work. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medi¬ 
cine are taken up and fully discussed, also lunacy and its 
medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the 
subject of blood stains, the chemical, microscopic and spectro¬ 
scopic tests for which are fully described and demonstrated, 
also the serum test for the detection of human blood. The 
modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning 
and classification of poisons are first treated of, after which 
the more common poisons are described, with reference to 
symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests The 
post-mortem appearances are fully illustrated by specimens. 
Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight. 


HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical under¬ 
graduates has been carefully designed to meet the require¬ 
ments of the practitioner in medicine. 

The whole course is essentially practical in its nature and 
is in sharp contrast with the truly didactic method of teaching. 
It relates chiefly to the investigation of the causes of disease, 
the channels of transmission and the adoption of modern 
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preventive measures—all problems which are likely to con¬ 
front the medical man daily in the prosecution of his duties. 

One lecture and one demonstration period are allotted each 
week throughout the session. 

The practical work includes a series of visits to places of 
hygienic interest. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to is open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates and 
others wishing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to 
obtain the diploma of Public Health. (See Special Courses 
in Hygiene, page 87.) 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in 
every branch of public health work. Advanced students are 
furnished with separate quarters and with every facility for 
the prosecution of research work. 

The museum is fully equipped and contains full-sized work¬ 
ing models and apparatus illustrative of the application of all 
hygienic principles. See description of museum, p. 100.

A didactic course of forty lectures is given in the fourth 
year, and deals with the general pathology and treatment of 
disease. The course is intended as an introduction to clinical 
work, and is illustrated by museum specimens, plates and 
diagrams. 


Clinical Medicine. 

The instruction in clinical medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

For the five-year course the instruction extends throughout 
the third, fourth and fifth years. In the third year, demon¬ 
strations are given to groups of students in the methods of 
examination, and in normal and abnormal physical signs, in 
the wards and out-patient departments of the hospitals. This 
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is supplemented by courses in clinical chemistry and micro¬ 
scopy at the College. 

In the fourth year, clinical instruction is given in the 
theatres and out-door departments or wards of the hospitals. 

The fifth year is devoted exclusively to hospital work. Each 
student is required to personally conduct and record the rou¬ 
tine examination of patients assigned to him in the wards of 
the hospitals. He is also required to carry out the necessary 
examination of blood, sputum and urine in the hospital labor¬ 
atories and to attend and report on autopsies on patients 
assigned to him. 

Instruction in the theatres is given on four days of the 
week, as well as a daily ward visit, and, as occasion offers, 
joint sessions are held with the pathological department, in 
which the clinical and pathological features of certain cases 
are compared. 

The out-door department of each hospital has a large neuro¬ 
logical clinic, which is utilized for instruction, and for teach¬ 
ing the uses of electricity in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups of students attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of 
students in the fourth and fifth years, the large number of 
cases under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being avail¬ 
able for this purpose. 


Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the 
third year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of 
the professors and teachers connected with the department of 
Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year 
instruction in medicine, and is held in the pathological labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
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the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood, including the use of the haemoglobinometer, haemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity, agglutination tests, the examination of fresh films, 
the preparation of stained blood films and the method of 
making differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also 
comprises the microscopic examination of stomach contents 
and faeces, for the recognition of abnormal cellular elements, 
fat, blood, bacteria and animal parasites; the examination of 
the secretions of the respiratory tract; the examination of 
exudates and other pathological fluids obtained by puncture, 
and also the examination of hairs for the parasites of ring¬ 
worm and favus. 

In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance in clinical 
medicine and surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations.

A didactic course on the diseases of infancy and childhood* 
including the feeding of infants, is given during the session 
to students of the fourth year. Clinical and didactic lectures 
are given on diseases of the new-born at the Montreal Mater¬ 
nity Hospital. In the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals weekly clinical lectures and ward demonstrations on 
diseases of childhood will be given to students of the fifth 
year and groups of students in rotation will be assigned work 
in connection with the out-patient children’s departments of 
both hospitals. 
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HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

The clinical material in the Montreal General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals is very large in amount and varied in 
character. There are about five hundred beds in the two 
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hospitals, and the service is a very active one. It is, therefore, 
possible to make the teaching in Surgery largely clinical and 
practical. 

During the latter part of their third year the students are 
sent to the out-patient departments of the hospitals for 
instruction in the methods of examining patients. They are 
also taught to differentiate the abnormal from the normal, to 
apply bandages, to do dressings and apply splints. 

In their fourth year they attend Surgical Clinics in the 
amphitheatres of the hospitals two days in the week. They 
receive clinical instruction, witness the reduction of fractures 
and dislocations and are present during the performance of 
operations, the details of which are explained and demon¬ 
strated. They are also taken into the wards in groups, are 
taught to observe symptoms, to arrive at a diagnosis and to 
report cases. 

During their fifth year students attend four amphitheatre 
clinics on four days of the week. Groups of cases are here 
put before them for comparison. They take part in the exam¬ 
ination of patients, in the discussion of symptoms and are 
encouraged to make an independent diagnosis. They witness 
the operations performed and have every opportunity to learn 
technique. In these clinics special attention is given to the 
consideration of the natural history of the diseases under 
discussion, as well as the pathogenesis, complications, prog¬ 
nosis and therapeutic indications. 

Students, during their fifth year, are expected to do inde¬ 
pendent work in the wards, studying the cases assigned to 
them, reading up their cases in the medical library and doing 
sufficient laboratory work to enable them to make their case 
reports complete. 

The didactic lectures are given in the New Medical Building 
and are illustrated by a large collection of preparations from 
the Museum, by plates, diagrams, drawings, and, when avail- 
able, by fresh specimens. 
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The didactic lectures deal with the principles of surgery, 
and rare and unusual diseases and injuries which may not be 
illustrated in the wards of the hospitals. They are intended 
to be, so far as posible, complementary to the clinical teach¬ 
ing. In these lectures the student is given a broad general 
view of surgery, so that he may the more easily and intelli¬ 
gently follow the clinical teaching in the hospitals and more 
fully appreciate the many problems presented at the bedside. 

Practical instruction in the administration of anaesthetics is 
given to students of the fourth and fifth years in the hospitals, 
the didactic lectures and laboratory demonstrations being 
given in the College by the Department of Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics. 


OBSTETRICS,

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the principles 
and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, 
fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete 
sets of models illustrating the deformities of the pelvis, wax 
preparations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside 
instruction in the Montreal Maternity, including external 
palpation, pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment of 
cases; (3) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) 
a course of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction will be 
given separately to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in medicine and 
surgery, forms an important part of the final examination. 
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A few lectures will be given on diseases of the new-born, 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The 
lecturers and demonstrators will give special courses from 
time to time in the college and in the hospital, and will take 
the students in groups for the purpose of demonstration, 
examination and review. 

The adoption of the five-year course necessitates some 
important changes in the methods and sequence of instruction. 

In the fourth year will be given the regular course of 
didactic lectures. 

The fifth year will be devoted mainly to practical and 
clinical work in the wards of the Montreal Maternity and in 
its externe service. Palpation on the living subject, theatre 
clinics, ward clinics, and individual instruction in the manage¬ 
ment of labor and the care of the puerperal patients will be 
the chief features of the course. 


GYNAECOLOGY.

The didactic course consists of about twenty-five lectures 
given twice weekly during the Autumn session. The anatomy 
and physiology of the organs and parts concerned are first 
discussed. Then the various methods of examination are fully 
described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses 
explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order: Disorders 
of menstruation, leucorrhcea, diseases of the external genital 
organs; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus; the infections of the pelvic peritoneum and cellular 
tissue and the uterine appendages; benign and malignant 
growths of the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the 
bladder and urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 







Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side instruc¬ 
tion, is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals by Professors Chipman, Lockhart, and Goodall, 
assisted by Drs. Patrick, Little and Burgess. A large amount 
of clinical material is thus available for practical instruction 
in this department of medicine. Numerous operations are 
done before the class and made the subject of remarks. In 
addition to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large 
out-patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students 
are admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi¬ 
manual examination and in the use of instruments for 
diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in 
medicine and surgery, forms part of the final examination.

In the fourth year there will be a didactic course of about 
ten lectures delivered at the University. The more unusual 
diseases of the eye will be fully described, while the com¬ 
moner diseases will merely be touched on, the fuller considera¬ 
tion of the latter being reserved for the clinical lectures to be 
delivered in the fifth year. In addition, in the fourth year 
there will be instruction in the anatomy of the eye, the 
methods of examination, and the use of the ophthalmoscope 
and refraction. 

In the fifth year there will be a regular bi-weekly course 
of clinical lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, as well as a tutorial course in operations on the 
cadaver. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to under¬ 
graduates on the day set apart for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on 
in the out-patients' department of both the Royal Victoria and 
the Montreal General Hospitals, where, owing to the large 
clinics, the students are afforded ample opportunity of receiv¬ 
ing a thorough instruction in these subjects. The course is 
carried on in both the fourth and fifth years. In the fourth 
year, in addition to a short course of didactic lectures, the 
students receive instruction in: (a) The normal anatomy 
of the ear, nose and throat, as exemplified in moist dis¬ 
sections, dried specimens, models, stereoscopic plates and 
radiograms of normal conditions of the accessory sinuses of 
the nose and mastoid process; (b) the method of using the 
various instruments for examining the ear, nose and throat; 
(c) the usual tests for hearing; (d) the recognition of normal 
conditions of these special organs, as exemplified by clinical 
material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only 
pathological conditions affecting these organs. As many cases 
as is possible are brought forward to illustrate the various 
diseases, and the clinical material thus presented is dealt with 
by a clinical lecture, and is further enlarged by gross patholo¬ 
gical specimens, microscopical material and lantern slides. 
Eight to ten didactic lectures will also be given. 

In this year the students will also receive instruction as to 
the care of the deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a 
lecture and practical illustration of the methods of educating 
these unfortunate children in the Mackay Institution for Deaf 
Mutes. 
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The courses are conducted in small classes, so that personal 
supervision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held 
twice a week, and continued throughout each session. An 
examination at the end of the fourth year will be only clinical, 
but that at the end of the fifth year will be both written and 
clinical. A position as resident house-surgeon in the depart¬ 
ment of oto-laryngology in the Royal Victoria Hospital is 
open to the members of the graduating class. 

MENTAL DISEASES.

This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Univer¬ 
sity on insanity in its various forms. The several types of 
mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction will be given to groups of 
senior students at the close of the didactic lectures. 

After clinical instruction each student is required to examine 
a number of cases of mental diseases for himself, making 
written reports thereon, and this is followed by a discussion 
in which the major points relative to such cases are explained. 

A clinical as well as a written examination is held. 

DERMATOLOGY.

The course is entirely clinical, consisting of a weekly theatre 
clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, 
on specially selected cases, and two outdoor clinics, weekly, by 
Drs. G. G. Campbell, at the Montreal General Hospital, and 
W. P. Burnett at the Royal Victoria Hospital, throughout the 
session. Lantern slides are made use of to illustrate the 
course; also a large series of coloured plates and photographs. 















DOUBLE COURSES. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is now 
possible for students to obtain the double degree of B.A. and 
M.D., C.M., after seven years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering upon a double 
course who intend to practice in the Province of Quebec, it is 
necessary, under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing 
Board, that they matriculate and register with the aforesaid 
Board not later than the end of their second year in Arts. 

Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 

Under a new arrangement recently made with the Faculty 
of Arts, the curriculum of the double course for the degree 
of B.A., M.D., has been considerably altered and improved. 

Under this arrangement, the double course student will 
spend the first three years in the Faculty of Arts, during the 
last two years of which, however, he will take up the follow¬ 
ing subjects of the medical course:—In the second year, 
biology, embryology and bacteriology of first year medicine, 
and in the third year anatomy and histology of first year and 
organic and biological chemistry of second year medicine. 
The fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh years will be spent 
entirely in the Medical Faculty. The curriculum of the first 
three years is as follows:

To secure privileges connected with the double course de¬ 
scribed above, certificates of registration in the Medical 
Faculty must be presented at the beginning of each year to 
the Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the end of each 
session in the second and third years certificates of attendance 
on lectures and of having passed the necessary examinations 
in the Medical Faculty must also be presented. At the end of 
the fourth year certificates must be presented to show that 
the full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for the year has 
been completed. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to chemistry, biology, 
physics, and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal, he is advised to take chemistry, biology and 
physics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training for 
medicine. 

Course L'.ading to B.Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

Beginning with the session of 1913-14 a double course of 
Science and Medicine will be offered. 

This course is designed to give a scientific rather than a 
literary training as a preliminary for medicine. After four 
years of scientific work a student will have completed all the 
subjects of the first two years in medicine, and will enter the 
third year of the medical course with a more thorough train¬ 
ing in the scientific foundations of medicine than can be 
acquired by the regular medical student. Any student taking 
this course should have fulfilled the requirements for entrance 
to the Faculty of Medicine. 

Below is a synopsis of the course leading to entrance upon 
the third year in medicine:

graduate and advanced courses. 

The Faculty of Medicine, in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses. Recently these courses have been made 
almost entirely clinical in character and are given in the 
Montreal General, the Royal Victoria and the Montreal 
Maternity Hospitals. These courses will be continued in 1915. 

A special detailed programme is prepared and will be sent 
on application early in April of each year. 
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Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a 
limited number of such graduates who desire advanced and 
research work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical 
Departments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal Gen¬ 
eral Hospitals, and in connection with the college laboratories 
for physiology, chemistry, pathology and pharmacology. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time 
by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time at 
their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be ob¬ 
tained on application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. 


SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 


In the session of 1899-1900 the Faculty instituted a post¬ 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Science, and 
since that time other courses, as described below, have been 
instituted. 

Special instruction is given in this department, leading to 
the Diploma of Public Health; also for engineers, architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final exam¬ 
ination for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.). 


(1) Diploma Course in Public Health. 


Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
degree in Medicine, or other qualification for practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The courses prescribed are as follows:— 

1. A course of lectures in public health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 
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2. A six months’ course in bacteriology, special attention 
being directe.d to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3- A six months’ course of practical study of out-door 
sanitary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted 
in the case of medical health officers holding appointments 
which offer facilities for studying general out-door sanitary 
work). 

4* Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has 
already been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Six months’ instruction in sanitary chemistry and 
physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the diploma will cover the following 
subjects:—Examination of clinical cases at an infectious 
hospital; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other 
reports of officers of health; a report upon the sanitary con¬ 
dition of some actual locality; the chemical analysis of liquids 
and gases and of specimens of food; demonstration of the 
consideration and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary 
apparatus; microscopical examination of specimens submitted; 
description of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; 
practical examination in the employment of the usual bac¬ 
teriological methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals 
to be used for food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four or five days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curriculum 
of study:— 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry :—Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals, milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

(b) Sanitary Physics :—Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
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the principles of hygrometry (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation:— Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

( d ) Bacteriology and Parasitology :—Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animal; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics :—Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 

(f) Meteorology and Climatology, including the geogra¬ 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

( g ) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

Except in special instances where exemptions may have 

been granted the length of the course is eight months—from 
the beginning of October to the end of May. 

The fee for the diploma will be $50.00. 

(2) Course for Civil Engineering. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, 
particularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health 
principles involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, 
water supplies, sewage disposal, and drainage systems. 

(3) Course for Architects. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public 
health relating to architectural work, e.g., lighting and heat¬ 
ing, ventilation, sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 

(4) Course for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy 

(Ph.D.) 

Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out 
as a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. 
degree. Special arrangements are made to suit the student 
in order that the work done in this department shall be a 
supplement to his major subject taken out in Applied Science. 
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(5) Course for Promotion in the Army Medical Corps. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the 
examination for promotion in the Permanent Army Medical 
Corps, special classes are held for the purpose of giving 
instruction in this subject—particular attention being paid to 
military hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the require¬ 
ments for the Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during 
the session, and usually are of about three months’ duration, 

A small fee will be charged for each of the courses (2), 
(3), (4) and (5). 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

During the fourth year two medical and two surgical 
theatre clinics are given weekly in the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals. Out-patient clinics are given 
to groups of students twice weekly in gynaecology and once 
weekly in ophthalmology and oto-laryngology. In addition, 
on four days of the week instruction is given to groups at the 
bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical and surgical 
out-patient departments. 

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, stu¬ 
dents of the fourth and fifth years receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

The fifth year is devoted almost exclusively to clinical work 
There are three clinics weekly in medicine, three in surgery, 
two in obstetrics and two in gynaecology, these being supple¬ 
mented by group teaching in the wards and by instruction 
in the clinical laboratories. In addition, groups receive instruc¬ 
tion in ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, pediatrics, dermato¬ 
logy, gynaecology, neurology and genito-urinary surgery in the 
out-patient departments of both hospitals. At the Montreal 
Maternity four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one 
during his term of service conducts, under the immediate 
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direction of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases 
in the ward allotted to him. Students are required to show 
a certificate of having acted for six months as clinical clerk 
in medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to 
have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. 
1 he instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of 
the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the 
assistant surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the 
out-door department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special 
clinics at both hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students 
to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of those 
organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
various instruments used in examining them, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge 
of these important branches of medicine and surgery. Opera¬ 
tions are performed on the eye and on the ear and nose and 
throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the hospital. 

There are also special departments in both hospitals for 
gynaecology, pediatrics, neurology, orthopaedics, dermatology 
and genito-urinary diseases, directed by specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech¬ 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching 
practical gynaecology, which has met with marked success, has 
been the limitation of the number of students attending each 
clinic to three. 

Clinical instruction is given in the wards of the Protestant 
Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The clinical teaching in infectious diseases is given 
in the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. 
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HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and 
importance of its public charities. Among these its public 
hospitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those 
in which medical students of McGill University receive clinical 
instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hospital; (2) 
The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Maternity 
Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Dis¬ 
eases; (5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 

Montreal General Hospital. 

This hospital, which for many years has been the most 
extensive clinical field in Canada, consists of a medical, surgi¬ 
cal and pathological department. The medical part of the 
hospital has been replaced by an entirely new building, ten 
stories in height. 

The surgical side comprises two pavilions, containing four 
wards, and can accommodate over 120 patients. In an inter¬ 
vening building are situated an amphitheatre capable of 
seating over 350, the operating rooms, the sterilizing rooms, 
and the other usual accessories to a surgical department. The 
completion of the new building, planned by the Board of 
Management, has increased by three the number of operating 
rooms and has greatly amplified the present accommodation. 

In this new building, which is designed to replace the 
present medical wards, there are three large wards of twenty- 
eight beds each, for the care of medical cases solely. In 
addition, there are three smaller wards for nervous, ortho¬ 
paedic and genito-urinary cases, besides supernumerary rooms 
available for demonstrations and other teaching purposes. 
Gynaecological and ophthalmological cases will, as heretofore, 
receive treatment in the old building. 

The new portion of the hospital further provides a large 
students’ room, to which are attached a lunrh room and a 
lavatory. 

In the raised basement is situated the Out-patient Depart¬ 
ment, of a size to meet the present needs of the hospital— 
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over 60,000 visits a year. Besides the usual medical, surgical 
and special sense clinics, there is a large demonstration room, 
primarily meant for skin diseases, an amphitheatre, and a 
students’ clinical laboratory. 

The recently completed pathological department is on the 
hospital grounds; it is a three-storey building with a mezzanine 
floor and a basement, and is entirely given over to laboratory 
work. The department is in charge of a director who, with 
his staff, devotes his entire time to the work in the laboratory. 
All the equipment needed for examination of the pathological 
material obtained from the wards and the out-patient depart¬ 
ment of the hospital is provided, and special rooms are set 
apart for bacteriological examinations, the preparation of 
vaccines, serum diagnoses, surgical pathology and post-mortem 
examinations. The large amount of pathological material 
obtained from the sources above indicated is made full use 
of by the staff of the hospital in their clinics and by the 
director of the department in his demonstrations held in the 
laboratory. 

In a room set apart and equipped especially for them, the 
students, under the guidance of a member of the staff, may 
examine specimens of all kinds in connection with the cases 
assigned to them in the wards. 

This department offers every opportunity to students, 
graduate or undergraduate, who are desirious of doing 
advanced work. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer¬ 
sity grounds, on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of 
patients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell, of London, England, to accommodate between 
300 and 350 patients. 
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The hospital is composed of five main buildings, connected 
together by stone bridges; an administration block in the 
centre and a wing on .the east side for medical patients, in 
immediate connection with which is the pathological wing and 
mortuary, and a wing on the west side for surgical patients 
with nurses’ home attached. 

The administration block contains ample accommodation for 
the resident medical staff and domestics. In this building 
there are private wards, the X-ray and hydro-therapeutic 
departments as well as the diet kitchen. To the north of the 
administration block has been erected the large out-patients’ 
department. The patients’ entrance, the dispensary and admis¬ 
sion rooms are also situated in this building. This wing was 
opened for patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The medical wing contains five large wards, besides private 
and isolation wards, and wards for oto-laryngology and 
ophthalmology. There is also a medical theatre with a seating 
capacity of 250, and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical 
chemistry and other purposes. North of this wing and in 
direct connection with it are the pathological laboratories and 
mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post-mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post-graduation courses and special research. Spe¬ 
cial laboratories for pathological chemistry, experimental 
pathology, bacteriology and photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains five large wards, and several 
private wards; also two surgical theatres with a seating capa¬ 
city for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 

The Montreal Maternity. 

The corporation of the Montreal Maternity has erected a 
large new building, fitted with the most modern appliances, 
situated at the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. 







Students will therefore have greatly increased facilities for 
obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics and diseases of 
infancy. An improved Tarnier-Budin phantom is provided 
or the use of the students, and every facility afforded for 
acquiring a practical knowledge of the various obstetric mani¬ 
pulations. The Institution is under the direct supervision of 
the Professor of Obstetrics, who devotes much time and atten¬ 
tion to individual instruction. Students who have attended 
the course in obstetrics during the winter and spring terms of 
the fourth year will be furnished with cases in rotation, 

which they will be required to report and attend till con¬ 
valescent. 

An Externe service in connection with the Maternity has 
been established, one of the resident assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own homes. 
Students who have had six cases in the hospital and who 
notify the Medical Superintendent of their desire to do 
externe work are assigned to these cases in rotation, accom¬ 
panying the resident officer whenever possible and conducting 
the case under his supervision. 

Clinical obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
clinical medicine and surgery, and a final clinical examina¬ 
tion has been instituted. Every student must give in two 
complete clinical reports of cases observed by him before 
presenting himself for the final clinical examination. Marks 
are given for these reports in the final examination for degree. 
Regular courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the 
session, special attention being paid to the important subject 
of infant feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying 
milk is explained and demonstrated. At the regular Saturday 
clinic the work of the past week is reviewed, and an oppor¬ 
tunity is given for the examination of patients and the dis¬ 
cussion of points of interest in diagnosis and treatment. 

During the autumn and winter terms the assistants in the 
department give a palpation course, clinical demonstrations 
in the wards and instruction in operative work on the phan¬ 
tom. Students will find it very much to their advantage to 
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pay special attention to their clinical work during the summer 
preceding their fourth year. 

Two resident medical officers are appointed yearly to assist 
the Medical Superintendent and work under his direction. 

Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of contagious 
diseases is available for purposes of clinical instruction. 
This hospital, situated on Charron street, Point St. Charles, 
has a capacity of over 130 beds. There are three large 
individual pavilions, an observation pavilion, an isolation ward, 
a central kitchen and an independent administration building, 
which contains a very complete laboratory and a dispensary. 
It is the intention of the Governors of the Hospital to erect 
a fourth pavilion for the treatment of erysipelas. For the 
present the three most prevalent contagious diseases, measles, 
diphtheria, and scarlatina, are treated, and ample provision 
has been made for the accommodation and instruction of 
students. Besides, clinics to groups of students of the fourth 
and fifth years are given throughout the session. 

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten¬ 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart¬ 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a 
splendid new Museum has been erected, which is undoubtedly 
the finest structure of its kind in America. The Museum pro¬ 
jects from the northwestern side of the new medical building, 
of which it forms a central feature,and faces the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. It is in the form of a rectangular cross and is in 
three stories, of which the upper contains the anatomical col¬ 
lections, while the two low r er floors are devoted to the museum 
of pathology. The wings and free ends of the cross give 
space for three large alcoves on each floor, which are flooded 
with light from without and from a central light well. The 
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interior is finished in white marble and stucco, and the dif¬ 
ferent stories communicate with each other by circular stair¬ 
cases. The beautiful interior has been fitly equipped by the 
University with handsome steel and plate glass cases, of dust- 
free construction, made after special designs bv the Edwards 
Company of Syracuse, N.Y., and the Snead Manufacturing 
Company, of Jersey City, N.J. In these cases the specimens 
are preserved and classified, and here they may be freely 
studied.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty, the Patho¬ 
logical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. 
Biatriatum Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 
1823), and for the last fifty years the rich pathological 
material furnished by the Montreal General Hospital has been 
collected here. An abundance of material is also now received 
yearly from the Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is 
indebted to many medical men throughout Canada, the United 
States and abroad for important contributions. 

The fire of 1907 did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, the loss sustained was not a total 
one, about one-third of the material, including many speci¬ 
mens of the greatest historic, as well as medical, interest 
having been saved. To this nucleus a large number of new 
specimens have been added through the generosity of many 
contributors, both in Canada and abroad, so that the collec¬ 
tion already exceeds, both numerically and in teaching value, 
the material destroyed. In addition, the rich material con¬ 
stantly supplied by the Montreal hospitals, the improved 
methods of preparing and mounting pathological material, the 
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constant activity of the Museum staff, and the fine new build¬ 
ing in which the collections are housed, are factors which, 
together, make the new Museum superior in every way to 
the one which it has perpetuated as well as replaced. 


Museum Teaching. 


The Museum is actively used for teaching purposes, and 
for demonstrations to the students, the specimens being 
employed within the Museum, in the lecture rooms, and 
at the hospital clinics. Six demonstrations are given weekly 
within the Museum by the Curator and the Assistant Curator, 
to the final, and also to the fourth year students. Professor 
Adami’s lectures on pathology are also profusely illustrated 
by the series of Museum specimens. In addition to this, 
many specimens are sent out to the College lecture rooms 
and to the hospitals, to illustrate clinics, lectures, and demon¬ 
strations given by various members of the teaching staff. 


Museum Catalogue. 


The descriptive catalogue of the Museum, which has been 
under preparation on an extensive scale with the collaboration 
of various members of the teaching staff for several years, is 
now approaching completion. The Osier Graduate Catalogue 
Fund, raised by Sir William Osier among medical graduates 
of McGill in 1905 for the purpose of publishing the Museum 
Catalogue, together with a generous grant from the James 
Cooper Fund for Internal Medicine, will supply the neces¬ 
sary funds which will enable the staff to complete the volume 
on the circulatory system in a very short time. In addition 
to the above, the fasciculus on the haematopoietic organs is 
now in course of publication and will be available for the 
use of students next autumn. The completion of this section 
of the catalogue, together with a didactic introduction on the 
subject, are the outcome of Dr. Gruner’s efforts to complete 
his section of the catalogue before leaving Montreal.

The original Anatomical Museum of the College was com¬ 
pletely destroyed by the fire of 1907. 

In the course of the years that have elapsed since that 
disaster, a new museum has been created and now contains 
several thousand specimens and models. These are being 
procured and arranged to illustrate general vertebrate embry¬ 
ology; human embryology and organogenesis; the theory of 
human evolution; the prehistoric races of mankind; physical 
anthropology; comparative osteology; general comparative 
anatomy and the details of human structures, regional, syste¬ 
matic and topographical. 

The specimens exhibited are selected for their demon¬ 
strative value, but the collection is now too great to allow of 
its complete simultaneous exhibition and numerous specimens 
o great scientific interest are preserved in a newly-provided 
museum annex, where they are available at all times. 

] h ® entire collec tion is freely used to illustrate the lectures 
and demonstrations which form parts of the courses in em- 
ryo ogy, organogenesis, histology and anatomy. In addition 
demonstrations are given regularly in the museum itself to’ 
small groups of students. 


jv.useum of Hygiene. 

Director;—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accru¬ 
ing through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
otrathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

The material in the museum has been rearranged with a 
view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most 
Hpproved types of appliances in each particular branch of 
public health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on hygienic principles. In order to facilitate study 
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and reference, the specimens have been classified upon a 
decimal system under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection. —Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec- 
tants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating.— Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water. —Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration; exhibits of all the common 
modes of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. —Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
buildings of all kinds, and measures to be taken against damp- 
ness and foul air. 

5 - Soil— Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, permeability of soils to gas and water, composi¬ 
tion of soils. 

6. Air. —Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

/. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. —This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, 
drainage, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and 
solid. The section also includes types of faulty methods. 

8. Foodstuffs .—Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

9. Clothing. —Materials and their value for clothing. 

10. Vital Statistics. —Administration, etc. 

11. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health .— 
Including specimens and slides of all the common micro¬ 
organisms, pathogenic and non-pathogenic, specimens of 
pathological conditions met in meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit, there is a col¬ 
lection of over 1,000 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides, as well 
as all the specimens in the museum, are card catalogued, and 
a projecting lantern is available for their demonstration. 
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The following are some of the principal exhibits:—Set of 
Knight s diagrams and models; working models illustrating 
house drainage, closets, etc., sewer air, movements of soil air; 
Doulton’s models of drainage, damp-proof construction, ab¬ 
sorption of moisture in building materials, ventilation appli¬ 
ance, combined heating and ventilation, automatic regulation 
of heating and ventilation; building materials; fire proofing; 
estimation of carbonic acid and moisture in the air; meteoro¬ 
logical observation; water supply, water piping; water filtra- 
tions of public and domestic supplies; pollution of water sup¬ 
plies; ground water levels; sewage and refuse disposal; food 
supply; food adulteration; examination of milk supplies; dis¬ 
infection, disinfectants.

Readers :—From October until May, the Library was open 
165 days. During this time the average number of readers 
per day was 30, bringing the total number of readers for the 
session up to 4,950. 

Sir William Osier, Bart., who has always shown the 
keenest interest in the Library, still continues his generous 
support, as does also Dr. Casey A. Wood, of Chicago, a recent 
addition from him being Guiliemi Briggs’ “ Ophthalmo- 
Graphia . . . 1686.” This is of great interest for the 

reason that Briggs was the first man to make a definite state¬ 
ment regarding the decussation of the optic fibres. We are 
further indebted to Dr. Casey A. Wood for the Library of 
Dr. William P. Williamson, of San Diego, California. As 
many of these books were found to be duplicates in our 
Library, they were sold for $175.00, which sum of money 
Dr. Casey A. Wood has kindly placed at the disposal of the 
Honorary Librarian. It is contemplated setting aside the 
money to assist in the furnishing of the room which has been 
reserved for the reception of the works of the old masters 
and incunabala. 

Dr. Andrew Macphail most kindly lends to the Library the 
latest medical publications. Dr. Douglas Morgan has done 
splendid work in cataloguing and arranging our old and val¬ 
uable books, and has written brief histories of many of their 
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authors.. Prof. John L. Todd has very kindly offered to supply 
the missing numbers of our incomplete files of “ Centralblatt 
fur Bakteriologie, Parasitenkunde und Infektionskrank- 
heiten ; and we are indebted to a great number of the teaching 
staff for their donations of books and journals. 

The Library is open daily, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., with the excep¬ 
tion of Saturday, when the Library closes at 1 p.m.; during 
June and July, daily, 9 a.m. to 12 noon; and during August, 
closed for the entire month for the purpose of taking 
inventory, etc. 

McGill medical society. 

This Society, composed of registered students of the 
Faculty, meets every alternate Friday during the autumn and 
winter terms, for the reading of papers, case reports and 
discussions on medical subjects. A prize competition has been 
established in senior and junior subjects, the senior being 
open to all to write upon, while only the 1st, 2nd and 3rd 
year students are allowed to compete in the junior subjects. 
The papers are examined by a board selected by the Faculty, 
and a first and second prize in each division of subjects is 
awarded to the successful candidates. 

Names of competitors and titles of papers must be sent to 
the Chairman of the Programme Committee before September 
1st, and all papers are subject to the call of the committee 
on October 1st. All papers must be handed in for examina- 
tion on or before January ioth. 

The Medical Society also controls the students’ reading 
room, in which the leading English and American Medical 
Journals are on file, as well as the leading daily and weekly 
newspapers of the Dominion. 

The annual meeting is held during the first week of the 
spring term, when the following officers are elected: Hon. 
President (elected from the Faculty), President, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Reporter, and 

three Councilmen (of whom two shall be elected from the 
Faculty).

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


In the autumn of 1903 the Dental Association of the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec approached the University, asking that a 
dental department be instituted in connection with the Medical 
Faculty, and, as a result of negotiations continuing through 
the session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. 1 his department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry 
after passing the matriculation required of students of medi¬ 
cine in McGill University; but those wishing to practice in the 
Province of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in arts 
from a recognized British or Canadian university, must pass 
the matriculation examination of the College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department 
extends over four years and leads up to the degree of D.D.S. 
In the first year the curriculum is that demanded of students 
in the Medical Faculty for the same period with the addition 
of short courses in dental histology and dental anatomy. In 
the second year, students of dentistry finish their course in 
anatomy at Christmas; the course in chemistry is not so 
extensive as for the medical student, and special lectures art 
given in physiology, pharmacology and histology. Pharmacy, 
as in the medical course. There are also courses in operative 
dental technique, prosthetic technique and dental anatomy for 
second-year students. The practical work of the last two 
years is conducted in the laboratories of the Dental Depart¬ 
ment in the College and in the dental clinic of the Montreal 
General Hospital. Special courses of lectures are delivered 
at the McGill Medical College. 


CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 


The establishment of an out-patient clinic in dentistry by 
the authorities of the Montreal General Hospital has enabled 
the University to offer its students an abundance of clinical 
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material. During the third and fourth years the greater part 
of the student’s time is spent in the clinic, where he receives 
the personal attention of a competent staff of instructors. 


Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who has ful¬ 
filled the following requirements:— 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3. He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5- He must have paid all fees.

I. 

Foundation and Early History. 


The Eighty-fourth session of the Faculty will be opened 
on Friday, October ist, 1915, by an introductory lecture. The 
regular lectures in all subjects will begin on Monday, October 
4th, at the hours specified in the time-table, and will continue 
until April 30th, 1916. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct 
outcome and continuance of a teaching body known as the 
Montreal Medical Institution, which was organized as a medi¬ 
cal school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. 
Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson and H. P. Loedel. 
These men constituted the first medical staff of the Montreal 
General Hospital, itself established in 1819. The first session 
of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in November, 
1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at the 
house of the institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a building 
situated on the north side of St. James Street, at or near 
Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. It is thus the oldest Faculty of the 
University. 

The first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place 
in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a 
medical one, was conferred four years later, in 1833. 
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There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 
1836 to 1839, an d it is owing to this fact that this is the eighty- 
fourth instead of the eighty-seventh session of the Faculty, 
dating from its incorporation with the University in the year 
1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years in 
the central part of the city until, in 1872, a building in the 
university grounds was provided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885, when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased property 
adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Faculty to erect 
new buildings and extensively alter and improve those already 
in use. The new wings comprised a large lecture room capable 
of accommodating 150 students and new laboratories for path¬ 
ology, histology, pharmacology and sanitary science. The 
library and museum of pathology were also enlarged and 
improved. Notwithstanding the greatly increased accommoda¬ 
tion, a further extension became, in less than five years, almost 
imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt, Lord Strathcona, in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those previously occupied and enabled the Faculty 
to greatly increase the scope of its laboratory teaching. On 
the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, toge¬ 
ther with the original medical building, was destroyed by fire. 
Fortunately, the wing containing the teaching laboratories and 
the chief lecture room of the Faculty was saved, though to 
some extent damaged by water and smoke. This wing was 
completely restored in time for the opening of the session, 
1907-08, and provided excellent accommodation for physiology, 
histology and medical chemistry. 
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New Buildings. 

During the summer of 1910 the Faculty took possession of 
a part of the new building erected by the University at the 
corner of Pine Avenue and University Street. The portion 
then taken over comprised the east wing, extending along 
University Street, the central portion, facing the campus, and 
to the rear of this the Museum. The west wing has since 
been completed and the Faculty now occupies one of the most 
modern and best-equipped buildings on this continent. 


Matriculation. 


Intending students are reminded that a university degree 
in medicine does not always give the right to practise the pro¬ 
fession of medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro¬ 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has special requirements for its license, and in most provinces 
a certain standard of general education is insisted upon before 
beginning the study of medicine. 



Regulations of McGill University. 


All inquiries relating to the examinations for entrance 
should be addressed to the Registrar of the University. 

No student will be permitted to register in the Faculty of 
Medicine unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation 
requirements of the University . 


1. Every student before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in medicine must present a certificate of having 
passed the Marticulation Examination of the Faculty of 
Medicine of this University, or of having passed some pro¬ 
vincial, state or university examination accepted by this Uni¬ 
versity. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those 
who have passed the entrance examination of a provincial 
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medical council, provided it includes physics and chemistry, 
and thus become enregistered students in medicine of a pro¬ 
vince in Canada, are exempt from further preliminary exam¬ 
ination. 

3. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Facul¬ 
ties) are held in June and September—in June at McGill 
College and (on application) at local centres; in September, 
at McGill College and at Vancouver and Victoria only. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain, who 
are not otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will 
be held regularly in London, Eng., each year, commencing on 
or about the 12th of June. The examination will be held in 
London under the directorship of Dr. J. D. McClure. Full 
information regarding the exact date of the examination, fee, 
etc., may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of 
the University, W. A. Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Head¬ 
masters’ Conference, 12 King’s Bench Walk, Temple, London, 
E.C. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee 
(for which see page 39) one month before the examination 
begins. Blank forms may be obtained from the Registrar. 

No application for examination in Jane will be received 
after May 20th. 

5. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, 
but in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed 
within two years from the date of the first attempt. Credit 
will not be given for less than four papers passed at one 
time, except (a) in the case of candidates who have passed 
in that number at the June examination and who wish to take 
additional papers in the following September, and also (b) in 
the cases of those who are not required to take as many as 
four papers to complete the examination; nor will credit be 
given for less than four papers on certificates which may be 
presented for exemption from the matriculation examination, 
and no certificate will be accepted which has been obtained 
under easier conditions than those which are imposed on can- 
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didates who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking 
the regular University examination. 

6. A candidate in order to pass must obtain 50 per cent, 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject. In 
subjects in which two papers are set, 50 per cent, on the two 
and not less than 40 per cent, in either, and this only when 
the two papers are taken at the same examination. 

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who 
present certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should 
under no circumstances come to the University without having 
first obtained from the Registrar a statement of the value of 
the certificates they hold, as many of these may lack one or 
more essential subject, or the work done in a subject may 
not be adequate, or, again, the percentage gained may not be 
sufficiently high (see regulation 6). Moreover, it must be 
remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty arid 
not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show 
the marks obtained in the several subjects of the examina¬ 
tion, it must be accompanied by an official statement contain¬ 
ing this information. 

7. The following certificates and diplomas will, if submitted 
to the Reeistrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matricu¬ 
lation examination, i.e., in so far as the subject and standard 
of the examination taken to obtain them are, to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Matriculation Board, equivalent to those required 
for the matriculation examination of this University. Candi¬ 
dates offering certificates which are not a full equivalent will 
be required to pass the matriculation examination in such of 
the required subjects as are not covered thereby:—

The holder of a higher certificate or a school certificate of 
the Oxford and Cambridge School Examination Board, of the 
senior certificate of the Oxford or Cambridge Board of Exam¬ 
iners, of a first class certificate of the College of Preceptors 
or of a higher examination certificate of the Scotch and Welsh 
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Education Departments is entitled to exemption from the 
matriculation examination pro tanto, if he has at one and the 
same examination passed in certain specified subjects. 

Applications for exemptions from the matriculation exam¬ 
ination, based upon certificates of having passed examinations 
other than those above mentioned, will be considered as occa¬ 
sion may require by the Matriculation Board. Every such 
application must be accompanied by certificates and full parti- 
culars, and should be addressed to the Registrar.

In the case of candidates from the United States, a cer¬ 
tificate of having passed a state or university examination 
fully equivalent to the matriculation examination required for 
entrance in this University. 

No candidate will be admitted to the Faculty of Medicine 
without having satisfied all the matriculation examination 
requirements. 

Those who intend to practice medicine in any of the pro¬ 
vinces of Canada will obtain information regarding registra¬ 
tion and admission to study by corresponding with the Regis¬ 
trars of the several Provincial Medical Councils. (See page 
43 .) 

Requirements in Each Subject. 

The requirements in each subject may be learned by writing 
to J. A. Nicholson, M.A., University Registrar. 

Physical Examination. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare 
of the student body, every student on entering the University 
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will be required to pass a physical examination to be conducted 
by, or under the direction of, the Medical Director of Physical 
Education or by a recognized representative. 

By such an examination physical defects and weaknesses, 
amenable to treatment, may be discovered. The student would 
then be expected to apply to his physician for such remedial 
measures as his case may require. 

Students would also be advised as to the forms of exercise 
or athletic activities which would likely be beneficial or in¬ 
jurious. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examina¬ 
tion (or otherwise satisfy the Medical Director) before 
November ist will not be allowed to attend the University. 

Registration. 

i.—Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, 
whether as undergraduates or partial students, are required, 
some time during the week preceding the opening day of the 
session, to attend at the Office of the Registrar of the Uni¬ 
versity, or such other place as he may designate, in order to 
furnish the information necessary for the University records, 
to register for the classes which they propose to attend, and 
to sign the following declaration in the matricula or register: 
“ I hereby accept and submit myself to the statutes, rules and 
ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which 
I am registered and to any amendments which may be made 
while I am a student of the University, and I promise to 
observe the same.” 

Between September 24th and September 29th, both dates 
inclusive, students may register for the session 1915-16 at the 
Office of the University Registrar. 

On Saturday, October 2nd, all students who have not already 
registered for the session will do so in the Office of the 
University Registrar.

October ist, 1915, will be special registration day for 
new students. They will register on that day in Molson Hall. 

Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another university who desires to be 
admitted to the Medical Department of this University with 
equivalent standing is requested to send his application to the 
Registrar of the Medical Faculty, together with:— 

ist.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, 
giving a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. 
These will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what 
examination may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

Board and Residence. 

Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses 
in the vicinity of the University building at a cost of from 
$30 and upwards per month; or, separately, board at $20 to 
$25 per month; rooms from $9 to $15 per month. 

A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared 
about a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, 
and may be obtained on application to the Secretary of the 
Y.M.C.A., Strathcona Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low 
rates. The dining room, which is a special feature of the 
Union, will accommodate over 120 students at a time. There 
is also a lunch counter, where meals are served a la carte . 

Dormitory accommodation for about sixty is provided in 
Strathcona Hall, the new home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full 
particulars concerning terms of residence, etc., may be 
obtained from the Secretary of the Association, 348 Sher¬ 
brooke Street West, Montreal, who will also make arrange¬ 
ments to have students who are strangers to the city met on 
arrival and helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is sent 
of the station and time at which they will arrive. 
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Requirements for License to Practise. 


Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the pro¬ 
fession of medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro¬ 
posed to begin practice . Each province in Canada at present 
has its special requirements for its license and in most pro¬ 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend 
practising in Canada are warned that in certain of the pro¬ 
vinces it is necessary to be registered five years before obtain¬ 
ing a license to practise. It follows that entrance qualifications 
must be registered in the province in which the student intends 
to practise at the beginning of his course in Medicine. 

For the convenience of students a list of the names and 
addresses of the Registrars of the Medical Councils in the 
several provinces is here published. Students should make 
themselves thoroughly acquainted at the beginning of the 
course with the regulations governing registration and license 
to practise in the province in which they intend to practise.

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Dominion Registration.

In order to take the examinations of the Council a 
candidate must have the license of a Canadian province or 
he must present a certificate from the Registrar of a Pro¬ 
vincial Medical Council that he holds a medical degree 
accepted and approved of by the Medical Council of said 
province.

General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration 
of Great Britain. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this Univer¬ 
sity is accepted by the General Medical Council. Graduates 
of this University who desire .to register in England are 
exempted from any examination in preliminary education on 
production of the McGill Matriculation certificate. Certifi¬ 
cates of this University for attendance on lectures, practical 
work and clinics are also accepted by the various examining 
boards in Great Britain. To obtain a license from the General 
Council it is necessary to pass one of the examining boards of 
Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Reciprocity with Great Britain. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregis¬ 
tration of Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations 
with the Medical Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Nova 
Scotia, and Prince Edward Island. A holder of a degree in 
Medicine of McGill University who has obtained the license 
of the Province of Quebec, may register with the Medical 
Council of Great Britain. He will thus be eligible for com - 
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petitive examination for the Army, Navy and Civil Service, 
and will be allowed to practise in Great Britain, South Africa, 
Australia, India and the West India Islands without further 
examination. 

Fees. 

All students must register with the University Registrar 
before paying their fees . 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
ioth. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, 
in every case, before the fee is paid. After October ioth an 
additional fee of $2.00 will be exacted of all students in 
default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send to 
the Deans of the several Faculties a list of the registered 
students who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which 
the Deans shall cause their names to be struck from the 
register of attendance, and such students cannot be re-admitted 
to their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, 
signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

3. Students registering after October 20th shall pay their 
fees at the time of the registration, failing which they become 
subject to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

4. The total Faculty fees for the medical course of five full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting material 
and reagents, will be seven hundred and thirty-five dollars, 
payable in five annual instalments of $147.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the 
authority of Corporation, an additional fee of $10.00 will be 
exacted from all men undergraduates and conditioned under¬ 
graduates, for the support of the Literary Society, the Under¬ 
graduates' Society, the Canadian Club, the Union, the McGill 
Daily, and athletics. 

The sum of $10 is collected from all students at the time 
of registration as " caution money," from which deductions 
for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
are made and a refund granted at the close of the session.

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5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to 
partial students under any circumstances zvhatever. 

6. Students repeating the course of study of any academic 
session are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five 
dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting material, 
chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is 
charged students entering from other colleges who have 
already paid full fees elsewhere for the course taken. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be 
charged at the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for 
a whole session. 

8. An ad eundem fee of $10.00 is charged students entering 
from another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth 
year of the course. 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery is $30.00, to be paid by the successful 
candidate to the University Bursar immediately after the final 
examination. 

10. The fee and expenses for the course in Public Health is 
$100.00, which includes the laboratory fee, the fee for out¬ 
door work and the diploma fee.

QUAt IFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 

i. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended 
lectures for a period of five eight-month sessions in this Uni¬ 
versity, or some other university, college or school of medi¬ 
cine, approved by this University. 


* It should be understood that the programme and regulation 
regarding courses of study and examination contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty of 
Medicine, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, 
does not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole of a 
student’s course, to the conditions here laid down. 
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2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may be 
admitted on production of certificates to a like standing in 
this University shall be required to pass an examination in 
primary subjects, and all examinations in the final subjects in 
the same manner as students of this University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in 
general chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in 
biology, including the subjects of botany, embryology, elemen¬ 
tary bacteriology and dissection of one or more types of verte- 
brata, may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be admitted as 
second year students, such courses being accepted as equiva¬ 
lent to the first year in Medicine. Students so entering will, 
however, not be allowed to present themselves for the final 
examination in anatomy until they produce certificates of dis¬ 
section for two sessions. 

4. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testi¬ 
monials of attendance on the following branches of medical 
education; provided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, 
though not precisely the same as those stated, may be pre¬ 
sented and accepted:— 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, Histology, 
Embryology, Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Physiology and Fractical 
Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Biological Chemistry, Physiological 
Chemistry, Pharmacy, General Pathology, Bacteriology, Pharmacology, 
Therapeutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Hygiene and Public Health, Medical 
and Surgical Anatomy, Operative Surgery, Special Pathology, Morbid 
Anatomy, Clinical Chemistry, Principles and Practice of Surgery, Clinical 
Surgery, Theory and Practice of Medicine, Clinical Medicine, Obstetrics, 
and Diseases of Infants, Gynaecology, Pediatrics, Mental Diseases, 
Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology. 

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three 
months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of 
having, under the direction of a properly qualified anaesthe¬ 
tist, administered an anaesthetic at least six times. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received 
for the time over which they have extended.

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5- No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the 
degree who shall not have attended at least one full session 

at this University. 

6 . Every candidate must give proof of having attended 
during at least twenty-four months the practice of the Mont¬ 
real General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of 
some other hospital of not fewer than ioo beds, approved by 
this University. During their third year, undergraduates are 
required to attend only the practice of the out-patient depart- 
ments of the hospitals. 

7 - He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for 
six months in medicine and six months in surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and 
of having reported at least ten medical and ten surgical cases. 

8 . He must also give proof of having attended for at least 
nine months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other 
lying-in hospital approved by the University, and of having 
acted as assistant for at least twenty cases. 

g. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 
20 th day of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical 
Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an 
examination, and must at the same time deliver to the Regis¬ 
trar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that he has 
attained the age of twenty-one years. 

10. The examinations to be undergone by the candidate 
shall be in the subjects mentioned on page 50 . 

11 . The following oath or affirmation will be exacted from 
the candidate before receiving his degree:

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EXAMINATIONS. 


Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given 
throughout the session. 

The attention of first year students is called to the following 
regulations with reference to examinations in the first year:— 

1. Class examinations shall be held during the session in 
each of the first year subjects. The marks obtained at these 
class examinations shall be added to the total marks obtained 
at the final examinations. 

2 . If the standing obtained by any student in the class exam¬ 
inations be not satisfactory, he shall not be permitted to take 
the final examinations. 

The Pass and Honour examinations of each session are 
arranged as follows: 


First Year. 


Examinations in Biology (including General Biology, Zoology, 
Histology and Embryology), Anatomy, General and Practical Chemistry, 
Physics and Bacteriology. 

Students who have taken one or more University courses 
in biology or chemistry before entering may be exempted 
from attendance and examination. Students exempted in 
these first year subjects are allowed only a pass standing, .but 
may present themselves for examination if they desire to 
attain an honour standing. Students exempted from the 
general chemistry of the first year must take the organic 
chemistry of the second year in their first year. 

Second Year. 

Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology, Organic and Biological 
Chemistry, Histology and Pharmacy. 

Third Year. 

Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology, Physiological Chemistry, 
Pharmacology, General Pathology, Bacteriology, Parasitology, Clinical 
Chemistry, Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery. 
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Fourth Year. 

I examinations in Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery, Obstetrics, 
Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology, ‘Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, Mental Diseases, Medical 
Jurisprudence and Hygiene. 

Fifth Year. 

Examinations in Medicine, Surgery, Clinical Medicine, Clinical 
Surgery, Special Pathology, Gynaecology, Obstetrics, Ophthalmology 
Oto-Laryngology, Dermatology. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to 
pass and 75 per cent, for honours. 

The work of one session must be completed and all exam¬ 
inations passed before a student is permitted to advance to 
the next. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than three subjects of the first or second years and in not 
more than two subjects of the third and fourth years, may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed to take the supple¬ 
mental examinations before the beginning of the following 
session. These examinations will be held during the week 
preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Students of the first, second, third or fourth years who fail 
in more subjects than are above specified are not eligible for 
supplemental examinations. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical 
work is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be 
required to repeat the course and furnish a certificate of 
attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental 
examination in that subject. Should the subject be one in 
which practical or clinical work is required, the student must

furnish a certificate of additional hospital attendance or labor¬ 
atory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion cf the examiners, be granted supple¬ 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examinations. 

A student who, after being registered in the first, second, 
third or fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to 
qualify for advancement, or who, after being registered in 
the final year for three successive sessions, fails to qualify 
for the degree, shall not be permitted to register again as a 
student of Medicine in the University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the 
hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date 
set for the beginning of the examination and they must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 

FELLOWSHIPS. 

i. Fellowships. —The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellow¬ 
ship:—The sum of $10,000 has been received by the Faculty 
from the committee of the A. A. Browne Memorial Fund. 
With this sum a fellowship has been established, to be known 
as the “ A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship/' This fellow¬ 
ship is open to graduates of any recognized Medical School 
and is for the advancement of medical science, special pre¬ 
ference being given to the subjects of obstetrics and gynae¬ 
cology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship:—The sum of 
$25,000 has been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New 
York, the proceeds to be devoted to coordinated research in 
the laboratories of pathology in or associated with the Uni¬ 
versity. 

The James Douglas Studentship:—A studentship in path- 
ology, given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to 
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McGill graduates only, tenable for six years and of the value 
of $1,250 for the first year, increasing to $2,500. 

2. Medals. The “ Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the graduating 
class who receives the highest aggregate number of marks in 
the different branches comprised in the medical curriculum. 

1 he student who gains the Holmes Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a bronze medal and the money equiva¬ 
lent of the gold medal. 

1 lie “ Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the 
late Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in general 
and medical chemistry, together with creditable examination 
in the primary branches. The examination is held at the 
end of the third year. 

The “ W ood Gold Medal,” founded by Casey A. Wood, 
M.D., is awarded to the student of the graduating class who 
receives the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical 
branches of the final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com- 
" pete for this medal. 

3. Prizes.— The Final Prize.—A prize in books awarded 
for the best examination in the final branches. The Holmes 
medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

The Fourth Year Prize.—A prize in books awarded for the 
best examination in all the branches of the fourth year, in 
course. 

The Joseph Hils Prize.—Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils, of Woonsocket, R.I.—A prize in books awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in materia medica and therapeutics. 

The Joseph Morley Drake Prize.—Founded by the late 
Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.—A microscope, or its equivalent, 
to be awarded to the student of the third year who obtains 
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the highest number of marks for the examinations in path¬ 
ology and bacteriology. 

The Third Year Prize.—A prize in books awarded for the 
best examination in all the branches of the third year, in 
course. 

The Second Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best 
examination in all the branches of the second year, in course. 

The First Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best exam¬ 
ination in all the branches of the first year, in course. 

MICROSCOPES AND HjEMOCYTOMETERS. 

Each student is required to provide himself on beginning 
his studies with a first-class microscope for laboratory and 
private study throughout his course. The Faculty will supply 
the instruments necessary for demonstrations, etc. The micro¬ 
scope must be of substantial construction and be provided, 
as a minimum, with the following accessories, 2 / 3 , 1 / 6 and 1 / 12 
oil immersion, and a substage condenser. Such an instrument 
will last a lifetime and is an essential part of the equipment 
of a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student not be provided with such a microscope 
he may, (i) purchase a guaranteed instrument from the pur¬ 
chasing department of the University for the sum of $60.00, 
or (2) on depositing a bond for $60.00, signed by two pro¬ 
perty-holders of his place of residence, hire and purchase a 
miscroscope from the University by paying the sum of $7.00 
per annum for five years and the further sum of $40.00 at the 
expiry thereof. 

Any student selecting plan (2) will have the entire control 
of the instrument and may use it at home during the holidays, 
but until the final payment of $40.00 shall have been made it 
shall remain the absolute property of the University, and no 
refund of any annual payment shall be made under any cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Each student of the third year is required to have a hsemo- 
cytometer, and, in order that an instrument of uniform value 
and accuracy may be in the hands of all students, the Univer¬ 
sity has purchased a supply, which will be sold at cost price

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GENERAL STATEMENT AND PLAN OF 
INSTRUCTION. 

1 he P en °d of study for the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery has been increased to five sessions of 
eight months each. With the additional year, by a rearrange¬ 
ment of the curriculum, more time will be given to the funda¬ 
mental subjects of chemistry, physics and biology, while a 
thorough grounding will be given in the important subjects of 
anatomy, physiology, pharmacology and histology. The teach¬ 
ing in these branches, as well as in pathology and bacteriology, 
is largely conducted in the well-equipped laboratories of the 
College. The greater part of the added year is devoted to 
clinical instruction, as, in addition to the time provided in 
the third and fourth years, the fifth year will be given over 
practically entirely to clinical work in the wards of the 
hospitals. 

Under the new arrangement of the curriculum, the subjects 
will be taken in the following order: 

In the First Year : Biology, general chemistry (theoretical 
and practical), physics, anatomy, histology, embryology and 
bacteriology. 

In the Second Year : Anatomy and histology are continued 
throughout the session; physiology is taken up for the first 
time and is continued throughout the session. There is a 
course in organic and biological chemistry, with laboratory 
work and a short course in pharmacy. 

In the Third Year: Physiology is continued throughout 
the session, pharmacology is taken up, and also pathology, 
bacteriology, clinical microscopy, physiological chemistry and 
clinical chemistry. In this year students visit the hospitals 
for the first time, and receive instruction in small groups in 
the elements of clinical medicine and surgery. 

In the Fourth Year : Systematic courses of lectures are 
given in the following subjects: medicine, surgery, obstetrics, 
gynaecology, medical and surgical anatomy, materia medica 
and therapeutics, mental diseases, medical jurisprudence 
and pediatrics. In ophthalmology and oto-laryngology, in 
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addition to a short course of lectures, instruction is given in 
the hospitals in the use of instruments and in the examination 
of normal cases. In this year also there is given a course in 
hygiene and preventive medicine, consisting of lectures, 
demonstrations and practical laboratory work. Theatre clinics, 
ward classes and out-patient clinics are conducted in the 
hospitals in medicine and surgery. 

In the Fifth Year : Most of the students’ time is spent in 
the hospitals. Theatre clinics are given on three days in the 
week in each hospital in medicine and surgery. There are 
also daily ward classes to groups of students in these branches. 
In the out-patient departments of both hospitals there are 
clinics to groups of students in the various special branches 
of gynaecology, ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, dermatology, 
orthopaedics, pediatrics and genito-urinary diseases. Clinics, 
ward classes and demonstrations in obstetrics are given in the 
new Maternity Hospital. Students of the fourth and fifth 
years attend the Alexandra Hospital in groups for instruction 
in infectious diseases. 


BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Medical students is conducted, 
conjointly, by the University Departments of Botany and 
Zoology. It consists of three parts:— 

Part I. 

Professor of Botany:— F. E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer in Biology:— F. S. Jackson. 

This part of the course deals with (a) the rationale and 
simple technique of microscopic vision, including both light 
and dark field illumination (ultramiscroscope) and (b) the 
fundamental structure and physiology of the cell; protoplasm; 
special organs of the cell; inclusions; the role of colloids and 
crystalloids ; imbibition ; diffusion ; osmosis; movement; photo¬ 
synthesis; respiration; digestion; secretion * and excretion, 
illustrated by a practical study of plant cells. Twelve lectures 
and twelve laboratory periods (three of each per week during 
the first month of the session). 
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Part H. 

Professor of Zoology:—-Arthur Willey. 

Lecturer:—J. Stafford. 

Lecturer in Biology:—F. S. Jackson. 

1 his part of the course is designed to introduce the student 
to certain fundamental facts of zoology. The lectures deal 
with the principles governing the formation of tissues and 
organs and lead up to an outline of vertebrate anatomy and 
physiology in which special attention is directed towards the 
class mammalia of which man is a member. The evolution 
of the mammalian type is illustrated by the progressive differ¬ 
entiation of the body cavities, the organs of breathing, circula¬ 
tion and excretion, the vertebrate heart, brain, skull, backbone 
and teeth. 

The laboratory work is concerned with elementary histology 
and with a practical and thorough study of the following 
selected types: Amoeba, Paramecium, Euglena or Chilomonas, 
Hydra, Lumbricus, Amphioxus, Scyllium, Rana, Lepus. 

Three lectures per week for fourteen weeks; three labora¬ 
tory periods per week, each of three hours, from the begin¬ 
ning of the second month of the session to the end of the 
first term, and two laboratory periods per week for the first 
four weeks of second term.

Fart III. 

Professor of Botany: —F. E. Lloyd.

This part of the course runs concurrently with the course 
in histology and embryology, and is designed to introduce the 
student to the field of cytology: amitosis and mitosis; repro¬ 
duction, sexual and asexual; the methods of evolution; the 
mechanism of heredity; growth; senescence and death. 

Thirty lectures (three per week) and twenty laboratory 
periods; two (each of three hours) per week from the close 
of Part II of the course to the end of the session.

Instruction in Chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
during a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year. —During the first term the principles governing 
chemical action are studied in a systematic laboratory course. 
A printed synopsis of the work of each day is provided and 
necessary explanations given before beginning the work. The 
course includes a study of chemical phenomena; the prepara¬ 
tion and properties of typical elements and compounds; the 
laws of chemical action; gravimetric and volumetric deter¬ 
minations. and a short course in qualitative analvsis. The 
student is required to pay special attention to the keeping of 
an accurate record of his observations and calculations. Note 
books for this purpose are provided and are examined and 
criticized by the demonstrators. An examination is held at 
the end of the term. 

During the first term a course of experimental lectures in 
General Chemistry is given; four per week, with frequent 
reviews and examinations. This course is designed to fami¬ 
liarize the student with the characteristics of chemical action 
and the conditions which modify it, rather than a detailed 
study of the preparation and properties of the elements and 
their compounds. The application of chemistry to physiology 
and pathology is made especially prominent. An examination 
in general chemistry is held at the end of the first term. 

Second Year. —A course of three lectures per week on 
Organic and Biological Chemistry is given during the whole 













session In this course the facts and theories of organic and 
physical chemistry, which have an essential bearing upon 
medical science, are first presented in the simplest form. This 
is followed by a more detailed study of those organic com¬ 
pounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of life. 
During the winter term a course of laboratory work in organic 
and biological chemistry, two periods per week, is given. In 
this course the student will study practically the chemistry 
of the more important organic substances which are found in 
the tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions 
which influence their production. This course is intended to 
lead up to and partly include the subject matter of the usual 
courses in physiological and pathological chemistry. 

The course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and 
energy cycles in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterification, 
fats and lipoids; carbohydrates, amino acids, proteins, protein 
toxins, nuclein and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, indol, etc., 
together with the application of elementary physical chem¬ 
istry to the problems of physiological chemistry. 

7 hird Year .—A course on The Chemistry of Human 
Physiology of two laboratory periods and one lecture per 
week is given throughout the autumn term. This course is 
designed to familiarize the student with the proximate con¬ 
stituents of typical foods, and the action on them of the diges¬ 
tive enzymes. This is followed by a study of normal urine 
and faeces, and the chemistry of muscle, blood, bile, etc. The 
aim of the course is to give the student a sound theoretical 
and experimental knowledge of the normal human meta¬ 
bolism. This course is followed by a laboratory course of 
about six weeks in Clinical Chemistry at the end of the 
third year. In this course the student is made familiar 
with the more convenient and practical methods for the chem¬ 
ical and physical examination of urine, faeces, blood, stomach 
contents, etc., as a preliminary to their application to cases 
in the hospitals. In addition, exercises are given in the detec¬ 
tion of certain poisons, food preservatives, etc., which are cf 
easy application by the general practitioner. 
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An Advanced Optional Laboratory Coarse in clinical and 
biological chemistry is offered during the winter term to those 
students whose preliminary training in chemistry and standing 
in the pass course show they are able to profit by it. This 
course includes the more recent exact methods of determina¬ 
tion of creatinin, ammonia, acetone, etc., in urine; Kjeldahl 
determinations of nitrogen, cryosocopic determinations of 
fluids, etc., and must be taken by all candidates for the Suther¬ 
land medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
practical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering 
upon the study of Medicine. Graduates in Arts of recognized 
universities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses 
in theoretical and practical chemistry, and of having passed 
examinations in the same, may be exempted from the chem¬ 
istry of the first year. 

MEDICAL PHYSICS. 

Professor of Physics:— H. T. Barnes. 

Demonstrator :—H. E. Reilley. 

First Year .—This course is given in the Physics Building of 
the University. It consists of three lectures and a laboratory 
period of two hours per week.throughout the first half of the 
session, and two lectures and a laboratory period of two hours 
per week during the last half. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially de¬ 
signed to meet the requirements of students in Medicine. The 
course includes a study of energy, simple machines, properties 
of matter, fluid pressures, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; 
production, transmission and interpretation of sound; tem¬ 
perature and temperature measurements, gas laws and kinetic 
theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws of vaporization, 
humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of mag' 
netism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and con¬ 
densers ; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, 
measurements of resistance and electromotive force, measuring 
instruments, magnetic effects of a current, induced currents, 
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induction cod, conduction through gases, properties of cathode 
rays and X-rays; radioactive substances and their radiations; 
aws of reflection and refraction of light, mirrors, lenses and 
lens combinations, microscopes, telescopes, spectra, spectrum 
analysis, colour, interference, crystallography, polarized light 
and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instru¬ 
ments as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygro¬ 
meter, spectroscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications 
are made of Archimedes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflec¬ 
tion and refraction, Ohm’s law, etc. Measurements are taken 
of specific gravities, frequencies, specific heats, latent heats, 
electrical resistances, focal lengths, besides qualitative experi¬ 
ments illustrating the more important physical principles.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible. 
There are courses in the first, second, third and fourth years. 
Each course includes practical work and the fourth year work 
is designed to apply especially to medicine and surgery. 

The first year course includes histological technique; embry- 
ology, which comprises so much elementary comparative work 
as will enable students to understand the essential points in 
human development, and a study of human development up 
to the stage represented by the Kroemer Pfannenstiel Zygote ; 
histogenesis and the histology of tissues. 
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The study of the whole of human organogenesis and of the 
histology of human organs forms a part of the work in the 
second and third year courses in anatomy. 

Recently the Department has expended large sums of money 
in bringing its teaching equipment up to the highest possible 
standard and in providing increased facilities for research by 
graduates or senior students. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., and in 
consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, an ample supply of fresh material is always available. 

Courses. 

Human Anatomy. 

First Year :—General embryology, histology of tissues, 
osteology and myology. 

Second Year : — Splanchnology (including histology aud 
organogenesis). 

Third Year: —Neurology (including histology and organo¬ 
genesis) ; organs of special sense.

Dental Anatomy.

As in all the courses conducted by the Department of Ana¬ 
tomy a record of the zvork done is kept by graphic repre¬ 
sentation, students are advised to acquire some facility in 
draining before entering upon their anatomical studies. 
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PHYSIOLOGY.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thor¬ 
oughly acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern 
physiology, both from a scientific and practical standpoint,— 
its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which the latter 
rest. The course comprises lectures, laboratory work and 
demonstrations. 

Lectures .—These extend over two years and are illustrated 
by experiments, diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory Work .—The courses are arranged to illustrate 
the various branches of physiology. The students work in 
pairs, so as to give each man the best possible opportunity 
of verifying the facts for himself. As medical men have to 
treat human patients, special care is taken to make all the 
practical work illustrative of mammalian and human physio¬ 
logy, and as many exercises as possible are performed on 
mammals and on the students themselves. 

The subjects are arranged as follows:— 

i. Experimental Physiology, (a) Second year students 
work in the laboratory for one period of three hours per 
week throughout the year. The course comprises experiments 
on the heart, blood pressure and circulation, the pulse, respira¬ 
tion, temperature, the mechanics of digestion and the secretion 
of urine, (b) Third year students work for one period per 
week of two and a half to three hours throughout the year. 
The course comprises experiments on muscle and nerve, the 
special senses, the central nervous system, together with more 
difficult experiments on the lines of the work in the second 
year, and revision. 

Demonstrations. In addition to the lectures and laboratory 
work, special demonstrations are given from time to time on 
such subjects as cannot be dealt with in a large class, such as 
electrocardiographic work, heart perfusions, physiology of the 
central nervous system, refraction in the eye, and, generally, 
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of whatever research work is being carried out in the 
department. 

2. Chemical Physiology (see under Chemistry). 

Research Work. —Special arrangements are made for post¬ 
graduate work in physiology and for courses leading to the 
degrees of M.Sc. and D.Sc. For particulars apply to the

The following courses are announced, subject to revision:— 

Pathology. 

1. A course of lectures in general pathology to students of 
the third year. Lectures are delivered three times weekly 
throughout the winter. 

2. Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week to 
students of the two final years. These will be given during 
the session by the pathologists of the Montreal General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

3. The performance of autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are 
conducted at the General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. In 
addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, 
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the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro¬ 
scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro¬ 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

4. Practical course in morbid histology to students of the 
third year; two periods of two hours each, given weekly 
during the winter term. Students are instructed in the stain¬ 
ing and mounting of specimens. Following upon this, in order 
that the student may make the fullest study of the material, 
and not spend most of his time in the mechanical processes of 
preparing it, at each period some five or six mounted sections 
are distributed to each; lantern demonstrations are given of 
the main features of the series, and the student is expected to 
make drawings of the salient features of each specimen. 

5. A course in special pathology with demonstration of 
museum specimens and oral examinations, weekly during the 
winter and spring terms to students of the fourth and fifth 
years. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to more advanced students who desire to undertake 
special work in the laboratories; this more especially during 
the vacations. 

Throughout the year the Curator of the Museum, Dr. M. E. 
Abbott, assisted by Dr. J. Kaufmann, conducts a series of 
museum demonstrations to students of the fourth and fifth 
years in groups. The classes in clinical pathology and micro¬ 
scopy are described in connection with the Department of 
Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department a Research Fellowship 
and a Research Studentship has been established by Dr. 
James Douglas, of New York. 

Bacteriology. 

1. A course of twelve lectures upon elementary bacteriology 
for students of the second year. 

2. A course of lectures upon bacteriology in relation to dis¬ 
ease, for students of the third year. Lectures three times 
weekly during the autumn term. 


x 
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3- A practical course upon bacteriological technique and the 
preparation of bacteriological media to students of the second 
year in the winter term. This is conducted by the staff of 
the Bacteriological Department. 

4. A practical course upon the bacteriology of infectious 
diseases for students of the third year: two periods of two 
hours each per week during the autumn term. The object of 
this course is to familiarize the student with the characters of 
the more common pathogenic bacteria and more particularly 
to render him proficient in the employment of the methods of 
clinical bacteriological diagnosis. 

5. An optional course upon Infection and Immunity, by 
Drs. Meakins and Gurd. This course is largely practical and 
comprises a study of the phenomena of infection, together 
with the methods of preparation of vaccines and antitoxic sera 

Parasitology 

The main feature of this course is a series of twenty lec¬ 
tures and demonstrations, illustrated by lantern slides, and by 
specimens both gross and microscopical. Demonstrations of 
the special methods used in the study of animal parasites are 
given in the laboratory. 

Since the most important of the diseases caused by animal 
parasites are due to protozoa, most attention is paid to these 
organisms, and the diseases which are due to more highly 
organized animal parasites are but briefly mentioned. In the 
lectures, a broad view is first given of the importance of the 
protozoa as pathogenic agents and of the methods by which 
their importance as producers of disease has been discovered. 
The protozoa are then considered as a whole and their func¬ 
tions and characters are considered. Malaria is the best 
known and most completely studied of all the diseases caused 
by protozoa; analogies to what is known to occur in malaria 
are frequently discovered during the investigation of other 
maladies caused by pathogenic protozoa. For this reason the 
parasite causing malaria, its life, its transmission, and the 
means of destroying it, are studied with considerable thor¬ 
oughness. The diseases caused by other protozoa are then 
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considered, but in less detail than in the case of malaria. 
Five lectures are spent on the worms and in alluding to those 
insects and other arthropoda which are immediately harmful 
through their parasitism upon men and animals. The last 
lecture considers all those factors which together constitute 
climate. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner:—For students of the second year there is a course 
in practical materia medica and pharmacy, with demonstra¬ 
tions and exercises in the laboratory. Prescription writing 
and the various modes of administering drugs are explained 
and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and 
consists of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological 
action of drugs, with demonstrations, and practical laboratory 
work, during which the student is given the opportunity of 
studying by experiment the action of the more important 
drugs. 

In the fourth year a systematic course on the therapeutic 
application of drugs and remedial measures will be given, in 
which an effort is made to teach the practical use of our know¬ 
ledge of the effects produced by remedial measures, and of 
the action of drugs in the cure or relief of the various patho¬ 
logical conditions met with in disease. In the fifth year, 
special attention will be given to the subject of practical 
therapeutics in the ward classes by the attending physician 
in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria hospitals. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmaco¬ 
logical and chemical research rooms, has, through the liber¬ 
ality of the late Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all 
necessary apparatus for carrying on extended research work. 











MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medi¬ 
cine are taken up and fully, discussed, also lunacy and its 
medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the 
subject of blood stains, the chemical, microscopic and spectro¬ 
scopic tests for which are fully described and demonstrated, 
also the serum test for the detection of human blood. The 
modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning 
and classification of poisons are first treated of, after which 
the more common poisons are described, with reference to 
symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. The 
post-mortem appearances are fully illustrated by specimens. 
Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight. 

HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical under¬ 
graduates has been carefully designed to meet the require¬ 
ments of the practitioner in medicine. 

The whole course is essentially practical in its nature and 
is in sharp contrast with the truly didactic method of teaching. 
It relates chiefly to the investigation of the causes of disease, 
the channels of transmission and the adoption of modern 
preventive measures—all problems which are likely to con¬ 
front the medical man daily in the prosecution of his duties. 

One lecture and one demonstration period are allotted each 
week throughout the session. 

The practical work includes a series of visits to places of 
hygienic interest. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to is open to students wishing to go into higher 
detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates and 
others wishing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to 
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obtain the diploma of Public Health. (See Special Courses 
in Hygiene, page 84.) 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in 
every branch of public health work. Advanced students are 
furnished with separate quarters and with every facility for 
the prosecution of research work. 

The museum is fully equipped and contains full-sized work¬ 
ing models and apparatus illustrative of the application of all 
hygienic principles. See description of museum, page 98.

A didactic course of forty lectures is given in the fourth 
year, and deals with the general pathology and treatment of 
disease. The course is intended as an introduction to clinical 
work, and is illustrated by museum specimens, plates and 


diagrams. 
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Clinical Medicine. 

The instruction in clinical medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

For the five-year course the instruction extends throughout 
the third, fourth and fifth years. In the third year, demon¬ 
strations are given to groups of students in the methods of 
examination, and in normal and abnormal physical signs, in 
the wards and out-patient departments of the hospitals. This 
is supplemented by courses in clinical chemistry and micro¬ 
scopy at the College. 

In the fourth year, clinical instruction is given in the 
theatres and out-door departments or wards of the hospitals. 

The fifth year is devoted exclusively to hospital work. Each 
student is required to personally conduct and record the rou¬ 
tine examination of patients assigned to him in the wards of 
the hospitals. He is also required to carry out the necessary 
examination of blood, sputum and urine in the hospital labor- 
tories and to attend and report on autopsies on patients 
assigned to him. 

Instruction in the theatres is given on four days of the 
week. Bedside classes in case reporting and diagnosis are 
held, as well as a daily ward visit. In addition, clinico- 
pathological conferences are held each week. 

The out-door department of each hospital has-a large neuro ¬ 
logical clinic, which is utilized for instruction, and for teach¬ 
ing the uses of electricity in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups of students attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of 
students in the fourth and fifth years, the large number of 
cases under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being avail¬ 
able for this purpose. 
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Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the 
third year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of 
the professors and teachers connected with the department of 
Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year 
instruction in Medicine, and is held in the pathological labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood, including the use of the haemoglobinometer, haemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity, agglutination tests, the examination of fresh films, 
the preparation of stained blood films and the method of 
making differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also 
comprises the microscopic examination of stomach contents 
and faeces, for the recognition of abnormal cellular elements, 
fat, blood, bacteria and animal parasitesthe examination of 
the secretions of the respiratory tract; the examination of 
exudates and other pathological fluids obtained by puncture, 
and also the examination of hairs for the parasites of ring¬ 
worm and favus. 

In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance in clinical 
medicine and surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations.

A didactic course on the diseases of infancy and childhood, 
including the feeding of infants, is given during the session 
to students of the fourth year. Clinical and didactic lectures 
are given on diseases of the new-born at the Montreal Mater¬ 
nity Hospital. In the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals weekly clinical lectures and ward demonstrations on 
diseases of childhood will be given to students of the fifth 
year and groups of students in rotation will be assigned work 
in connection with the out-patient children’s departments of 
both hospitals. The new Foundling and Baby Hospital, which 
has recently been opened, with a capacity of ioo beds, will be 
utilized during the session for a series of demonstrations in 
infant feeding. 

HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

The clinical material in the Montreal General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals is very large in amount and varied in 
character. There are about five hundred beds in the two 
hospitals, and the service is a very active one. It is, therefore, 
possible to make the teaching in Surgery largely clinical and 
practical. 

During the latter part of their third year the students are 
sent to the out-patient departments of the hospitals for 
instruction in the methods of examining patients. They are 
also taught to differentiate the abnormal from the normal, to 
apply bandages, to do dressings and apply splints. 

In their fourth year they attend Surgical Clinics in the 
amphitheatres of the hospitals two days in the week. They 
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receive clinical instruction, witness the reduction of fractures 
and dislocations and are present during the performance ol 
operations, the details of which are explained and demon¬ 
strated. They are also taken into the wards in groups, are 
taught to observe symptoms, to arrive at a diagnosis and to 
report cases. 

During their fifth year students attend four amphitheatre 
clinics on four days of the week. Groups of cases are here 
put before them for comparison. They take part in the exam¬ 
ination of patients, in the discussion of symptoms and are 
encouraged to make an independent diagnosis. They witness 
the operations performed and have every opportunity to learn 
technique. In these clinics special attention is given to the 
consideration of the natural history of the diseases under 
discussion, as well as the pathogenesis, complications, prog¬ 
nosis and therapeutic indications. 

Students, during their fifth year, are expected to do inde¬ 
pendent work in the wards, studying the cases assigned to 
them, reading up their cases in the medical library and domg 
sufficient laboratory work to enable them to make their case 
reports complete. 

The didactic lectures are given in the New Medical Building 
and are illustrated by a large collection of preparations from 
the Museum, by plates, diagrams, drawings, and, when avail¬ 
able, by fresh specimens. 

The didactic lectures deal with the principles of surgery, 
and rare and unusual diseases and injuries which may not be 
illustrated in the wards of the hospitals. They are intended 
to be, so far as possible, complementary to the clinical teach¬ 
ing. In these lectures the student is given a broad general 
view of surgery, so that he may the more easily and intelli¬ 
gently follow the clinical teaching in the hospitals and more 
fully appreciate the many problems presented at the bedside. 

Practical instruction in the administration of anaesthetics is 
given to students of the fourth and fifth years in the hospitals, 
the didactic lectures and laboratory demonstrations being 
given in the College by the Department of Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics.

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the principles 
and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, 
fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete 
sets of models illustrating the deformities of the pelvis, wax 
preparations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside 
instruction in the Montreal Maternity, including externa! 
palpation, pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment of 
cases; (3) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) 
a course of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction will be 
given separately to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in medicine and 
surgery forms an important part of the final examination. 

A few lectures will be given on diseases of the new-born, 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The 
lecturers and demonstrators will give special courses from 
time to time in the college and in the hospital, and will take 
the students in groups for the purpose of demonstration, 
examination and review. 

The adoption of the five-year course necessitates some 
important changes in the methods and sequence of instruction. 

In the fourth year will be given the regular course of 
didactic lectures. 

The fifth year will be devoted mainly to practical and 
clinical work in the wards of the Montreal Maternity and iri 
its externe service. Palpation on the living subject, theatre 
clinics, ward clinics, and individual instruction in the manage ¬ 
ment of labor and the care of the puerperal patients will be 
the chief features of the course.

The didactic course consists of about twenty-five lectures 
given twice weekly during the autumn session. The anatomy 
and physiology of the organs and parts concerned are first 
discussed. Then the various methods of examination are fully 
described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses 
explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order: Disorders 
of menstruation, leucorrhoea, diseases of the external genital 
organs; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus; the infections of the pelvic peritoneum and cellular 
tissue and the. uterine appendages; benign and malignant 
growths of the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the 
bladder and urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side instruc¬ 
tion, is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals by Professors Chipman, Lockhart and Goodall, 
assisted by Drs. Patrick, Little and Burgess. A large amount 
of clinical material is thus available for practical instruction 
in this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addi¬ 
tion to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large out¬ 
patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are 
admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in 
medicine and surgery, forms part of the final examination.

In the fourth year there will be a didactic course of about 
ten lectures delivered at the University. The more unusual 
diseases of the eye will be fully described, while the com¬ 
moner diseases will merely be touched on, the fuller considera¬ 
tion of the latter being reserved for the clinical lectures to be 
delivered in the fifth year. In addition, in the fourth year 
there will be instruction in the anatomy of the eye, the 
methods of examination, and the use of the ophthalmoscope 
and refraction. 

In the fifth year there will be a regular bi-weekly course 
of clinical lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospital, as well as a tutorial course in operations on the 
cadaver. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to under¬ 
graduates on the day set apart for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on 
in the out-patients’ department of both the Royai Victoria and 
the Montreal General Hospitals, where, owing to the large 
clinics, the students are afforded ample opportunity of receiv¬ 
ing a thorough instruction in these subjects. The course is 
carried on in both the fourth and fifth years. In the fourth 
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year, in addition to a short course of didactic lectures, the 
students receive instruction in: (a) The normal anatomy 
of the ear, nose and throat, as exemplified in moist dissec¬ 
tions, dried specimens, models, stereoscopic plates and radio¬ 
grams of normal conditions of the accessory sinuses of the 
nose and mastoid process; (b) the method of using the various 
instruments for examining the ear, nose and throat; (c) the 
usual tests for hearing; (d) the recognition of normal condi¬ 
tions of these special organs, as exemplified by clinical material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only 
pathological conditions affecting these organs. As many cases 
as is possible are brought forward to illustrate the various 
- diseases, and the clinical material thus presented is dealt with 
by a clinical lecture, and is further enlarged by gross patholo¬ 
gical specimens, microscopical material and lantern slides. 
Eight to ten didactic lectures will also be given. 

In this year the students will also receive instruction as to 
the care of the deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a 
lecture and practical illustration of the methods of educating 
these unfortunate children in the Mackay Institution for Deaf 
Mutes. 

The courses are conducted in small classes, so that personal 
supervision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held 
twice a week, and continued throughout each session. An 
examination at the end of the fourth year will be only clinical, 
but that at the end of the fifth year will be both written and 
clinical. A position as resident house-surgeon in the depart¬ 
ment of oto-laryngology in the Royal Victoria Hospital is 
open to the members of the graduating class. 

MENTAL DISEASES. 

Professor-:— T. J. W. Burgess.

This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Univer¬ 
sity on insanity in its various forms. The several types of 
mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction will be given to groups of 
senior students at the close of the didactic lectures. 
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After clinical instruction each student is required to examine 
a number of cases of mental diseases for himself, making 
written reports thereon, and this is followed by a discussion 
in which the major points relative to such cases are explained. 

A clinical as well as a written examination is held. 

DERMATOLOGY. 

Professor:—F. J. Shepherd.

The course is entirely clinical, consisting of a weekly theatre 
clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, 
on specially selected cases, and two outdoor clinics, weekly, by 
Drs. G. G. Campbell, at the Montreal General Hospital, and 
W. P. Burnett at the Royal Victoria Hospital, throughout the 
session. Lantern slides are made use of to illustrate the 
course; also a large series of coloured plates and photographs. 

DOUBLE COURSES. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is now 
possible for students to obtain the double degree of B.A. and 
M.D., C.M., after seven years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering upon a double 
course who intend to practise in the Province of Quebec, it is 
necessary , under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing 
Board , that they matriculate and register with the aforesaia 
Board not later than the end of their second year in Arts. 

Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 

Under a new arrangement recently made with the Faculty 
of Arts, the curriculum of the double course for the degree 
of B.A., M.D., has been considerably altered and improved. 

Under this arrangement, the double course student will 
spend the first two years in the Faculty of Arts, and the 
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remaining five in the Faculty of Medicine. The curriculum 
of the first two years is as follows:— 

First Year. 

English. 

History. 

Mathematics. 

Latin or Greek. 

Any two additional languages. 

Second Year. 

English Composition. 

Latin. 

Any three of the following subjects : 

Greek. 

English. 

French. 

German. 

Psychology and Logic. 

Economics and History. 

Mathematics. 

To secure privileges connected with the double course 
described above, certificates of registration in the Medical 
Faculty must be presented at the beginning of each year to 
the Dean of the Faculty of Arts, and at the end of the second 
year certificates of attendance on lectures and of having passed 
the necessary examinations in the Faculty of Arts must be 
presented to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. At the 
end of the fourth year certificates must be presented to show 
that the full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for the first 
and second years has been completed. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to chemistry, biology, 
physics, and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal, he is advised to take chemistry, biology and 
physics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training for 
Medicine. 

Course Leading to B.Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

This course is designed to give a scientific rather than a 
literary training as a preliminary for Medicine. After four 
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years of scientific work a student will have completed all the 
subjects of the first two years in Medicine, and will enter the 
third year of the medical course with a more thorough train¬ 
ing in the scientific foundations of medicine than can be 
acquired by the regular medical student. Any student taking 
this course should have fulfilled the requirements for entrance 
to the Faculty of Medicine. 

Below is a synopsis of the course leading to entrance upon 
the third year in Medicine: 

First Year. 

1. English, iA, iB. 

2. German beginners. 

3. Mathematics, 1. 

4. Physics, 1, and practical work. 

5. Chemistry, 1, and practical work (as in first year Medicine). 

6. French Reading (half course). 

Note.—T his is the regular work required of all students in the first 
year of the B.Sc. course. 


Second Year. 

1. English Composition. 

2. Physics course, 1 and 2 (as in Applied Science). 

3. Elementary Biology, including plant physiology, comparative 

anatomy and cytology (as in first year Medicine). 

4. Quantitative and Qualitative Analysis. 

Third Year. 

1. Organic Chemistry (as in third year Arts). 

2. Comparative anatomy of vertebrates (as in fourth year Arts). 

3. Physical Chemistry (as in third year Chemistry). 

4. Anatomy including comparative ostology, physiological anatomy, 

histology and embryology (as in first year Medicine). 

Fourth Year. 

1. Physical Chemistry, 11 (as in fourth year Chemistry). 

2. Anatomy, including comparative embryology and histology fas in 

second year Medicine) or special advanced Biology. 

3. Physiology (as in second year Medicine). 

4. Biological Chemistry (as in second year Medicine). 
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GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine, in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses. Recently these courses have been made 
almost entirely clinical in character and have been given in the 
Montreal General, the Royal Victoria and the Montreal Mater¬ 
nity hospitals. Owing to the departure of many of its post¬ 
graduate teachers for service in the war, the h acuity is com¬ 
pelled to omit the regular course for this year. 

Arrangements have been made to accommodate a limited 
number of such graduates who desire advanced and research 
work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical 
Departments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal Gen¬ 
eral Hospitals, and in connection with the college laboratories 
for physiology, chemistry, pathology and pharmacology. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time 
by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time at 
their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in Medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. 


SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 


In the session of 1899-1900 the Faculty instituted a post¬ 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Science, and 
since that time other courses, as described below, have been 
instituted. 

Special instruction is given in this department, leading to 
the Diploma of Public Health; also for engineers, architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final exam¬ 
ination for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.). 


feM 
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(i) Diploma Course in Public Health. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have pressed a 
degree in Medicine, or other qualification for practice. for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The courses prescribed are as follows:_ 

1. A course of lectures in public health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 

2. A six months’ course in bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door 
sanitary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted 
in the case of medical health officers holding appointments 
which offer facilities for studying general out-door sanitary 
work). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has 
already been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Six months’ instruction in sanitary chemistry and 
physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the diploma will cover the following 
subjects:—Examination of clinical cases at an infectious 
hospital; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other 
reports of officers of health; a report upon the sanitary con¬ 
dition of some actual locality; the chemical analysis of liquids 
and gases and of specimens of food; demonstration of the 
consideration and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary 
apparatus; microscopical examination of specimens submitted; 
description of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; 
practical examination in the employment of the usual bacterio¬ 
logical methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be 
used for food. 















The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 


and shall extend over a period of four or five days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curriculum 
of study:— 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry :—Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals, milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

( b) Sanitary Physics :—Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

( c ) Sanitary Legislation :—Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

( d ) Bacteriology and Parasitology :—Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animal; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

( e ) Vital Statistics : —Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 

(/) Meteorology and Climatology , including the geogra¬ 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

( g ) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

Except in special instances where exemptions may have 
been granted the length of the course is eight months—from 
the beginning of October to the end of May. 

For fee and expenses of course, see page 46. 

(2) Course for Civil Engineering. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, 
particularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health 
principles involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, 
water supplies, sewage disposal, and drainage systems. 
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(3) Course for Architects. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public 
health relating to architectural work, e.g., lighting and heat¬ 
ing, ventilation, sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 

(4) Course for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy 

(Ph.D.) 

Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out 
as a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. 
degree. Special arrangements are made to suit the student 
in order that the work done in this department shall be a 
supplement to his major subject taken out in Applied Science. 

(5) Course for Promotion in the Army Medical Corps. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the 
examination for promotion in the Permanent Army Medical 
Corps, special classes are held for the purpose of giving 
instruction in this subject—particular attention being paid to 
military hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the require¬ 
ments for the Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during 
the session, and usually are of about three months’ duration. 

A small fee will be charged for each of the courses (2), 
(3). (4) and (5). 
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CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

During the fourth year two medical and two surgical 
theatre clinics are given weekly in the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals. Out-patient clinics are given 
to groups of students twice weekly in gynaecology and once 
weekly in ophthalmology and oto-laryngology. In addition, 
on four days of the week instruction is given to groups at the 
bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical and surgical 
out-patient departments. 

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, stu¬ 
dents of the fourth and fifth years receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

The fifth year is devoted almost exclusively to clinical work. 
There are three clinics weekly in medicine, three in surgery, 
two in obstetrics and two in gynaecology, these being supple¬ 
mented by group teaching in the wards and by instruction 
in the clinical laboratories. In addition, groups receive instruc¬ 
tion in ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, pedriatrics, dermato¬ 
logy, gynaecology, neurology and genito-urinary surgery in the 
out-patient departments of both hospitals. At the Montreal 
Maternity four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one 
during his term of service conducts, under the immediate 
direction of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases 
in the ward allotted to him. Students are required to show 
a certificate of having acted for six months as clinical clerk 
in medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to 
have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. 
The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of 
the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the 
assistant surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the 
out-door department. 
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The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special 
clinics at both hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students 
to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of those 
organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
various instruments used in examining them, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge 
of these important branches of medicine and surgery. Opera¬ 
tions are performed on the eye and on the ear and nose and 
throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the hospital. 

There are also special departments in both hospitals for 
gynaecology, pediatrics, neurology, orthopaedics, dermatology 
and genito-urinary diseases, directed by specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech¬ 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching 
practical gynaecology, which has met with marked success, has 
been the limitation of the number of students attending each 
clinic to three. 

Clinical instruction is given in the wards of the Protestant 
Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The clinical teaching in infectious diseases is given in the 
wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases. 


HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and 
importance of its public charities. Among these its public 
hospitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those 
in which medical students of McGill University receive clinical 
instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hospital; (2) The 
Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Maternity Hos¬ 
pital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases; 
(5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 


/ 
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Montreal General Hospital. 

This hospital, which for many years has been the most 
extensive clinical field in Canada, consists of a medical, surgi¬ 
cal, dental and pathological department. The medical part of 
£he hospital has been replaced by an entirely new building, 
ten stories in height. 

The surgical side comprises two pavilions, containing four 
wards, and can accommodate over 120 patients. In an inter¬ 
vening building are situated an amphitheatre capable of 
seating over 350, the operating rooms, the sterilizing rooms, 
and the other usual accessories to a surgical department. The 
new building has increased by three the number of operating 
rooms and has greatly amplified the present accommodation. 
It also contains a fully-equipped X-ray department. 

In this new building, which is designed to replace the 
present medical wards, there are three large wards of twenty- 
eight beds each, for the care of medical cases solely. In 
addition, there are smaller wards for nervous, orthopaedic, 
gynaecological, ophthalmological and genito-urinary cases, 
besides supernumerary rooms available for demonstrations and 
other teaching purposes. The standard accommodation for 
patients is now 349, which may be increased by 50 in case of 
emergency. 

The new portion to the hospital further provides a large 
students’ room, to which are attached a lunch room and a 
lavatory. 

In the raised basement is situated the Out-patient Depart¬ 
ment, of a size to meet the present needs of the hospital— 
over 100,000 visits a year. Besides the usual medical, surgical 
and special sense clinics, there is a large demonstration room, 
primarily meant for skin diseases, an amphitheatre, and a 
students’ clinical laboratory. 

The recently completed pathological department is on the 
hospital grounds ; it is a three-storey building with a mezzanine 
floor and a basement, and is entirely given over to laboratory 
work. The department is in charge of a director who, with 
his staff, devotes his entire time to the work in the laboratory.

‘ the ec l lu P ment needed for examination of the pathological 
material obtained from the wards and the out-patient depart¬ 
ment of the hospital is provided, and special rooms are set 
apart for bacteriological examinations, the preparation of 
vaccines, serum diagnosis, surgical pathology and post-mortem 
examinations. The large amount of pathological material 
obtained from the sources above indicated is made full use 
of by the staff of the hospital in their clinics and by the 
director of the department in his demonstrations held in the 
laboratory. 

In a room set apart and equipped especially for them, the 
students, under the guidance of a member of the staff, may 
examine specimens of all kinds in connection with the cases 
assigned to them in the wards. 

This department offers every opportunity to students, grad¬ 
uate or undergraduate, who are desirous of doing advanced 
work. 


The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer¬ 
sity grounds, on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of 
patients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell, of London, England, to accommodate between 
300 and 350 patients. 

The hospital is composed of five main buildings, connected 
together by stone bridges; an administration block in the 
centre and a wing on the east side for medical patients, in 
immediate connection with which is the pathological wing and 
mortuary, and a wing on the west side for surgical patients 
with nurses’ home attached. 

The administration block contains ample accommodation for 
the resident medical staff and domestics. In this building 
there are private wards, the X-ray and hvdro-therapeutic 
departments as well as the diet kitchen. To the north of the 
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administration block has been erected the large out-patients 
department. The patients’ entrance, the dispensary and admis¬ 
sion rooms are also situated in this building. This wing was 
opened for patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The medical wing contains five large wards, besides private 
and isolation wards, and wards for oto-laryngology and 
ophthalmology. There is also a medical theatre with a seating 
capacity of 250, and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical 
chemistry and other purposes. North of this wing and in 
direct connection with it are the pathological laboratories and 
mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post-mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post-graduation courses and special research. Spe¬ 
cial laboratories for pathological chemistry, experimental path¬ 
ology, bacteriology and photography are also provided. 

The surgical wing contains five large wards, and several 
private wards; also two surgical theatres with a seating capa¬ 
city for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 

The Montreal Maternity. 

The Corporation of The Montreal Maternity has erected 
a large, new building, fitted with the most modern appliances, 
situated at the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. 
Students will, therefore, have greatly increased facilities for 
obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics and diseases of 
infancy. 

The institution is under the direct supervision of the Pro¬ 
fessor of Obstetrics. Much time and attention are devoted 
to individual instruction. Every facility is afforded for 
acquiring a practical knowledge of the various obstetric mani¬ 
pulations. Students who have attended the course in obstet¬ 
rics during the winter and spring terms of the fourth year 
will be furnished with cases in rotation, which they will be 
required to report and attend until convalescent.

An externe service in connection with the Maternity has 
been established, one of the resident assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own homes. 

Students are required to attend at twenty cases in the 
Hospital, and in the externe service are given the manage¬ 
ment, under supervision, of three complete cases. 

Clinical obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
clinical medicine and surgery, and a final clinical examination 
has been instituted. Every student must give in two com¬ 
plete clinical reports on cases observed by him before present¬ 
ing himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are 
given for these reports in the final examination for degree. 
Regular courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the 
session, special attention being paid to the important subject 
of infant feeding. 

The Walker-Gordon process of modifying milk is explained 
and demonstrated. 

During the session the several teachers in the Department 
give a palpation course, clinical demonstrations in the wards, 
and instruction in operation work on the phantom. 

Students will find it very much to their advantage to pay 
special attention to their clinical work during the summer 
preceding their fifth year. 

Three resident medical officers are appointed yearly to assist 
the Medical Superintendent, and to work under his direction. 

Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of contagious 
diseases is available for purposes of clinical instruction. This 
hospital, situated on Charron street, Point St. Charles, has a 
capacity of over 130 beds. There are three large individual 
pavilions, an observation pavilion, an isolation ward, a central 
kitchen, an independent nurses’ home and an independent 
administration building, which contains a very complete labor¬ 
atory and a dispensary. It is the intention of the Governors 
of the Hospital to erect a fourth pavilion for the treatment 
of erysipelas. For the present the three most prevalent con- 
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tagious diseases, measles, diphtheria, and scarlatina, are 
treated, and ample provision has been made for the accom¬ 
modation and instruction of students. • Besides, clinics to 
groups of students of the fourth and fifth years are given 
throughout the session. From twelve to fifteen hundred cases 
are treated annually. 

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten¬ 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart¬ 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a 
splendid new Museum has been erected, which is undoubtedly 
the finest structure of its kind in America. The Museum pro¬ 
jects from the northwestern side of the new Medical Building, 
of which it forms a central feature, and faces the Royal 
Victoria Hospital. It is in the form of a rectangular cross 
and is in three stories, of which the upper contains the 
anatomical collections, while the two lower floors are devoted 
to the Museum of Pathology.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty, the Patho¬ 
logical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. 
Biatriatum Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 
1823), and for the last fifty years the rich pathological 
material furnished by the Montreal General Hospital has been 
collected here. An abundance of material is also now received 
yearly from the Royal Victoria Hospital, as well as other city 
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hospitals, and the Faculty is indebted to many medical men 
throughout Canada, the United States and abroad for impor- 
tant contributions. 

The fire of 1907 did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, the loss sustained was not a total 
one, about one-third of the material, including many speci¬ 
mens of the greatest historic, as well as medical, interest 
having been saved. To this nucleus a large number of new 
specimens have been added through the generosity of many 
contributors, both in Canada and abroad, so that the collec¬ 
tion already exceeds, both numerically and in teaching value, 
the material destroyed. In addition, the rich material con¬ 
stantly supplied by the Montreal hospitals, the improved 
methods of preparing and mounting pathological material, the 
constant activity of the Museum staff, and the fine new build¬ 
ing in which the collections are housed, are factors which, 
together, make the new Museum superior in every way to 
the one which it has perpetuated as well as replaced. 

Museum Teaching. 

lhe Museum is actively used for teaching purposes, and 
for demonstrations to the students, the specimens being em¬ 
ployed within the Museum, in the lecture rooms, and at the 
hospital clinics. Seven demonstrations are given weekly 
within the Museum by the Curator and the Assistant Curator, 
to the final, and also to the fourth year students. Professor 
Adami’s lectures on pathology are also profusely illustrated 
by the series of Museum specimens. In addition to this, 
many specimens are sent out to the College lecture rooms 
and laboratories and to the hospitals, to illustrate clinics, lec¬ 
tures, and demonstrations given by various members of the 
teaching staff. 

Museum Catalogue. 

The descriptive catalogue of the Museum, which has been 
under preparation on an extensive scale with the collaboration 
of various members of the teaching staff for several years, is 
now approaching completion. The Osier Graduate Catalogue 
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Fund, raised by Sir William Osier among medical graduates 
of McGill in 1905 for the purpose of publishing the Museum 
Catalogue, together with a generous grant from the James 
Cooper Fund for Internal Medicine, will supply the necessary 
funds which will enable the staff to complete the volume on 
the circulatory system in a very short time. In addition to 
the above, the fasciculus on the haematopoietic organs is now 
published and is available for the use of students. The com¬ 
pletion of this section of the catalogue, together with a didactic 
introduction on the subject, are the outcome of Dr. Gruner’s 
efforts to complete his section of the catalogue before leaving 
Montreal. 

Donations Received. 

From the acknowledgment in the last Calendar on June 1st, 
1914, to March 1st, 1915, 187 specimens have been received, 
and the sincere thanks of the Faculty are due to the following 
sources for these generous contributions.

Museum of Anatomy. 

Director:—Professor A. C. Geddes. 
Osteologist and Articulator: —E. L. Judah. 


The original Anatomical Museum of the College was com¬ 
pletely destroyed by the fire of 1907. 

In the course of the years that have elapsed since that 
disaster, a new museum has been created and now contains 
several thousand specimens and models. These are being 
procured and arranged to illustrate general vetebrate embry¬ 
ology ; human embryology and organogenesis; the theory of 
human evolution; the prehistoric races of mankind; physical 
anthropology; comparative osteology; general comparative 
anatomy and the details of human structures, regional, syste¬ 
matic and topographical. 

The specimens exhibited are selected for their demon¬ 
strative value, but the collection is now too great to allow of 
its complete simultaneous exhibition and numerous specimens 
of great scientific interest are preserved in a newly-provided 
museum annex, where they are available at all times. 
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The entire collection is freely used to illustrate the lectures 
and demonstrations which form parts of the courses in em¬ 
bryology, organogenesis, histology and anatomy. In addition, 
demonstrations are given regularly in the museum itself to 
small groups of students. 


Museum of Hygiene. 

Director:—Professor T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accru¬ 
ing through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

The material in the Museum has been rearranged with a 
view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most 
approved types of appliances in each particular branch of 
public health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on hygienic principles. In choosing the various 
exhibits the chief idea has been always to make each specimen 
a “ type ” of a class. This has been done for two reasons— 
first, in order to keep the collection within reasonable limits, 
and, secondly, to avoid repetition as far as possible. 

This method of dealing with “ types ” of classes will, I 
think, prove of more value to the student of hygiene than the 
individual consideration of numberless specimens of each class 
—for in studying the “ type ” special attention must be paid to 
the “ working principles ” of the class, which principles can 
be applied to any particular specimen. In this way, I think, 
a more lasting and serviceable impression is created in the 
mind, than by a cursory examination of a multitude of speci¬ 
mens, all exhibiting the same working principles with slight 
modification in each case. 

In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens 
have been classified upon a decimal system under the follow¬ 
ing sections:— 

1. Disinfection, including disinfecting apparatus of all kinds, 
disinfectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating , showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 
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3 - Water, showing conditions connected with pollution of 
water supplies, whether derived from the surface or under¬ 
ground sources; methods of purification on large and small 
scales; water pipes, etc., and the influence which these fittings 
may exert upon the water contained therein. 

4. Soils and Buildings.— Building sites; various kinds of 
soils; relation between soil and dampness; permeability of 
soils to gases and water; composition of soils. Effects of 
ground moisture on dwellings; measures to be taken against 
dampness and foul air; and building materials of all kinds. 

5. Air, including ventilation schemes and appliances; climate 
and meteorology, with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

6. Foodstuffs. —Alterations and sophistications practised. 
Samples of unsound foodstuffs. 

7. Bacteriological and Pathological. —Specimens of diseased 
meats; specimens and slides of all common micro-organisms, 
pathogenic and non-pathogenic. 

8. Clothing. —Specimens of all the material utilized for the 
manufacture of clothing, showing the raw state and the 
various processes through which they pass until the finished 
product is reached. The hygienic value of these various 
articles. Injuries and deformities which may eventually result 
from the use of badly-designed articles of clothing. History 
and evolution of clothing. 

9. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. —This section includes 
every type of appliance used as sanitary fixtures in buildings; 
drainage schemes; ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and 
solid; refuse destructors, and sewage disposal plants. The 
section also includes types of faulty methods and appliances 
which on principle ought to be avoided. 

In addition to the regular Museum exhibit there is a collec¬ 
tion of over 1.000 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. 

A catalogue with text and full description of all the exhibits 
contained in the Museum is issued by the University authori¬ 
ties, and may be purchased at the General Office.

The Library occupies the central part of the new building, 
the whole front of the second and third floors, as well as a 
portion of the first floor.

On this floor also is 
the journal room and the private offices. The second floor 
contains the stack room, the book stacks having a total capa¬ 
city of sixty thousand volumes.

2,250. 

Sir William Osier, Bart., who has always shown the 
keenest interest in the Library, still continues his generous 
support. This year a new portrait of him, a photograph 
of a crayon sketch by Sargent, which was presented to the 
Faculty, has been hung in the journal room. Dr. Birkett 
retains his active interest in the Library, not merely by sup¬ 
plying most generously large numbers of books and journals, 
but also in aiding in many practical wavs. Dr. A. D. Black- 
ader presented this year, among other books, a copy of van 
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Helmont’s “ Ortus Median*,” 1667. A gift that has been 
much appreciated by the students is a three-volume set of 
Choyce’s “ System of Surgery,” from Dr. A. E. Garrow. 
Through the kindness of Miss Hall, we have received eighty- 
three volumes from the medical library of the late Dr. Archi¬ 
bald Hall, a former Librarian of the Faculty. Dr. Andrew 
Macphail most kindly lends to the Library the latest medical 
publications; and we are indebted to a great number of the 
teaching staff for their donations of books and journals. 

The Library is open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., with the 
exception of Saturday, when the hour for closing is 1 p.m.; 
during June and July, daily from 9 a.m. to 12 noon. During 
August it is closed for the entire month for the purpose of 
taking inventory, etc. 

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society is composed of the registered students of the 
Faculty. Its purpose is (1) to hold meetings every alternate 
Friday during the session, at which addresses are given by 
prominent medical men and at which medical subjects and 
Case reports may be fully discussed; (2) to transact all mat¬ 
ters of business connected with the undergraduate body. The 
annual meeting is the last meeting held in the spring, when the 
following officers are elected: Hon. President (elected from 
the Faculty), President, Vice-President, Secretary, Assistant 
Secretary, Treasurer, Reporter and three Councilmen (of 
whom two are from the Faculty). 

A prize competition has been established in senior and junior 
subjects. The senior are open to all to write upon, while only 
students of the first three years are allowed to compete in 
junior subjects. The papers are examined by a board selected 
by the Faculty and two prizes are awarded in each division. 
The papers are subject to the call of the executive on Decem¬ 
ber 1st, and must be handed in for examination before Feb¬ 
ruary 1st. The Society also controls the students’ reading 
room. English and American medical journals, as well as the 
leading daily newspapers, are kent on file.

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In the autumn of 1903 the Dental Association of the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec approached the University, asking that a 
dental department be instituted in connection with the Medical 
Faculty, and, as a result of negotiations continuing through 
the session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry 
after passing the matriculation required of students of medi¬ 
cine in McGill University; but those wishing to practise in the 
Province of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Arts 
from a recognized British or Canadian university, must pass 
the matriculation examination of the College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department 
extends over four years and leads up to the degree of D.D.S. 
In the first year the curriculum is that demanded of students 
in the Medical Faculty for the same period with the addition 
of short courses in dental histology and dental anatomy. In 
the second year, students of dentistry finish their course in 
anatomy at Christmas; the course in chemistry is not so 
extensive as for the medical student, and special lectures are 
given in physiology, pharmacology and histology. Pharmacy, 
as in the medical course. There are also courses in operative 
dental technique, prosthetic technique and dental anatomy for 
second-year students. The practical work of the last two 
years is conducted in the laboratories of the Dental Depart¬ 
ment in the College and in the dental clinic of the Montreal 
General Hospital. Special courses of lectures are delivered 
at the McGill Medical College. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

The establishment of an out-patient clinic in dentistry bv 
the authorities of the Montreal General Hospital has enabled 
the University to offer its students an abundance of clinical 
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material. During the third and fourth years the greater part 
of the student's time is spent in the clinic, where he receives 
the personal attention of a competent staff of instructors. 

Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Science (D.D.S.) will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who has fuF 
filled the following requirements:— 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3- He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.

Foundation and Early History. 


I he Eighty-fifth session of the Faculty will be opened on 
Wednesday, October 4th. On that date the regular lectures 
in all subjects will begin, at the hours specified in the time¬ 
table, and will continue until April 30th, 1917. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct 
outcome and continuance of a teaching body known as the 
Montreal Medical Institution, which was organized as a medi¬ 
cal school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. 
Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson and H. P. Loedel. 
These men constituted the first medical staff of the Montreal 
General Hospital, itself established in 1819. The first session 
of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in November, 
1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at the 
house of the institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a building 
situated on the north side of St. James Street, at or near 
Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. It is thus the oldest Faculty of the 
University. 

The first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place 
in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a 
medical one, was conferred four years later, in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 
1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the 
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eighty-fifth instead of the eighty-eighth session of the 
Faculty, dating from its incorporation with the University in 
the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years in 
the central part of the city until, in 1872, a building in the 
university grounds was provided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885, when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893, and again in 1898, further extensions and altera¬ 
tions were made, funds for the purpose having been pro¬ 
vided by generous friends of the Faculty. 

On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, 
together with the original medical building, was destroyed by 
fire. Fortunately, the wing containing the teaching labora¬ 
tories and the chief lecture room of the Faculty was saved, 
though to some extent damaged by water and smoke. This 
wing was completely restored in time for the opening of the 
session, 1907-08, and provided excellent accommodation for 
physiology, histology and medical chemistry. 

New Buildings. 

During the summer of 1910 the Faculty took possession of 
a part of the new building erected by the University at the 
corner of Pine Avenue and University Streets. The portion 
then taken over comprised the east wing, extending along 
University Street, the central portion, facing the campus, and 
to the rear of this the Museum. The west wing has since 
been completed and the Faculty now occupies one of the most 
modern and best-equipped buildings on this continent. 

Matriculation. 

Intending students are reminded that a university degree 
in medicine does not always give the right to practice the pro¬ 
fession of medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro¬ 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 












has special requirements for its license, and in most provinces 
certam standard of general education is insisted upon before 
beginning the study of medicine.

No application for examination in June will be received 
after May 20th. 

5. Examinations will be held in June at the following 
centres outside the Province of Quebec, if a sufficient num¬ 
ber of candidates apply:—Sydney, N.S.; Rothesay, N.B.; 
Ottawa, Ont.; Brockville, Out.; Toronto, Ont.; Hamilton, 
Ont.; St. Catharines, Ont.; Winnipeg, Man.; Regina, Sask.; 
Calgary, Alta.; Kingston, Jamaica, and London, Eng. Can¬ 
didates who are not within easy reach of any of the above 
centres are advised to prepare for entrance by taking an 
examination recognized by the University as shown on pages 
37 and 38. In centres where not more than four candidates 
are writing, the fee for each will be determined by the 
Registrar. 

6. The matriculation examination may be taken in two 
parts, but in order to be valid for entrance it must be com¬ 
pleted within two years from the date of the first attempt. 
Credit will not be given for less than four papers passed at 
one time, except in the case of those who are not required to 
take as many as four papers to complete the examination; nor 
will credit be given for less than four papers on certificates 
which may be presented for exemption from the matricula¬ 
tion examination, and no certificate will be accepted which 
has been obtained under easier conditions than those which 
are imposed on candidates who are attempting to qualify for 
entrance by taking the regular University examination. 

7. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 50 
per cent, of the total number of marks allowed for each sub¬ 
ject. In subjects in which two papers are set, 50 per cent, 
on the two and not less than 40 per cent, in either, and this 
only when the two papers are taken at the same examination.

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who 
present certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should 
under no circumstances come to the University without having 
first obtained from the Registrar a statement of the value of 
the certificates they hold, as many of these may lack one or 
more essential subject, or the work done in a subject may 
not be adequate, or, again, the percentage gained may not be 
sufficiently high (see regulation 7). Moreover, it must be 
remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show 
the marks obtained in the several subjects of the examina¬ 
tion, it must be accompanied by an official statement contain¬ 
ing this information. 

8. The certificates and diplomas named below will, if sub¬ 
mitted to the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the 
matriculation examination, i.e., in so far as the subject and 
standard of the examination taken to obtain them are, to the 
satisfaction of the Matriculation Board, equivalent to those 
required for the matriculation examination of this Univer¬ 
sity.

The requirements in each subject may be learned by writing 
to J. A. Nicholson, M.A., University Registrar. 

Physical Examination. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare 
of the student body, every student on entering the University 
will be required to pass a physical examination to be con¬ 
ducted by, or under the direction of, the Medical Director of 
Physical Education or by a recognized representative. 

By such an examination physical defects and weaknesses, 
amenable to treatment, may be discovered. The student would 
then be expected to apply to his physician for such remedial 
measures as his case may require. 

Students will also be advised as to the forms of exercise 
or athletic activities which would likely be beneficial or in¬ 
jurious. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examina¬ 
tion (or otherwise satisfy the Medical Director) before 
November ist will not be allowed to attend the University. 

All students entering the University for the first time are 
required to present a certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, 
of successful vaccination, failing which, they shall at once 
be vaccinated in a manner satisfactory to the medical 
examiner. 

For the duration of the present war and while the Univer¬ 
sity is without a gymnasium, military training will be com- 
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pulsory, during the first three years of his course, for every 
British male student of the University who is declared fit by 
the medical officer. 


Registration. 

1. Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, 
whether as undergraduates or partial students, are required, 
some time during the week preceding the opening day of the 
session, to attend at the Office of the Registrar of the Uni¬ 
versity, or such other place as he may designate, in order to 
furnish the information necessary for the University records, 
to register for the classes which they propose to attend, and 
to sign the following declaration in the matricula or register: 
“ I hereby accept and submit myself to the statutes, rules and 
ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which 
I am registered and to any amendments which may be made 
while I am a student of the University, and I promise to 
observe the same.” 

Between September 26th and September 29th, both dates 
inclusive, students may register for the session 1916-17 at the 
Office of the University Registrar. 

On Monday, October 2nd, all students who have not 
already registered for the session will do so in the Office of 
the University Registrar. 

Saturday, September 30th, will be special registration day 
for new students.

Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another university who desires to be 
admitted to the Medical Department of this University with 
equivalent standing is requested to send his application to the 
Registrar of the Medical Faculty, together with:— 

1st.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, 
giving a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. 
These will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what 
examination may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 
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Board and Residence. 

Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses 
in the vicinity of the University building at a cost of from 
$30 and upwards per month; or, separately, board at $20 to 
$25 per month; rooms from $9 to $15 per month. 

A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared 
about a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, 
and may be obtained on application to the Secretary of the 
Y.M.C.A., Strathcona Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low 
rates. The dining room, which is a special feature of the 
Union, will accommodate over 120 students at a time. There 
is also a lunch counter, where meals are served a la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about sixty is provided in 
Strathcona Hall, the home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full 
particulars concerning terms of residence, etc., may be 
obtained from the Secretary of the Association, 348 Sher¬ 
brooke Street West, Montreal, who will also make arrange¬ 
ments to have students who are strangers to the city met on 
arrival and helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is sent 
of the station and time at which they will arrive. 

Requirements for License to Practice. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practice the pro¬ 
fession of medicine. It is necessary to conform, with the 
medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro¬ 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has its special requirements for its license and in most pro¬ 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend 
practicing in Canada are warned that in certain of the pro¬ 
vinces it is necessary to be registered five years before obtain¬ 
ing a license to practice. It follows that entrance qualifications 
must be registered in the province in which the student intends 
to practice at the beginning of his course in Medicine. 
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For the convenience of students a list of the names and 
addresses of the Registrars of the Medical Councils. in the 
several provinces is here published. Students should make 
themselves thoroughly acquainted at the beginning of the 
course with the regulations governing registration and license 
to practice in the province in which they intend to practice.

General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration 
of Great Britain. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this Univer¬ 
sity is accepted by the General Medical Council. Graduates 
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of this University who desire to register in England are 
exempted from any examination in preliminary education on 
production of the McGill Matriculation certificate. Certifi¬ 
cates of this University for attendance on lectures, practical 
work and clinics are also accepted by the various examining 
boards in Great Britain. To obtain a'license from the General 
Council it is necessary to pass one of the examining boards of 
Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Reciprocity with Great Britain. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregis- 
tration of Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations 
with the Medical Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, On¬ 
tario, Nova Scotia, Prince Edzvard Island, New Brunswick 
and Saskatchezuan. A holder of a degree in Medicine of 
McGill University who has obtained the license of the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec, may register zvith the Medical Council of 
Great Britain. He will thus be eligible for competitive exam¬ 
ination for the Army, Navy and Civil Service, and will be 
allowed to practice in Great Britain, South Africa, Australia, 
India and the West India Islands without further examination . 

[j • Fees. 

All students must register with the University Registrar 
before paying their fees. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
10th. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, 
in every case, before the fee is paid. After October 10th an 
additional fee of $2.00 will be exacted of all students in 
default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send 
to the Deans of the several Faculties a'list of the registered 
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students who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which 
the Deans shall cause their names to be struck from the 
register of attendance, and such students cannot be re-admitted 
to their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, 
signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

3 - Students registering after October 20th shall pay their 
fees at the time of the registration, failing which they become 
subject to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

4- The total Faculty fees for the medical course of five 
full sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting 
material and reagents, will be seven hundred and thirty-five 
dollars, payable in five annual instalments of $147.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the 
authority of Corporation, an additional fee of $10.00 will be 
exacted from all men undergraduates and conditioned under¬ 
graduates, for the support of the Literary Society, the Under¬ 
graduates’ Society, the Canadian Club, the Union, the McGill 
Daily, and athletics. 

The sum of $10 is collected from all students at the time 
of registration as caution money,” from which deductions 
for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
are made and a refund granted at the close of the session. 

5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to 
partial students under any circumstances whatever. 

6 . Students repeating the course of study of any academic 
session are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five 
dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting material, 
chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is 
charged students entering from other colleges who have 
already paid full fees elsewhere for the course taken. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be 
charged at the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for 
a whole session.

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8. An ad eundem fee of $10.00 is charged students enter¬ 
ing from another university in the second, third, fourth or 
fifth year of the course. * 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery is $30.00, to be paid by the successful 
candidate to the University Bursar immediately after the 
final examination. When the degree is conferred in absentia, 
an additional fee of twenty dollars will be exacted, unless 
the candidate has been specially exempted by the Faculty. 

10. The fee and expenses for the course in Public Health 
is $100.00, which includes the laboratory fee, the fee for out¬ 
door work and the diploma fee.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 

1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended 
lectures for a period of five eight-month sessions in this Uni¬ 
versity, or some other university, college or school of medi¬ 
cine, approved by this University. 

2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may 
be admitted on production of certificates to a like standing 
in this Lniversity shall be required to pass an examination 
in primary subjects, and all examinations in the final sub¬ 
jects in the same manner as students of this University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in 
general chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in 
biology, including the subjects of botany, embryology, 

* It should be understood that the programme and regulation 
regarding courses of study and examination contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty of 
Medicine, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, 
does not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the- whole of a 
student’s course, to the conditions here laid down. 
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histology and dissection of one or more types of verte- 
brata, may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be admitted as 
second year students, such courses being accepted as equiva¬ 
lent to the first year in Medicine. Students so entering will, 
however, not be allowed to present themselves for the final 
examination in anatomy until they produce certificates of dis¬ 
section for two sessions. 

4. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testi¬ 
monials of attendance on the following branches of medical 
education; provided, however, that testimonials equivalent to 
though not precisely the same as those stated, may be pre¬ 
sented and accepted: —

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, Histology,

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three - 
months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of 
having, under the direction of a properly qualified anaesthe¬ 
tist, administered an anaesthetic at least six times. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received 
for the time over which they have extended. 

5. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for 
the degree who shall not have attended at least one full 
session at this University. 

6. Every candidate must give proof of having attended 
during at least twenty-four months the practice of the Mont¬ 
real General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of 
some othec hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, approved by 
this University. 
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7 - He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for 
six months in medicine and six months in surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and 
of having reported at least ten medical and ten surgical cases. 

8 . He must also give proof of having attended for at least 
nine months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other 
lying-in hospital approved by the University, and of having 
acted as assistant for at least twenty cases. 

9 - Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 
20th day of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical 
Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an 
examination, and must at the same time deliver to the Regis¬ 
trar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that he has 
attained the age of twenty-one years. 

io. The examinations to be undergone by the candidate 
shall be in the subjects mentioned on page so¬ 
li.

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given 
throughout the session. 

The attention of first year students is called to the follow¬ 
ing regulations with reference to examinations in the first 
year:— 

i. Class examinations shall be held during the session in 
each of the first year subjects. The marks obtained at these 
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class examinations shall be added to the total marks obtained 
at the final examinations. 

2 . If the standing obtained by any student in the class 
examinations be not satisfactory, he shall not be permitted to 
take the final examinations. 

The Pass and Honour examinations of each session are 
arranged as follows : 

First Year. 

Examinations in Biology (including General Biology, Zoology, 
Anatomy, Histology and Embryology), General and Practical Chemistry 
and Physics. 

Students who have taken one or more University courses 
in biology or chemistry before entering may be exempted 
from attendance and examination. Students exempted in 
these first year subjects are allowed only a pass standing, but 
may present themselves for examination if they desire to 
attain an honour standing. Students exempted from the 
general chemistry of the first year must take the organic 
chemistry of the second year in their first year. 

. Second Year. 

Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology, Organic and Biological 
Chemistry, Histology and Pharmacy. 

Third Year. 

Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology, Physiological Chemistry, 
Pharmacology, General Pathology, Bacteriology, Parasitology, Clinical 
Chemistry, Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery. 

Fourth Year. 

Examinations in Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery, Obstetrics, 
Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology, *Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, Mental Diseases, Medical 
Jurisprudence, Pathology and Hygiene. 


* A special examination in prescription writing will be demanded 
and must be passed before receiving standing in pharmacology and 
therapeutics. 
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Fifth Year. 

Examinations in Medicine, Surgery, Clinical Medicine, Clinical 
Surgery, Special Pathology, Gynaecology, Obstetrics, Ophthalmology, 
Oto-Laryngology, Dermatology. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to 
pass and 75 per cent, for honours. 

The work of one session must be completed and all exam¬ 
inations passed before a student is permitted to advance to 
the next. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than three subjects of the first or second years and in not 
more than two subjects of the third and fourth years, may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed to take the sup¬ 
plemental examinations before the beginning of the following 
session. These examinations will be held during the week 
preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Students of the first, second, third or fourth years who fail 
in more subjects than are above specified are not eligible for 
supplemental examinations. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical 
work is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be 
required to repeat the course and furnish a certificate of 
attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental 
examination in that subject. Should the subject be one in 
which practical or clinical work is required, the student must 
furnish a certificate of additional hospital attendance or labor¬ 
atory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple¬ 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examinations. 

A student who, after being registered in the first, second, 
third or fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to 
qualify for advancement, or who, after being registered in 
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the final year for three successive sessions, fails to qualify 
for the degree, shall not be permitted to register again as a 
student of Medicine in the University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the 
hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date 
set for the beginning of the examination, and they must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5*oo for each subject. 

FELLOWSHIPS. 

1. Fellowships. —The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellow¬ 
ship:—The sum of $10,000 has been received by the Faculty 
from the committee of the A. A. Browne Memorial Fund. 
With this sum a fellowship has been established, to be known 
as the “ A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship.” This fellow¬ 
ship is open to graduates of any recognized Medical School 
and is for the advancement of medical science, special pre¬ 
ference being given to the subjects of obstetrics and gynae¬ 
cology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship:—The sum of 
$25,000 has been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New 
York, the proceeds to be devoted to coordinated research in 
the laboratories of pathology in or associated with the Uni¬ 
versity. 

The James Douglas Studentship:—A studentship in path- 
ology, given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to 
McGill graduates only, tenable for six years and of the value 
of $1,250 for the first year, increasing to $2,500. 

2. Medals.— The “ Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the graduating 
class who receives the highest aggregate number of marks in 
the different branches comprised in the medical curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a bronze medal and the money equiva¬ 
lent of the gold medal. 
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The “ Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the 
late Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in general 
and medical chemistry, together with creditable examination 
in the primary branches. The examination is held at the 
end of the third year. 

The “ Wood Gold Medal,” founded by Casey A. Wood, 
M.D., is awarded to the student of the graduating class who 
receives the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical 
branches of the final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com¬ 
pete for this medal. 

3. Prizes.— The Final Prize.—A prize in books awarded 
for the best examination in the final branches. The Holmes 
medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

The Fourth Year Prize.—A prize in books awarded for 
the best examination in all the branches of the fourth year, 
in course. 

The Joseph Hils Prize.—Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils, of Woonsocket, R.I.—A prize in books awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in materia medica and therapeutics. 

The Joseph Morley Drake Prize.—Founded by the late 
Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.—A microscope, or its equivalent, 
to be awarded to the student of the third year who obtains 
the highest number of marks for the examinations in path¬ 
ology and bacteriology. 

The Third Year Prize.—A prize in books awarded for the 
best examination in all the branches of the third year, in 
course. 

The Second Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best 
examination in all the branches of the second year, in course. 

The First Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best exam¬ 
ination in all the branches of the first year, in course. 
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MICROSCOPES AND H/EMOCYTOMETERS. 

< 

Each student is required to provide himself on beginning 
his studies with a first-class microscope for laboratory and 
private study throughout his course. The Faculty will supply 
the instruments necessary for demonstrations, etc. The micro¬ 
scope must be of substantial construction and be provided, 
as a minimum, with the following accessories, 2 / 3 , Ve and V 12 
oil immersion, and a substage condenser. Such an instrument 
will last a lifetime and is an essential part of the equipment 
of a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student not be provided with such a microscope 
he may, (1) purchase a guaranteed instrument from the pur¬ 
chasing department of the University for the sum of $60.00, 
or (2) on depositing a bond for $60.00, signed by two pro¬ 
perty-holders of the place of residence, hire and purchase a 
microscope from the University by paying the sum of $7.00 
per annum for five years and the further sum of $40.00 at the 
expiry thereof. 

Any student proposing to hire a microscope under plan 
(2) should have a bond executed before leaving home, and 
deposit it with the Bursar at the beginning of the session. 
Failing this, a student must on registration take immediate 
steps to procure a bond. If a bond is not furnished by the 
15th of, November, the student will be deprived of the use 
of the microscope. Blank forms of bond may be obtained 
from the Registrar or the Bursar. 

Any student selecting plan (2) will have the entire control 
of the instrument and may use it at home during the holidays, 
but until the final payment of $40.00 shall have been made it 
shall remain the absolute property of the University, and no 
refund of any annual payment shall be made under any cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Any student retaining a rented microscope during the sum¬ 
mer and not returning to the University the following session 
must send back the instrument before the 10th October fol¬ 
lowing; in default of which his bondsmen will be called upon 
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to pay its full value. Graduating students must return rented 
microscopes before graduating. 

Each student of the third year is required to have a haemo- 
cytometer, and, in order that an instrument of uniform value 
and accuracy may be in the hands of all students, the Univer¬ 
sity has purchased a supply, which will be sold at cost price.

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GENERAL STATEMENT AND PLAN OF 
INSTRUCTION. 

PRELIMINARY NOTICE. 

Notice is herewith given that beginning with the session of 
1918-19 the Faculty contemplates extending the course to six 
years. For students registering after that date the course 
leading to the degree of M.D., C.M., will probably consist of 
a preliminary year devoted largely to Chemistry, Physics and 
Biology, followed by five years in the other subjects of a 
medical course, thus making six years in all. The preliminary 
year may be taken at any approved college or university, and 
probably the degree of B.Sc. in Medical Sciences will be given 
at the end of the third year of the course. This arrangement 
gives three clear years for the final subjects and clinical work. 
Students in their last year may be given positions as interns 
in one of the hospitals. The details of the course are, how¬ 
ever, under consideration and will be announced later. 

The period of study for the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery consists of five sessions of eight 
months each. 

Under the present arrangement of the curriculum, the 
subjects are taken in the following order:— 

In the First Year: Biology, general chemistry (theoretical 
and practical), physics, anatomy, histology and embryology. 

In the Second Year: Anatomy and histology are continued 
throughout the session; physiology is taken up for the first 
time and is continued throughout the session. There is a 
course in organic and biological chemistry, with laboratory 
work and a short course in pharmacy. 

In the Third Year : Physiology is continued throughout 
the session, pharmacology is taken up, and also pathology, 
bacteriology, clinical microscopy, physiological chemistry and 
clinical chemistry. .In this year students visit the hospitals 
for the first time, and receive instruction in small groups in 
the elements of clinical medicine and surgery. 

In the Fourth Year: Systematic courses of lectures are 
given in the following subjects: medicine, surgery, obstetrics, 
gynaecology, medical and surgical anatomy, materia medica 
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and therapeutics, mental diseases, medical jurisprudence 
and pediatrics. In ophthalmology and oto-laryngology, in 
addition to a short course of lectures, instruction is given in 
the hospitals in the use of instruments and in the examination 
of normal cases. In this year also there is given a course in 
hygiene and preventive medicine, consisting of lectures, 
demonstrations and practical laboratory work. Theatre clinics, 
ward classes and out-patient clinics are conducted in the 
hospitals in medicine and surgery. • 

In the Fifth Year : Most of the students’ time is spent in 
the hospitals. Theatre clinics are given on three days in the 
week in each hospital in medicine and surgery. There are 
also daily ward classes to groups of students in these branches. 
In the out-patient departments of both hospitals there are 
clinics to groups of students in the various special branches 
of gynaecology, ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, dermatology, 
neurology, orthopaedics, pediatrics and genito-urinary dis¬ 
eases. Clinics, ward classes and demonstrations in obstetrics 
are given in the new Maternity Hospital. Students of the 
fourth and fifth years attend the Alexandra Hospital in 
groups for instruction in infectious diseases. 


BIOLOGY. 


The course in Biology for Medical students is conducted, 
conjointly, by the University Departments of Botany and 
Zoology. It consists of three parts:— 


Part I. 

Professor of Botany:— F. E. Lloyd. 
Lecturer in Biology:— F. S. Jackson. 


This part of the course deals with (a) the rationale and 
simple technique of microscopic vision, including both light 
and dark field illumination (ultramicroscope) and (b) the 
fundamental structure and physiology of the cell; protoplasm; 
special organs of the cell; inclusions; the role of colloids and 
crystalloids; imbibition ; diffusion ; osmosis ; movement; photo¬ 
synthesis ; respiration; digestion; secretion and excretion, 
illustrated by a practical study of plant cells. Twelve lectures 
and twelve laboratory periods (three of each per week during 
the first month of the session). 
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Part II. 

Professor of Zoology:—Arthur Willey. 

Lecturer :— J. Stafford. 

Lecturer in Biology:— F. S. Jackson. 

This part of the course is designed to introduce the student 
to certain fundamental facts of zoology. The lectures deal 
with the principles governing the formation of tissues and 
organs and lead up to an outline of vertebrate anatomy and 
physiology in which special attention is directed towards the 
class mammalia of which man is a member. The evolution 
of the mammalian type is illustrated by the progressive differ¬ 
entiation of the body cavities, the organs of breathing, circula¬ 
tion, alimentation and excretion, the nervous system and the 
skeleton. 

The laboratory work is concerned with elementary histology 
and with a practical and thorough study of the following 
selected types: Amoeba, Paramecium, Euglena or Chilomonas, 
Hydra, Lumbricus, Amphioxus, Scyllium, Rana, Lepus. 

Three lectures per week for fourteen weeks; three labora¬ 
tory periods per week, each of three hours, from the begin¬ 
ning of the second month of the session to the end of the 
first term, and two laboratory periods per week for the first 
four weeks of second term. 

Part III. 

Professor of Botany :— F. E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer in Biology:— F. S. Jackson. 

This part of the course, which is a continuation of Part I, 
runs concurrently with the course in histology and embry- 
ology, and is designed to introduce the student to the field of 
cytology; amitosis and mitosis; reproduction, sexual and 
asexual’; the methods of evolution; the mechanism of here¬ 
dity ; growth, senescence and death. 

Thirty lectures (three per week) and twenty laboratory 
periods; two (each of three hours) per week from the close 
of Part II of the course to the end of the session.

Instruction in Chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
during a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year .—During the first term the principles governing 
chemical action are studied in a systematic laboratory course. 
A printed synopsis of the work of each day is provided and 
necessary explanations given before beginning the work. The 
course includes a study of chemical phenomena; the prepara¬ 
tion and properties of typical elements and compounds; the 
laws of chemical action; gravimetric and volumetric deter¬ 
minations, and a short course in qualitative analysis. The 
student is required to pay special attention to the keeping of 
an accurate record of his observations and calculations. Note 
books for this purpose are provided and are examined and 
criticized by the demonstrators. An examination is held at 
the end of the term. 

During the first term a course of experimental lectures in 
General Chemistry is given; four per week, with frequent 
reviews and examinations. This course is designed to fami¬ 
liarize the student with the characteristics of chemical action 
and the conditions which modify it, rather than a detailed 
study of the preparation and properties of the elements and 
their compounds. The application of chemistry to physiology 
and pathology is made especially prominent. An examination 
in general chemistry is held at the end of the first term. 

Second Year .—A course of three lectures per week on 
Organic and Biological Chemistry is given during the whole 
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session. In this course the facts and theories of organic and 
physical chemistry, which have an essential bearing upon 
medical science, are first presented in the simplest form. This 
is followed by a more detailed study of those organic com¬ 
pounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of life. 
During the winter term a course of laboratory work in organic 
and biological chemistry, two periods per week, is given. In 
this course the student will study practically the chemistry 
of the more important organic substances which are found in 
the tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions 
which influence their production. This course is intended to 
lead up to and partly include the subject matter of the usual 
courses in physiological and pathological chemistry. 

The course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and 
energy cycles in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterification, 
fats and lipoids; carbohydrates, amino acids, colloids, pro¬ 
teins, protein toxins, nuclein and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, 
indol, etc., together with the application of elementary physical 
chemistry to the problems of physiological chemistry. 

Third Year. —A course on The Chemistry of Human 
Physiology of two laboratory periods and one lecture per 
week is given throughout the autumn term. This course is 
designed to familiarize the student with the proximate con¬ 
stituents of typical foods, and the action on them of the diges¬ 
tive enzymes. This is followed by a study of normal urine 
and faeces, and the chemistry of muscle, blood, bile, etc. The 
aim of the course is to give the student a sound theoretical 
and experimental knowledge of the normal human meta- 
bolism. This course is followed by a laboratory course of 
about six weeks in Clinical Chemistry at the beginning of the 
second term. In this course the student is made familiar 
with the more convenient and practical methods for the chem¬ 
ical and physical examination of urine, faeces, blood, stomach 
contents, etc., as a preliminary to their application to the 
chemical diagnosis of cases. 

An Advanced Optional Laboratory Course in clinical and 
biological chemistry is offered during the winter term to those 
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students whose preliminary training in chemistry and standing 
in the pass course show they are able to profit by it. This 
course includes the more recent exact methods of determina¬ 
tion of creatinin, ammonia, acetone; the partition of nitrogen 
in urine in health and disease, etc. This course must be 
taken by all candidates for the Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
practical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering 
upon the study of Medicine. Graduates in Arts of recognized 
universities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses 
in theoretical and practical chemistry, and of having passed 
examination in the same, may be exempted from the chem¬ 
istry of the first year. 

MEDICAL PHYSICS. 

Professor of Physics:— H. T. Barnes.

First Year .—This course is given in the Physics Building 
of the University. It consists of three lectures and a labora¬ 
tory period of two hours per week throughout the first half 
of the session, and two lectures and a laboratory period of 
two hours per week during the last half. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially de¬ 
signed to meet the requirements of students in Medicine. The 
course includes*a study of energy, simple machines, properties 
of matter, fluid pressures, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; 
production, transmission and interpretation of sound; tem¬ 
perature and temperature measurements, gas laws and kinetic 
theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws of vaporization, 
humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of mag¬ 
netism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and con¬ 
densers; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, 
measurements of resistance and electromotive force, measuring 
instruments, magnetic effects of a current, induced currents, 
induction coil, conduction through gases, properties of cathode 
rays and X-rays; radioactive substances and their radiations; 
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laws of reflection and refraction of light, mirrors, lenses and 
lens combinations, microscopes, telescopes, spectra, spectrum 
analysis, colour, interference, crystallography, polarized light 
and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instru¬ 
ments as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygro¬ 
meter, spectroscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications 
are made of Archimedes' principle, Boyle's law, laws of reflec¬ 
tion and refraction, Ohm's law, etc. Measurements are taken 
of specific gravities, frequencies, specific heats, latent heats, 
electrical resistances, focal lengths, besides qualitative experi¬ 
ments illustrating the more important physical principles.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible. 
There are courses in the first, second, third and fourth years. 
Each course includes practical work, and the fourth year 
work is designed to apply especially to medicine and surgery. 

The first year course includes histological technique; embry¬ 
ology, which comprises so much elementary comparative work 
as will enable students to understand the essential points in 
human development, and a study of human development up 
to the stage represented by the Kroemer Pfannenstiel Zygote; 
histogenesis and the histology of tissues. 
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The study of the whole of human organogenesis and of the 
histology of human organs forms a part of the work in the 
second and third year courses in anatomy. 

Recently the Department has expended large sums of money 
in bringing its teaching equipment up to the highest possible 
standard and in providing increased facilities for research bv 
graduates or senior students. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., and in 
consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, an ample supply of fresh material is always available. 


Courses. 

Human Anatomy. 

First Year :—General embryology, histology of tissues, 
osteology and myology. 

Second Year :— Splanchnology (including histology and 
organogenesis).

As in all the courses conducted by the Department of Ana¬ 
tomy a record of the work done is kept by graphic repre¬ 
sentation, students are advised to acquire some facility in 
drawing before entering upon their anatomical studies. 
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PHYSIOLOGY. 

The Joseph Morley Drake Professor:— -

The complete staff in Physiology has not yet been arranged, 
but the Faculty announces that during the months of Feb¬ 
ruary and March Prof. J. J. R. Macleod, of the Western 
Reserve University, Cleveland, will give a special course on 
the Physiology of Respiration and Circulation. 

The purpose of this course is to make the student thor¬ 
oughly acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern 
physiology, both from a scientific and practical standpoint,— 
its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which the latter 
rest. The course comprises lectures, laboratory work and 
demonstrations. 

Lectures .—These extend over two years and are illustrated 
by experiments, diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory Work. —The, courses are arranged to illustrate 
the various branches of physiology. The students work in 
pairs, so as to give each man the best possible opportunity 
of verifying the facts for himself. As medical men have to 
treat human patients, special care is taken to make all the 
practical work illustrative of mammalian and human physio- 
logy, and as many exercises as possible are performed on 
mammals and on the students themselves. 

The subjects are arranged as follows:— 

i. Experimental Physiology, (a) Second year students 
work in the laboratory for one period of three hours per week 
throughout the year. The course comprises experiments on 
the heart, blood pressure and circulation, the pulse, respira¬ 
tion, temperature, the mechanics of digestion and the secretion 
of urine, (b) Third year students work f6r one period per 
week of two and a half to three hours throughout the year. 
The course comprises experiments on # muscle and nerve, the 
special senses, the central nervous system, together with more 
difficult experiments on the lines of the work in the second 
year, and revision. 
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Demonstrations .—In addition to the lectures and laboratory 
work, special demonstrations are given from time to time on 
such subjects as cannot be dealt with in a large class, such as 
electrocardiographic work, heart perfusions, physiology of the 
central nervous system, refraction in the eye, and, generally, 
of whatever research work is being carried out in the 
department.

The following courses are announced, subject to revision:— 


Pathology. 

1. A course of lectures in general pathology to students 
of the third year. Lectures are delivered twice weekly 
throughout the winter. - 

2. Practical course in morbid histology to students of the 
third year, correlated to the lectures in general pathology and 
illustrating general pathological processes and phonomena; 
two periods of two hours each, given weekly during the 
winter term. Students are instructed in the staining and 
mounting of specimens. Following upon this, in order that 
the student may make the fullest study of the material, and 
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not spend most of his time in the mechanical processes of 
preparing it, at each period some five or six mounted sections 
are distributed to each ; lantern demonstrations are given of 
the main features of the series, and the student is expected 
to make drawings of the salient features of each specimen. 

3. Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week to 
students of the fourth and fifth years. These will be given 
during the session by the pathologists of the Montreal Gen¬ 
eral and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

4. The performance of autopsies. Each student of the 
fifth year is required to take an active part in at least six 
autopsies. These are conducted at the General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals. In addition to the actual performance of 
the sectio cadaveris, the students are expected to attend prac¬ 
tical instruction given with each autopsy in the method of 
preparation and microscopical examination of removed tissues, 
so as to become proficient in the methods of preparation, 
staining and mounting. 

5. A course in special pathology, consisting of lectures 
followed by demonstration of museum specimens and micro¬ 
scopic slides, illustrating the pathological anatomy and histo- 
logy of the various organs and systems, weekly during the 
session to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

6. Clinical-pathological conferences weekly at the Royal 
Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals. Students of the 
fifth year present the clinical and anatomical findings of 
cases autopsied by them during the week for the purpose of 
correlating clinical and anatomical evidence. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to more advanced students who desire to under¬ 
take special work in the laboratories; this more especially 
during the vacations. 

Throughout the year the Curator of the Museum, Dr. M. 
E. Abbott, assisted by Dr. J. Kaufmann, conducts a series of 
museum demonstrations to students of the fourth and fifth 
years in groups. The classes in clinical pathology and micro- 
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scopy are described in connection with the Department of 
Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department a Research Fellowship 
and a Research Studentship have been established by Dr. 
James Douglas, of New York. 

Bacteriology. 

1. A course of lectures upon bacteriology in relation to 
disease, for students of the third year. Lectures twice weekly 
during the autumn term. 

2. A practical course upon the bacteriology of infectious 
diseases for students of the third year: two periods of two 
hours each per week during the autumn term. The object of 
this course is to familiarize the student with the characters of 
the more common pathogenic bacteria and more particularly 
to render him proficient in the employment of the methods of 
clinical bacteriological diagnosis. 

3. An optional course upon Infection and Immunity, by 
Drs. Meakins and Gurd. This course is largely practical and 
comprises a study of the phenomena of infection, together 
with the methods of preparation of vaccines and antitoxic sera. 

Parasitology. 

The main feature of this course is a series of twenty lec¬ 
tures and demonstrations, illustrated by lantern slides, and by 
specimens both gross and microscopical. Demonstrations of 
the special methods used in the study of animal parasites are 
given in the laboratory. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner:—For students of the second year there is a course 
in practical materia medica and pharmacy, with demonstra¬ 
tions and exercises in the laboratory. Prescription writing 
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and the various modes of administering drugs are explainsd 
and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and 
consists of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological 
action* of drugs, with demonstrations, and practical laboratory 
work, during which the student is given the opportunity of 
studying by experiment the action of the more important 
drugs. 

In the fourth year a systematic course is given on the 
principles of therapeutics and on the practical employment of 
drugs and remedial agents in the treatment of disease. In 
the fifth year, special attention is given to the subject of 
practical therapeutics in the ward classes by the attending 
physicians in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmaco¬ 
logical and chemical research rooms, has, through the liber- 
alky of the late Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all 
necessary apparatus for carrying on extended research work. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medi¬ 
cine are taken up and fully discussed, also lunacy and its 
medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the 
subject of blood stain's, the chemical, microscopic and spectro¬ 
scopic tests for which are fully described and demonstrated, 
also the serum test for the detection of human blood. The 
modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning 
and classification of poisons are first treated of, after which 
the more common poisons are described, with reference to 
symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. The 
post-mortem appearances are fully illustrated by specimens. 
Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight. 
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HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical under¬ 
graduates has been carefully designed to meet the require¬ 
ments of the practitioner in medicine. • 

The whole course is essentially practical in its nature and 
is in sharp contrast with the truly didactic method of teaching. 

It relates chiefly to the investigation of the causes of disease, 
the channels of transmission and the adoption of modern 
preventive measures—all problems which are likely to con¬ 
front the medical man daily in the prosecution of his duties. . 

One lecture and one demonstration period are allotted each 
week throughout the session. 

The practical work includes a series of visits to places of 
hygienic interest. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to is open to students wishing to go into higher 
detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates and 
others wishing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to 
obtain the diploma of Public Health. (See Special Courses 
in Hygiene, page 84.) 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in 
every branch of public health work. Advanced students are 
furnished with separate quarters and with every facility for , * 

the prosecution of research work. 

The museum is fully equipped and contains full-sized work¬ 
ing models and apparatus illustrative of the application of all 
hygienic principles. See description of museum, page 97.

A didactic course of forty lectures is given in the fourth 
year, and deals with the general pathology and treatment of 
disease. The course is intended as an introduction to clinical 
work, and is illustrated by museum specimens, plates and" 
diagrams. 

Clinical Medicine. 


The instruction in clinical medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

For the five-year course the instruction extends throughout 
the third, fourth .and fifth years. In the third year, demon- 
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strations are given to groups of students in the methods of 
examination, and in normal and abnormal physical signs, in 
the wards and out-patient departments of the hospitals. This 
is supplemented by courses in clinical chemistry and micro¬ 
scopy at the College. 

In the fourth year, clinical instruction is given in the 
theatres and out-door departments or wards of the hospitals, 
as well as in the clinical laboratories. 

The fifth year is devoted exclusively to hospital work. Each 
student is required to personally conduct and record the rou¬ 
tine examination of patients assigned to him in the wards of 
the hospitals. He is also required to carry out the necessary 
laboratory work in connection with his clinical duties wher¬ 
ever this work may call him. Regular attendance at autop¬ 
sies is obligatory. 

Instruction in the theatres is given on four days of the 
week. Bedside classes in case reporting and diagnosis are 
held, as well as a daily ward visit. In addition, clinico- 
pathological conferences are held each week. 

The out-door department of each hospital has a large neuro¬ 
logical clinic, which is utilized for instruction in diagnosis 
and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups .of students attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of 
students in the fourth and fifth years, the large number of 
cases under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being avail¬ 
able for this purpose. 


Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the 
third year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of 
the professors and teachers connected with the department of 
Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year 
instruction in Medicine, and is held in the pathological labora¬ 
tory of the medical building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours.

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood, including the use of the haemoglobinometer, haemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity, agglutination tests, the examination of fresh films, 
the preparation of stained blood films and the method of 
making differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also 
comprises the microscopic examination of stomach contents 
and faeces, for the recognition of abnormal cellular elements, 
fat, blood, bacteria and animal parasites; the examination of 
the secretions of the respiratory tract; the examination of 
exudates and other pathological fluids obtained by puncture, 
and also the examination of hairs for the parasites of ring¬ 
worm and favus. 

In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance in clinical 
medicine and surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations.

A didactic course on the diseases of infancy and childhood, 
including the feeding of infants, is given during the session 
to students of the fourth year. Clinical and didactic lectures 
are given on diseases of the new-born at the Montreal Mater¬ 
nity Hospital. In the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals weekly clinical lectures and ward demonstrations on 
diseases of childhood will be given to students of the fifth 
year and groups of students in rotation will be assigned work 
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in connection with the out-patient children's departments of 
both hospitals. The new Foundling and Baby Hospital, which 
has recently been opened, with a capacity of ioo beds, will be 
utilized during the session for a series of demonstrations in 
infant feeding. 

HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

The clinical material in the Montreal General and Royal 
Victoria hospitals is very large in amount and varied in 
character. There are about five hundred beds in the two 
hospitals, and the service is a very active one. It is, there¬ 
fore, possible to make the teaching in Surgery largely clinical 
and practical. 

During the latter part of their third year the students are 
sent to the out-patient departments of the hospitals for 
instruction in the methods of examining patients. They are 
also taught to differentiate the abnormal from the normal, to 
apply bandages, to do dressings and apply splints. 

In their fourth year they attend Surgical Clinics in the 
amphitheatres of the hospitals two days in the week. They 
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receive clinical instruction, witness the reduction of fractures 
and dislocations and are present during the performance of 
operations, the details of which are explained and demon¬ 
strated. They are also taken into the wards in groups, are 
taught to observe symptoms, to arrive at a diagnosis and to 
report cases. 

During their fifth year students attend three amphitheatre 
clinics weekly. Groups of cases are here put before them 
for comparison. They take part in the examination of 
patients, in the discussion of symptoms and are, encouraged 
to make an independent diagnosis. They witness the 
operations performed and have every opportunity to learn 
technique. In these clinics special attention is given to the 
consideration of the natural history of the diseases under 
discussion, as well as the pathogenesis, complications, prog¬ 
nosis and therapeutic indications. 

Students, during their fifth year, are expected to do inde¬ 
pendent work in the wards, studying the cases assigned to 
them, reading up their cases in the medical library and doing 
sufficient laboratory work to enable them to make their case 
reports complete. 

The didactic lectures are given in the New Medical Building 
and are illustrated by a large collection of preparations from 
the museum, by plates, diagrams, drawings, and, when avail¬ 
able, by fresh specimens. 

The didactic lectures deal with the principles of surgery, 
and rare and unusual diseases and injuries which may not be 
illustrated in the wards of the hospitals. They are intended 
to be, so far as possible, complementary to the clinical teach¬ 
ing. In these lectures the student is given a broad general 
view of surgery, so that he may the more easily and intelli¬ 
gently follow the clinical teaching in the hospitals and more 
fully appreciate the many problems presented at the bedside. 

Practical instruction in the administration of anaesthetics is 
given to students of the fourth and fifth years in the hospitals, 
the didactic lectures and laboratory demonstrations being 
given in the College by the Department of Pharmacology and '

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the principles 
and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, 
fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete 
sets of models illustrating the deformities of the pelvis, wax 
preparations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside 
instruction in the Montreal Maternity, including external 
palpation, pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment of 
cases; (3) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) 
a course of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction will be 
given separately to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in medicine and 
surgery forms an important part of the final examination. 

A few lectures will be given on diseases of the new-born, 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The 
lecturers and demonstrators will give special courses from 
time to time in the college and in the hospital, and will take 
the students in groups for the purpose of demonstration, 
examination and review. 

The adoption of the five-year course necessitates some 
important changes in the methods and sequence of instruction. 

In the fourth year will be given the regular course of 
didactic lectures. 

The fifth year will be devoted mainly to practical and 
clinical work in the wards of the Montreal Maternity and in 
its externe service. Palpation on the living subject, theatre 
clinics, ward clinics, and individual instruction in the manage¬ 
ment of labor and the care of the puerperal patients will be 
the chief features of the course.

The didactic- course consists of about twenty-five lectures 
given twice weekly during the autumn session. The anatomy 
and physiology of the organs and parts concerned are first 
discussed. Then the various methods of examination are fully 
described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses 
explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fufly as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order: Disorders 
of menstruation, leucorrhoea, diseases of the external genital 
organs; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus; the infections of the pelvic peritoneum and cellular 
tissue and the uterine appendages; benign and malignant 
growths of the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the 
bladder and urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side instruc¬ 
tion, is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
hospitals by Professors Chipman, Lockhart and Goodall, 
assisted by Drs. Patrick, Little and Burgess. A large amount 
of clinical material is thus available for practical instruction 
in this department of medicine. Numerous operations are 
done before the class and made the subjects of remarks. In 
addition to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large 
out-patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students 
are admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi¬ 
manual examination and in the use of instruments for 
diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in 
medicine and surgery, forms part of the final examination.

In the fourth year a didactic course of about ten lectures 
is delivered at the University. The more unusual diseases 
of the eye are fully described, while the commoner diseases 
are merely touched on, the fuller consideration of the latter 
being reserved for the clinical lectures to be delivered in the 
fifth year. In addition, in the fourth year there is instruction 
in the anatomy of the eye, the methods of examination, and 
the use of the ophthalmoscope and refraction. 

In the fifth year there is a regular bi-weekly course of 
clinical lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
hospitals. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to under¬ 
graduates on the day set apart for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on 
in the-out-patients’ department of both the Royal Victoria 
and the Montreal General hospitals, where, owing to the 
large clinics, the students are afforded ample opportunity of 
receiving a thorough instruction in these subjects. The course 
is carried on in both the fourth and fifth years. In the fourth 
year, in addition to a short course of didactic lectures, the 
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students receive instruction in: (a) The normal anatomy 
of the ear, nose and throat, as exemplified in moist dissec¬ 
tions, dried specimens, models, stereoscopic plates and radio¬ 
grams of normal conditions of the accessory sinuses of the 
nose and mastoid process; (b) the method of using the various 
instruments for examining the ear, nose and throat; (c) the 
usual tests for hearing; (d) the recognition of normal condi¬ 
tions of these special organs, as exemplified by clinical material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only 
pathological conditions affecting these organs. As many cases 
as is possible are brought forward to illustrate the various 
diseases, and the clinical material thus presented is dealt with 
by a clinical lecture, and is further enlarged by gross patholo¬ 
gical specimens, microscopical material and lantern slides. 
Eight to ten didactic lectures are also given. 

In this year the students receive instruction as to the care 
of the deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a lecture 
and practical illustration of the methods of educating these 
unfortunate children in the Mackay Institution for Deaf 
Mutes. 

The courses are conducted in small classes, so that personal 
supervision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held 
twice a week, and continued throughout each session. The 
examination at the end of the fourth year is only clinical, 
but that at the end of the fifth year is both written and 
clinical. A position as resident house-surgeon in the depart¬ 
ment of oto-laryngology in the Royal Victoria Hospital is 
open to the members of the graduating class. 


MENTAL DISEASES.

This course comprises a series of lectures at the Univer¬ 
sity on insanity in its various forms. The several types of 
mental diseases are illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction is given to groups of 
senior students at the close of the didactic lectures.

After clinical instruction each student is required to examine 
a number of cases of mental diseases for himself, making 
written reports thereon, and this is followed by a discussion 
in which the major points relative to such cases are explained. 

A clinical as well as a written examination is held.

1 he course is entirely clinical, consisting of a weekly theatre 
clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, 
on specially selected cases, and two outdoor clinics, weekly, by 
Drs.

W. P. Burnett at the Royal Victoria Hospital, throughout the 
session. Lantern slides are made use of to illustrate the 
course; also a large series of coloured plates and photographs. 


DOUBLE COURSES. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is now 
possible for students to obtain the double degree of B.A. and 
M.D., C.M., after seven years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering upon a double 
course who intend to practise in the Province of Quebec, it is 
necessary, under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing 
Board, that they matriculate and register zvith the aforesaid 
Board not later than the end of their second year in Arts. 

Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 

Under a new.arrangement recently made with the Faculty 
of Arts, the curriculum of the double course for the degree 
of B.A., M.D., has been considerably altered and improved. 

Under this arrangement, the double course student will 
spend the first two years in the Faculty of Arts, and the 
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remaining five in the Faculty of Medicine. The curriculum 
of the first two years is as follows:—

To secure privileges connected with the double course 
described above, certificates of registration in the Medical 
Faculty must be presented at the beginning of each year to 
the Dean of the Faculty of Arts, and at the end of the second 
year certificates of attendance on lectures and of having passed 
the necessary examinations in the Faculty of Arts must be 
presented to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. At the 
end of the fourth year certificates must be presented to show 
that the full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for the first 
and second years has been completed. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to chemistry, biology, 
physics, and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal, he is advised to take chemistry, biology and 
physics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training for 
Medicine., 
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Course Leading to B.Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

1 his course is designed to give a scientific rather than a 
literary training as a preliminary for Medicine. After four 
years of scientific work a student will have completed all the 
subjects of the first two years in Medicine, and will enter the 
third year of the medical course with a more thctrough train¬ 
ing in the scientific foundations of medicine than can be 
acquired by the regular medical student. Any student taking 
this course should have fulfilled the requirements for entrance 
to the Faculty of Medicine. 

Below is a synopsis of the course leading to entrance upon 
the third year in Medicine:—

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GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine, in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses. Recently these courses have been made 
almost entirely clinical in character and have been given in 
the Montreal General, the Royal Victoria and the Montreal 
Maternity hospitals. Owing to the departure of many of its 
post-graduate teachers for service in the war, the Faculty is 
compelled'to omit the regular course for this year. 

Arrangements have been made to accommodate a limited 
number of such graduates who desire advanced and research 
work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
" equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical 
Departments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal Gen¬ 
eral hospitals, and in connection with the college laboratories 
for physiology, chemistry, pathology and pharmacology. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time 
by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time at 
their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in Medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. 

SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 

In the session of 1899-1900 the Faculty instituted a post¬ 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Science, and 
since that time other courses, as described below, have been 
arranged. 

Special instruction is given in this department, leading to 
the Diploma of Public Health; also for engineers, architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final exam¬ 
ination for the degree.of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.).

(i) Diploma Course in Public Health. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
degree in Medicine, or other qualification for practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The courses prescribed are as follows:— 

1. A course of lectures in public health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 

2. A six months’ course in bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door 
sanitary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted 
in the case of medical health officers holding appointments 
which offer facilities for studying general out-door sanitary 
work). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has 
already been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Six months’ instruction in sanitary chemistry and 
physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the diploma will cover the following 
subjects:—Examination of clinical cases at an infectious 
hospital; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other 
reports of officers of health; a report upon the sanitary con¬ 
dition of some actual locality; the chemical analysis of liquids 
and gases and of specimens of food; demonstration of the 
consideration and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary 
apparatus; microscopical examination of specimens submitted; 
description of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; 
practical examination in the employment of the usual bacterio¬ 
logical methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be 
used for food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four or five days. 
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The following is a list of subjects included in the curriculum 
of study:— 

(a) Sanitary'Chemistry: —Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals, milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

(b ) Sanitary Physics: —Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation: —Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology :—Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animal; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

( e) Vital Statistics: —Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 

(/) Meteroloc/y and Climatology, including the geogra¬ 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

(, g) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

Except in special instances where exemptions may have 
been granted, the length of the course is eight months—from 
the beginning of October to the end of May. 

For fee and expenses of course, see page 46. 

(2) Course for Civil Engineering. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, 
particularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health 
principless involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, 
water supplies, sewage disposal, and drainage systems. 

(3) Course for Architects. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public 
health relating to architectural work, e.g., lighting and heat¬ 
ing, ventilation, sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 
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(4) Course for tiie Degree of Doctor of Philosophy 


(Ph.D.) 


Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out 
as a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. 
degree. Special arrangements are made to suit the student 
in order that the work done in this department shall be a 
supplement fo his major subject taken out in Applied Science. 

( 5 ) Course for Promotion in the Army Medical Corps. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the 
examination for promotion in the Permanent Army Medical 
Corps, special classes are held for the purpose of giving 
instruction in this subject—particular attention being paid to 
military hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the require¬ 
ments for the Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during 
the session, and usually are of about three months* duration. 


A small fee will be charged for each of the courses (2), 
(3), (4) and (5). 


CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 


During the fourth year two medical and two surgical 
theatre clinics are given weekly in the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria hospitals. Out-patient clinics are given 
to groups of students twice weekly in gynaecology and once 
weekly in ophthalmology and oto-laryngology. In addition, 
on four days of the week instruction is given to groups at the 
bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical and surgical 
out-patient departments. 

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, stu¬ 
dents of the fourth and fifth years receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

The fifth year is devoted almost exclusively to clinical work. 
There are three clinics weekly in medicine, three in surgery, 
two in obstetrics and two in gynaecology, these being supple¬ 
mented by group teaching in the wards and by instruction 









in the clinical laboratories. In addition, groups receive instruc¬ 
tion in ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, pediatrics, dermato¬ 
logy, gynaecology, neurology and genito-urinary surgery in the 
out-patient departments of both hospitals. At the Montreal 
Maternity four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one 
during his term of service conducts, under the immediate 
direction of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases 
in the ward allotted to him. Students are required to show 
a certificate of having acted for six months as clinical clerk 
in medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to 
have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. 
The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of 
the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the 
assistant surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the 
out-door department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special 
clinics at both hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students 
to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of those 
organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
various instruments used in examining them, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge 
of these important branches of medicine and surgery. Opera¬ 
tions are performed on the eye and on the ear and nose and 
throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the hospital. 

There are also special departments in both hospitals for 
gynaecology, pediatrics, neurology, orthopaedics, dermatology 
and genito-urinary diseases, directed by specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech- 
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nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching 
practical gynaecology, which has met with marked success, has 
been the limitation of the number of students attending each 
clinic to three. 

Clinical instruction is given in the wards of the Protestant 
Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The clinical teaching in infectious diseases is given in the 
wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases. 

HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and 
importance of its public charities. Among these its public 
hospitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those 
in which medical students of McGill University receive clinical 
instruction are: (1) The Montreal General Hospital; (2) The 
Roy^l Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Maternity Hos¬ 
pital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases; 
(5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 

Montreal General Hospital. 

This hospital, which for many years has been the most 
extensive clinical field in Canada, consists of a medical, surgi¬ 
cal, dental and pathological department. The medical part of 
the hospital has been replaced by an entirely new building, 
ten stories in height. 

The surgical side comprises two pavilions, containing four 
wards, with galleries attached, and ‘can accommodate over 
225 patients. About half of this accommodation is at present 
being used for military patients. In an intervening building 
are situated an amphitheatre capable of seating over 350, 
operating rooms, sterilizing rooms, and the other usual acces¬ 
sories to a surgical department. The new building has 
increased by three the number of operating rooms and has 
greatly amplified the present accommodation. It also con¬ 
tains a fully-equipped X-ray department. 

In the new building there are three large wards, each 
with an emergency limit of fifty-three beds, for the care of 
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medical and surgical cases. In addition, there are smaller 
wards for nervous,- orthopaedic, gynaecological, ophthalmo- 
logical, genito-urinary and pediatric cases, besides super¬ 
numerary rooms available for demonstrations and_ other 
teaching purposes. In the old wing there is a ward with 
a capacity of twenty-two beds set apart for typhoid cases. * 

The standard accommodation for patients is now 483, which 
may be increased by 50 in case of emergency. 

The new portion of the hospital further provides a large 
students’ room, to which are attached a lunch room and a 
lavatory. 

In the raised basement is situated the Out-patient Depart¬ 
ment, of a size to meet the present needs of the hospital— 
over 110,000 visits a year. Besides the usual medical, sur¬ 
gical, genito-urinary and special sense clinics, there is a large 
demonstration room, primarily meant for skin diseases* an 
amphitheatre, and a students’ clinical laboratory. 

The recently completed pathological department is on the 
hospital grounds; it is a three-storey building with a mezzanine 
floor and a basement, and is entirely given over to laboratory 
work. The department is in charge of a director who, with 
his staff, devotes his entire time to the work in the laboratory. 

All the equipment needed for examination of the pathological 
material obtained from the wards and the out-patient depart¬ 
ment of the hospital is provided, and special rooms are set 
apart for bacteriological examinations, the preparation of 
vaccines, serum diagnosis, surgical pathology and post-mortem 
examinations. The large amount of pathological material 
obtained from the sources above indicated is made full use 
of by the staff of the hospital in their clinics and by the 
director of the department in his demonstrations held in the 
laboratory. * 

In a room set apart and equipped especially for them, the 
students, under the guidance of a member of the staff, may 
examine specimens of all kinds in connection with the cases 
assigned to them in the wards. 
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I his department offers every opportunity to students, grad¬ 
uate or undergraduate, who are desirous of doing advanced 
work. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer¬ 
sity grounds, on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of 
patients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell, of London, England, to accommodate between 
300 and 350 patients. 

The hospital is composed of five main buildings, connected 
together by stone bridges; an administration block in the 
centre and a wing on the east side for medical patients, in 
immediate connection with which is the pathological wing and 
mortuary, and a wing on the west side for surgical patients 
with nurses’ home attached. 

The administration block contains ample accommodation for 
the resident medical staff and domestics. In this building 
there are private wards, the X-ray and hydro-therapeutic 
departments as well as the diet kitchen. To the north of the 
administration block has been erected the large out-patients’ 
department. The patients’ entrance, the dispensary and admis¬ 
sion rooms are also situated in this building. This wing was 
opened for patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The medical wing contains five large wards, besides private 
and isolation wards, and wards for oto-laryngology and 
ophthalmology. There is also a medical theatre with a seating 
capacity of 250, and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical 
chemistry and other purposes. North of this wing and in 
direct connection with it are the pathological laboratories and 
mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post-mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
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others for post-graduate courses and special research. Spe¬ 
cial laboratories for pathological chemistry, experimental path¬ 
ology, bacteriology and photography are also provided. 

The surgical wing contains five large wards, and several 
private wards; also two surgical theatres with a seating capa¬ 
city for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 


The Montreal Maternity. 


The Corporation of The Montreal Maternity has erected 
a large, new building, fitted with the most modern appliances, 
situated at the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. 
Students will, therefore, have greatly increased facilities for 
obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics and diseases of 
infancy. 

The institution is under the direct supervision of the Pro¬ 
fessor of Obstetrics. Much time and- attention are devoted 
to individual instruction. Every facility is afforded for 
acquiring a practical knowledge of the various obstetric mani¬ 
pulations. Students who have attended the course in obstet¬ 
rics during the winter and spring terms of the fourth year 
will be furnished with cases in rotation, which they will be 
required to report and attend until convalescent. 

An externe service in connection with the Maternity has 
been established, one of the resident assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own homes. 

Students are required to attend at twenty cases in the 
Hospital, and in the externe service are given the manage¬ 
ment, under supervision, of three complete cases. 

Clinical obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
clinical medicine and surgery, and a final clinical examination 
has been instituted. Every student must give in two com¬ 
plete clinical reports on cases observed by him before present¬ 
ing himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are 
given for these reports in the final examination for degree. 
Regular courses of clinical lectures' are given throughout the 
session, special attention being paid to the important subject 
of infant feeding. 









The Walker-Gordon process of modifying milk is explained 
and demonstrated. 

During the session the several teachers in the department 
give a palpation course, clinical demonstrations in the wards, 
and instruction in operation work on the phantom. 

Students will find it very much to their advantage to pay 
special attention to their clinical work during the summer 
preceding their fifth year. 

Three resident medical officers are appointed yearly to assist 
the Medical Superintendent, and to work under his direction. 

Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of contagious 
diseases is available for purposes of clinical instruction. This 
hospital, situated on Charron street, Point St. Charles, has a 
capacity of over 130 beds. There are three large individual 
pavilions, an observation pavilion, an isolation ward, a central 
kitchen, an independent nurses’ home and an independent 
administration building, which contains a very complete labor¬ 
atory and a dispensary. It is the intention of the Governors 
of the Hospital to erect a fourth pavilion for the treatment 
of erysipelas. For the present the four most prevalent con¬ 
tagious diseases, measles, diphtheria, scarlatina and erysipelas, 
are treated, and ample provision has been made for the 
accommodation and instruction of students. Besides, clinics 
to groups of students of the fourth and fifth years are given 
throughout the session. From twelve to fifteen hundred 
cases are treated annually. 

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten¬ 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart¬ 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a 
splendid new Museum has been erected, which is undoubtedly 


the finest structure of its kind in America. The Museum pro¬ 
jects from the northwestern side of the new Medical Budding, 
of which it forms a central feature, and faces the Royal 
Victoria Hospital. It is in the form of a rectangular cross 
and is in three stories, of which the upper contains the 
anatomical collections, while the two lower floors are devoted 
to the Museum of Pathology.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty, the Patho¬ 
logical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. 
Biatriatum I rioculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 
i82 3 ), and for the last fifty years the rich pathological 
material furnished by the Montreal General Hospital has been 
collected here. An abundance of material is also now received 
from the other city hospitals, and the Faculty is indebted to 
many medical men throughout Canada, the United States and 
abroad for important contributions. 

The fire of 1907 did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, the loss sustained was not a total 
one, about one-third of the material, including many speci¬ 
mens of the greatest historic, as well as medical, interest 
having been saved. To this nucleus a large number of new 
specimens have been added through the generosity of many 
contributors, both in Canada and abroad, so that the collec¬ 
tion already exceeds, both numerically and in teaching value, 
the material destroyed. In addition, the rich material con¬ 
stantly supplied by the Montreal hospitals, the improved 
methods of preparing and mounting pathological material, the 
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constant activity of the Museum staff, and the fine new build¬ 
ing in which the collections are housed, are factors which, 
together, make the new Museum superior in every way to 
the one which it has perpetuated as well as replaced. 

Museum Teaching. 

The Museum is actively used for teaching purposes, and 
for demonstrations to the students, the specimens being em¬ 
ployed within the Museum, in the lecture rooms, and at the 
hospital clinics. Demonstrations are given weekly within the 
museum by the Curator and the Assistant Curator to the 
final year students. Professor Oerters lectures on pathology 
are also profusely .illustrated by the series of museum speci¬ 
mens. In addition to this, many specimens are sent out to 
the College lecture rooms and laboratories and to the hospi¬ 
tals, to illustrate clinics, lectures, and demonstrations given 
by various members of the teaching staff. 

Museum Catalogue. 

The descriptive catalogue of the Museum, which has been 
under preparation on an extensive scale with the collaboration 
of various members of the teaching staff for several years, is 
now approaching completion. The Osier Graduate Catalogue 
Fund, raised by Sir William Osier among medical graduates 
of McGill in 1905 for the purpose of publishing the Museum 
Catalogue, together with a generous grant from the James 
Cooper Fund for Internal Medicine, will supply the necessary 
funds which will enable the staff to complete the volume on 
the circulatory system in a very short time. In addition to 
the above, the fasciculus on the haematopoietic organs is now 
published and is available for the use of students. The com¬ 
pletion of this section of the catalogue, together with a didactic 
introduction on the subject, are the outcome of Dr. Gruner’s 
efforts to complete his section of the catalogue before leaving 
Montreal.

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Museum of Anatomy. 

Director:—Professor A. C. Geddes. 

Osteologist and Articulator:—E. L. Judah. 

The original Anatomical Museum of the College was com¬ 
pletely destroyed by the fire of 1907. 

In the course of the years that have elapsed since that 
disaster, a new museum has been created and now contains 
several thousand specimens and models. These are being 
procured and arranged to illustrate general vetebrate embry¬ 
ology ; human embryology and organogenesis; the theory of 
human evolution; the prehistori races of mankind; physical 
anthropology; comparative osteology; general comparative 
anatomy and the details of human structures, regional, syste¬ 
matic and topographical. 

The specimens exhibited are selected for their demon¬ 
strative value, but the collection is now too great to allow of 
its complete simultaneous exhibition and numerous specimens 
of great scientific interest are preserved in a newly-provided 
museum annex, where they are available at all times. 

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director:—Professor T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accru¬ 
ing through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

The material in the Museum has been rearranged with a 
view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most 
approved types of appliances in each particular branch of 
public health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on hygienic principles. In choosing the various 
exhibits the chief idea has been always to make each specimen 
a “ type ” of a class. This has been done for two reasons— 
first, in order to keep the collection within reasonable limits, 
and, secondly, to avoid repetition as far as possible. 
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In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens 
have been classified upon a decimal system under the follow¬ 
ing sections 

1. Disinfection, including disinfecting apparatus of all 
kinds, disinfectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating, showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water, showing conditions connected with pollution of 
water supplies, whether derived from the surface or under¬ 
ground sources; methods of purification on large and small 
scales; water pipes, etc., and the influence which these fittings 
may exert upon the water contained therein. 

4. Soils and Buildings. —Building sites; various kinds of 
soils; relation between soil and dampness; permeability of 
soils to gases and water; composition of soils. Effects of 
ground moisture on dwellings; measures to be taken against 
dampness and foul air; and building materials of all kinds. 

5. Air, including ventilation schemes and appliances; 
climate and meterology, with apparatus illustrative of each 
class. 

6. Foodstuffs. —Alterations and sophistications practised. 
Samples of unsound foodstuffs. 

7. Bacteriological and Pathological. —Specimens of dis¬ 
eased meats; specimens and slides of all common micro¬ 
organisms, pathogenic and non-pathogenic. 

8. Clothing. —Specimens of all the material utilized for the 
manufacture of clothing, showing the raw state and the 
various processes through which they pass until the finished 
product is reached. The hygienic value of these various 
articles. Injuries and deformities which may eventually result 
from the use of badly-designed articles of clothing. History 
and evolution of clothing. 

9. Drainage and Refuse Disposal.— This section includes 
every type of appliance used as sanitary fixtures in buildings; 
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drainage schemes; ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and 
solid; refuse destructors, and sewage disposal plants. The 
section also includes types of faulty methods and appliances 
which on principle ought to be avoided. 

In addition to the regular Museum exhibit there is a collec¬ 
tion of over 1,000 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. 

A catalogue with text and full description of all the exhibits 
contained in the Museum is issued by the University authori¬ 
ties, and may be purchased at the General Office.

This year Dr. Armstrong presented an eight-volume set of 
the American Encyclopedia of Ophthalmology, edited by Dr.

The Library is open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., with the 
exception of Saturday, when the hour for closing is 1 p.m.; 
during June and July, daily from 9 a.m. to 12 noon. During 
August it is closed for the qntire month for the purpose of 
taking inventory, etc. 

McGELL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society is composed of the registered students of the 
Faculty. Its purpose is (1) to hold meetings every alternate 
Friday during the session, at which addresses are given by 
prominent medical men and at which medical subjects and 
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Case reports may be fully discussed; (2) to transact all mat¬ 
ters of business connected with the undergraduate body. The 
annual meeting is the last meeting held in the spring, when 
the following officers are elected: Hon. President (elected 
from the Faculty), President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Reporter and three Council- 
men (of whom two are from the Faculty). 

A prize competition has been established in senior and 
junior subjects. The senior are open to all to write upon, 
while only students of the first three years are allowed to 
compete in junior subjects. The papers are examined by a 
board selected by the Faculty and two prizes are awarded in 
each division. The papers are subject to the call of the 
executive on December 1st, and must be handed in for exam¬ 
ination before February 1st. The Society also controls the 
students’ reading room. English and American medical jour¬ 
nals, as well as the leading daily newspapers, are kept on file. 

Hospital Appointments. 

The Resident Medical and Surgical Staff of the Montreal 
General, the Royal Victoria, and the Maternity Hospitals, is 
selected from the members of the graduating class of each 
year.

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In the autumn of 1903 the Dental Association of the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec approached the University, asking that a 
dental department be instituted in connection with the Medical 
Faculty, and, as a result of negotiations continuing through 
the session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry 
after passing the matriculation required of students of medi¬ 
cine in McGill University; but those wishing to practise in 
the Province of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in 
Arts from a recognized British or Canadian university, must 
pass the matriculation examination of the College of Dental 
Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department 
extends over four years and leads up to the degree of D.D.S. 
In the first year the curriculum is that demanded of students 
in the Medical Faculty for the same period with the addition 
of short courses in dental histology and dental anatomy. In 
the second year, students of dentistry finish their course in 
anatomy at Christmas; the course in chemistry is not so 
extensive as for the medical student, and special lectures are 
given in physiology, pharmacology and histology. Pharmacy, 
as in the medical course. There are also courses in operative 
dental technique, prosthetic technique and dental apatomy for 
second-year students. The practical work of the last two 
years is conducted in the laboratories of the Dental Depart¬ 
ment in the College and in the dental clinic of the Montreal 
General Hospital. Special courses of lectures are delivered 
at the McGill Medical College. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTIONS. 

The establishment of an out-patient clinic in dentistry by 
the authorities of the Montreal General Hospital has enabled 
the University to offer its students an abundance of clinical 















material. During the third and fourth years the greater part 
of the student’s time is spent in the clinic, where he receives 
the personal attention of a competent staff of instructors. 

Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Science (D.D.S.) will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who has ful¬ 
filled the following requirements:— 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3. He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.

FACULTY OF MEDICINE. 


The Eighty-sixth session cf the Faculty will be opened on Mon¬ 
day, October ist, 1917. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin 
on Tuesday, October 2nd, at the hours specified in the time-tables, and 
will continue until April 30th, 1918. 


FOUNDATION AND EARLY HISTORY. 


The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct out¬ 
come and continuance of a teaching body known as the Montreal 
Medical Institution, which was organized as a medical school in the 
years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, 
John Stephenson and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first 
medical staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 
1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Institution opened 
in November, 1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at 
the house of the Institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a building 
situated on the north side of St. James Street, at or near Place 
d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, by 
the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution for the 
Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of McGill University. 
It is thus the oldest Faculty of the University. The first session of 
the McGill Medical Faculty took place in the winter of 1829-30, and 
the first university degree, a medical one, was conferred four years 
later, in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 
1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the eighty-sixth 
instead of the eighty-ninth session of the Faculty, dating from its 
incorporation with the University in the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on in the central part of 
the city until 1872, when a building was provided by the Governors 
on the University grounds. This building met the demands of the 
steadily increasing number of students until 1885, when an addition 
was found to be necessary. 

In 1893, and again in 1898, further extensions and alterations 
were made, funds for the purpose having been provided by generous 
friends of the Faculty. 










On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, together 
with the original medical building, was destroyed by fire. The wing 
containing the principal laboratories and lecture rooms was saved, 
however, and is now used by the Departments of Physiology and 
Medical Chemistry. 

The erection of a new building was at once begun on a new site, 
at the corner of Pine Avenue and University St., and in 1910 the 
greater paft of it was ready for occupation. In 1911 it was wholly 
available for the work of the Faculty which can now boast of one 
of the most modern and well-equipped medical buildings on this 
Continent. 

Matriculation. 

All inquiries relating to the examinations for entrance should be 
Addressed to the Registrar of the University. 

No student zvill be permitted to register in the Faculty of Medi¬ 
cine unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements 
of the University. 

1. Every student, before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in Medicine, must present a certificate of having passed the 
Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of Medicine of this Univer¬ 
sity, or of having passed some provincial, state or university examina¬ 
tion accepted by this University. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those who 
have passed the entrance examination of a provincial medical council, 
provided it includes physics and chemistry, and thus become enregis¬ 
tered students in medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from 
further preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) 
are held in June and September—in June at McGill College and at 
the local centres named below (paragraph 5) ; in September at McGill 
College and at the following centres if a sufficient number apply:— 
Calgary, Regina, Winnipeg, Toronto, St. John and Truro. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain, who are not 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of June. 
Full information regarding the exact date of the examination, fee, etc., 
may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the University, 
W. A. Bulkeley Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters’ Conference, 
12 King’s Bench Walk, Temple, London, E.C. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee (for 
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which see page 31) one month before the examination begins. Blank 
forms may be obtained from the Registrar. 

In centres where not more than four candidates are writing, the 
fee for each will be determined by the Registrar. 

No application for examination in June will be received after 
May 20th. 

5. Examinations will be held in June at the following centres 
outside the Province of Quebec, if a sufficient number of candidates 
apply:—Sydney, N.S.; Rothesay, N.B.; Ottawa, Ont.; Brockville, Ont.; 
Port Hope, Ont.; Toronto, Ont.; Hamilton, Ont.; St. Catharines, Ont.; 
Winnipeg, Man.; Regina, Sask.; Calgary, Alta.; Kingston, Jamaica, 
and London, Eng. Candidates who are not within easy reach of any 
of the above centres are advised to prepare for entrance by taking an 
examination recognized by the University as shown on page 30. 

6. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, but 
in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two 
years from the date of the first attempt. Credit will not be given 
for less than four papers passed at one time, except in the case of 
those who are not required to take as many as four papers to complete 
the examination; nor will credit be given for less than four papers on 
certificates which may be presented for exemption from the matricula¬ 
tion examination, and no certificate will be accepted which has been 
obtained under easier conditions than those which are imposed on 
candidates who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking the 
regular University examination. 

7. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 50 per cent, 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject. In subjects 
in which two papers are set, 50 per cent, on the two and not less 
than 40 per cent, in either, and this only when the two papers are 
taken at the same examination. 

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who present 
certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should under 
no circumstances come to the University without having first obtained 
from the Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they 
hold, as many of these may lack one or more essential subject, or the 
work done in a subject may not be adequate, or, again, the percentage 
gained may not be sufficiently high (see regulation 7). Moreover, it 
must be remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show the 
marks obtained in the several subjects of the examination, it must be 
accompanied by an official statement containing this information.

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8 . The certificates and diplomas named below will, if submitted 
to the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matriculation 
examination, i.e., in so far as the subject and standard of the examina¬ 
tion taken to obtain them are, to the satisfaction of the Matriculation 
Board, equivalent to those required for the matriculation examination 
of this University.

Physical Examination. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of 
the student body, every student on entering the University will be 
required to pass a physical examination to be conducted by, or under 
the direction of. the Medical Director of Physical Education or by a 

recognized representative. • 

By such an examination physical defects and weaknesses amen¬ 
able to treatment, may be discovered. The student would then e 
expected to apply to his physician for such remedial measures as his 

case may require. . 

Students will also be advised as to the forms of exercise or 

athletic activities which would likely be beneficial or injurious. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or 
otherwise satisfy the Medical Director) before November 1st will not 

be allowed to attend the University. 

A further examination will be held after Christmas, when students 
of the first year will state what they have done, and propose to do, 

in the way of exercise. , . . 

All students entering the University for the first time are required 
to present a certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, of successful 
vaccination, failing which, they shall at once be vaccinated in a manner 

satisfactory to the medical examiner. 

For the duration of the present war and while the University 
jc without a gymnasium, military training will be compulsory, during 
the first three years of his course, for every British male student of 
the University who is declared fit by the medical officer. In order 
to obtain his year’s standing, every student required to take military 
drill must qualify by attending four-fifths of all regular parades and 
drills and by being passed as efficient in his military work. 

The Medical and Physical Directors will lay before every male 
student entering the first year, who is not a British subject, a schedule 
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of the sports and physical activities which are available and require 
em to state to which form of exercise they intend to apply them¬ 
selves, and every such student will be expected to spend a reasonable 
amount of his time on physical exercise, unless he has satisfactory 
reasons for exemption. 

Registration. 

i. Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, whether 
unc ergraduates or partial students, are required, some time during 
the week preceding the opening day of the session, to attend at the 
Office of the Registrar of the University, or such other place as he 
may (esignate, in order to furnish the information necessary for the 
Jniversity records, to register for the classes which they propose to 
attend, and to sign the following declaration in the matricula or 
register: “ I hereby accept and submit myself to the statutes, rules 

and ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which 
am registered and to any amendments which may be made while 
am a student of the University, and I promise to obsefve the same.” 
Between September 24th and September 27th, both dates inclusive, 
students may register for the session 1917-18 at the Office of the 
LDiversity Registrar. 

On Saturday, September 29th, all students who have not already 
registered for the session will do so in the Office of the University 
Registrar. 

Friday, September 28th, will be special registration day for new 
students. 

Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted to 
the Medical Department of this University with equivalent standing 
is requested to send his application to the Registrar of the Medical 
Faculty, together with:— 

1st.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, giving 
a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will he submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination 
may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

Board and Residence. 

Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses in 
the vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $40 and 
upwards per month; or, separately, hoard at $25 to $35 per month; 
rooms from $10 to $18. 

A list of suitable hoarding and lodging houses is prepared about 
a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be 
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obtained on application to the Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., Strathcona 

Hall. .... 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at ow ra es. 
The dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accom¬ 
modate over 120 students at a time.

Dormitory accommodation for about sixty is provided in Strath¬

requirements for license to practise. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practise the profession o 
medicine. It is necessary to conform with the medical laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Each 
province in Canada at present has its special requirements for license 
and in most provinces a special standard of general education is 
insisted upon before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who 
intend practising in Canada are warned that in certain of the pro¬ 
vinces it is necessary to be registered five years before obtaining a 
license to practise. It follows that entrance qualifications must be 
registered in the province in which the student intends to practise 
at the beginning of his course in Medicine.

RECIPROCITY WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 
Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations with the Medical 
Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Ontario, Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island and Saskatchewan. A holder of a degree in Medicine 
of McGill University who has obtained the license of the Province of 
Quebec, may register with the Medical Council of Great Britain. He 
will thus be eligible for competitive examination for the Army, Navy 
and Civil Service, and will be allowed to practise in Great Britain, 
South Africa, Australia, India and the West India Islands without 
further examination. 
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Fees. 

All students must register with the University Registrar before 
paying their fees. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October ioth. 
The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in every case, 
before the fee is paid. After October ioth an additional fee of $2.00 
will be exacted of all students in default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send to the 
Deans of the several Faculties a list of the registered students who 
have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the Deans shall cause 
their names to be struck from the register of attendance, and such 
students cannot be re-admitted to their classes except on presentation 
of a special ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment 
of fees. 

3. Students registering after October 20th shall pay their fees 
at the time of the registration, failing which they become subject to 
the provisions of Regulation 2. 

4. The total Faculty fees for the medical course of five full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting materials and 
reagents, will be seven hundred and thirty-five dollars, payable in five 
annual instalments of $147.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the authority 
of Corporation, an additional fee of $10.00 will be exacted from all 
men undergraduates and conditioned undergraduates, for the support 
of the - Literary Society, the Undergraduates’ Society, the Canadian 
Club, the Union, the McGill Daily, and athletics. 

The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students at the time of 
registration as “ caution money,” from ivhich deductions for break¬ 
ages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms are made and 
a refund*granted at the close of the session. 

5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on 
payment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to partial students 
under any circumstances zvhatever. 

6. Students repeating the course of study of any academic session 
are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five dollars will be 
charged, which will include dissecting material, chemical reagents, 
laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is charged students entering from 
other colleges who have already paid full fees elsewhere for the 
course taken. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be charged 
at the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for a whole session. 











8. An ad eundem fee of $10.00 is charged students entering from 
another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth year of the 
course 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery is $30.00, to be paid by the successful candidate to the 
University Bursar immediately after the final examination. When the 
degree is conferred in absentia, an additional fee of twenty dollars 
will be exacted, unless the candidate has been specially exempted 
b> the Faculty. 

10. The fee and expenses for the course in Public Health is 
$100.00, which includes the laboratory fee, the fee for outdoor work 
and the diploma fee.

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Students who have taken one or more University courses in 
biology or chemistry before entering, may be exempted from at¬ 
tendance on lectures and examination in these subjects. Students 
so exempted are, however, allowed only pass standing. If they 
wish to obtain a higher standing they must present themselves 
for examination. Students, exempted from general chemistry must 
take second year organic chemistry in their first year. 

Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in general 
chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in biology, in¬ 
cluding the subjects of botany, embryology, elementary bacteri¬ 
ology and dissection of one or more types of vertebrata, may, at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be admitted as second year students, 
such courses being accepted as equivalent to the first year in 
Medicine. Students so entering will, however, not be allowed to 
present themselves for the final examination in anatomy until they 
produce certificates of dissection for two sessions.

In this year most of the students’ time is spent in the hospitals. 
Theatre clinics are given on three days of the week in each hospital 
in medicine and surgery. There are also daily ward classes to 
groups of students irt these branches. In the out-patient depart¬ 
ments of both hospitals clinics are given to groups of students 
in the various special branches of gynaecology, ophthalmology, 
oto-laryngology, dermatology, neurology, orthopaedics, pediatrics 
and genito-urinary diseases. Clinics, ward classes and demon¬ 
strations in obstetrics are given in the new Maternity Hospital. 
Students of the fourth and fifth years attend the Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital in groups for instruction in infectious diseases. The clinical 
instruction in mental diseases is given in the wards of the 
Protestant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 
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MEDALS, PRIZES AND FELLOWSHIPS. 

1. The Holmes Gold Medal, founded by the Medical Faculty 
in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late Andrew Holmes, Esq., 
M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, is awarded to 
the student of the graduating class who receives the highest aggregate 
number of marks in the different branches comprised in the medical 
curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes Medal has the option of 
exchanging it for a bronze medal and the money equivalent of the 
gold medal. 

2. Yhe Sutherland Gold Medal, founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland, in memory of her late husband, William Sutherland, 
M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this Faculty, is awarded for 
the best examination in general and medical chemistry, together with 
a creditable examination in the primary branches. The examination 
is held at the end of the third year. 

3. The Wood Gold Medal, founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives the 
highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical branches of the 
final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal and the winner of the 
Final Prize are not permitted to compete for this medal. 

1. The Final Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the final branches. The Holmes’ 
medalist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

2. The Fourth Year Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for 
the best examination, written and oral, in all the branches of the 
fourth year course. 

3. The Joseph Hils Prize. (Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils, of Woonsocket, R.I.)—A prize in books, awarded to the student 
who obtains the highest number of marks for a special examination 
in materia medica and therapeutics. 

4. The Third Year Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for 
the best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the third 
year. 

5. The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., Prize. (Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.)—A microscope, to be awarded to 
the student of the third year who obtains the highest number of marks 
for the examinations in pathology and bacteriology. 

6. The Second Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best 
examination in all the branches of the second year course. 

7 - The First Year Prize.—A J>rize in books for the best 
examination in all the branches of the first year course. 

The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship:—The sum of $10,000 
has been received by the Faculty from the committee of the A. 
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A. Brown Memorial Fund. With this sum a fellowship has been 
established, to be known as the “ A. A. Browne Memorial Fellow¬ 
ship.” This fellowship is oppn to graduates of any recognized 
Medical School and is for th^ advancement of medical science, special 
preference being given to the subjects of obstetrics and gynaecology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship: —The sum of $25,000 
has been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New York, the pro¬ 
ceeds to be devoted to coordinated research in the laboratories of 
pathology in or associated with the University. 

The James Douglas Studentship:— A studentship in pathology, 
given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to McGill graduates 
only, tenable for six years and of the value of $1,250 for the first 
year, increasing to $2,500. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 

1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended lectures for a 
period of five eight-month sessions in this University, or some other 
university, college or school of medicine, approved by this University., 
Students of other universities, so approved, who may be admitted on 
production of certificates to a like standing in this University shall 
be required to pass an examination in primary subjects, and all 
examinations in the final subjects in the same manner as students 
of this University. 

2. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testimonials 
of attendance on the following branches of medical education; pro¬ 
vided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those stated, may be presented and accepted:— 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, 
Histology, Embryology, Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Physi¬ 
ology and Practical Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Biological 
Chemistry, Physiological Chemistry, Pharmacy, General Path¬ 
ology, Bacteriology, Pharmacology, Therapeutics, Medical Juris¬ 
prudence, Hygiene and Public Health, Medical and Surgical 
Anatomy, Operative Surgery, Special Pathology, Morbid Anatomy, 
Clinical Chemistry, Principles and Practice of Surgery, Clinical 
Surgery, Theory and Practice of Medicine, Clinical Medicine, 
Obstetrics and Diseases of Infants, Gynaecology, Pediatrics, Mental 
Diseases, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology. 

* It should be understood that the programme and regulations 
regarding courses of study and examination contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty of 
Medicine, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, 
does not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole of a 
student’s course, to the conditions here laid down. 
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He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three months, 
of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of having, under the 
direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, administered an anaes¬ 
thetic at least six times. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received for 
the time over which they have extended. 

3- No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the degree 
who shall not have attended at least one full session at this University. 

4- Every candidate must give proof of having attended during 
at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal General 
Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of some other hospital 
of not fewer than ioo beds, approved by this University. 

5- He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for six 
months in medicine and six months in surgery in the wards of a 
general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of having reported 
at least ten medical and ten surgical cases. 

6. He must also give proof of having attended for at least nine 
months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other lying-in 
hospital approved by the University, and of having acted as assistant 
for at least twenty cases. 

7- Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 20th 
day of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty testi¬ 
monials of his qualifications, entitling him to an examination, and 
must at the same time deliver to the Registrar of the Faculty an 
affirmation or affidavit that he has attained the age of twenty-one 
years. 

8. The examinations to be undergone by the candidate shall be 
in the subjects mentioned on pages 38 and 39. 

9. The following oath or affirmation will be exacted from the 
candidate before receiving his degree:—

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EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given through- 
-out the session. 

Class examinations are held during the session in each of the 
first year subjects, the marks obtained being added to the total marks 
obtained at the final examinations. 

If the standing obtained by any student in the class examina¬ 
tions is not satisfactory, he shall not be permitted to take the final 
examinations. 

1. A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to 
pass and 75 per cent, for honours. 

2. The work of one session must be completed and all examina¬ 
tions passed before a student is permitted to advance to the next. 

3. Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than three subjects of the first or second year and in not more than 
two subjects of the third and fourth years, may, at the discretion 
of the Faculty, be allowed to take the supplementary examinations 
before the beginning of the following session. These examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening of the 
session. 

Those who fail in more subjects than are above specified are 
not eligible for supplemental examinations. 

4. Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical work 
is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be required to 
repeat the course and furnish a certificate of attendance thereon. 

5. Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental examina¬ 
tion in that subject. Should the subject be one in which practical 
or clinical work is required, the student must furnish a certificate 
of additional hospital attendance or laboratory work before presenting 
himself for examination. 

6. Students who fail at the examination held at Christmas may, 
at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supplemental examina¬ 
tions at a period not less than three months after the regular 
examinations. 

7. A student who, after being registered in the first, second, third 
or fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to qualify for 
advancement, or who, after being registered in the final year for 
three successive sessions, fails to qualify for the degree, shall not 
be permitted to register again as a student of Medicine in the 
University. 
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8. Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the 
hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date set for 
the beginning of the examination, and they must be accompanied by 
a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 

MICROSCOPES AND H^MOCYTOMETERS. 

Each student is required to provide himself, on beginning his 
studies, with a first-class microscope for laboratory and private study 
throughout his course. The Faculty will supply the instruments 
necessary for demonstrations, etc. The microscope must be of 
substantial construction and be provided, as a minimum, with the 
following accessories, 2 / 3 , i/ 6 and 1 / 12 oil immersion, and a substage 
condenser. Such an instrument will last a lifetime and is an essen¬ 
tial part of the equipment of a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student not be provided with such a microscope he 
ma y> (0 purchase a guaranteed instrument from the purchasing 
department of the University for the sum of $60.00, or (2) on 
depositing a bond of $60.00, signed by two property-holders of his 
place of residence, hire and purchase a microscope from the Univer¬ 
sity by paying the sum of $7.00 per annum for five years and the 
further sum of $40.00 at the expiry thereof. 

Any student proposing to hire a microscope under plan (2) 
should have a bond executed before leaving home, and deposit it 
with the Bursar at the beginning of the session. Failing this, a 
student must on registration take immediate steps to procure a bond. 
If a bond is not furnished by the 15th of November, the student will 
be deprived of the use of the microscope. Blank forms of bond 
may be obtained from the Registrar or the Bursar. 

Any student selecting plan (2) will have the entire control of the 
instrument and may use it at home during the holidays, but until 
the final payment of $40.00 shall have been made it shall remain the 
absolute property of the University, and no refund of any annual 
payment shall be made under any circumstances. 

A student retaining a rented microscope during the summer and 
not returning to the University the following session, must send back 
the instrument before the 10th October following; in default of which 
his bondsmen will be called on to pay its full value. Graduating 
students must return rented microscopes before graduating. 

Each student of the third year is required to have a hsemo- 
cytometer, and, in order that an instrument of uniform value and 
accuracy may be in the hands of all students, the University has 
purchased a supply, which will be sold at cost price.

The first year course includes histological technique; embryology, 
which comprises so much elementary comparative work as will enable 
students to understand the essential points in human development, 
and a study of human development up to the stage represented by the 
Kroemer Pfannenstiel Zygote; histogenesis and the histology of tissues. 

The study of the whole of human organogenesis and of the his¬ 
tology of human organs forms a part of the work in the second and 
third year courses in anatomy. 

Recently the Department has expended large sums of money*in 
bringing its teaching equipment up to the highest possible standard and 
in providing increased facilities for research by graduates or senior 
students. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., and in conse¬ 
quence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of Quebec, an 
ample supply of fresh material is always available. 
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Human Anatomy. 

First Year: General embryology, histology of tissues, osteology 
and myology. 

Second Year : Splanchnology (including histology and organo- 
genesis). 

Third Year : Neurology (including histology and organogenesis); 
organs of special sense. 

Fourth Year: Applied anatomy, including topographical and 
regional anatomy. 


Dental Anatomy. 

First Year: As in first year Medicine. 

Second Year (first term) :—Regional anatomy of the head and 
neck; general dissection. 

exte nsion of this, a course on the special anatomy of 
the teeth is conducted by the Dental Department. 

As in all the courses conducted by the Department of Anatomy 
a record of the work done is kept by graphic representation, students 
are advised to acquire some facility in drawing before entering upon 
their anatomical studies. 


BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Medical students is conducted, con¬ 
jointly, by the University Departments of Botany and Zoology. It 
consists of three parts:— 

Part I.

I his part of the course deals with the rationale and simple 
technique of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field 
illumination (ultramicroscope). Twelve lectures and twelve labora¬ 
tory periods (three of each per week during the first month of 
the session). 

Part II. 

Professor of Zoology Arthur Willey.

This part of the course is designed to introduce the student to 
certain fundamental facts of zoology. The lectures deal with the 
principles governing the formation of tissues and organs and lead up 
to an outline of vertebrate anatomy and physiology in which special 







attention is directed towards the class mammalia of w T hich man is a 
member. The evolution of the mammalian type is illustrated by the 
progressive differentiation of the body cavities, the organs of breathing, 
circulation, alimentation and excretion, the nervous system and the 
skeleton. 

The laboratory work is concerned with elementary histology and 
with a practical and thorough study of the following selected types: 
Amoeba, Paramecium, Euglena or Chilomonas, Hydra, Lumbricus, 
Amphioxus, Scyllium, Rana, Lepus. 

Three lectures per week for fourteen weeks; three laboratory 
periods per week, each of three hours, from the beginning of the 
second month of the session to the end of the first term, and two lab¬ 
oratory periods per week for the first four weeks of the second term. 


Part III. 

Professor of Botany: —F. E. Lloyd.

This part of the course is a continuation of Part I and runs 
concurrently with the course in histology and embryology, and is 
designed to introduce the student to the field of cytology; amitosis 
and mitosis; reproduction, sexual and asexual; the methods of evolu¬ 
tion; the mechanism of heredity; growth, senescence and death. 

Thirty lectures (three per weeek) and twenty laboratory periods; 
two (each of three hours) per week from the close of Part II of 
the course to the end of the session.

Instruction in chemistry for students in Medicine is given during 
a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year : During the first term the principles governing chemi¬ 
cal action are studied in a systematic laboratory course. A printed 
synopsis of the work of each day is provided and necessary explana- 
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tions given before beginning the work. The course includes a study 
of chemical phenomena; the preparation and properties of typical 
elements and compounds; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric 
and volumetric determinations, and a short course in qualitative 
analysis. The student is required to pay special attention to the keep¬ 
ing of an accurate record of his observations and calculations. Note 
books for this purpose are provided and are examined and criticized 
by the demonstrators. An examination is held at the end of the term. 

During the first term a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; four per week, with frequent reviews and exam¬ 
inations. This course is designed to familiarize the student with the 
characteristics of chemical action and the conditions which modify it, 
rather than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The application of chemistry to physi¬ 
ology and pathology is made especially prominent. An examination 
in general chemistry is held at the end of the first term. 

Second Year : A course of three lectures per week on Organic 
and Biological Chemistry is given during the whole session. In this 
course the facts and theories of organic and physical chemistry, which 
have an essential bearing upon medical science, are first presented in 
the simplest form. This is followed by a more detailed study of 
those organic compounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena 
of life. During the winter term a course of laboratory work in organic 
and biological chemistry, two periods per week, is given. In this 
course the student will study practically the chemistry of the more 
important organic substances which are found in the tissues, together 
with the chemical and physical conditions which influence their produc¬ 
tion. This course is intended to lead up to and partly include the 
subject matter of the usual courses in physiological and pathological 
chemistry. 

The course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and energy 
cycles in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterification, fats and lipoids; 
carbohydrates, amino acids, colloids, proteins, protein toxins, nuclein 
and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, indob etc., together with the applica¬ 
tion of elementary physical chemistry to the problems of physiological 
chemistry. 

Third Year : A course on The Chemistry of Human Physiology 
of two laboratory periods and one lecture per week is given through¬ 
out the autumn term. This course is designed to familiarize the 
student with the proximate constituents of typical foods, and the 
action on them of the digestive enzymes. This is followed by a 
study of normal urine and faeces, and the chemistry of muscle, blood, 
bile, etc. The aim of the course is to give the student a sound theo¬ 
retical and experimental knowledge of the normal human metabolism. 
This course is followed by a laboratory course of about six weeks in 
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Clinical Chemistry at the beginning of the second term. In this 
course the student is made familiar with the more convenient and 
practical methods for the chemical and physical examination of urine, 
faeces, blood, stomach contents, etc., as a preliminary to their applica¬ 
tion to the chemical diagnosis of cases. 

An Advanced Optional Laboratory Course in clinical and biological 
chemistry is offered during the winter term to those students whose 
preliminary training in chemistry and standing in the pass course 
show they are able to profit by it. This course includes the more 
recent exact methods of determination of creatinin, ammonia, acetone; 
the partition of nitrogen in urine in health and disease, etc. This 
course must be taken by all candidates for the Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a prac¬ 
tical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering upon the 
study of Medicine. Graduates in Arts of recognized universities, on 
presenting certificates of having taken courses in theoretical and prac¬ 
tical chemistry, and of having passed examination in the same, may 
be exempted from the chemistry of the first year. 

MEDICAL PHYSICS.

First Year: This course is given in the Physics Building of the 
University. It consists of three lectures and a laboratory period of 
two hours per week throughout the first half of the session, and two 
lectures and a laboratory period of two hours per week during the 
last half. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially designed 
to meet the requirements of students in Medicine. The course in¬ 
cludes a study of energy, simple machines, properties of matter, fluid 
pressures, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, transmission 
and interpretation of sound; temperature and temperature measure¬ 
ments, gas laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws 
of vaporization, humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of 
magnetism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and con¬ 
densers; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, measure- , 
ments of resistance and electromotive force, measuring instruments, 
magnetic effects of a current, induced currents, induction coil, con¬ 
duction through gases, properties of cathode rays and X-rays; radio¬ 
active substances and their radiations; laws of reflection and refrac¬ 
tion of light, mirrors, lenses and lens combinations, microscopes, 
telescopes, spectra, spectrum analysis, colour, interference, crystal¬ 
lography, polarized light and saccharimetry. 














In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments 
as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spec¬ 
troscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of 
Archimedes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, 
Ohm’s law, etc. Measurements are taken of specific gravities, fre¬ 
quencies, specific heats, latent heats, electrical resistances, focal 
lengths, besides qualitative experiments illustrating the more impor¬ 
tant physical principles.

PHYSIOLOGY. 

The Joseph Morley Drake Professor:-- 

Associate Professor:— A. W. Downs.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern physiology, both 
from a scientific and practical standpoint—its methods, its deductions, 
and the basis on which the latter rest. The course comprises lectures, 
laboratory work, demonstrations and conferences. 

Lectures .—These extend over two years and are illustrated by 
experiments, diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory Work .—The courses are arranged to illustrate the 
various branches of physiology. The students work in pairs, so as 
to give each man the best possible opportunity of verifying the facts 
for himself. As medical men have to treat human patients, special 
care is taken to make all the practical work illustrative of mammalian 
and human physiology, and as many exercises as possible are per¬ 
formed on mammals and on the students themselves. 

The subjects are arranged as follows:— 

i. Experimental Physiology, (a) Second year students work 
in the laboratory for one period of three hours per week throughout 
the year. The course comprises experiments on the heart, blood 
pressure and circulation, the pulse, respiration, temperature, the 
mechanics of digestion and the secretion of urine, (b) Third year 
students work for one period of three hours per week throughout 
the year. The course comprises experiments on muscle and nerve, 
the special senses, the central nervous system, together with more 
difficult experiments on the lines of the work in the second year, and 
revision. 
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Demonstrations .—In addition to the lectures and laboratory work, 
special demonstrations are given from time to time on such subjects 
as cannot be dealt with in a large class, such as electrocardiographic 
work, heart perfusions, physiology of the central nervous system, 
refraction in the eye, and, generally, of whatever research work is 
being carried out in the department. 

2. Chemical Physiology (see under Chemistry).

A didactic course on the diseases of infancy and childhood, includ¬ 
ing the feeding of infants, is given during the session to students 
of the fourth year. Clinical and .didactic lectures are given on diseases 
of the new-born at the Montreal Maternity Hospital. In the Montreal 
General and Royal Victoria hospitals weekly clinical lectures and ward 
demonstrations on diseases of childhood will be given to students of 
the fifth year, and groups of students in rotation will be assigned work 
in connection with the out-patient children’s departments of both 
hospitals. The new Foundling and Baby Hospital, which has recently 
been opened, with a capacity of 100 beds, will be utilized during the 
session for a series of demonstrations in infant feeding. 









PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following manner: 
—For students of the second year there is a course in practical materia 
medica and pharmacy, with demonstrations and exercises in the labora¬ 
tory. Prescription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and consists 
of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological action of drugs, 
with demonstrations, and practical laboratory work, during which the 
student is given the opportunity of studying by experiment the action 
cf the more important drugs. 

In the fourth year a systematic course is given on the principles 
of therapeutics and on the practical employment of drugs and remedial 
agents in the treatment of disease. In the fifth year, special attention 
is given to the subject of practical therapeutics in the ward classes by 
the attending physicians in both the Montreal General and Royal Vic¬ 
toria hospitals. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological and 
chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of the late Mr. 
Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus for carrying 
on extended research work. 


HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical undergraduates 
has been carefully designed to meet the requirements of the practi¬ 
tioner in medicine. 

The whole course is essentially practical in its nature and is in 
sharp contrast with the truly didactic method of teaching. It relates 
chiefly to the investigation of the causes of disease, the channels of 
transmission and the adoption of modern preventive measures—all 
problems which are likely to confront the medical man daily in the 
prosecution of his duties. 

One lecture and one demonstration period are allotted each week 
throughout the session. 

The practical work includes a series of visits to places of hygienic 
interest. . v 
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An optional practical course more advanced than the one above 
referred to is open to students wishing to go into greater detail. 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in every 
branch of public health work. Advanced students are furnished with 
separate quarters and with every facility for the prosecution of 
research work. 

The museum is fully equipped and contains full-sized working 
models and apparatus illustrative of the application of all hygiene 
principles. See description of museum, page 70. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. 

Professor D. D. MacTaggart. 

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medicine 
are taken up and fully discussed, also lunacy and its medico-legal 
aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, 
the chemical, microscopic and spectroscopic tests for which are fully 
described and demonstrated, also the serum test for the detection 
of human blood. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence 
of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference to 
symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. The post¬ 
mortem appearances are fully illustrated by specimens. Practical 
demonstrations will be given once a fortnight.

A didactic course of forty lectures is given in the fourth year, 
and deals with the general pathology and treatment of disease. The 
course is intended as an introduction to clinical work, and is illustrated 
by museum specimens, plates and diagrams. 

Clinical Medicine. 

The instruction in clinical medicine is conducted in the theatres, 
wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the Royal Victoria and 
Montreal General hospitals. It extends throughout the third, fourth 
and fifth years. In the third year, demonstrations are given to 
groups of students in the methods of examination, and in normal and 
abnormal physical signs, in the wards and out-patient departments of 
the hospitals. This is supplemented by courses in clinical chemistry 
and microscopy at the College. 
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In the fourth year, clinical instruction is given in the theatres 
and out-door departments or wards of the hospitals, as well as in 
the clinical laboratories. 

The fifth year is devoted exclusively to hospital work. Each 
student is required to personally conduct and record the routine 
examination of patients assigned to him in the wards of the hospitals. 
He is also required to carry out the necessary laboratory work in 
connection with his clinical duties wherever this work may call him. 
Regular attendance at autopsies is obligatory. 

Instruction in the theatres is given on four days of the week. 
Bedside classes in case reporting and diagnosis are held, as well as 
a daily ward visit. In addition, clinico-pathological conferences are 
held each week. 

The out-door department of each hospital has a large neurological 
clinic, which is utilized for instruction in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, and 
groups of students attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of students 
in the fourth and fifth years, the large number of cases under treat¬ 
ment at the Alexandra Hospital being available for this purpose. 

Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the third 
year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of the professors 
and teachers connected with the department of Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year instruc¬ 
tion in Medicine, and is held in the pathological laboratory of the 
Medical Building. The classes are held twice weekly, each demonstra¬ 
tion lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appearances of 
the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in the preparation 
and staining of films from pus and sputum for pathogenic bacteria, 
in the methods of examination of the blood, including the use of 
the haemoglobinometer, hremocytometer, microspectroscope, the deter¬ 
mination of the specific gravity, agglutination tests, the examination 
of fresh films, the preparation of stained blood films and the method 
of making differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also com¬ 
prises the microscopic examination of stomach contents and faeces, 
for the recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat, blood, bacteria 
and animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other patholo¬ 
gical fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examination of hairs 
for the parasites of ring-worm and favus. 
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In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of exam- 
ining the various bacteria of importance in clinical medicine and 

surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in the 
hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion arises at the 
demonstrations.

The clinical material in the Montreal General and Royal Vic¬ 
toria hospitals is very large in amount and varied in character. There 
are about five hundred beds in the two hospitals, and the service is 
a very active one. It is, therefore, possible, to make the teaching in 
surgery largely clinical and practical. 

During the latter part of their third year the students are sent 
to the out-patient departments of the hospitals for instruction in the 
methods of examining patients. They are also taught to differentiate 














the abnormal from the normal, to apply bandages, to do dressings 
and apply splints. 


In their fourth year they attend surgical clinics in the amphi¬ 
theatres of the hospitals-two days in the week. They receive clinical 
instruction, witness the reduction of fractures and dislocations and 
are present during the performance of operations, the details, of which 
are explained and demonstrated. They are also taken into the wards 
in groups, are taught to observe symptoms, to arrive at a diagnosis 
and to report cases. 

During their fifth year students attend three amphitheatre clinics 
weekly. Groups of cases are here put before them for comparison. 
They take part in the examination of patients, in the discussion of 
symptoms and are encouraged to make an independent diagnosis. They 
witness the operations performed and have every opportunity to learn 
technique. In these clinics special attention is given to the considera¬ 
tion of the natural history of the diseases under discussion, as well a? 
the pathogenesis, complications, prognosis and therapeutic indication?. 

Students, during their fifth year, are expected to do independent 
work in the wards, studying the cases assigned to them, reading up 
their cases in the medical library and doing sufficient laboratory work 
to enable them to make their case reports complete. 

The didactic lectures are given in the New Medical Building and 
are illustrated by a large collection of preparations from the Museum, 
by plates, diagrams, drawings, and, when available, by fresh specimens. 

The didactic lectures deal with the principles of surgery, and rare 
and unusual diseases and injuries which may not be illustrated in the 
wards of the hospitals. They are intended to be, so far as possible, 
complementary to the clinical teaching. In these lectures the student 
is given a broad general view of surgery, so that he may the more 
easily and intelligently follow the clinical teaching in the hospitals and 
more fully appreciate the many problems presented at the bedside. 

Practical instruction in the administration of anaesthetics is given 
to students of the fourth and fifth years in the hospitals, the didactic 
lectures and laboratory demonstrations being given in the College by 
the Department of Pharmacology and Therapeutics.

The course is entirely clinical, consisting of a weekly theatre 
clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, on 
specially selected cases, and two outdoor clinics, weekly, by Drs. 
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G. G. Campbell, at the Montreal General Hospital, and W. P. Burnett 
at the Royal Victoria Hospital, throughout the session. Lantern 
slides are made use of to illustrate the course; also a large series 
of coloured plates and photographs.

The didactic course consists of about twenty-five lectures given 
twice weekly during the autumn session. The anatomy and physio¬ 
logy of the organs and parts concerned are first discussed. Then 
the various methods of examination are fully described, the necessary 
instruments exhibited, and their uses explained. The lectures are 
illustrated as fully as possible by drawings, morbid specimens and 
lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bedside instruction, is 
given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals by 
Professors Chipman, Lockhart and Goodall, assisted by Drs. Patrick, 
Little and Burgess. A large amount of clinical material is thus 
available for practical instruction in this department of medicine. 
Numerous operations are done before the class and made the subjects 
of remarks. In addition to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts 
a large out-patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students 
are admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in medicine 
and surgery, forms part of the final examination. 


HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

A course of twelve lectures will be given upon the history of 
medicine to all undergraduates in the Faculty who desire to inform 
themselves upon the progress of the science. It is the intention to 
examine the causes which produced the varying conceptions of medi¬ 
cine in times past, rather than burden the student with a narration 
of facts and a recital of biographies. 



















MENTAL DISEASES.

This course comprises a series of lectures at the University on 
insanity in its various forms. The several types of mental diseases 
are illustrated by cases in the Verdun Hospital, where clinical instruc¬ 
tion is given to groups of senior students at the close of the didactic 
lectures. 

After clinical instruction each student is required to examine a 
number of cases of mental diseases for himself, making written 
reports thereon, and this is followed by a discussion in which the 
major points relative to such cases are explained. 

A clinical as well as a written examination is held.

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the principles and 
practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and pre¬ 
served specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete sets of models illustra¬ 
ting the deformities of the pelvis, wax preparations, bronze mechanical 
pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside instruction in the Montreal Maternity, includ¬ 
ing external palpation, pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment 
of cases; (3) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) a course 
of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction will be given 
separately to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical 
examination similar to that held in medicine and surgery forms an 
important part of the final examination. 

A few lectures will be given on diseases of the new-born, supple¬ 
mented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The lecturers and 
demonstrators will give special courses from time to time in the 
college and in the hospital, and will take the students in groups for 
the purpose of demonstration, examination and review. 











In the fourth year will be given the regular course of didactic 
lectures. 

The fifth year will be devoted mainly to practical and clinical 
work in the w r ards of the Montreal Maternity and in its externe 
service. Palpation on the living subject, theatre clinics, ward clinics, 
and individual instruction in the management of labour and the 
care of the puerperal patients will be the chief features of the course.

In the fourth year there is a didactic course of about ten lectures 
delivered at the University. The more unusual diseases of the eye 
are fully described, while the commoner diseases are merely touched 
on, the fuller consideration of the latter being reserved for the 
clinical lectures to be delivered in the fifth year. In addition, in the 
fourth year there is instruction in the anatomy of the eye, the methods 
of examination, and the use of the opthalmoscope and the elements 
of refraction. 

In the fifth year there is a regular bi-weekly course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to undergraduates 
on the day set apart for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on in the 
out-patients’ department of both the Royal Victoria and the Montreal 
General hospitals, where, owing to the large clinics, the students are 
afforded ample opportunity of receiving a thorough instruction in these 









subjects. The course is carried on in both the fourth and fifth years. 
In the fourth year, in addition to a short course of didactic lectures, 
the students receive instruction in: (a) The normal anatomy of the 
ear, nose and throat, as exemplified in moist dissections, dried speci¬ 
mens, models, stereoscopic plates and radiograms of normal conditions 
of the accessory sinuses of the nose and mastoid process; (b) the 
method of using the various instruments for examining the ear, nose 
and throat; (c) the usual tests for hearing; (d) the recognition of 
normal conditions of these special organs, as exemplified by clinical 
material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only patho¬ 
logical conditions affecting these organs. As many cases as is possible 
are brought forward to illustrate the various diseases, and the clinical 
material thus presented is dealt with by a clinical lecture, and is 
further enlarged by gross pathological specimens, microscopical mate¬ 
rial and lantern slides. Eight to ten didactic lectures are also given. 

In this year the student also receives instruction as to the care 
of the deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a lecture and prac¬ 
tical illustration of the methods of educating these unfortunate 
children in the Mackay Institution for Deaf Mutes. 

The courses are conducted in small classes, so that personal super¬ 
vision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held twice a week, 
and continued throughout each session. An examination at the end 
of the fourth year will be only clinical, but that at the end of the 
fifth year will be both written and clinical. A position as resident 
house-surgeon in the department of oto-laryngology in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital is open to the members of the graduating class. 

I 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

These courses are almost entirely clinical in character and are 
given in the Montreal General, the Royal Victoria and the Montreal 
Maternity hospitals. Owing to the departure of many of its post¬ 
graduate teachers for service in the war, the Faculty is compelled to 
omit the regular course for this year. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been equipped 
in connection with the Pathological and Clinical Departments of both 
the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals, and in connection 
with the college laboratories for physiology, chemistry, pathology and 
pharmacology. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qualify for 
examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who wish to engage 
in special research, may enter at any time by giving notice, stating 
the course desired and the time at their disposal. 
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All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals will 
be open to such students on the same conditions as to undergraduates 
in Medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained on 
application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. 

SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 

The special courses given in the Department of Hygiene, lead¬ 
ing to the Diploma of Public Health; also for engineers, architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final examination 
for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.) have been withdrawn 
during th-e period of the war. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In the third year instruction is given to groups in the methods 
of physical diagnosis and in minor surgery. 

During the fourth year two medical and two surgical theatre 
clinics are given weekly in the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals. Out-patient clinics are given to groups of students twice 
weekly in gynaecology and once weekly in ophthalmology and oto¬ 
laryngology. In addition, on four days of the week instruction is 
given to groups at the bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical 
and surgical out-patient departments. 

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students of 
the fourth and fifth years receive bedside instruction in groups. 

The fifth year is devoted almost exclusively to clinical work. There 
are three clinics weekly in medicine, three in surgery, two in obstetrics 
and two in gynaecology, these being supplemented by group teaching 
in the wards and by instruction in the clinical laboratories. In addi¬ 
tion, groups receive instruction in opthalmology, oto-laryngology, pedi¬ 
atrics, dermatology, gynaecology, neurology and genito-urinary surgery 
in the out-patient departments of both hospitals. At the Montreal 
Maternity four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both hospi¬ 
tals are appointed every three months, and each one during his term 
of service conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical 
Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted to him. 
Students are required to show a certificate of having acted for six 
months as clinical clerk in medicine and six months in surgery, and 
are required to have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten 
in surgery. The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be 
of the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 
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Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments. For 
these appointments, application is to be made to the assistant surgeons, 
or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out-door department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special clinics at 
both hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar 
with all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them¬ 
selves proficient in the use of the various instruments used in exam¬ 
ining them, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to gain 
a practical knowledge of these important branches of medicine and 
surgery. Operations are performed on the eye and on the ear and 
nose and throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and 
students are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in the 
hospital. 

There are also special departments in both hospitals for gynae¬ 
cology, pediatrics, neurology, # orthopaedics, dermatology and genito¬ 
urinary diseases, directed by specialists in these branches. Students 
are thus enabled to acquire special technical knowledge under skilled 
direction. The plan of teaching practical gynaecology, which has met 
with marked success, has been the limitation of the number of students 
attending each clinic to three. 

Clinical instruction is given in the wards of the Protestant Hos¬ 
pital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The clinical teaching in infectious diseases is given in the wards 
of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases. 

HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and impor¬ 
tance of its public charities. Among these its public hospitals are the 
most prominent and widely known. Those in which medical students 
of McGill University receive clinical instruction are: (i) The Mont¬ 
real General Hospital; (2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The 
Montreal Maternity Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Con¬ 
tagious Diseases; (5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane.

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special attention to 
the development of its museums in the several departments in which 
objective teaching is of especial value in the education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a splendid 
new Museum has been erected, which is undoubtedly the finest struc¬ 
ture of its kind in America. The Museum projects from the north¬ 
western side of the new Medical Building, of which it forms a central 
feature, and faces the Royal Victoria Hospital. It is in the form of a 
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rectangular cross and is in three stories, of which the upper con¬ 
tains the anatomical collections, while the two lower floors are devoted 
to the Museum of Pathology.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Pathological 
Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. Some specimens 
still remain upon the shelves donated by the founders of the College 
(notably a unique case of Cor. Biatriatum Triloculare, reported by Dr. 
Andrew Holmes in 1823), and for the last fifty years the rich patho¬ 
logical material furnished by the Montreal General Hospital has been 
collected here. An abundance of material is also now received from 
other city hospitals, and the Faculty is indebted to many medical men 
throughout Canada, the United States and abroad for important con¬ 
tributions. 

The rich material of the Museum is very actively used for clinico- 
pathological teaching, which is made one of the chief features of its 
administration. Illustrative specimens are supplied to college lecture 
rooms and to hospital clinics, and routine demonstrations are given 
within the Museum to successive groups of students from the fifth 
year regularly throughout the session. 

The descriptive catalogue of the Museum, which has been ,in 
process of preparation for a number of years and is being carried 
out on the basis of a descriptive classification of remarkable efficiency, 
is progressing towards completion, through the help of the Osier 
Catalogue Fund, raised by graduates and friends of the University 
in 1905, and by a grant from the Cooper Fund for Internal Medicine. 
The volume on the H<emopoietic Organs has already been published 
in highly creditable form by the Oxford University Press, and 
several others are now practically completed and are available to 
the student. These catalogues serve to place the rich material of 
the Museum at the personal command of the individual student, and 
add greatly to the practical usefulness of the collection.

Section of Anatomy. 

Director: —A. C. Geddes. 

The original Anatomical Museum of the College was completely 
destroyed by the fire of 1907. 

In the course of the years that have elapsed since that disaster, 
a new museum has been created and now contains several thousand 
specimens and models. These are being procured and arranged to 
illustrate general vertebrate embryology; human embryology and 
organogenesis; the theory of human evolution; the prehistoric races 
of mankind; physical anthropology; comparative osteology; general 
comparative anatomy and the details of human structures, regional, 
systematic and topographical. 

The specimens exhibited are selected for their demonstrative 
value, but the collection is now too great to allow of its complete 
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simultaneous exhibition and numerous specimens of great scientific 
interest are preserved in a newly-provided museum annex, where they 
are available at all times. 


SECTION OF HYGIENE. 


Director:—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 


The material in the museum has been rearranged with a view 
to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most approved types 
of appliances in each particular branch of public health, but also 
examples of types which are to be avoided on hygienic principles. 

In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens have 
been classified upon a decimal system under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection. —Including disinfecting apparatus of all kinds, 
disinfectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating. —Showing contrivances used for these 
purposes. 

3. Water. —Showing conditions connected with pollution of water 
supplies, whether derived from the surface or underground sources; 
methods of purification on large and small scales; water pipes, etc., 
ahd'the influence which these fittings may exert upon the water con¬ 
tained therein. 

4. Soils and Buildings. —Building sites, various kinds of soils; 
relation between soil and dampness; permeability of soils to gases 
and water; composition of soils; effects of ground moisture on 
dwellings; measures to be taken against dampness and foul air; and 
building materials of all kinds. 

5. Air. —Including ventilation schemes and appliances; climate 
and meteorology, with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

6. Foodstuffs. — Adulterations and sophistications practised; 
samples of unsound foodstuffs. 

7. Bacteriological and Pathological. — Specimens of diseased 
meats; specimens and slides of all the common micro-organisms, patho¬ 
genic and non-pathogenic. 

8. Clothing. —Specimens of all the materials utilized for the 
manufacture of clothing, showing the raw state and the various 
processes through which they pass until the finished product is 
reached; the hygienic value of these various articles. 

Injuries and deformities which may directly result from the use 
of badly designed articles of clothing; history and evolution of clothing. 

9. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. —This section includes every 
type of appliances used as sanitary fixtures in buildings; drainage 
schemes; ultimate disposal of refuse both liquid and solid.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society is composed of the registered students of the Faculty. 
Its purpose is (i) to hold meetings every alternate Friday during the 
session, at which addresses are given by prominent medical men and 
at which medical subjects and Case Reports may be fully discussed; 
(2) to transact all matters of business connected with the under¬ 
graduate body. The annual meeting is the last meeting held in the 
spring, when the following officers are elected. Hon. President 
(elected from the Faculty), President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Reporter and three Councilmen (of 
whom two are from the Faculty). > 

A prize competition has been established in senior and junior 
subjects. The senior are open to all to write upon, while only students 
of the first three years are allowed to compete in junior subjects. The 
papers are examined by a board selected by the Faculty and two 
prizes are awarded in each division. The papers are subject to the 
call of the executive on December 1st, and must be handed in for 
examination before February 1st. The Society also controls the 
students' reading room. English and American medical journals, as 
well as the leading daily newspapers, are kept on file. 


















DENTAL DEPARTMENT. 


GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In the autumn of 1903 the Dental Association of the Province 
cf Quebec approached the University, asking that a dental depart¬ 
ment be instituted in connection with the Medical Faculty, and, as a 
result of negotiations continuing through the session of 1903-04, the 
University has established such a department. This department is not 
independent, but is a section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing the 
Dental Department, students may register in dentistry after passing 
the matriculation required of students of medicine in McGill Univer¬ 
sity; but those wishing to practise in the Province of Quebec, except 
those who hold a degree in Arts from a recognized British or Cana¬ 
dian university, must pass the matriculation examination of the College 
of Dental Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extends over 
four years and leads up to the degree of D.D.S. In the first year the 
curriculum is that demanded of students in the Medical Faculty for 
the same period, with the addition of short courses in dental histology 
and dental anatomy. In the second year, students of dentistry finish 
their course in anatomy at Christmas; the course in chemistry is not 
so extensive as for the medical student, and special lectures are given 
in physiology, pharmacology and histology. There are also courses 
in operative dental technique, prosthetic technique and dental anatomy 
for second-year students. The practical work of the last two years 
is conducted in the laboratories of the Dental Department in the 
College and in the dental clinic of the Montreal General Hospital. 
Special courses of lectures are delivered at the McGill Medical College. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

The establishment of an out-patient clinic in dentistry by the 
authorities of the Montreal General Hospital has enabled the Univer¬ 
sity to offer its students an abundance of clinical material. During 
the third and fourth years the greater part of the student’s time is 
spent in the clinic, where he receives the personal attention of a com¬ 
petent staff of instructors. 












REQUIREMENTS FOR THE DEGREE. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) will be con¬ 
ferred by McGill University on any student who has fulfilled the 
following requirements:— 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3. He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.

FACULTY OF MEDICINE. 


The Eighty-seventh session of the Faculty will be opened on Tues¬ 
day, October ist, 1918. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin 
on Wednesday, October 2nd, at the hours specified in the time-tables, 
and will continue until April 30th, 1919 - 

FOUNDATION AND EARLY HISTORY. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct out¬ 
come and continuance of a teaching body known as the Montreal 
Medical Institution, which was organized as a medical school in the 
years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, 
John Stephenson and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first 
medical staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 
1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Institution opened 
in November, 1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at 
the house of the Institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a building 
situated on the north side of St. James Street, at or near Place 
d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, by 
the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution for the 
Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of McGill University. 
It is thus the oldest Faculty of the University. The first* session of 
the McGill Medical Faculty took place in the winter of 1829-30, and 
the first university degree, a medical one, was conferred four years 
later, in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 1836 
to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the eighty-seventh 
instead of the ninetieth session of the Faculty, dating from its incorpor¬ 
ation with the University in the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on in the'central part of 
the city until 1872, when a building was provided by the Governors 
on the University grounds. This building met the demands of th~ 
steadily increasing number of students until 1885, when an addition 
was found to be necessary. 

In 1893, and again in 1898, further extensions and alterations 
were made, funds for the purpose having been provided by generous 
friends of the Faculty.

On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, together 
with the original medical building, was destroyed by fire. The wing 
containing the principal laboratories and lecture rooms was saved, 
however, and is now used by the Departments of Physiology and 
Medical Chemistry. 

The erection of a new building was at once begun on a new site, 
at the corner of Pine Avenue and University St., and in 1910 the 
greater part of it was ready for occupation. In 1911 it was wholly 
available for the work of the Faculty which can now boast of one 
of the most modern and best-equipped medical buildings on this 
Continent. 


Matriculation. 


All inquiries relating to the examinations for entrance should he 
Addressed to the Registrar of the University. 

No student will he permitted to register in the Faculty of Medi¬ 
cine unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements 
of the University. 

1. Every student, before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in Medicine, must present a certificate of having passed the 
Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of Medicine of this Univer¬ 
sity, or of having passed some provincial, state or university examina¬ 
tion accepted by this University. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those who 
have passed the entrance examination of a provincial medical council, 
provided it includes physics and chemistry, and thus become enregis¬ 
tered students in medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from 
further preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) 

are held in June and September—in June at McGill College and at 

the local centres named below (paragraph 5); in September at McGill 

College and at the following centres if a sufficient number apply:— 
Calgary, Regina, Winnipeg, Toronto, St. John and Truro. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain, who are not 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of June. 
Full information regarding the exact date of the examination, fee, etc., 
may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the University, 
W. A. Bulkeley Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters’ Conference, 
12 King's Bench Walk, Temple, London, E.C. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 

application form and return the same with the necessary fee (for 

which see page 31) one month before the examination begins. Blank 
forms may be obtained from the Registrar. 










In centres where not more than four candidates are writing, the 
fee for each will be determined by the Registrar. 

No application for examination in June will be received after 
May 20th. 

5. Examinations will be held in June at the following centres 
outside the Province of Quebec, if a sufficient number of candidates 
apply:—Sydney, N.S.; Rothesay, N.B.; Ottawa, Ont.; Brockville, Ont.; 
Port Hope, Ont.; Toronto, Ont.; Hamilton, Ont.; St. Catharines, Ont.; 
Winnipeg, Man.; Regina, Sask.; Calgary, Alta.; Kingston, Jamaica, 
and London, Eng. Candidates who are not within easy reach of any 
of the above centres are advised to prepare for entrance by taking an 
examination recognized by the University as shown on page 30. 

6. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, but 
in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two 
years from the date of the first attempt. Credit will not be given 
for less than four papers passed at one time, except in the case of 
those who are not required to take as many as four papers to complete 
the examination; nor will credit be given for less than four papers on 
certificates, which may be presented for exemption from the matricula¬ 
tion examination, and no certificate will be accepted which has been 
obtained under easier conditions than those which are imposed on 
candidates who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking the 
regular University examination. 

7. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 50 per cent, 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject. In subjects 
in which two papers are set, 50 per cent, on the two and not less 
than 40 per cent, in either, and this only when the two papers are 
taken at the same examination. 

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who present 
certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should under 
no circumstances come to the University without having first obtained 
from the Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they 
hold, as many of these may lack one or more essential subject, or the 
nfork done in a subject may not be adequate, or, again, the percentage 
gained may not be sufficiently high (see regulation 7). Moreover, it 
must be remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another . When a diploma or certificate does not show the 
marks obtained in the several subjects of the examination, it must be 
accompanied by an official statement containing this information. 

8. The certificates and diplomas named below will, if submitted 
to the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matriculation 
examination, i.e., in so far as the subject and standard of the examina- 
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tion taken to obtain them are, to the satisfaction of the Matriculation 
Board, equivalent to those required for the matriculation examination 
of this University. Candidates offering certificates which are not a 
full equivalent will be required to pass the matriculation examination

The holder of a higher certificate or a school certificate of the 
Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination Board, of the senior 
certificate of the Oxford or Cambridge Board of Examiners, of a 
first class certificate of the College of Preceptors or of a higher exam¬ 
ination certificate of the Scotch and Welsh Education Departments is 
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entitled to exemption from the matriculation examination pro tanto. 
if he has at one and the same examination passed in certain specified 
subjects. 

Applications for exemption from, the matriculation examination, 
based upon certificates of having passed examinations other than those 
above mentioned, will be considered as occasion may require by the 
Matriculation Board. Every such application must be accompanied 
by certificates and full particulars, and should be addressed to the 
Registrar. 

Women Students. 

Women students may now register in the double course for the 
degree of B.Sc. and M.D., or of B.A. and M.D. Those having a 
degree in Arts from a recognized university or who have taken two 
years in the Arts Course at McGill University may register in the 
regular course for the degree of M.D.C.M.

In addition to the certificates mentioned on pages 30 and 3 1 the 
following are accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matriculation examina¬

(1) The degree of Bachelor of Arts obtained from any recognized 
university. 

(2) A certificate of having passed the examination of a Provincial 
Medical Council, provided it includes Physics and Chemistry. 

Those who intend to practice medicine in any of the provinces 
of Canada will obtain information regarding registration and admis¬ 
sion to study by corresponding with the Registrars of the several 
Provincial Medical Councils. (See page 34.) 

Physical Examination. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of 
the student body, every student on entering the University will be 
required to pass a physical examination to be conducted by, or under 
the direction of, the Medical Director of Physical Education or by a 
recognized representative. 

By such an examination physical defects and weaknesses, amen¬ 
able to treatment, may be discovered. The student would then be 
expected to apply to his physician for such remedial measures as his 
case may require. Those who are examined will also be advised 
as to the forms of exercise or athletic activities which would likely 
be beneficial or injurious. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or 
otherwise satisfy the Medical Director) before November 1st will not 
be allowed to attend the University. 

A further examination will be held after Christmas, when students 
of the first year will state what they have done, and propose to do. 
in the way of exercise. 

All students entering the University for the first time are required 
to present a certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, of successful 
vaccination, failing which, they shall at once be vaccinated in a manner 
satisfactory to the medical examiner. 

For the duration of the present war and while the University 
is without a gymnasium, military training will be compulsory, during 
the first three years of his course, for every British male student of 
the University who is declared fit by the medical officer. In order 
to obtain his year’s standing, every student required to take military 
drill must qualify by attending four-fifths of all regular parades and 
drills and by being passed as efficient in his military work. 

The Medical and Physical Directors will lay before every male 
student entering the first year, who is not a British subject, a schedule 
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of the sports and physical activities which are available and require 
them to state to which form of exercise they intend to apply them¬ 
selves, and every such student will be expected to spend a reasonable 
amount of his time on physical exercise, unless he has satisfactory 
reasons for exemption. 

Registration. 

i. Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, whether 
as undergraduates or partial students, are required, some time during 
the week preceding the opening day of the session, to attend at the 
Office of the Registrar of the University, or such other place as he 
may designate, in order to furnish the information necessary for the 
University records, to register for the classes which they propose to 
attend, and to sign the following declaration in the matricula or 
register: “ I hereby accept and submit myself to the statutes, rules 
and ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which 
I am registered and to any amendments which may be made while 
I am a student of the University, and I promise to observe the same.” 

Between September 23rd and September 28th, both dates inclusive, 
students may register for the session 1918-19 at the Office of the 
University Registrar. 

Saturday, September 28th, will be special registration day for new 
students. 

On Monday, September 30th, all students who have not already 
registered for the session will do so in the Office of the University 
Registrar. 

Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted to 
the Medical Department of this University with equivalent standing 
is requested to send his application to the Registrar of the Medical 
Faculty, together with:— 

1st.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, giving 
a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination 
may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

Board and Residence. 

Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses in 
the vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $40 and 
upwards per month; or, separately, board at $25 to $35 per month; 
rooms from $10 to $18. 

A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared about 
a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be 
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obtained on application to the Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., Strathcona 
Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low rates. 
The dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accom¬ 
modate over 120 students at a time. There is also a lunch counter, 
where meals are served a la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about sixty is provided in Strath¬ 
cona Hall, the home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full particulars con¬ 
cerning terms of residence, etc., may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Association, 348 Sherbrooke Street West, Montreal, who will 
also make arrangements to have students who are strangers to the 
city met on arrival and helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is 
sent of the station and time at which they will arrive. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE TO PRACTISE. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practise the profession of 
medicine. It is necessary to conform with the medical laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Each 
province in Canada at present has its special requirements for license 
and in most provinces a special standard of general education is 
insisted upon before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who 
intend practising in Canada are warned that in certain of the pro¬ 
vinces it is necessary to be registered five years before obtaining a 
license to practise. It follows that entrance qualifications must be 
registered in the province in which the student intends to practise 
at the beginning of his course in Medicine. 

For the convenience of students, a list of names and addresses 
of the Registrars of the Medical Councils in the several provinces 
is here given. Every student should comply with the requirements for 
registration in one or other of the provinces, before entering on his 
course in the Faculty of Medicine.

DOMINION REGISTRATION.

GENERAL COUNCIL OF MEDICAL EDUCATION AND ENREGISTRA- 
TION OF GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this University is 
accepted by the General Medical Council of Great Britain. Graduates 
of this University who desire to register in England are exempted 
from any examination in preliminary education on production of the 
McGill Matriculation certificate. Certificates of this University for 
attendance on lectures, practical work and clinics are also accepted 
by the various examining boards in Great Britain. To obtain a license 
from the General Council it is necessary to pass one of the examining 
boards of Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

RECIPROCITY WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 
Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations with the Medical 
Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Ontario, Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, Saskatchewan, Manitoba and New Brunswick. A 
holder of a degree in Medicine of McGill University who has obtained 
the license of the Province of Quebec, may register with the Medical 
Council of Great Britain. He will thus be eligible for competitive 
examination for the Army, Navy and Civil Service, and will be 
allowed to practise in Great Britain, South Africa, Australia, India 
and the West India Islands without further examination. 

Fees. 

All students must register with the University Registrar before 
paying their fees. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 10th. 
The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in every case, 
before the fee is paid. After October 10th an additional fee of $2.00 
will be exacted of all students in default." 
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2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send to the 
Deans of the several Faculties a list of the registered students who 
have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the Deans shall cause 
their names to be struck from the register of attendance, and such 
students cannot be re-admitted to their classes except on presentation 
of a special ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment 
of fees. 

3. Students registering after October 20th shall pay their fees 
at the time of the registration, failing which they become subject to 
the provisions of Regulation 2. 

4. The total Faculty fees for the medical course of five full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting materials and 
reagents, will be seven hundred and thirty-five dollars, payable in five 
annual instalments of $147.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the authority 
of Corporation, an additional fee of $10.00 will be exacted from all 
men undergraduates and conditioned undergraduates, for the support 
of the Literary Society, the Under graduates' Society, the Canadian 
Club, the Union, th* McGill Daily, and athletics. 

The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students at the time of 
registration as " caution money” from which deductions for break¬ 
ages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms are made and 
a refund granted at the close of the session. 

5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on 
payment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to partial students 
under any circumstances whatever. 

6. Students repeating the course of study of any academic session 

are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five dollars will be 

charged, which will include dissecting material, chemical reagents, 
laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is charged students entering from 
other colleges who have already paid full fees elsewhere for the 
course taken. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be charged 
at the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for a whole session. 

8. An ad eundem fee of $10.00 is charged students entering from 
another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth year of the 
course. 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 

of Surgery is $30.00, to be paid by the successful candidate to the 

University Bursar immediately after the final examination. When the 
degree is conferred in absentia, an additional fee of twenty dollars 
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will be exacted, unless the candidate has been specially exempted 
by the Faculty.

COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF M.D., C.M. 

Beginning with the Session 1919-20 the length of the under¬ 
graduate course in Medicine will be increased to six years. The 
added year may be called a pre-medical year and will be devoted 
to the subjects of chemistry, physics and biology, together with 
English and one modern foreign language. This will afford more time 
for the very important scientific branches, and by a rearrangement of 
the curriculum in the five years of the medical course proper, much 
more time will be found for practical clinical work in the hospitals. 
The general effect of this readjustment will be to give each student a 
year in the Sciences which are fundamental to Medicine, and a final 
year, which will be confined to hospital work and afford the training 
and experience usually obtained only by interns in the large hospitals. 
A statement, giving full details, will appear in the Faculty Calendar 
for 1919-20.

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Students who have taken one or more University courses in 

biology, chemistry or physics before entering, may be exempted from 
attendance on lectures and examination in these subjects. Students 
so exempted are, however, allowed only pass standing. If they 
wish to obtain a higher standing they must present themselves 
for examination. Students exempted from general chemistry must 
take second year organic chemistry in their first year. 

Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses in general 
chemistry, including laboratory work, two courses in biology, in¬ 

cluding the subjects of botany, embryology, elementary bacteri¬ 
ology and dissection of one or more types of vertcbrata, may. at 

the discretion of the Faculty, be admitted as second year students, 
such courses being accepted as equivalent to the first year in 
Medicine.

In this year two medical and two surgical theatre clinics are 
given weekly in the Montreal General and Royal Victoria hospitals.

In this year most of the students’ time is spent in the hospitals. 
Theatre clinics are given twice weekly in each hospital in medicine 
and surgery. There are also daily ward classes to groups of students 
in these branches. In the out-patient departments of both hospitals 
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clinics are given to groups of students in the various special branches 
of gynaecology, ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, dermatology, neurology, 
orthopaedics, pediatrics and genito-urinary diseases. Clinics, ward 
classes and demonstrations in obstetrics are given in the Maternity 
Hospital. Students of the fourth and fifth years attend the 
Alexandra Hospital in groups for instruction in infectious diseases. 
The clinical instruction in mental diseases is given in the wards of 
the Protestant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

MEDALS, PRIZES AND FELLOWSHIPS. 

1. The Holmes Gold Medal, founded by the Medical Faculty 
in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late Andrew Holmes, Esq., 
M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, is awarded to 
the student of the graduating class who receives the highest aggregate 
number of marks in the different branches comprised in the medical 
curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes Medal has the option of 
exchanging it for a bronze medal and the money equivalent of the 
gold medal. 

2. The Sutherland Gold Medal, founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland, in memory of her late husband, William Sutherland, 
M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this Faculty, is awarded for 
the best examination in general and medical chemistry, together with 
a creditable examination in the primary branches. The examination 
is held at the end of the third year. 

3. The Wood Gold Medal, founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives the 
highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical branches of the 
final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal and the winner of the 
Final Prize are not permitted to compete for this medal. 

1. The Final Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the final branches. The Holmes’ 
medalist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

2. The Fourth Year Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for 
the best examination, written' and oral, in all the branches of the 
fourth year course. 

3. The Joseph Hils Prize. (Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 

Hils, of Woonsocket, R.L)—A prize in books, awarded to the student 
who obtains the highest number of marks for a special examination 
in materia medica and therapeutics. 

4. The Third Year Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for 
the best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the third 
year. 










5- The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., Prize. (Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.)—A microscope, to be awarded to 
the student of the third year who obtains the highest number of marks 
for the examinations in pathology and bacteriology. 

6. The Second Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best 
examination in all branches of the second year course. 

7. The First Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best 
examination in all the branches of the first year course. 

The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship:—The sum of $10,000 

has been received by the Faculty from the committee of the A. 
A- Brown Memorial Fund. With this sum a fellowship has been 
established, to be known as the “A. A. Browne Memorial Fellow¬ 
ship.” This fellowship is open to graduates of any recognized 
Medical School and is for the advancement of medical science, special 
preference being given to the subjects of obstetrics and gynaecology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship:—The sum of $25,000 

has been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New York, the pro¬ 
ceeds to be devoted to coordinated research in the laboratories of 
pathology in or associated with the University. 

The James Douglas Studentship:—A studentship in pathology, 
given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to McGill graduates 
only, tenable for six years and of the value of $1,250 for the first 
year, increasing to $2,500. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 


1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended lectures for a 
period, of five eight-month sessions in this University, or some other 
university, college or school of medicine, approved by this University. 
Students of other universities, so approved, who may be admitted on 
production of certificates to a like standing in this University shall 
be required to pass an examination in primary subjects, and all 
examinations in the final subjects in the same manner as students 
of this University. 

2. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testimonials 
r of attendance on the following branches of medical education; pro-

vided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those stated, may be presented and accepted: 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, 
Histology, Embryology, Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Physi¬ 
ology and Practical Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Biological 
Chemistry, Physiological Chemistry, Pharmacy, General Path¬ 
ology, Bacteriology, Clinical Microscopy, Pharmacology, Thera¬ 
peutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Hygiene and Public Health, 
Medical and Surgical Anatomy, Operative Surgery, Special Path¬

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three months, 
of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of having, under the 
direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, administered an anaes¬ 
thetic at least six times. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received for 
the time over which they have extended. 

3. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the degree 
who shall not have attended at least one full session at this University. 

4. Every candidate must give proof of having attended during 
at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal General 
Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of some other hospital 
of not fewer than 100 beds, approved by this University. 

5. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for six 
months in medicine and six months in surgery in the wards of a 
general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of having reported 
at least ten medical and ten surgical cases. 

6. He must also give proof of having attended for at least nine 
months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other lying-in 
hospital approved by the University, and of having acted as assistant 
for at least twenty cases. 

7. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 20th 
day of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty testi¬ 
monials of his qualifications, entitling him to an examination, and 
must at the same time deliver to the Registrar of the Faculty an 
affirmation or affidavit that he has attained the age of twenty-one 
years. 

8. The examinations to be undergone by the candidate shall be 
in the subjects mentioned on pages 38 and 39.

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given through¬ 
out the session. 

Class examinations are held during the session in each of the 
first year subjects, the marks obtained being added to the total marks 
obtained at the final examinations. 

If the standing obtained by any student in the class examina¬ 
tions is not satisfactory, he shall not be permitted to take the final 
examinations. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass 
and 75 per cent, for honours. 

The work of one session must be completed and all examina¬ 
tions passed before a student is permitted to advance to the next. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than three subjects of the first or second year and in not more than 
two subjects of the third and fourth years, may, at the discretion 
of the Faculty, be allowed to take the supplementary examinations 
before the beginning of the following session. These examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening of the 
session. 

Those who fail in more subjects than are above specified are 
not eligible for supplemental examinations. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical work 
is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be required to 
repeat the course and furnish a certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental examina¬ 
tion in that subject. Should the subject be one in which practical 
or clinical work is required, the student must furnish a certificate 
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of additional hospital attendance or laboratory work before presenting 
himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examination held at Christmas may, 
at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supplemental examina¬ 
tions at a period not less than three months after the regular 
examinations. 

A student who, after being registered in the first, second, third 
or fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to qualify for 
advancement, or who, after being registered in the final year for 
three successive sessions, fails to qualify for the degree, shall not 
be permitted to register again as a student of Medicine in the 
University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the 
hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date set for 
the beginning of the examination, and they must be accompanied by 
a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 

MICROSCOPES AND H^MOCYTOMETERS. 

Each student is required to provide himself, on beginning his 
studies, with a first-class microscope for laboratory and private study 
throughout his course. The Faculty will supply the instruments 
necessary for demonstrations, etc. The microscope must be of 
substantial construction and be provided, as a minimum, with the 
following accessories, 2 / 3 , 1 / 6 and 1 / 12 oil immersion, and a substage 
condenser. Such an instrument will last a lifetime and is an essen¬ 
tial part of the equipment of a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student not be provided with such a microscope he 
may, (1) purchase a guaranteed instrument from the purchasing 
department of the University, or (2) on depositing a bond of $90.00, 
signed by two property-holders of his place of residence, hire a 
microscope from the University by paying the sum of $10.00 per 
annum. 

Any student proposing to hire a microscope under plan (2) 
should have a bond executed before leaving home, and deposit it 
with the Bursar at the begining of the session. Failing this, a 
student must on registration take immediate steps to procure a bond. 
If a bond is not furnished by the 15th of November, the student will 
be deprived of the use of the microscope. Blank forms of bond 
may be obtained from the Registrar or the Bursar. 

Each student of the third year is required to have a haemo- 
cytometer, and, in order that an instrument of uniform value and 
accuracy may be in the hands of all students, the University has 
purchased a supply, which will be sold at cost price.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

ANATOMY.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible. There 
are courses in the first, second, third and fourth years. Each course 
includes practical work, and the fourth year work is designed to apply 
especially to medicine and surgery. 

The first year course includes histological technique; embryology, 
which comprises so much elementary comparative work as will enable 
students to understand the essential points in human development, 
and a study of human development up to the stage represented by the 
Kroemer Pfannenstiel Zygote; histogenesis and the histology of tissues. 

The study of the whole of human organogenesis and of the his¬ 
tology of human organs forms a part of the work in the second and 
third year courses in anatomy. 

Recently the Department has expended large sums of money in 
bringing its teaching equipment up to the highest possible standard and 
in providing increased facilities for research by graduates or senior 
students. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., and in conse¬ 
quence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of Quebec, an 
ample supply of fresh material is always available. 
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Human Anatomy. 


First Year : General embryology, histology of tissues, osteology 
and myology. 

Second Year: Splanchnology (including histology and organo¬ 
genesis). 

Third Year: Neurology (including histology and organogenesis); 
organs of special sense. 

Fourth Year: Applied anatomy, including topographical and 
regional anatomy. 


Dental Anatomy. 


First Year: As in first year Medicine. 

Second Year (first term) :—Regional anatomy of the head and 
neck; general dissection. 

N.B.—In extension of this, a course on the special anatomy of 
the teeth is conducted by the Dental Department. 

As in all the courses conducted by the Department of Anatomy 
a record of the work done is kept by graphic representation, students 
are advised to acquire some facility in drawing before entering upon 
their anatomical studies. 


BIOLOGY. 


The course in Biology for Medical students is conducted, con¬ 
jointly, by the University Departments of Botany and Zoology. It 
consists of three parts:— 


Part I. 

Professor of Botany: —F. E. Lloyd.

This part of the course deals with the rationale and simple 
technique of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field 
illumination (ultramicroscope). Twelve lectures and twelve labora¬ 
tory periods (three of each per week during the first month of 
the session). 


Part II. 


Professor of Zoology:—Arthur Willey. 
Lecturer :—J. Stafford. 
Lecturer in Biology: —F. S. Jackson. 


This part of the course is designed to introduce the student to 
certain fundamental facts of zoology. The lectures deal with the 
principles governing the formation of tissues and organs and lead up 
to an outline of vertebrate anatomy and physiology in which special 
attention is directed towards the class mammalia of which man is a 
member. The evolution of the mammalian type is illustrated by the 
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progressive differentiation of the body cavities, the organs of breathing, 
circulation, alimentation and excretion, the nervous system and the 
skeleton. 

The laboratory work is concerned with elementary histology and 
with a practical and thorough study of the following selected types : 
Amceba, Paramecium, Euglena or Chilomonas, Hydra, Lumbricus, 

Amphioxus, Scyllium, Rana, Lepus. 

Three lectures per week for fourteen weeks; three laboratory 
periods per week, each of three hours, from the beginning of the 
second month of the session to the end of the first term, and two lab¬ 
oratory periods per week for the first four weeks of the second term. 

Part III. 

Professor of Botany :—F. E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer in Biology: —F. S. Jackson. 

This part of the course is a continuation of Part I and runs 
concurrently with the course in histology and embryology. L is 
designed to introduce the student to the field of general (cellular) 
physiology. 

Thirty lectures (three per week) and twenty laboratory periods; 
two (each of three hours) per week from the close of Part II of 
the course to the end of the session.

Instruction in chemistry for students in Medicine is given during 
a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year : During the first term the principles governing chemi¬ 
cal action are studied in a systematic laboratory course. A printed 
synopsis of the work of each day is provided and necessary explana¬ 
tions given before beginning the work. The course includes a study 
of chemical phenomena; the preparation and properties of typical 
elements and compounds; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric 
and volumetric determinations, and a short course in qualitative 












analysis. The student is required to pay special attention to the keep¬ 
ing of an accurate record of his observations and calculations. Note 
books for this purpose are provided and are examined and criticized 
by the demonstrators. An examination is held at the end of the term. 

During the first term a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; four per week, with frequent reviews and exam¬ 
inations. This course is designed to familiarize the student with the 
characteristics of chemical action and the conditions which modify it, 
rather than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The application of chemistry to physi¬ 
ology and pathology is made especially prominent. An examination 
in general chemistry is held at the end of the first term. 

Second Year: A course of three lectures per week on Organic 
and Biological Chemistry is given during the whole session. In this 
course the facts and theories of organic and physical chemistry, which 
have an essential bearing upon medical science, are first presented in 
the simplest form. This is followed by a more detailed study of 
those organic compounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena 
of life. During the winter term a course of laboratory work in organic 
and biological chemistry, two periods per week, is given. In this 
course the student will study practically the chemistry of the more 
important organic substances which are found in the tissues, together 
with the chemical and physical conditions which influence their produc¬ 
tion. This course is intended to lead up to and partly include the 
subject matter of the usual courses in physiological and pathological 
chemistry. 

The course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and energy 
cycles in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterification, fats and lipoids; 
carbohydrates, amino acids, colloids, proteins, protein toxins, nuclein 
and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, indol, etc., together with the applica¬ 
tion of elementary physical chemistry to the problems of physiological 
chemistry. 

Third Year : A course on The Chemistry of Human Physiology 
of two laboratory periods and one lecture per week is given through¬ 
out the autumn term. This course is designed to familiarize the 

student with the proximate constituents of typical foods, and the 
action on them of the digestive enzymes. This is followed by a 

study of normal urine and fieces, and the chemistry of muscle, blood, 
bile, etc. The aim of the course is to give the student a sound theo¬ 
retical and experimental knowledge of the normal human metabolism. 
This course is followed by a laboratory course of about six weeks in 
Clinical Chemistry at the beginning of the second term. In this 

course the student is made familiar with the more convenient and 

practical methods for the chemical and physical examination of urine, 
faeces, blood, stomach contents, etc., as a preliminary to their applica¬ 
tion to the chemical diagnosis of cases. 













An Advanced Optional Laboratory Course in clinical and biological 
chemistry is offered during the winter term to those students whose 
preliminary training in chemistry and standing in the pass course 
show they are able to profit by it. This course includes the more 
recent exact methods of determination of creatinin, ammonia, acetone; 
the partition of nitrogen in urine in health and disease, estimation of 
urea, sugar, chlorides, and uric acid in blood, etc. This course must 
be taken b} r all candidates for the Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a prac¬ 
tical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering upon the 
study of Medicine. Graduates in Arts of recognized universities, on 
presenting certificates of having taken courses in theoretical and prac¬ 
tical chemistry, and of having passed examinations in the same, may 
be exempted from the chemistry of the first year. 


MEDICAL PHYSICS. 

Professor of Physics :—H. T. Barnes.

First Year : This course is given in the Physics Building of the 
University. It consists of three lectures and a laboratory period of 
two hours per week throughout the first half of the session, and two 
lectures and a laboratory period of two hours per week during the 
last half. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially designed 
to meet the requirements of students in Medicine. The course in¬ 
cludes a study of energy, simple machines, properties of matter, fluid 
pressures, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, transmission 
and interpretation of sound; temperature and temperature measure¬ 
ments, gas laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws 
of vaporization, humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of 
magnetism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and con¬ 
densers; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, measure¬ 
ments of resistance and electromotive force, measuring instruments, 
magnetic effects of a current, induced currents, induction coil, con¬ 
duction through gases, properties of cathode rays and X-rays; radio¬ 
active substances and their radiations; laws of reflection and refrac¬ 
tion of light, mirrors, lenses and lens combinations, microscopes, 
telescopes, spectra, spectrum analysis, colour, interference, crystal¬ 
lography, polarized light and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments 
as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spec¬ 
troscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of 
Archimedes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, 
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Ohm’s law, etc. Measurements are taken of specific gravities, fre¬ 
quencies, specific heats, latent heats, electrical resistances, focal 
lengths, besides qualitative experiments illustrating the more impor¬ 
tant physical principles. 


PHYSIOLOGY. 

Associate Professor:—A. W. Downs.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern physiology, both 
from a scientific and practical standpoint—its methods, its deductions, 
and the basis on which the latter rest. The course comprises lectures, 
laboratory work, demonstration^Tand conferences. 

Lectures .—These extend over two years and are illustrated by 
experiments, diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory IVork .—The courses are arranged to illustrate the 
various branches of physiology. The students work in pairs, so as 
to give each man the best possible opportunity of verifying the facts 
for himself. As medical men have to treat human patients, special 
care is taken to make all the practical work illustrative of mammalian 
and human physiology, and as many exercises as possible are per¬ 
formed on mammals and on the students themselves. 

The subjects are arranged as follows:— 

1. Experimental Physiology, (a) Second year students work 
in the laboratory for one period of three hours per week throughout 
the year. The course comprises experiments on the heart, blood 
pressure and circulation, the pulse, respiration, temperature, the 
mechanics of digestion and the secretion of urine, (b) Third year 
students work for one period of three hours per week throughout 
the year. The course comprises experiments on muscle and nerve, 
the special senses, the central nervous system, together with more 
difficult experiments on the lines of the work in the second year, and 
revision. 

Demonstrations .—In addition to the lectures and laboratory work, 
special demonstrations are given from time to time on such subjects 
as cannot be dealt with in a large class, such as electrocardiographic 
work, heart perfusions, physiology of the central nervous system, 
refraction in the eye, and, generally, of whatever research work is 
being carried out in the department. 

Research Work .—Special arrangements are made for post-graduate 
work in physiology and for courses leading to the degrees of M.Sc. 
and D.Sc. For particulars apply to the Professor.

1. General pathology and pathological anatomy: lectures and 
experimental demonstrations twice weekly throughout the winter. 
Professor Oertel (Third Year). 

2. Laboratory course in general pathological anatomy and his¬ 
tology, two hours twice weekly, winter term (Third Year).

3. Special pathology and pathological anatomy: lectures on the 
diseases of the more important systems and organs, followed by 
demonstrations, two hours once weekly, throughout the session (Fourth 
Year).

The main feature of this course is a series of twenty lectures and 
demonstrations, illustrated by lantern slides, and by specimens both 
gross and microscopical. Demonstrations of the special methods used 
in the study of animal parasites are given in the laboratory. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following manner: 
—For students of the second year there is a course in practical materia 
medica and pharmacy, with demonstrations and exercises in the labora¬ 
tory. Prescription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and consists 
of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological action of drugs, 
with demonstrations, and practical laboratory work, during which the 
student is given the opportunity of studying by experiment the action 
of the more important drugs. 

In the fourth year a systematic course is given on the principles 
of therapeutics and on the practical employment of drugs and remedial 
agents in the treatment of disease. In the fifth year, special attention 
is given to the subject of practical therapeutics in the ward classes by 
the attending physicians in both the Montreal General and Royal Vic¬ 
toria hospitals. 

In connection with this department a short course of didactic 
lectures will be given to students of the fourth year on the thera¬ 
peutic values of massage, of physical exercise, including remedial 
gymnastics and mechano-therapy, of hydro-therapy, of electro-therapy 
and of photo-therapy; students of the fifth year will ,be given practical 
instruction in these subjects by Dr. Harvey, and by Dr. Norman 
Brown in the outpatient departments of the Montreal General and 
the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological and 
chemical research roopis, has, through the liberality of the late Mr. 
Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus for carrying 
on extended research work. 
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HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical undergraduates 
has been carefully designed to meet the requirements of the practi¬ 
tioner in medicine. It relates chiefly to the investigation of the causes 
of disease, the channels of transmission and the adoption of modern 
preventive measures—all problems which are likely to confront the 
medical man daily in the prosecution of his duties. 

The course is given during the third term of the Fourth Year 
and consists of three lectures and one demonstration per week. 

The practical part includes a number of visits to various places 
of hygienic importance. The student is thereby brought in close con¬ 
tact with the various conditions which he is liable to meet during his 
later career. 

In addition to the above, lantern demonstrations of the various 
topics which have been previously discussed in the lectures are 
frequently given. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one above 
referred to is open to students wishing to go into greater detail. 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in every 
branch of public health work. Advanced students are furnished with 
separate quarters and with every facility for the prosecution of 
research work. 

The museum is fully equipped and contains full-sized working 
models and apparatus illustrative of the application of all hygiene 
principles. See description of museum, page 68. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medicine 
are taken up and fully discussed, also lunacy and its medico-legal 
aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, 
the chemical, microscopic and spectroscopic tests for which are fully 
described and demonstrated, also the serum test for the detection 
of human blood. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence 
of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference to 
symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. The post¬ 
mortem appearances are fully illustrated by specimens. Practical 
demonstrations will be given once a fortnight.

Instruction in medicine and clinical medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the Royal 
Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. It extends throughout the 
third, fourth and fifth years. In the third year, demonstrations are 
given to groups of students in the methods of examination, and in 
normal and abnormal physical signs, in the wards and out-patient 
departments of the hospitals. This is supplemented by courses in 
clinical chemistry and microscopy at the College. 

In the fourth year, clinical instruction is given in the theatres 
and out-door departments or wards of the hospitals, as well as in 
the clinical laboratories. 


/ 
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The fifth year is devoted exclusively to hospital work. Each 
student is required to personally conduct and record the rout,ne 
examination of patients assigned to him in the wards of the hospitals. 
He is also required to carry out the necessary laboratory work in 
connection with his clinical duties wherever this work may call lum. 
Regular attendance at autopsies is obligatory. 

Instruction in the theatres is given on two days of the wee'. 
Bedside classes in case reporting and diagnosis are held as well as 
a daily ward visit. In addition, clinico-pathological conferences are 

held each week. , . . , 

The out-door department of each hospital has a large neurological 

clinic, which is utilized for instruction in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are. also devoted to the diseases of children, anc 
groups of students attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases are demonstrated to groups of students 
in the fourth and fifth years, the large number of cases under treat¬ 
ment at the Alexandra Hospital being available for this purpose. 


Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the third 
year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of the professors 
and teachers connected with the department of Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year instruc¬ 
tion in Medicine, and is held in the pathological laboratory of the 
Medical Building. The classes are held twice weekly, each demonstra¬ 
tion lasting two hours. # 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appearances of 
the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in the preparation 
and staining of films from pus and sputum for pathogenic bacteria, 
in the methods of examination of the blood, including the use of 
the haemoglobinometer, hsemocytometer, microspectroscope, the deter¬ 
mination of the specific gravity, agglutination tests, the examination 
of fresh films, the preparation of stained blood films and the method 
of making differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also com¬ 
prises the microscopic examination of stomach contents and faeces, 
for the recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat, blood, bacteria 
and animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other patholo¬ 
gical fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examination of hairs 
for the parasites of ring-worm and favus. 

In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of exam¬ 
ining the various bacteria of importance in clinical medicine and 
surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in the 
hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion arises at the 
demonstrations.

The clinical material in the Montreal General and Royal Vic¬ 
toria hospitals is very large in amount and varied in character. There 
are about five hundred beds in the two hospitals, and the service is 
a very active one. It is, therefore, possible to make the teaching in 
surgery largely clinical and practical. 

During the latter part of their third year the students are sent 
to the out-patient departments of the hospitals for instruction in the 
methods of examining patients. They are also taught to differentiate 
the abnormal from the normal, to apply bandages, to do dressings 
and apply splints. 

In their fourth year they attend surgical clinics in the amphi¬ 
theatres of the hospitals two days in the week. They receive clinical 
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instruction, witness the reduction of fractures and dislocations and 
are present during the performance of operations, the details of which 
are explained and demonstrated. They are also taken into the wards 
in groups, are taught to observe symptoms, to arrive at a diagnosis 

and to report cases. . 

During their fifth year students attend three amphitheatre clinics 
weekly. Groups of cases are here put before them for comparison. 
They take part in the examination of patients, in the discussion of 
symptoms and are encouraged to make an independent diagnosis. They 
witness the operations performed and have every opportunity to learn 
technique. In these clinics special attention is given to the considera¬ 
tion of the natural history of the diseases under discussion, as well as 
the pathogenesis, complications, prognosis and therapeutic indications. 

Students, during their fifth year, are expected to do independent 
work in the wards, studying the cases assigned to them, reading up 
their cases in the medical library and doing sufficient laboratory work 
to enable them to make their case reports complete. 

Practical instruction in the administration of anaesthetics is given 
to students of the fourth and fifth years in the hospitals, the didactic 
lectures and laboratory demonstrations being given in the College by 
the Department of Pharmacology and Therapeutics.

G. G. Campbell, at the Mont¬ 
real General Hospital, and W. P. Burnett at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, throughout the session. Lantern slides are made use of to 
illustrate the course; also a large series of coloured plates and 
photographs.

The didactic course consists of about twenty-five lectures given 
twice weekly during the autumn session. The anatomy and physio¬ 
logy of the organs and parts concerned are first discussed. Then 
the various methods of examination are fully described, the necessary 
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instruments exhibited, and their uses explained. The lectures are 
illustrated as fully as possibly by drawings, morbid specimens and 
lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bedside instruction, is 
given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals by 
Professors Chipman, Lockhart and Goodall, assisted by Drs. Patrick, 
Little and Burgess. A large amount of clinical material is thus 
available for practical instruction in this department of medicine. 
Numerous operations are done before the class and made the subjects 
of remarks. In addition to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts 
a large out-patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students 
are admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in medicine 
and surgery, forms part of the final examination. 


HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

A course of twelve lectures will be given upon the histo r y of 
medicine to all undergraduates in the Faculty who desire to inform 
themselves upon the progress of the science. It is the intention to 
examine the causes which produced the varying conceptions of medi¬ 
cine in times past, rather than burden the student with a narration 
of facts and a recital of biographies. 


MENTAL DISEASES.

After clinical instruction each student is required to examine a 
number of cases of mental diseases for himself, making written 
reports thereon, and this is followed by a discussion in which the 
major points relative to such cases are explained

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the principles and 
practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and pre¬ 
served specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete sets of models illustra¬ 
ting the deformities of the pelvis, wax preparations, bronze mechanical 
pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside instruction in the Montreal Maternity, includ¬ 
ing external palpation, pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment 
of cases; (3) a complete course on obstetric operations with the 
Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) a course 
of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction will be given 
separately to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical 
examination similar to that held in medicine and surgery forms an 
important part of the final examination. 

A few lectures will be given on diseases of the new-born, supple¬ 
mented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The lecturers and 
demonstrators will give special courses from time to time in the 
college and in the hospital, and will take the students in groups for 
the purpose of demonstration, examination and review. 

In the fourth year will be given the regular course of didactic 
lectures. 

The fifth year will be devoted mainly to practical and clinical 
work in the wards of the Montreal Maternity and in its externe 
service. Palpation on the living subject, theatre clinics, ward clinics, 
and individual instruction in the management of labour and the 
care of the puerperal patients will be the chief features of the course.

In the fourth year there is a didactic course of about ten lectures 
delivered at the University. The more unusual diseases of the eye 
are fully described, while the commoner diseases are merely touched 
on, the fuller consideration of the latter being reserved for the 
clinical lectures to be delivered in the fifth year. In addition, in the 
fourth year there is instruction in the anatomy of the eye, the methods 
of examination, and the use of the ophthalmoscope and the elements 
of refraction. 

In the fifth year there is a regular bi-weekly course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to undergraduates 
on the day set apart for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on in the 
out-patients’ department of both the Royal Victoria and the Montreal 
General hospitals, where, owing to the large clinics, the students are 














afforded ample opportunity of receiving a thorough instruction in these 
subjects. The course is carried or in both the fourth and fifth years. 
In the fourth year, in addition to a short course of didactic lectures, 
the students receive instruction in: (a) The normal anatomy of the 
ear, nose and throat, as exemplified in moist dissections, dried speci¬ 
mens, models, stereoscopic plates and radiograms of normal conditions 
of the accessory sinuses of the nose and mastoid process; (b) the 
method of using the various instruments for examining the ear, nose 
and throat; (c) the usual tests for hearing; (d) the recognition of 
normal conditions of these special organs, as exemplified by clinical 
material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only patho¬ 
logical conditions affecting these organs. As many cases as is possible 
are brought forward to illustrate the various diseases, and the clinical 
material thus presented is dealt with by a clinical lecture, and is 
further enlarged by gross pathological specimens, microscopical mate¬ 
rial and lantern slides. Eight to ten didactic lectures are also given. 

In this year the student also receives instruction as to the care 
of the deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a lecture and prac¬ 
tical illustration of the methods of educating these unfortunate 
children in the Mackay Institution for Deaf Mutes. 

The courses arc conducted in small classes, so that personal super¬ 
vision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held twice a week, 
and continued throughout each session. An examination at the end 
of the fourth year will be only clinical, but that at the end of the 
fifth year will be both written and clinical. A position as resident 
house-surgeon in the department of oto-laryngology in the Royal 
Victoria Hospital is open to the members of the graduating class. 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

Owing to the departure of many of its post-graduate teachers for 
.service in the war, the Faculty is compelled to omit the regular course 
for this year. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been equipped 
in connection with the Pathological and Clinical Departments of both 
the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals, and in connection 
with the college laboratories for physiology, chemistry, pathology and 
pharmacology. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qualify for 
examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who wish to engage 
in special research, may enter at any time by giving notice, stating 
the course desired and the time at their disposal. 
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All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals will 
be open to such students on the same conditions as to undergraduates 
in Medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained on 
application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. 

SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 

The special courses given in the Department of Hygiene, lead¬ 
ing to the Diploma of Public Health; also for engineers, architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final examination 
for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.) have been withdrawn 
during the absence overseas of the head of the department. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In the third year instruction is given to groups in the methods 
of physical diagnosis and in minor surgery. 

During the fourth year two medical and two surgical theatre 
clinics are given weekly in the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals. Out-patient clinics are given to groups of students twice 
weekly in gynaecology and once weekly in ophthalmology and oto¬ 
laryngology. In addition, on four days of the week instruction is 
given to groups at the bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical 
and surgical out-patient departments. 

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students of 
the fourth and fifth years receive bedside instruction in groups. 

The fifth year is devoted almost exclusively to clinical work. There 
are three clinics weekly in medicine, three in surgery, two in obstetrics 
and two in gynjecologv, these being supplemented by group teaching 
in the wards and by instruction in the clinical laboratories. In addi¬ 
tion, groups receive instruction in ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, 
pediatrics, dermatology, gynecology, neurology and genito-ur inary 
surgery in the out-patient departments of both hospitals. At the 
Montreal Maternity four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both hospi¬ 
tals are appointed every three months, and each one during his term 
of service conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical 
Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted to him. 
Students are required to show a certificate of having acted for six 
months as clinical clerk in medicine and six months in surgery, and 
are required to have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten 
in surgery. The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be 
of the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 
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Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments. For 
these appointments, application is to be made to the assistant surgeons, 
or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out-door department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special clinics at 
both hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar 
with all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them¬ 
selves proficient in the use of the various instruments used in exam¬ 
ining them, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to gain 
a practical knowledge of these important branches of medicine and 
surgery. Operations are performed on the eye and on the ear and 
nose and throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and 
students are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in the 
hospital. 

There are also special departments in both hospitals for gynae¬ 
cology, pediatrics, neurology, orthopaedics, dermatology and genito¬ 
urinary diseases, directed by specialists in these branches. Students 
are thus enabled to acquire special technical knowledge under skilled 
direction. The plan of teaching practical gynaecology, which has met 
with marked success, has been the limitation of the number of students 
attending each clinic to three. 

Clinical instruction is given in the wards of the Protestant Hos¬ 
pital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The clinical teaching in infectious diseases is given in the wards 
of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases. 

HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and impor¬ 
tance of its public charities. Among these its public hospitals are the 
most prominent and widely known. Those in which medical students 
of McGill University receive clinical instruction are: (i) The Mont¬ 
real General Hospital; (2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The 
Montreal Maternity Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Con¬ 
tagious Diseases; (5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane.

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special attention to 
the development of its museums in the several departments in which 
objective teaching is of special value in the education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a splendid 
new Museum has been erected, which is undoubtedly the finest struc- 





ture of its kind in America. The Museum projects from the north¬ 
western side of the new Medical Building, of which it forms a central 
feature, and faces the Royal Victoria Hospital. It is in the form of a 
rectangular cross and is in three stories, of which the upper con¬ 
tains the anatomical collections, while the two lower floors are devoted 
to the Museum of Pathology.

The pathological Museum of the University consists to date of 
3,225 catalogued and mounted specimens on shelves, and a large 
storage from which is constantly added, also a large series of micro¬ 
scopic slides, photographs and drawings. A descriptive catalogue is 
in course of publication through the help of the Osier Catalogue Fund 
and the Cooper Fund. 

The Museum of the Royal Victoria Hospital consists to date of 
330 mounted and catalogued specimens on shelves and much storage, 
a collection of microscopic and lantern slides, with charts and 
diagrams for pathological and clinical teaching.

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SECTION OF ANATOMY. 

Director :—A. C. Geddes. 

The original Anatomical Museum of the College was completely 
destroyed by the fire of 1907. 

In the course of the years that have elapsed since that disaster, 
a new museum has been created and now contains several thousand 
specimens and models. These are being procured and arranged to 
illustrate general vertebrate embryology; human embryology and 
organogenesis; the theory of human evolution; the prehistoric races 
of mankind; physical anthropology; comparative osteology; general 
comparative anatomy and the details of human structures, regional, 
systematic and topographical. 

The specimens exhibited are selected for their demonstrative 
value, but the collection is now too great to allow of its complete 
simultaneous exhibition, and numerous specimens of great scientific 
interest are preserved in a newly provided museum annex, where they 
are available at all times. 


SECTION OF HYGIENE. 

Director :—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

Acting Director: —F. B. Jones. 

The material in the museum has been rearranged with a view 
to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most approved types 
of appliances in each particular branch of public health, but also 
examples of types which are to be avoided on hygienic principles. 

In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens have 
been classified upon a decimal system under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection .—Including disinfecting apparatus of ad kinds, 
disinfectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating .—Showing contrivances used for these 
purposes. 

3. Water .—Showing conditions connected with pollution of water 
supplies, whether derived from the surface or underground sources; 
methods of purification on large and small scales; water pipes, etc., 
and the influence which these fittings may exert upon the water con¬ 
tained therein. 

4. Soils and Buildings .—Building sites, various kinds of soils; 
relation between soil and dampness; permeability of soils to gases 
and water; composition of soils; effects of ground moisture on 
dwellings; measures to be taken against dampness and foul air; and 
building materials of all kinds. 

5. Air. Including ventilation schemes and appliances; climate 
and meteorology, with apparatus illustrative of each class. 
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6. Foodstuffs. — Adulterations and sophistications practised; 
samples of unsound foodstuffs. 

7. Bacteriological and Pathological. — Specimens of diseased 
meats; specimens and slides of all the common micro-organisms, patho¬ 
genic and non-pathogenic. 

8 . Clothing. —Specimens of all the materials utilized for the 
manufacture of clothing, showing the raw state and the various 
processes through which they pass until the finished product is 
reached; the hygienic value of these various articles. 

Injuries and deformities which may directly result from the use 
of badly designed articles of clothing; history and evolution of clothing. 

9 - Drainage and Refuse Disposal. —This section includes ever}' 
type of appliance used as sanitary fixture’s in buildings; drainage 
schemes; ultimate disposal of refuse both liquid and solid.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society is composed of the registered students of the Faculty. 
Its purpose is:— 

(1) To transact all matters of business connected with the 
undergraduate body. 

(2) To stimulate interest along medical lines. 

(3) To increase the facility with which the men can express 
themselves in public. 

(4) To give the men an enjoyable social evening, at the same 
time developing a strong spirit of faculty loyalty. 

Meetings are held every alternate Friday at which addresses are 
given by prominent professional men, medical and otherwise. A 
musical programme, refreshments and case report finish off the evening. 

The annual meeting is the last meeting held in the spring, when 
the following officers are elected: Hon. President (elected from the 
Faculty), President, Vice-President, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, 
Treasurer, Reporter and three Councilmen (of whom two are from 
the Faculty). 

A prize competition has been established in senior and junior 
subjects. The senior are open to all to write upon, while only students 
of the first three years are allowed to compete in junior subjects. The 
papers are examined by a board selected by the Faculty and two 
prizes are awarded in each division. The papers are subject to the 
call of the executive on December 1st, and must be handed in for 
examination before February 1st. The Society also controls the 
students’ reading room. English and American medical journals, as 
well as the leading daily newspapers, are kept on file. 










THE MEDICAL FACULTY AND THE WAR. 

At the beginning of the war the University was in a particularly 
fortunate position as regards preparedness, having already in 1912 
organized the first contingent of the C.O.T.C. with an establishment 
of two companies. At the outbreak of hostilities this was recruited 
over strength from the graduates and undergraduates, and in Decem¬ 
ber, 1914, the McGill University Battalion was organized, to be later 
merged in the contingent. 

Members of the Faculty of Medicine, both teachers and students, 
entered enthusiastically into the activities of this branch of the 
service. Major A. Campbell Geddes, Professor of Anatomy (now 
Sir Auckland Campbell Geddes, Minister of National Service in the 
British Cabinet), who had seen active service in the South African 
campaign, was placed in charge, and to his energy and organizing 
ability the success of the contingent was mainly due. 

Of the other teachers who enlisted for service early in the war 
there were: Dr. R. P. Campbell, Officer Commanding No. 6 Field 
Ambulance; Dr. K. Cameron, No. 1 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. 
F. G. Finley, No. 1 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. C. F. Wylde, 
No. 2 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. (Sir) Andrew Macphail, No. 
6 Field Ambulance; Dr. C. B. Keenan, No. 2 Canadian General 
Hospital; Dr. John McCrae, No. 3 Canadian General Hospital 
(McGill); Dr. Philip Burnett, No. 6 Field Ambulance; Dr. H. S. 
McKee, No. 2 Canadian Stationary Hospital; Dr. F. A. C. Scrimger, 
No. 1 Canadian General Hospital. 

In addition to those above mentioned, a large number of gradu¬ 
ates of the Faculty as well as undergraduates enlisted for service 
overseas soon after the opening of hostilities. 

The contribution of the Faculty of Medicine to war needs was, 
however, more special and professional in character. Early in October, 
1914, Col. H. S. Birkett, Dean of the Faculty, brought forward the 
plan of offering to the Government the personnel of a general hospital 
on the lines of communication. The suggestion at once received the 
sanction of the Faculty and was sent forward for approval of Corpo¬ 
ration. On October 21st, 1914, this approval was given,, and in 
December the offer was officially accepted by the military authorities. 

On the 5th of March, 1915, mobilization of this unit was com¬ 
pleted, and on the 6th of May No. 3 Canadian General Hospital 
(McGill) sailed for England. On the 18th of June the unit reached 
France and immediately began work at Camiers. Owing, however, 
to unfavourable climatic conditions, the hospital was moved to 
Boulogne, where it has since remained. After its establishment here 
it was increased to 1.500 beds and later on to 2,100. 
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From 1915 to the beginning of 19^* 100,000 patients have been 
treated, including Canadians, British, Australians, New Zealanders, 
British West Indians, South Africans and Portuguese, the mortality 
being only 0.5%. Of over 7,000 operations performed the mortality 
was but 2.5%.

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DENTAL DEPARTMENT. 


GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In the autumn of 1903 the Dental Association of the Province 
of Quebec approached the University, asking that a dental depart¬ 
ment be instituted in connection with the Medical Faculty, and, as a 
result of negotiations continuing through the session of. 1903-04, the 
University has established such a department. This department is not 
independent, but is a section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing the 
Dental Department, students may register in dentistry after passing 
the matriculation required of students of medicine in McGill Univer¬ 
sity; but those wishing to practise in the Province of Quebec, except 
those who hold a degree in Arts from a recognized British or Cana¬ 
dian university, must pass the matriculation examination of the College 
of Dental Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extends over 
four years and leads up to the degree of D.D.S. In the first year the 
curriculum is that demanded of students in the Medical Faculty for 
the same period, with the addition of short courses in dental histology 
and dental anatomy. In the second year, students of dentistry finish 
their course in anatomy at Christmas; the course in chemistry is not 
so extensive as for the medical student, and special lectures are given 
in physiology, pharmacology and histology. There are also courses 
in operative dental technique, prosthetic technique and dental anatomy 
for second-year students. The practical work of the last two years 
is conducted in the laboratories of the Dental Department in the 
College and in the dental clinic of the Montreal General Hospital. 
Special courses of lectures are delivered at the McGill Medical College. 


CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

The establishment of an out-patient clinic in dentistry by the 
authorities of the Montreal General Hospital has enabled the Univer¬ 
sity to offer its students an abundance of clinical material. During 
the third and fourth years the greater part of the student’s time is 
spent in the clinic, where he receives the personal attention of a com¬ 
petent staff of instructors. 





















The degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) will be con¬ 
ferred by McGill University on any student who has fulfilled the 
following requirements:— 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3. He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.

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FACULTY OF MEDICINE. 


I he Eighty-eighth session of the Faculty will be opened on Wednes¬ 
day, October 1st, 1919. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
Thursday, October 2nd, at the hours specified in the time-tables, and will 
continue until April 30th, 1920. 

FOUNDATION AND EARLY HISTORY. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct outcome 
and continuance of a teaching body known as the Montreal Medical 
Institution, which was organized as a medical school in the years 1823-24 
by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical staff of the 
Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 1819. The first session 
of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in November, 1824, with 25 
students, and the lectures were given at the house of the Institution, No. 
20 St. James Street, a building situated on the north side of St. James 
Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, by the 
formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution for the Advancement 
of Learning, the Medical Faculty of McGill University. It is thus the 
oldest Faculty of the University. The first session of the McGill Medical 
Faculty took place in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree, 
a medical one, was conferred four years later, in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 1836 to 1839, 
and it is owing to this fact that this is the eighty-eighth instead of the 
ninetieth session of the Faculty, dating from its incorporation with the 
University in the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on in the central part of the city 
until 1872, when a building was provided by the Governors on the Univer¬ 
sity grounds. This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885, when an addition was found to be necessary. 

In 1893, and again in 1898, further extensions and alterations were 
made, funds for the purpose having been provided by generous friends of 
the Faculty. 

On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, together 
with the original medical building, was destroyed by fire. The wing 
containing the principal laboratories and lecture rooms was saved, however, 
and is now used by the Departments of Physiology and Medical Chemistry. 

The erection of a new building was at once begun on a new’ site, at the 
corner of Pine Avenue and University St., and in 1910 the greater part 
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of it was ready for occupation. In 1911 it was wholly available for the 
work of the Faculty, which can now boast of one of the most modern and 
best-equipped medical buildings on this Continent. 

Matriculation. 

All inquiries relating to the examinations for entrance should he addressed 
to the Registrar of the University. 

No student will he permitted to register in the Faculty of Medicine unless 
he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements of the University . 

1. Every student, before he can be enregistered as an undergraduate 
in Medicine, must present a certificate of having passed the Matriculation 
Examination of the Faculty of Medicine of this University, or of having 
passed some provincial, state or university examination accepted by this 
University. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those who 
have passed the entrance examination of a provincial medical council, 
and thus become enregistered students in medicine of a province in Canada, 
are exempt from further preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) are 
held in June and September—in June at McGill College and at the local 
centres named below (paragraph 5); in September at McGill College and 
at the following centres if a sufficient number apply:—Calgary, Regina, 
Winnipeg, Toronto, St. John and Truro. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain, who are not 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of June. 
Full information regarding the exact date of the examination, fee, etc., 
may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the University, 
W. A. Bulkeley Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters’ Conference, 
12 King’s Bench Walk, Temple, London, E.C. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an appli¬ 
cation form and return the same with the necessary fee (for which see 
page 37) one month before the examination begins. Blank forms may be 
obtained from the Registrar. 

No application for examination in June will he received after May 20th. 

5. Examinations will be held in June at the following centres outside 
the Province of Quebec, if a sufficient number of candidates apply:— 
Sydney, N.S.; Rothesay, N.B.; Ottawa, Ont.; Brockville, Ont.; Port Hope, 
Ont.; Toronto, Ont.; Hamilton, Ont.; St. Catharines, Ont.; Winnipeg, 
Man.; Regina, Sask.; Calgary, Alta.; Kingston, Jamaica, and London, 
Eng. Candidates who are not within easy reach of any of the above 
centres are advised to prepare for entrance by taking an examination 
recognized by the University as shown on page 36. 
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6. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, but 
in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two years 
from date of the first attempt. Credit will not be given for less than 
four papers passed at one time,* except in the case of those who are not 
required to take as many as four papers to complete the examination; 
nor will credit be given for less than four papers on certificates, which 
may be presented for exemption from the matriculation examination, 
and no certificate will be accepted which has been obtained under easier 
conditions than thos ' which are imposed on candidates who are attempting 
to qualify for entrance by taking the regular University examination. 

7. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 50 per cent, 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject. In subjects in 
which two papers are set, 50 per cent, on the two and not less than 40 
per cent, in either, and this only when the two papers are taken at the 
same examination. 

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who present 
certificates. 

Certain modifications have been made in regulations 6 and 7 for the 
benefit of ex-soldiers and sailors. Particulars may be obtained from the 
Registrar of the University. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should under no cir¬ 
cumstances come to the University without having first obtained from the 
Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they hold, as many of these 
may lack one or more essential subject , or the work done in a subject may not 
be adequate , or, again , the percentage gained may not be sufficiently high ( see 
regulation 7). Moreover, it must be remembered that a certificate may admit 
to one Faculty and not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show 
the marks obtain d in the several subjects of the examination, it must be accom¬ 
panied by an official statement containing this information. 

8. The certificates and diplomas named below will, if submitted to 
the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matriculation examina¬ 
tion, i.e. t in so far as the subject and standard of the examination taken to 
obtain them are, to the satisfaction of the Matriculation Board, equivalent 
to those required for the matriculation examination of this University. 
Candidates offering certificates which are not a full equivalent will be 
required to pass the matriculation examination in such of the required 
subjects as are not covered thereby: —

Applications for exemption from the matriculation examination, 
based upon certificates of having passed examinations other than those 
above mentioned, will be considered as occasion may require by the 
Matriculation Board. Every such application must be accompanied by 
certificates and full particulars, and should be addressed to the Registrar.

Those who intend to practise medicine in any of the provinces of 
Canada will obtain information regarding registration and admission to 
study by corresponding with the Registrars of the several Provincial 
Medical Councils. (See page 40.) 
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Physical Examination and Training. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of the 
student body, every student on entering the University will be required 
to pass a physical examination to be conducted by, or under the direction 
of, the Medical Director of Physical Education or by a recognized repre- 

sentative. 

By such an examination physical defects and weaknesses, amenable 
to treatment, may be discovered. The student would then be expected 
to apply to his physician for such remedial measures as his case may 
require. Those who are examined will also be advised as to the forms 
of exercise or athletic activities which would likely be beneficial or in¬ 
jurious. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or other¬ 
wise satisfy the Medical Director) before November 1st will not be allowed 
to attend the University. 

A further examination will be held after Christmas, when students 
of the first year will state what they have done, and propose to do, in the 
way of exercise. 

All students entering the University for the first time are required to 
present a certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, of successful vaccina¬ 
tion, failing which, they shall at once be vaccinated in a manner satisfactory 
to the medical examiner. 

At the opening of the session the Medical and Physical Directors will 
lay before every male student in each of the first three years a schedule 
of the sports and physical activities which are available, and he will be 
asked to state to which form of exercise he intends to apply himself through¬ 
out the year. 

Registration. 

1. Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, whether 
as undergraduates or partial students, are required, some time during 
the week preceding the opening day of the session, to attend at the office 
of the Registrar of the University, or such other place as he may designate, 
in order to furnish the information necessary for the University records, 
to register for the classes which they propose to attend, and to sign the 
following declaration in the matricula or register: “I hereby accept and 
submit myself to the statutes, rules and ordinances of McGill University 
and of the Faculty in which I am registered, and to any amendments which 
may be made while I am a student of the University, and I promise to 
observe the same." 

Between September 22nd and September 27th, both dates inclusive, 
students may register for the session 1919-20 at the Office of the University 
Registrar. 

Monday, September 29th, will be special registration day for new 
students. 
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Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted to 
the Medical Department of this University with equivalent standing is 
requested to send his application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty, 

together with:— 

1st. A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, giving 

a full statement of the courses of study. 

A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.. A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination may 

be necessary before admitting the candidate. 


Board and Residence. 

Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses in the 
vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $50 and upwards per 
month; or, separately, board at $35 to $40 per month; rooms from $12 to 
$18. 

A list of suitable boarding and Jodging houses is prepared about a 
fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be obtained 
on application to the Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., Strathcona Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low rates. The 
dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accommodate 
over 120 students at a time. There is also a lunch counter, where meals 
are served a la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about sixty is provided in Strathcona 
Hall, the home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full particulars concerning 
terms of residence, etc., may be obtained from the Secretary of the Asso¬ 
ciation, 348 Sherbrooke Street West, Montreal, who will also make arrange¬ 
ments to have students who are strangers to the city met on arrival and 
helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is sent of the station and time at 
which they will arrive. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE TO PRACTISE. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in Medicine 
does not always give a right to practise the profession of medicine. It 
is necessary to conform with the medical laws of the country or province 
in which it is proposed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at 
present has its special requirements for license, and in most provinces a 
special standard of general education is insisted upon before beginning 
the study of Medicine. Students who intend practising in Canada are 
warned that in certain of the provinces it is necessary to be registered five 
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years before obtaining a license to practise. It follows that entrance 
qualifications must be registered in the province in which the student 
intends to practise at the beginning of his course in Medicine. 

For the convenience of students, a list of names and addresses of the 
Registrars of the Medical Councils in the several provinces is here given. 
Every student should comply with the requirements for registration in 
one or other of the provinces, before entering on his course in the Faculty 
of Medicine.

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RECIPROCITY WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

1 he General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 
Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations with the Medical 
Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Ontario, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, Saskatchewan, Manitoba and New Brunswick. A holder of a 
decree in Medicine of McGill University who has obtained the license of 
the Province of Quebec, may register with the Medical Council of Great 
Britain. He will thus be eligible for competitive examination fcr the 
Army, Navy and Civil Service, and will be allowed to practise in Great 
Britain, South Africa, Australia, India and the West India Islands without 
further examination. 


Fees. 

All studen's must register with the University Registrar before paying 

their fees. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 10th. The 
registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in every case, before the 
fee is paid. After October 10th an additional fee of $2.00 will be exacted 
of all students in default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th the Bursar shall send to the Deans 
of the severa’ Faculties a list of the registered students who have not paid 
their fees, on receipt of which the Dea s shall cause their names to be 
struck rom the register of attendance, and such students cannot be re¬ 
admitted to their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, signed 
by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

3. Students registering after October 20th shall pay their fees at the 
time of the registration, failing w r hich they become subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Regulation 2. 

4. The total Faculty fees for the medical course of six full sessions, 
including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting materials and reagents, will 
be eight hundred and eighty-two dollars , payable in six annual instalments 
of S147.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the authority of Corpora¬ 
tion , an additional fee of $10.00 will be exacted from all men undergraduates 
and conditioned undergraduates , for the support of the Literary Society , the 
Undergraduates' Society , the Canadian Club , the Union , the McCill Daily , 
and athletics. 

The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students a the time of registration 
as “caution money," from which deductions for breakages reported from the 

laboratories or lecture rooms are made and a refund granted at the close of the

5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on 
payment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to partial students under 
any circumstances whatever . 

6. Students repeating the course of study of any academic session 
are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five dollars will be charged 
which will include dissecting material, chemical reagents, laboratory fees, 
etc. The same fee is charged students entering from other colleges who 
have already paid full fees elsewhere for the course taken. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be charged at 
the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for a whole session.. 

8. An ad eundem fee of $10.00 is charged students entering from 
another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth year of the course. 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master of 
Surgery is $30.00, to be paid by the successful candidate to the University 
Bursar immediately after the final examination. When the degree is 
conferred in absentia, an additional fee of twenty dollars will be exacted, 
unless the candidate has been specially exempted by the Faculty. 

10. The fee for the course in Public Health, including the laboratory 
fee, the fee for outdoor work and the diploma fee, is $100.00.

Announcement Regarding the Six Years’ Course in Medicine. 

Beginning with the Session 1919-20 the length of the Undergraduate 
Course in Medicine will be increased to six years. 
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I he fundamental considerations which have led McGill University to 
inaugurate a six years’ course are as follows:— 

1. The enormous developments in the application of scientific 


methods to medicine and surgery during recent years have made a longer 

period of study essential. 


2. The State Boards of the United States and most of the European 


countries require six years of study. We desire our graduates to be able 
to meet the requirements of all countries and states. 

3. The desirability of offering an opportunity for wider general 
culture during the junior years and opportunities for specialization in the 

senior years. 

In addition it is to be noted that, as before, a general training in 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics and the important specialties will b 2 given, 
and that opportunities will be afforded for the student to devote more 
attention to branches of a medical education in which he is especially 

interested. 

The final year will be practically equivalent to a graduate year in the 
hospital wards, and in this year specialization may be advantageously 
undertaken.

Any student who possessed a matriculation certificate acceptable to the 
University , and who by reason of enlistment in any branch of the service 
was prevented from entering upon his course of studies in the Faculty of 
Medicine , will be permitted to register under the regulations governing the 
five years course.

Graduates^in Arts who have taken two full courses[in'general chemistry, 
including laboratory work, two courses in biology, including the subjects 
of botany, embryology, elementary bacteriology and dissection of one or 
more types of vertebrata, may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be ad¬ 
mitted as second year students, such courses being accepted as equivalent 
to the first year in Medicine. Students so entering will, however, not be 
allowed to present themselves for the final examination in anatomy until 
they produce certificates of dissection for two sessions.

In this year most of the students’ time is spent in the hospitals. 
Theatre clinics are given twice weekly in each hospital in medicine and 
surgery. There are also daily ward classes to groups of students in these 
branches. In the out-patient departments of both hospitals clinics are 
given to groups of students in the various special branches of gynaecology, 
ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, dermatology, neurology, orthopaedics, 
pediatrics and genito-urinary diseases. Clinics, ward classes and demon¬ 
strations in obstetrics are given in the Maternity Hospital. Students of 
the fourth and fifth years attend the Alexandra Hospital in groups for 
instruction in infectious diseases. The clinical instruction in mental 
diseases is given in the wards of the Protestant Hospital for the Insane at 
Verdun. 

MEDALS, PRIZES AND FELLOWSHIPS. 

1. The Holmes Gold Medal, founded by the Medical Faculty in 
the year 1865, as a memorial of the late Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., 
LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, is awarded to the student 
of the graduating class who receives the highest aggregate number of marks 
in the different branches comprised in the medical curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes Medal has the option of exchanging 
it for a bronze medal and the money equivalent of the gold medal. 

2. The Sutherland Gold Medal, founded in 1878 by the late Mrs. 
Sutherland, in memory of her late husband, William Sutherland, M.D., 
formerly Professor of Chemistry in this Faculty, is awarded for the best 
examination in general and medical chemistry, together with a creditable 
examination in the primary branches. The examination is held at the 
end of the third year. 

3. The Wood Gold Medal, founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., is 
awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives the highest 
aggregate number of marks in the clinical branches of the final year. The 
winner of the Holmes Medal and the winner of the Final Prize are not 
permitted to compete for this medal. 

1. The Final Prize. — A prize in books, awarded for the best examina¬ 
tion, w ritten and oral, in the final branches. The Holmes’ medalist is not 
permitted to compete for this prize. 

2. The Fourth Year Prize. — A prize in books, awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in all the branches of the fourth year course. 

3. The Joseph Hils Prize. — (Founded by the late Dr. Joseph Hils, 
of Woonsocket, R.I.) — A prize in books, awarded to the student who 
obtains the highest number of marks for a special examination in materia 
medica and therapeutics. 

4. The Third Year Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the branches of the third year. 
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5. The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., Prize. (Founded by the late 
Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.) — A microscope, to be awarded to the student 


of the third year who obtains the highest number of marks for the exam¬ 


inations in pathology and bacteriology. 

6. The Second Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best examina¬ 
tion in all branches of the second year course. 

/. The First Year Prize.—A prize in books for the best examination 
in all the branches of the first year course. 

The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship:—The sum of S 1 0,000 has 
been received by the Faculty from the committee of the A. A. Browne 
Memorial Fund. With this sum a fellowship has been established, to be 
known as the “A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship.” This fellowship 
is open to graduates of any recognized Medical School and is for the 
advancement of medical science, special preference being given to the 
subjects of obstetrics and gynaecology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship:—The sum of $25,000 has 
been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New York, the proceeds to be 
devoted to coordinated research in the laboratories of pathology in or 
associated with the University. 

The James Douglas Studentship:—A studentship in pathology, 
given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to McGill graduates 
only, tenable for six years and of the value of $1,250 for the first year, 
increasing to $2,500. 

The John McCrae Scholarship:—A scholarship of $500 has been offered 
by an anonymous donor in memory of the late Lt.-Col. John McCrae, 
to be devoted to the purposes of research work in the field of Medicine, 
Surgery, or Pathology, or in the Biological or Chemical Sciences, provided 
the work done has a close bearing on clinical problems. 

Candidates may submit their applications not later than June 5th of 
each year. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 


1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery who shall not have attended lectures for a period of 
five eight-month sessions in this University, or some other university, 
college or school of medicine, approved by this University. Students of 
other universities, so approved, w r ho may be admitted on production of 


* It should be understood that the programme and regulations 
regarding courses of study and examination contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty of Medicine, 
while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, does not hold 
itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole of a student's course, to 
the conditions here laid down.

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certificates to a like standing in this University shall be required to pass 
an examination in primary subjects, and all examinations in the final 
subjects in the same manner as students of this University. 

2. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testimonials 
of attendance on the following branches of medical education; provided, 
however, that testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely the same 
as those stated, may be presented and accepted:—

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six autopsies, 
of having dispensed medicine for a period of three months, of having 
assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of having, under the direction of a 
properly qualified anaesthetist, administered an anaesthetic at least six 
times. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the 
time over which they have extended. 

3. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the degree 
wiio shall not have attended at least one full session at this University. 

4. Every candidate must give proof of having attended during 
at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital 
or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of some other hospital of not fewer than 
100 beds, approved by this University. 

5. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for six months 
in medicine and six months in siirgery in the wards of a general hospital 
recognized by the Faculty, and of having reported at least ten medical 
and ten surgical cases. 

6. He must also give proof of having attended for at least nine 
months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other lying-in hospital 
approved by the University, and of having acted as assistant for at least 
twenty cases. 

7. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before tjie 20th day 
of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty testimonials of 
his qualifications, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same 
time deliver to the Registrar of the Faculty' an affirmation or affidavit 
that he has attained the age of twenty-one years.

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of the student, 
and occasional written examinations are given throughout the session. 

Class examinations are held during the session in each of the first 
year subjects, the marks obtained being added to the total marks obtained 
at the final examinations. 

If the standing obtained by any student in the class examinations 
is not satisfactory, he shall not be permitted to take the final examinations. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass and 75 

per cent, for honours. 

The work of one session must be completed and all examinations 
passed before a student is permitted to advance to the next. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more than three 
subjects of the first or second year and in not more than two subjects of 
the third and fourth years, may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed 
to take the supplementary examinations before the beginning of the follow¬ 
ing session. These examinations will be held during the week preceding 
the regular opening of the session. 

Those who fail in more subjects than are above specified are not 
eligible for supplementary examinations. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical work is 
required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be required to repeat 
the course and furnish a certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, at the 
discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental examination in that 
subject. Should the subject be one in which practical or clinical work is 
required, the student must furnish a certificate of additional hospital 
attendance or laboratory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examination held at Christmas may, at the 
discretion of the examiners, be granted supplemental examinations at a 
period not less than three months after the regular examinations. 
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A student who, after being registered in the first, second, third or 
fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to qualify for advancement, 
or who, after being registered in the final year for three successive sessions, 
fails to qualify for the degree, shall not be permitted to register again as a 
student of Medicine in the University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the hands 
of the Registrar at least three days before the date set for the beginning 
of the examination, and they must be accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for 
each subject. 

MICROSCOPES. 

Each student is required to provide himself, on beginning his studies, 
with a first-class microscope for laboratory and private study throughout 
his course. The Faculty will supply the instruments necessary for demon¬ 
strations, etc. The microscope must be of substantial construction and 
be provided, as a minimum, with the following accessories, 2 /3, 76 and 
1 /12 oil immersion objectives, and a substage condenser. Such an in¬ 
strument will last a lifetime and is an essential part of the equipment of 
a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student entering the Faculty of Medicine on or after 
September, 1919, not be provided with such microscopes, he may pur¬ 
chase a new guaranteed instrument from the purchasing department of 
the University for the sum of $80.00. 

All other students in the Faculty of Medicine requiring microscopes 
will be allowed to purchase those which they are at present renting at a 
price to be determined by the purchasing department of the University, 
due allowance being made for any sums paid on account of rental.

Under the new six-year curriculum the student begins the study of 
human anatomy in the second year of his course, and will continue it in 
the third, fourth and fifth years. 

The work of the second year includes: 

1. General embryology, comprising as much elementary compara¬ 
tive work as will enable the student to understand the essential points of 
human development, and a study of the early stages of the human embryo. 

2. Gross anatomy and organogenesis, with the exception of the 
nervous system. 

3. Histology and histogenesis of the tissues and organs other than 
these of the nervous system. 

In the third year topographical anatomy and neurology (including 
histology and development) are taken up, whilst the fourth and fifth 
years are devoted to applied and clinical anatomy. 

Throughout the whole course the practical aspect of the subject is 
kept to the fore. The dissecting room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
and in consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, an ample supply of fresh material is always available. 

As in all the courses conducted by the Department of Anatomy a record 
of the work done is kept by graphic representation , students are advised to 
acquire some facility in draw ng before entering upon their anatomical studies. 

BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Medical students is conducted, conjointly, 
by the University Departments of Botany and Zoology. It consists of 
three parts: — 










Part I. 

Professor of Botany: —F. E. Lloyd.

This part of the course deals with the rationale and simple technique 
of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field illumination 
(ultramicroscope). Twelve lectures and twelve laboratory periods (three 
of each per week during the first month of the session). 

Part II.

The course in Zoology introduces the student to the principles of 
animal organization where diversity of structure is associated with 
community of function. The continuity of essential vital activities 
renders it possible to derive information from the life of the lower organ¬ 
isms which can throw light upon the solution of medical problems. The 
leading grades of organization are studied by means of selected types, in 
order to bring out the parallelism existing between the steps of compara¬ 
tive anatomy and the stages of individual development. The one-celled 
animalcules, where there is no distinction between tissue and germ-cell, 
are compared with many-celled animals in regard to differentiation, re¬ 
production and cell-division. The conditions of animal life, as determined 
by temperature, light, food, enemies and parasites, are outlined and the 
relation between host and parasite is defined. 

The anatomy of vertebrates is approached by the dissection of the 
lancelet, the dogfish, the frog and the rabbit. The lar.celet is instructive 
because of the persistence of the primitive axial skeleton, simple tubular 
liver, and ciliary ingestion of food. The remaining vertebrates resemble 
each other closely in their digestive and excretory mechanisms, but differ 
widely in their respiratory and neuro-muscular systems. The differences 
are explained in part as being due to adaptive growth which causes modi¬ 
fication of structure in response to functional requirements. 

The concluding lectures and laboratory periods of the course, 
occupying about three weeks, will introduce the student to the principles 
of elementary histology. 

Part III. 

This part of the course is a continuation of Part I. It consists of 
laboratory training in elementary general biology and general physiology, 
dealing more especially with those aspects of the field best illustrated by 
plants; and of lectures based upon the laboratory experience. 

Lectures, three per week and laboratory periods; two (each of three 
hours) per week from the close of Part II of the course to the end of the

Instruction in chemistry for students in Medicine is given during a 
portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year : During the first year the principles governing chemi¬ 
cal action are studied in a systematic laboratory course. A printed 
synopsis of the work of each day is provided and necessary explanations 
given before beginning the work. The course includes a study of chemical 
phenomena; the preparation and properties of typical elements and com¬ 
pounds; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric and volumetric deter¬ 
minations, and a short course in qualitative analysis. The student is 
required to pay special attention to the keeping of an accurate record 
of his observations and calculations. Note books for this purpose are 
provided and are examined and criticized by the demonstrators. Three 
test examinations are held buring the session. 

During the first year a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; three per week, with frequent reviews and examinations. 
This course is designed to familiarize the student with the characteristics 
of chemical action and the conditions which modify it, rather than a 
detailed study of the preparation and properties of the elements and their 
compounds. The application of chemistry to physiology and pathology 
is made especially prominent. An examination in general chemistry is 
held at the end of the session. 

Second Year : A course of three lectures per week on Organic and 
Biological Chemistry is given during the whole session. In this course the 
facts and theories of organic and physical chemistry, which have an essen¬ 
tial bearing upon medical science, are first presented in the simplest form. 
This is followed by a more detailed study of those organic compounds and 
reactions which pertain to the phenomena of life. During the winter 
term a course of laboratory work in organic and biological chemistry, two 
periods per week, is given. In this course the student will study practicaJ’y 
the chemistry of the more important organic substances which are found 
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in the tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions which 
influence their production. This course is intended to lead up to and partly 
include the subject matter of the usual courses in physiological and patho¬ 
logical chemistry. 

1 he course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and energy cycles 
in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterification, fats and lipoids; carbohy¬ 


drates, amino acids, colloids, proteins, protein toxins, nuclein and purin 
bodies, urea, creatinin, indol, etc., together with the application of elemen¬ 


tary physical chemistry to the problems of physiological chemistry. 

Third Year : A course on The Chemistry of Human Physiology of 
two laboratory periods and one lecture per week is given throughout the 
autumn term. This course is designed to familiarize the student with the 
proximate constituents of typical foods, and the action on them of the 
digestive enzymes. This is followed by a study of normal urine and faeces, 
and the chemistry of muscle, blood, bile, etc. The aim of the course is to 
give the student a sound theoretical and experimental knowledge of the 
normal human metabolism. This course is followed by a laboratory 
course of about six weeks in Clinical Chemistry at the beginning of the 
second term. In this course the student is made familiar with the more 
convenient and practical methods for the chemical and physical examina¬ 
tion of urine, faeces, blood, stomach contents, etc., as a preliminary to their 
application to the chemical diagnosis of cases. 

An Advanced Optional Laboratory Course in clinical and biological 
chemistry is offered during the winter term to those students whose pre¬ 
liminary training in chemistry and standing in the pass course show they 
are able to profit by it. This course includes the more recent exact methods 
of determination of creatinin, ammonia, acetone; the partition of nitrogen 
in urine in health and disease, estimation of urea, sugar, chlorides, and uric 
acid in blood, etc. This course must be taken by all candidates for the 
Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a practical 
knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering upon the study of 
Medicine. Graduates in Arts of recognized universities, on presenting 
certificates of having taken courses in theoretical and practical chemistry, 
and of having passed examinations in the same, may be exempted from 
the chemistry of the first year. 


MEDICAL PHYSICS.

First Year : This course is given in the Physics Building of tho 
University. It consists of three lectures and a laboratory period of two 
hours per week throughout the first half of the session, and two lectures 
and a laboratory period of two hours per week during the last half. 

















The lectures are experimental in character, especially designed to 
meet the requirements of students in Medicine. The course includes a 
study of energy, simple machines, properties of matter, fluid pressures, 
fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, transmission and inter¬ 
pretation of sound; temperature and temperature measurements, gas 
laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws of vaporization, 
humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of magnetism, laws 
of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and condensers; piimary batteries, 
Ohm’s law and its applications, measurements of resistance and electro¬ 
motive force, measuring instruments, magnetic effects of a current, induced 
currents, induction coil, conduction through gases, properties of cathode 
rays and X-rays; radioactive substances and their radiations; laws of 
reflection and refraction of light, mirrors, lenses and lens combinations, 
microscopes, telescopes, spectra, spectrum analysis, colour, interference, 
crystallography, polarized light and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments 
as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spec¬ 
troscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of Arch¬ 
imedes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, Ohm s 
law, etc. Measurements are taken of specific gravities, frequencies, 
specific heats, latent heats, electrical resistances, focal lengths, besides 
qualitative experiments illustrating the more important physical principles. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

The Joseph Morley Drake Professor:—John Tait.

The purpose of this'Course is to make the student thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted, so far as time permits, with modern physiology, both from a 
scientific and practical standpoint—its methods, its deductions, and the 
basis on which the latter rest. The course comprises lectures, laboratory 
work, demonstrations and conferences. 

Lectures .—These extend over two years and are illustrated by ex¬ 
periments, diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory Work .—The courses are arranged to illustrate the various 
branches of physiology. The students work in pairs, so as to give each 
man the best possible opportunity of verifying the facts for himself. As 
medical men have to treat human patients, special care is taken to make 
all the practical work illustrative of mammalian and human physiology, 
and as many exercises as possible are performed on mammals and on the 
students themselves. 

The subjects are arranged as follow's: — 

1. Experimental Physiology, (a) Second year students work 
in the laboratory for one period of three hours per week throughout the 
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year. 1 he course comprises experiments on the heart, blood pressure and 
circulation, the pulse, respiration, temperature, the mechanics of digestion 
and the secretion of urine, (b) Third year students work for one period 
of three hours per week throughout the year. The course comprises ex¬ 
periments on muscle and nerve, the special senses, the central nervous 
system, together with more difficult experiments on the lines of the work 
in the second year, and revision. 

Demonstrations .—In addition to the lectures and laboratory work 
special demonstrations are given from time to time on such subjects as 
cannot be dealt with in a large class, such as electrocardiographic work, 
heart perfusions, physiology of the central nervous system, refraction in 
the eye, and, generally, of whatever research work is being carried out in 
the department. 

Research Work. —Special arrangements are made for post-graduate 
work in physiology and for courses leading to the degrees of M.Sc. and 
D.Sc. For particulars apply to the Professor.

Dr. Abbott 
and Dr. Kaufmann. 

8. Pathological research (open to graduates) by appointment.

Bacteriology. 

1. Bacteria and higher parasites in relation to disease. Lectures 
and demonstrations, including the elements of immunology; twice weekly 
in autumn term (Third Year). Professor Oertel. 

2. Laboratory course in bacteriology, autumn term (Third \ ear). 
Dr. Bruere, Demonstrator and Assistant Demonstrators. 

3. Bacteriological and immunological research (open to graduates). 
Professor Oertel and Dr. Bruere, by appointment. 

Parasitology. 

The main feature of this course is a series of twenty lectures and 
demonstrations, illustrated by lantern slides, and by specimens both gross 
and microscopical. Demonstrations of the special methods used in the 
study of animal parasites are given in the laboratory. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following manner: 
For students of the second year there is a course in practical materia 
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medica and pharmacy, with demonstrations and exercises in the labora¬ 
tory. Prescription writing and the various modes of administering drugs 
are explained and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and consists 
of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological action of drugs, 
with demonstrations, and practical laboratory work, during which the 
student is given the opportunity of studying by experiment the action of 
the more important drugs. 

In the fourth year a systematic course is given on the principles of 
therapeutics and on the practical employment of drugs and remedial 
agents in the treatment of disease. In the fifth year, special attention 
is given to the subject of practical therapeutics in the ward classes by the 
attending physicians in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals. 

In connection with this department a short course of didactic lectures 
will be given to students of the fourth year on the therapeutic values of 
massage, of physical exercise, including remedial gymnastics and mechano¬ 
therapy, of hydro-therapy, of electro-therapy and of photo-therapy; 
students of the fifth year will be given practical instruction in these sub¬ 
jects by Dr. Harv ey, and by Dr. Norman Brown in the out-patient depart¬ 
ments of the Montreal General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological and 
chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of the late Mr. Morrice, 
been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus for carrying on extended 
research work. 

HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical undergraduates has 
been carefully designed to meet the requirements of the practitioner in 
medicine. It relates chiefly to the investigation of the causes of disease, 
the channels of transmission and the adoption of modern preventive 
measures — all problems which are likely to confront the medical man 
daily in the prosecution of his duties. 

The course is given during the third term of the Fourth Year and 
consists of three lectures and one demonstration per week. 

The practical part includes a number of visits to various places of 
hygienic importance. The student is thereby brought in close contact 
with the various conditions which he is liable to meet during his later 




career. 
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In addition to the above, lantern demonstrations of the various topics 
which have been previously discussed in the lectures are frequently given. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one above 
referred to is open to students wishing to go into greater detail. 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in every branch 
of public health work. Advanced students are furnished with separate 
quarters and with every facility for the prosecution of research work. 

The museum is fully equipped anti contains full-sized working models 
and apparatus illustrative of the application of all hygiene principles. 
See description of museum, page 76. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medicine are 
taken up and fully discussed, also lunacy and its medico-legal aspects. 
Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, the chemical, 
microscopic and spectroscopic tests for which are fully described and 
demonstrated, also the serum test for the detection of human blood. The 
modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning and classification 
of poisons are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are 
described, with reference to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and 
chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances are fully illustrated by 
specimens. Practical demonstrations are given once a fortnight.

Instruction in medicine and clinical medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the Royal Victoria 
and Montreal General hospitals. It extends throughout the third, fourth 
and fifth years. In the third year, demonstrations are given to groups 
of students in the methods of examination, and in normal and abnormal 
physical signs, in the wards and out-patient departments of the hospitals. 
This is supplemented by courses in clinical chemistry and microscopy at 
the College. 

In the fourth year, clinical instruction is given in the theatres and 
out-door departments or wards of the hospitals, as well as in the clinical 
laboratories. 
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The fifth year is devoted exclusively to hospital work. Each stu¬ 
dent is required to personally conduct and record the routine examination 
of patients assigned to hint in the wards of the hospitals. He is also 
required to carry out the necessary laboratory work in connection wit 
his clinical duties wherever this work may call him. Regular attendance 


at autopsies is obligatory. 

Instruction in the theatres is given on two days of the week Bed¬ 
side classes in case reporting and diagnosis are held, as well as a daily ward 
visit. In addition, clinico-pathological conferences are held each week. 

The out-door department of each hospital has a large neurological 
clinic, which is utilized for instruction in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, and groups 
of students attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases are demonstrated to groups of students in the 
fourth and fifth years, the large number of cases under treatment at the 
Alexandra Hospital being available for this purpose. 


Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the third year, 
S essentially a practical one and is in charge of the professors and teachers 
connected with the department of Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year instruction 
in Medicine, and is held in the pathological labotatory of the Medical 
Building. The classes are held twice weekly, each demohstration lasting 
two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appearance of a 
the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in the preparation and 
staining of films from pus and sputum for pathogenic bacteria, in the 
methods of examination of the blood, including the use of the heemoglo- 
binometer, hsemocytometer, microspectroscope, the determination of the 
specific gravity, agglutination tests, the examination of fresh films, the 
preparation of stained blood films and the method of making differential 
leucocyte counts. The instruction also comprises the microscopic exam¬ 
ination of stomach contents and faeces, for the recognition of abnormal 
cellular elements, fat, blood, bacteria and animal parasites; the examination 
of exudates and other pathological fluids obtained by puncture, and also 
the examination of hairs for the parasites of ring-worm and favus. 

In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of examining 
the various bacteria of importance in clinical medicine and surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in the hospitals 
from time to time, are examined as occasion arises at the demonstrations.

The clinical material in the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals is very large in amount and varied in character. There are 
about five hundred beds in the two hospitals, and the service is a very 
active one. It is, therefore, possible to make the teaching in surgery 
largely clinical and practical. 

During the latter part of their third year the students are sent to the 
out-patient departments of the hospitals for instruction in the methods 
of examining patients. They are also taught to differentiate the abnormal 
from the normal, to apply bandages, to do dressings and apply splints. 

In their fourth year they attend surgical clinics in the amphitheatre 
of the hospitals two days in the week. They receive clinical instruction, 
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witness the reduction of fractures and dislocations and are present during 
the performance of operations, the details of which are explained and 
demonstrated. They are also taken into the wards in groups, are taught 

to observe symptoms, to arrive at a diagnosis and to report cases. 

During their fifth year, students attend three amphitheatre clinics 
weekly. Groups of cases are here put before them for comparison. They 
take part in the examination of patients, in the discussion of symptoms 
and are encouraged to make an independent diagnosis. They witness 
the operations performed and have every opportunity to learn technique 
In these clinics special attention is given to the consideration of the natural 
history of the diseases under discussion, as well as the pathogenesis, com¬ 
plications, prognosis and therapeutic indications. 

Students, during their fifth year, are expected to do independent work 
in the wards, studying the cases assigned to them, reading up their cases 
in the medical library and doing sufficient laboratory work to enable them 
to make their case reports complete. 

Practical instruction in the administration of anesthetics is given to 
students of the fourth and fifth years in the hospitals, the didactic lectures 
and laboratory demonstrations being given in the College by the Depart¬ 
ment of Pharmacology and Therapeutics.

The course is entirely clinical, consisting of a weekly theatre clinic 
at the Montreal General Hospital, on specially selected cases, and out-door 
clinics, weekly, by Drs. G. G. Campbell, at the Montreal General Hospital, 
and W. P. Burnett at the Royal Victoria Hospital, throughout the session. 
Lantern slides are made use of to illustrate the course; also a large series 
of coloured plates and photographs. 

HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

A course of twelve lectures will be given upon the history of medicine 
to all undergraduates in the Faculty who desire to inform themselves 
upon the progress of the science. It is the intention to examine the causes 
which produced the varying conceptions of medicine in times past, rather 
than burden the student with a narration of facts and a recital of biog¬ 
raphies. 

MENTAL DISEASES.

This course comprises a series of lectures at the University on insanity 
in its various forms. The several types of mental diseases are illustrated 
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by cases in the Verdun Hospital, where clinical instruction is given to 
groups of senior students at the close of the didactic lectures. 

After clinical instruction each student is required to examine a number 
of cases of mental diseases for himself, making written reports thereon, 
and this is followed by a discussion in which the major points relative to 
such cases are explained. 

A clinical as well as a written examination is held.

This course will embrace: (1) Lectures on the principles and practice 
of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and preserved specimens, 
the artificial pelvis, complete sets of models illustrating the deformities of 
the pelvis, wax preparations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside 
instruction in the Montreal Maternity, including external palpation, 
pelvimetry, the management and after-treatment of cases; (3) a complete 
course on obstetric operations with the Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the 
diseases of infancy; (5) a course of individual clinical instruction at the 
Montreal Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction will be given separately 
to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical 
examination similar to that held in medicine and surgery forms an im¬ 
portant part of the final examination. 

A few lectures will be given on diseases of the new-born, supple¬ 
mented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The lecturers and 
demonstrators will give special courses from time to time in the college 
and in the hospitals, and will take the students in groups for the purpose 
of demonstration, examination and review. 

In the fourth year will be given the regular course of didactic lectures. 

The fifth year will be devoted mainly to practical and clinical work 
in the wards of the Montreal Maternity and in its externe service. Pal¬ 
pation on the living subject, theatre clinics, ward clinics, and individual 
instruction in the management of labour and the care of the puerperal 
patients will be the chief features of the course.

The didactic course consists of about twenty-five lectures given 
twice weekly during the autumn session. The anatomy and physiology 
of the organs and parts concerned are first discussed. Then the various 
methods of examination are fully described, the necessary instruments 
exhibited, and their uses explained. The lectures are illustrated as fully 
as possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bedside instruction, is 
given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals by 
Professors Chipman, Lockhart and Goodall, assisted by Drs. Patrick, 
Little and Burgess. A large amount of clinical material is thus available 
for practical instruction in this department of medicine. Numerous 


operations are done before the class and made the subjects of remarks. 


In addition to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large out¬ 
patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are admitted 
in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual examination and in 
the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and a clinical 
examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in medicine and surgery, 
forms part of the final examination. 


PEDIATRICS. 



A didactic course on the diseases of infancy and childhood, includ¬ 
ing the feeding of infants, is given during the session to students of the 
fourth year. Clinical and didactic lectures are given on diseases of the 
new-born at the Montreal Maternity Hospital. In the Montreal General 


and Royal Victoria hospitals weekly clinical lectures and ward demon¬ 


strations on diseases of childhood will be given to students of the fifth 
year, and groups of students in rotation will be assigned work in connection 
with the out-patient children’s departments of both hospitals. The new 









foundling and Baby Hospital, which has recently been opened, with a 
capacity of 100 beds, will be utilized during the session for a series of 
demonstrations in infant feeding.

In the fourth year there is a didactic course of about ten lectures 
delivered at the University. The more unusual diseases of the eye are 
fully described, while the commoner diseases are merely touched on, the 
fuller consideration of the latter being reserved for the clinical lectures to 
be delivered in the fifth year. In addition, in the fourth year there is 
instruction in the anatomy of the eye, the methods of examination, and 
the use of the ophthalmoscope and the elements of refraction. 

In the fifth year there is a regular bi-weekly course of clinical lectures 
at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to undergraduates 
on the day set apart for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on in the out¬ 
patients’ department of both the Royal Victoria and the Montreal General 
hospitals, where, owing to the large clinics, the students are afforded 
ample opportunity of receiving a thorough instruction in these subjects. 
The course is carried on in both the fourth and fifth years. In the fourth 
year, in addition to a short course of didactic lectures, the students receive 
instruction in: (a) The normal anatomy of the ear, nose and throat, as 
exemplified in moist dissections, dried specimens, models, stereoscopic 
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plates and radiograms of norma’ conditions of the accessory sinuses of the 
nose and mastoid process; (b) the method of using the various instruments 
for examining the ear, nose and throat; (c) the usual tests for hearing; (d) 
the recognition of normal conditions of these special organs, as exemplified 
by clinical material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only patho¬ 
logical conditions affecting these organs. As many cases as is possible 
are brought forward to illustrate the various diseases, and the clinical 
material thus presented is dealt with by a clinical lecture, and is further 
enlarged by gross pathological specimens, microscopical material and 
lantern slides. Eight to ten didactic lectures are also given. 

In this year the student also receives instruction as to the care of the 
deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a lecture and practical illus¬ 
tration of the methods of educating these unfortunate children in the Mac- 
kay Institution for Deaf Mutes. 

The courses are conducted in small classes, so that personal super¬ 
vision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held twice a week, 
and continued throughout each session. An examination at the end of 
the fourth year will be only clinical, but that at the end of the fifth year 
will be both written and clinical. A position as resident house-surgeon 
in the department of oto-laryngology in the Royal Victoria Hospital is 
• open to the members of the graduating class. 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

Owing to the departure of many of its post-graduate teachers for 
service in the war, the Faculty was compelled to omit the regular post¬ 
graduate course. It is expected that this will be resumed during the 
summer of 1920. A prospectus will be issued, which may be obtained on 
application to the Registrar. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been equipped 
in connection with the Pathological and Clinical Departments of both 
the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals, and in connection 
with the college laboratories for physiology, chemistry, pathology and 
pharmacology. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qualify for 
examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who wish to engage 
in special research, may enter at any time by giving notice, stating the 
course desired and the time at their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals will be 
open to such students on the same conditions as to undergraduates in 
Medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained on 
application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. 
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i. DIPLOMA COURSE IN PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a degree in 
medicine, or other qualification for practice, for at least twelve months 
before he is competent to receive the diploma. The courses prescribed 

are as follows: — 

1. A course of lectures in public health (to be omitted in the case of 
candidates who have attended such a course before graduation). 

2. A six months’ course in bacteriology, special attention being 
directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites—(such course to be 
omitted on presentation of proof that it has previously been taken). 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door sanitary 
work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted in the case of medical 
health officers holding appointments prior to the establishment of this 
diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a hospital 
for infectious diseases (unless such course has already been taken prior to 
graduation). 

5. Six months’ instruction in sanitary chemistry and physics, with 

practical work in a chemical laboratory. * 

The examination for the diploma shall cover the following subjects:— 
Examination of clinical cases at an infectious hospital; the drawing up of 
outlines for annual and other reports of officers of health; a report upon 
the sanitary condition of some actual locality; the chemical analysis of 
liquids and gases and of specimens of food; demonstration of the considera¬ 
tion and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus; micros¬ 
copical examination of specimens submitted; description of specimens of 
human and other diseased tissues; practical examination in the employ¬ 
ment of the usual bacteriological methods; the inspection of carcasses of 
animals to be used for food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, and shall 
extend over a period of four or five days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curriculum of study:— 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry: — Examination of air, gases, water, the action 
of water on metals, milk, food and beverages; detection of poisons in articles 
of dress and of decoration; the chemistry of sewage. 

(b) Sanitary Physics: — Principles of statics, pneumatics, hydraulics, 
light and photometry, heat and thermometry, the principles of hygrometry 
(only in their application to hygiene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation: — Statutes and by-laws relating to public 
health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology: —Modes of propagation of disease 
and transmission of disease between man and man, and man and animals, 
bacteriological analysis in relation to public health matters; natural history 
of microbes and animal para sites.

(e) Vital Statistics: — Calculation and tabulation of returns of births, 

marriages, deaths, and diseases. . . , 

(f) Meteorology and Climatology , including the geographical and 

topographical distribution of disease. 

(g) Preventative Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

Except in special instances, where exemptions may have been granted, 
the length of the course is eight months-from the beginning of October 
to the end of May. 

The fee for the course and the diploma will be q&lUU.UU. 


2 COURSE FOR CIVIL ENGINEERS. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, particu¬ 
larly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health principles 
involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, water supplies, sewage 
disposal, and drainage systems. 

3 . COURSE FOR ARCHITECTS. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public health relating 
to architectural work, e.g., lighting and heating, ventilation, sanitary fix- 
tures, draining and plumbing. 

4. COURSE FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY, PH.D. 

Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out as a minor 
subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. degree. Special arrange¬ 
ments are made to suit the student in order that the work done in this 
department shall be a supplement to his major subject taken out in 
Applied Science. 

5. COURSE FOR PROMOTION IN THE ARMY MEDICAL CORPS. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the examination 
for promotion in the Permanent Army Medical Corps, special classes are 
held for the purpose of giving instruction in this subject particular 
attention being paid to military hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the requirements for the 
Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during the session, 
and usually are of about three months’ duration. 

A small fee will be charged for each of the courses (2), (3), (4) and (5). 


CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In the third year instruction is given to groups in the methods of 
physical diagnosis and in minor surgery. 

During the fourth year two medical and two surgical theatre clinics 
are given weekly in the Montreal Ceneral and Royal Victoria hospitals.

the wards and by instruction in the clinical laboratories. In addition 
groups receive instruction in ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, pediatrics’ 

rma o ogy gynaecology, neurology and genito-urinary surgery in the 
out-patient departments of both hospitals. At the Montreal Maternity 
four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both hospi¬ 
tals are appomted every three months, and each one during his term of 
service conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted to him. Students are re¬ 
quired to show a certificate of having acted for six months as clinical clerk 
in medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to have reported 
at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. The instruction obtained 
as clinical clerk is found to be of the greatest possible advantage to students 
as affording a true practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments For 
these appointments, application is to be made to the assistant surgeons 
or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out-door department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special clinics at both 
hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar with 
all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make themselves pro¬ 
ficient in the use of the various instruments used in examining them, and 
it is hoped that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge 
of these important branches of medicine and surgery. Operations are per¬ 
formed on the eye and on the ear and nose and throat after the out-door 
patients have been seen, and students are invited to attend the same, 
and as far as practicable to keep such cases under observation so long as 
they remain in the hospital. 

There are also special departments in both hospitals for gynecology, 
pediatrics, neurology, orthopaedics, dermatology and genito-urinary 
diseases, directed by specialists in these branches. Students are thus 
enabled to acquire special technical knowledge under skilled direction. 
The plan of teaching practical gynaecology, which has met with marked 
success, has been the limitation of the number of students attending each 
clinic to three.

HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and importance 
of its public charities. Among these its public hospitals are the mMt 
prominent and widely known. Those in which medical students of McG.l 
University receive clinical instruction are: (1) The Montreal General 
Hospital; (2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Maternity 
Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases; (5) Ihe 
Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 


MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special attention to the 
development of its museums in the several departments in which objective 
teaching is of special value in the education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a splendid 
new Museum has been erected which is undoubtedly the finest struc¬ 
ture of its kind in America. The Museum projects from the north¬ 
western side of the new Medical Building, of which it forms a central 
feature, and faces the Royal Victoria Hospital. It is in the form of 
a rectangular cross and is in three stories, of which the upper contains 
the anatomical collections, while the two lower floors are devoted to the 
Museum of Pathology.

The pathological Museum of the University consists to date of 3,225 
catalogued and mounted specimens on shelves, and a large storage from 
which specimens are constantly added, also a large series of microscopic 
slides, photographs and drawings. A descriptive catalogue is in course 
of publication through the help of the Osier Catalogue Fund and the 
Cooper Fund. 

The Museum of the Royal Victoria Hospital consists to date of 330 
mounted and catalogued specimens on shelves and much storage, a collec¬ 
tion of microscopic and lantern slides, with charts and diagrams for path- 
ological and clinical teaching.

SECTION OF ANATOMY. 

Director:—S. E. Whitnall. 


The original Anatomical Museum of the College was completely 
destroyed by the fire of 1907. 

In the course of the years that have elapsed since that disaster, a 
new museum has been created and now contains several thousand speci¬ 
mens and models. These are being procured and arranged to illustrate 
general vertebrate embryology; human embryology and organogenesis; 
the theory of human evolution; the prehistoric races of mankind; physical 
anthropology; comparative osteology; general comparative anatomy and 
the details of human structures, regional, systematic and topographical. 

The specimens exhibited are selected for their demonstrative value, 
but the collection is now too great to allow of its complete simultaneous 
exhibition, and numerous specimens of great scientific interest are pre¬ 
served in a newly provided museum annex, where they are available at all 
times. 
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MUSEUM OF HYGIENE. 


Director:—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

The material in the museum has been rearranged with a view to 
exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most approved types of 
appliances in each particular branch of public health, but also examples 
of types which are to be avoided on hygienic principles. 

In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens have been 
classified upon a decimal system under the following sections: 

1. Disinfection, —Including disinfecting apparatus of all kinds, 
disinfectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating.— Showing contrivances used for these 


purposes. 

3 . Water. —Showing conditions connected with pollution of water 
supplies, whether derived from the surface or underground sources; methods 
of purification on large and small scales; water pipes, etc., and the influence 
which these fittings may exert upon the water contained therein. 

4. Soils and Buildings.— Building sites, various kinds of soils; 
relation between soil and dampness; permeability of soils to gases and water; 
composition of soils; effects of ground moisture on dwellings; measures to 
be taken against dampness and foul air; and building materials of all kinds. 

5 —Including ventilation schemes and appliances; climate and 

meteorology,' with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

6 . Foodstuffs. —Adulterations and sophistications practised; samples 
of unsound foodstuffs. 

7. Bacteriological and Pathological. —Specimens of diseased meats; 
specimens and slides of all the common micro-organisms, pathogenic and 
non-pathogenic. 

8 . Clothing. —Specimens of all the materials utilized for the manu¬ 
facture of clothing, showing the raw state and the various processes through 
which they pass until the finished product is reached; the hygienic value 
of these various articles. 

Injuries and deformities which may directly lesult from the use of 
badly designed articles of clothing; history and evolution of clothing. 

9. Drainage and Refuse Disposal .—This section includes every type 
of appliance used as sanitary fixtures in buildings; drainage schemes; 
ultimate disposal of refuse both liquid and solid.

(4) To give the men an enjoyable social evening, at the same time 
developing a strong spirit of faculty loyalty. 

Meetings are held every alternate Monday at which addresses are 
given by prominent professional men, medical and otherwise. Case 

reports are also read and discussed. 

The annual meeting is the last meeting held in the spring, when the 
following officers are elected: Hon. President (elected from the Faculty), 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, 
Reporter and three Councilmen (of whom two are from the Faculty). 

A prize competition has been established in senior and junior subjects. 
The senior are open to all to write upon, while only students of the first 
three years are allowed to compete in junior subjects. The papers are 
examined by a board selected by the Faculty and two prizes are awarded 
in each division. The papers are subject to the call of the executive on 
December 1st, and must be handed in for examination before February 
1st. The Society also controls the students' reading room. English and 
American journals, as well as the leading daily newspapers, are kept on 
file.

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THE MEDICAL FACULTY AND THE WAR. 

At the beginning of the war the University was in a particularly 
fortunate position as regards preparedness, having already in 1912 organ¬ 
ized the first contingent of the C.O.T.C. with an establishment of two 
companies. At the outbreak of hostilities this was recruited over strength 
from the graduates and undergraduates, and in December, 1914, the 
McGill University Battalion was organized, to be later merged in the 
contingent. 

Members of the Faculty of Medicine, both teachers and students# 
entered enthusiastically into the activities of this branch of the service. 
Major A. Campbell Geddes, Professor of Anatomy (now Sir Auckland 
Campbell Geddes, Principal and Vice-Chancellor of the University), 
who had seen active service in the South African campaign, was placed in 
charge, and to his energy and organizing ability the success of the con- 
tingent was mainly due. 

Of the other teachers who enlisted for service early in the war there 
were: Dr. R. P. Campbell, Officer Commanding No. 6 Field Ambulance; 
Dr. K. Cameron, No. 1 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. F. G. Finley, 
No. 1 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. C. F. Wylde, No. 2 Canadian 
General Hospital; Dr. (Sir) Andrew Macphail, No. 6 Field Ambulance; 
Dr. C. B. Keenan, No. 2 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. John McCrae, 
No. 3 Canadian General Hospital (McGill); Dr. Philip Burnett, No. 6 
Field Ambulance; Dr. H. S. McKee, No. 2 Canadian Stationary Hospital; 
Dr. F. A. C. Scrimger, No. 1 Canadian General Hospital. 

In addition to those above mentioned, a large number of graduates 
of the Faculty as well as undergraduates enlisted for service overseas 
soon after the opening of hostilities. 

The contribution of the Faculty of Medicine to war needs was, how¬ 
ever, more special and professional in character. Early in October/1914, 
Col. H. S. Birkett, Dean of the Faculty, brought forward the plan of 
offering to the Government the personnel of a general hospital on the lines 
of communication. The suggestion at once received the sanction of the 
Faculty and was sent forward for approval of Corporation. On October 
21st, 1914, this approval was given, and in December the offer was officially 
accepted by the military authorities. 

On the 5th of March, 1915, mobilization of this unit was completed, 
and on the 6th of May No. 3 Canadian General Hospital (McGill) sailed 
for England. On the 18th of June the unit reached France and immediately 
began work at Camiers. Owing, however, to unfavourable climatic con¬ 
ditions, the hospital was moved to Boulogne, where it has since remained. 
After its establishment here it was increased to 1,500 beds and later on to 
2 , 100 . 

From 1915 to the beginning of 1918, 100,000 patients have been 
treated, including Canadians, British, Australians, New Zealanders,

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT, 


In McGill University, Dentistry is a department of the Faculty of 
Medicine, and this fact insures for the student the very best training 
in anatomy, physiology, histology, embryology, bacteriology, chemistry, 
etc., those fundamental subjects, a knowledge of which must underlie 
a successful practice along modern lines of preventive dentistry. 

The infirmary, or Dental Clinic, in which practical operations in 
the mouth are performed by the students, is an integral part of the out¬ 
patient department of the Montreal General Hospital, and is kept open 
during the entire year. There are patients sufficient and much more than 
sufficient to supply all demands for teaching in both operative and pros¬ 
thetic dentistry. 

In addition to the usual cases that appear at every dental infirmary, 
students of McGill have the advantage of seeing and treating many 
cases of fracture of both upper and lower jaw, because of the many accidents 
that occur in every large city. 

In addition to this, great numbers of patients with diseased condi¬ 
tions of the mouth, and associate parts, are continually being referred 
to the Department of Dentistry. The infirmary superintendent gives 
his entire time to the work. 

The medical library of McGill is one of the finest in America, so that 
students w'ho desire may have the benefit of a great reference library. 

McGill University takes a very advanced step in connection with the 
teaching of dentistry. The head of the department devotes his entire time 
to the work under his care, thus insuring for the students careful and 
continuous oversight in both theoretical and practical work. 

This is of great advantage in creating the atmosphere and personal 
relation between teacher and student, so essential to the successful life 
of an educational institution. 

If any who are interested in the study of dentistry will write to 
Dr. A. W. Thornton, Head of the Department, he will be glad to furnish 
all possible information. 

The work of the sixteenth session of the Department of Dentistry 
will begin on Wednesday, October 1st, and will continue until April, 
30th, 1920. 
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The Dental Department of McGill University was established m 
the autumn of 1903 as a part of the Medical Faculty. At that time the 
didactic teaching and laboratory work were earned on in the lecture 
rooms and laboratories of the medical building, clinical instruction be g 
given by the Dental Infirmary, a clinic conducted by the Dental Association 
of the Province of Quebec. This arrangement fulfilled the requirements 
of the department for a time, but soon the need of separate quarters for 
didactic and laboratory instruction and also of improved clinical facilities 
was felt These have been supplied, first by the appropriation by the Dental 
Department of a portion of the east wing of the new medical building 
and, second, by the establishment of a clinic by the Montreal General 
Hospital. i 

New Quarters. 


The new quarters of the department occupy the northern half of 
the first floor of the east wing of the new medical building. In addi¬ 
tion to private rooms for the teaching staff, the department contains 
all necessary lecture rooms and laboratories. The laboratories are equipped 
with the latest apparatus and appliances for teaching practical dental 
operations. 

The Dental Clinic. 


During the early part of the session of 1908-09, the Governors of the 
Montreal General Hospital, acting on a request from the University, 
established a clinic in dentistry in connection with the out-patient depart- 
ment of the hospital. 

This Dental Clinic has had a most phenomenal growth. 

During the past year, more than twelve thousand visits were registered. 

The equipment is modern in every respect. 

The Dental Clinic shares with the other departments the advan¬ 
tages of the great Hospital with which it is connected, such as a splendid 
“X” ray department and a well-managed pathological department. 

Dental students, in common with the students in medicine, have 
the privilege of the surgical operating amphitheatre, and the Hospital 
anaesthetists are always available for operations in connection with the 
oral cavity. 

Matriculation. 


No student will be permitted to register in the Department of Dentistry 
unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements of the 
University. 

All inquiries relating to the Matriculation Examinations should be 
addressed to the Registrar of the University. 
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Intending students are reminded that a University degree in Dentistry 
does not always give a right to practice the profession of Dentistry. It is 
necessary to comply with the Dental laws of the country or province in 
which it is proposed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at 
present has special requirements for its license, and in most provinces a 
certain standard of general education is insisted upon before beginning the 
study of Dentistry. 


Students may register in Dentistry after passing the Matriculation 
examination required of students in Medicine, but those who wish to 
practice in the Province of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in 
Arts from a British or Canadian university, must pass the Matriculation 
Examination of the College of Dental Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those who have 
passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial Dental Council, and 
thus become enregistered students in Dentistry of a province in Canada, 
are exempt from further preliminary examination. 


1 Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) 
are held in June and September—in June at McGill College and (on 
application) at local centres; in September, at McGill College and at 
the following centres, if a sufficient number apply:—Calgary, Regina, 
Winnipeg, Toronto, St. John and Truro. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain who are not 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of June. 
Full information regarding the exact date of the examination, fee, etc., 
may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the University, 
W. A. Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters’ Conference, 12 King’s 
Bench Walk, Temple, London, E.C. 


2. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an application 
form and return the same with the necessary fee one month before the 
examination begins. Blank forms may be obtained from the Registrar. 

No applications for examination in June will be received after May 20th. 


3. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, but 
in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two years 
from the date of the first attempt. Candidates must pass in at least four 
papers at one time, except in the case of those who are not required to take 
as many as four papers to complete the examination. Credit will not be 
given for less than four papers on certificates which may be presented for 
exemption from the matriculation examination, and no certificate will be 
accepted which has been obtained under easier conditions than those which

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REGISTRATION.

for the purpose of giving their addresses and of signing the following 
declaration in the Matricula or Register: " 1 hereby accept and submit 
myself to the Statutes, Rules and Ordinances of McGill University and of 
the Faculty in which I am registered and to any amendments there o 
which may be made while 1 am a student of the University, and I promise 
to obey the same. ” 

Between September 22nd and September 27th, both dates inclusive,- 
students may register for the session of 1919-1920 at the office of t e 
University Registrar. 

The Register closes October 17th. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION AND TRAINING. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of the 
student body, every student, on entering the University, will be required 
to pass a physical examination to be conducted by, or under the direction 
of, the Medical Director of Physical Education or by a recognized repre¬ 
sentative. Such examination shall hereafter include an examination by a 
Dental Surgeon of the mouth and teeth. 

By such an examination, physical defects and weaknesses amenable 
to treatment may be discovered. The student would then be expected to 
apply to his physician or dentist for such remedial measures as his case 
may require. 

Those who are examined will also be advised as to the forms of exercise 
or athletic activities which would be likely to prove beneficial or injurious. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or 
otherwise satisfy the Medical Examiner) before November 1st will not be 
allowed to attend the University. 

All students entering the University for the first time are required 
to present a certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, of successful 
vaccination, failing which, they shall at once be vaccinated in a manner 
satisfactory to the Medical Examiner. 


BOARD AND RESIDENCE. 

Good board and lodging may be obtained in private houses in the 
vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $40 and upwards per 
month; or, separately, board at $25 to $35 per month; rooms from $10 to 
S18 per month. 
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A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared about 
a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be 
obtained on application to the Secretary of the McGill Y.M.C.A., Strath- 
cona Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low rates. The 
dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accommodate 
over 120 students at a time. There is also a lunch counter, where meals are 
served a la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about 60 is provided in Strathcona 
Hall, the new home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full particulars concerning 
terms of residence, etc., may be obtained from the Secretary of the Associ¬ 
ation, 348 Sherbrooke Street West, Montreal, who will also make arrange¬ 
ments to have students who are strangers to the city met on arrival and 
helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is sent of the station and time at 
which they will arrive. 

APPLICATION FOR EQUIVALENT STANDING. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted to the 
Dental Department of this University with equivalent standing is requested 
to send his application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty, together 
with the following: — 

1st. — A Calendar of the university in which he has studied, giving 
a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd. — A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd. — A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination may 
be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in Dentistry 
does not always give a right to practice the Profession of Dentistry. It is 
necessary to comply with the Dental laws of the country or province in which 
it is proposed to begin practice. Every province in Canada at present has its 
special requirements for its license , and in most provinces a special standard 
of general education is insisted upon before beginning the study of Dentistry. 
Students who intend practicing in Canada are advised to register their quali¬ 
fications in the Province in which they intend to practice at the beginning of 
their course in Dentistry. 

DOMINION DENTAL COUNCIL OF CANADA. 

Eight of the nine Canadian Provinces, i.e., all but Quebec, have 
entered into an agreement whereby the holder of a license granted by 
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the Council may practice in any of the subscribing provinces on the 
following conditions: — 

(1) Holding a matriculation certificate of the proper standard. 

(2) Passing the examination set by the council. 

(3) Paying the local provincial registration fee. 

For Matriculation, the Council accepts the Junior matriculation 
of the Province of Ontario or Matriculation into the Faculty of Arts 
of any Canadian University.

FEES. 


General Regulations. 


All students must register with the University Registrar in the Central 
Administration building before paying fees. 

Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 10th. The 
registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in every case, before 
the fee is paid. After October 10th, an additional fee of $2.00 will be 
exacted of all students in default. 

Immediately after October 20th, the Bursar shall send to each of the 
Deans of the several faculties, a list of the registered students who have 
not paid their fees, on receipt of which the Deans shall cause their names 
to be struck from the register of attendance, and such students cannot be 
readmitted to their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, 
signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees.

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Students registering after October 10th shall pay their fees at the 
time of registration, failing which, they become subject to the provisions 
of Regulation 2. 

1 he total fees for the Dental course of four full sessions, includ¬ 
ing laboratory work, dissecting material and reagents, will be five hundred 
dollars, payable in four annual instalments of $125.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves, and by authority of Corpo¬ 
ration, an additional fee of $10.00 is exacted from all men undergraduates 
and conditioned undergraduates for the support of the Literary Society, 
the Undergraduates’ Society, the Canadian Club, the McGill Daily, the 
Union and athletics. 

The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students at the time of registration 
as "Caution Money," from which deductions for breakages reported from 
the laboratories or lecture rooms are made and a refund granted at the close 

of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on pay¬ 
ment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to partial students under 
any circumstances whatever. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic session are 
not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-five dollars will be charged, 
which will include dissecting material, chemical reagents, laboratory fees, 
etc. The same fee is charged students entering from other colleges who 
have already paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. Students 
repeating the third or fourth year will be required to pay in addition a 
Hospital Fee of $25.00 . 

An "ad eundem" fee of $10.00 will be charged students entering 
from another university in the second, third or fourth year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor in Dental Surgery shall be $30.00, 
to be paid by the successful candidate immediately after examination. 
When the degree is conferred "in absentia an additional fee of $20.00 
will be exacted, unless the candidate has been specially exempted by the 
Faculty.

1 No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery 
who shall not have attended lectures for a period of four sessions in this 
University, or some other university, college or school of dentistry, approved

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EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of the student, 
and occasional written examinations are given throughout the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each session are 

arranged as follows: — 

First Year. — Examination in General Histology and Embryology, 
(Jreneral Biology, Zoology and Anatomy, General and Practical Chemistry, 
Physics and Dental Anatomy. 

Second Year. — Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology’, Histology, 
Pharmacology, Dental Histology and Metallurgy, operative and prosthetic 

technics. 





Third Year. — Examinations (both theoretical and practical) in 
Bacteriology, Pathology, Operative Dentistry, Prosthetic Dentistry', Crown 
and Bridge Work, Dental Surgery, Dental Therapeutics, Dental Pathology, 
Orthodontia and Dental Jurisprudence. 

Fourth Year. — Examinations (both theoretical and practical) in 
♦ Materia Medica, Operative Dentistry, Orthodontia, Dental Jurisprudence, 
Dental Pathology, Prosthetic Dentistry, Dental Surgery, Crown and 
Bridge Work, Gold Inlay and Condensed Gold, Practical Crown and 
Bridge Work, Practical Prosthesis. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass, and 75 per 
cent, for honours. 

All examinations in each year must be passed before a student will be 
allowed to advance to the next. 








Candidates who fail at the regular examinations in not more than 
three subjects of the first, second or third years may, at the discretion of 
the Faculty, be allowed to take the supplementary examinations before 
the beginning of the following session. These examinations will be held 
during the week preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Failure in more than three subjects of the first, second or third years 
at the regular examinations excludes the candidate from advancement. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, at the 
discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplementary examination in that 
subject. Should the subject be one in which practical or clinical work is 
required, the student must furnish a certificate of additional clinical 
attendance or laboratory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas may, at the 
discretion of the examiners, be granted supplementary examinations at a 
period not less than three months after the regular examination. 




*It should be understood that the programme and regulations regarding 
courses of study and examinations contained in this calendar hold good 
for this calendar year only, and that the Department of Dentistry, while 
fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, does not hold itself 
bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole four years of a student’s course, 
to the conditions here laid down. 
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The F. A. Stevenson Gold Medal :—Awarded to the student in the final 
year who stands first in the science and practice of Dentistry. The standing 
will be determined not only by the written and practical examinations at 
the end of the year, but by the general work of the student during the 

whole year. - . 

Final Year Prize :—A prize in books will be awarded to the final year 

student who stands second in the class. The standing will be determined 
in a manner similar to that followed in the awarding of the gold medal. 

Third Year Prizes :—Two prizes, First and Second, in books, will be 
awarded to third year students in the science and practice of Dentistry.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

BIOLOGY. 

I he course in Biology for Dental students is conducted, conjointly, 
by the University Departments of Botany and Zoology. It consists of 

three parts: — 

Part I. 

Professor of Botany: — F. E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer in Biology: — Slater Jackson. 

! his part of the course deals with the rationale and simple technique 
of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field illumination 
(ultramicroscope). Twelve lecturers and twelve laboratory periods 
(three of each per week during the first month of the session). 

Part n. 

Professor of Zoology :-^Arthur Willey. 

Lecturer: — J. Stafford. 

Lecturer in Biology:— Slater Jackson. 

This part of the course is designed to introduce the student to certain 
fundamental facts of zoology. The lectures deal with the principles 
governing the formation of tissues and organs and lead up to an outline of 
\ ertebrate anatomy and physiology in which special attention is directed 
towards the class mammalia of which man is a member. The evolution 
of the mammalian type is illustrated by the progressive differentiation of 
the body cavities; the organs of breathing, circulation, alimentation and 
excretion, the nervous system and the skeleton. 

The laboratory work is concerned with elementary histology and with 
practical and thorough study of the following selected types: Amoeba, 

I aramecium, Euglena or Chilomonas, Hydra, Lumbricus, Amphioxus, 
Scyllium, Rana, Lepus. 

I hree lectures per week for fourteen weeks; three laboratory periods 
per week, each of three hours, from the beginning of the second month of 
the session to the end of the first term, and two laboratory periods per 
week for the first four weeks of second term. 

Part m. 

Professor of Botany: — F. E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer in Biology: — Slater Jackson. 

This part of the course is a continuation of Part I and runs con¬ 
currently with the course in Histology and Embryology. It is designed to 
introduce the student to the field of general (cellular) physiology. 

Thirty lectures (three per week) and twenty laboratory periods, 
two (each of three hours) per week from the close of Part II of the course 
to the end of the session.

Instruction in chemistry for students in Dentistry is given during 

thC During 3 the first term the principles governing chemical action are 
studied in a systematic laboratory course. A printed synopsis of the work 
of each day is provided and necessary explanations given before beginning 
the work. The course includes a study of chemical phenomena; the 
preparation and properties of typical elements and compounds; the laws of 
chemical action; gravimetric and volumetric determinations, andlai short 
course in qualitative analysis. The student is required to pay special 
attention to the keeping of an accurate record of his observations an 
calculations; note-books for this purpose are provided and are examined 
and criticized by the demonstrators. An examination is held at the end o 

tKC During the first term, a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; four per week with frequent reviews and examinations^ 
This course is designed to familiarize the student with the characteristics 
of chemical action and the conditions which modify it rather than a 
detailed study of the preparation and properties of the elements and their 
compounds. An examination in general chemistry is held at the en 
the term. 

PHYSICS. 

Professor of Physics:— A. S. Eve. 

Asst. Professor:—H. E. Reilley. 

Demonstrator:—V. Henry. 

First Year .—This course is given in the Physics Building of the 
University. It consists of three lectures and a laboratory period of two 
hours per week throughout the first half of the session, and two lectures 
and a laboratory period of two hours per week during the last halt. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially esigne o 
meet the requirements of students in Medicine and Dentistry. 1 he 
course includes a study of energy, simple machines, properties of mat er, 
fluid pressure, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, trans¬ 
mission and interpretation of sound; temperature and temperature 
measurements, gas laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent lea s, 
laws of vaporization, humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements 
of magnetism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and condensers; 
primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, measurements of resist¬ 
ance and electromotive force, measuring instruments, magnetic effects of a 







current, induced currents, induction coil,, conduction through gases, 
properties of cathode rays and X-rays; radioactive substances and their 
radiations; laws of reflection and refraction of light, mirrors, lenses and 
lens combinations, microscopes, telescopes, spectra, spectrum analysis, 
colour, interference, crystallography, polarized light and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments as the 
balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spectroscope, 
saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of Archimedes' 
principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, Ohm’s law, etc. 
Measurements are taken of specific gravities^ frequencies, specific heats, 
latent heats, electrical resistance, focal lengths, besides qualitative exper¬ 
iments illustrating the more important physical principles. 

ANATOMY. 

Professor: — S. E. Whitnall. 

Associate Professor of Histology and Embryology: — J. C. Simpson. 

Lecturers in Anatomy: — 

Lecturer in Histology: — W. M. Fisk. 

Demonstrator of Anatomy: — W. H. Smyth. 

Assistant Demonstrator: — A. Stewart. 

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible. The 
Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., and, in consequence of 
the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of Quebec, an ample supply 
of fresh material is always available. 

First Year : — General embryology, histology of tissues, osteology 
and myology. 

Second Year : — Regional anatomy of the head and neck; general 
dissection. 

N.B. — In extension of this, a course on the special anatomy of the 
teeth is conducted by the Dental Department. 

i4s in all the courses conducted by the Department of Anatomy , a record 
of the work done is kept by graphic representation. Students are advised to 
acquire some facility in drawing before entering upon their anatomical studies. 

PHYSIOLOGY.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with modern Physiology in its bearing upon the study of Den¬ 
tistry.

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•which the physical, the chemical, and other aspects of the subject receive 

aUC There is also a practical laboratory course of three hours per week 
throughout the session. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, models, lantern demonstrations, 
etc every department of the- subject is illustrated by experiment. An 
ample supply of apparatus is available for the use of students for demon- 
station purposes and this is being added to from year to year, so that the 
department may be kept fully abreast of the times. 


PHARMACOLOGY. 

Professor of Pharmacology and Therapeutics:—A. D. Blackader

Instruction in this branch is given as follows:— 

In the Second Year .—Lectures and demonstrations on the physio¬ 
logical action of drugs, especial attention being given to those employed 
in Dental practice. The physiological action of the general and local 
anaesthetics is fully described and instruction in their use given in the 
laboratory. In this year also a course in Materia Medica and Pharmacy 
is given. 

ORAL SURGERY. 

Lecturer: — A. R. Pennoyer. 

This will embrace a series of lectures on injuries and diseases of the 
mouth and jaws, and their treatment. The clinics of the Montreal 
General Hospital afford ample material for students to observe and study 
disease conditions as well as to witness operations in the mouth. 


DENTAL HISTOLOGY. 

Lecturer: —J. C. Simpson. 

The thoroughly equipped laboratories afford exceptional opportuni¬ 
ties for the study of the important subject of Dental Histology; numerous 
sections are prepared for examination, and the student is afforded means 
of making sections for himself of any tissue he may wish to study. 


DENTAL ANATOMY. 

Lecturer: —A. Clifford Jack. 

This course, given in connection with general anatomy in the first 
year, is to give the student a thorough knowledge of the size, shape, uses, 
and general construction of the natural teeth, their articulation and com¬ 
position. 
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This is accomplished by lectures and demonstrations, with the use of 
drawings, models and lantern slides. 

The student is first made to draw, then to model in clay, several 


teeth chosen by the lecturer. He then carves in ivory sixteen teeth, 


representing all the forms in the human mouth, which are then articulated 
anatomically. These are used later on by the student in his work in 
operative dentistry. 

Different sections of extracted teeth are made, to familiarize the 
student with the relationship of the different structures composing the 

teeth. 

The total time given this subject during the first year is five hours a 
week for a period of twenty-six weeks, total one hundred and thirty hours, 
divided as follows: — one hour a week devoted to lectures, twenty-six 
hours; four hours a week to demonstrating, modelling, carving, making 
sections, etc., one hundred and four hours. 


PATHOLOGY AND BACTERIOLOGY. 

Professor of Dental Pathology:—Fred. G. Henry.

Dental Pathology. 

This course is given to the students of the third and fourth years, 
and includes a consideration of the various diseases of the enamel, dentine, 
dental pulp and peridental membrane, their symptomatology and treat¬ 
ment, also a consideration of abnormal conditions of the tissues of the 
oral cavity with a description of treatment and management of these 
diseases. 

Special attention will also be given to pathological conditions of the 
nerve structures of the head and their connections with the diseased con¬ 
ditions of the dental tissues. 

The mitigation of pain in dental operations receives especial atten¬ 
tion and the various means employed fully developed and explained, and 
such directions given as will enable the student to avoid methods and drugs 
harmful to the tissues. 

Bacteriology. 

A course of lectures upon bacteriology in relation to disease for 
students of the third year; lectures given three times a week during the 
autumn term. 

A practical course in the bacteriology of infectious diseases for students 
of the third year. Two periods a week during the autumn term. 













DENTAL MATERIA MEDICA AND THERAPEUTICS. 

Professor: —Fred. G. Henry. 

In the third and fourth years a course of demonstrations and lectures 
in this subject is given, extending throughout the whole session. This 
comprises the study of the physical properties chemical composition and 
physiological action of the various medicinal substances used in the 
merit of diseased conditions of the dental organs and morbid conditions of 
the oral cavity, together with their various applications, doses antidotes, 
and contra-indications, with instruction in prescribing, etc. Anaesthesia 
(and the various anaesthetics) is also taken up, following that already given 
in the second year. 

CROWN AND BRIDGE WORK. 

Professor:— A. W. Thornton. 


This important subject will be taught by a course of lectures and a 
series of laboratory demonstrations leading up to the clinical experience 
given the student in the Dental Clinic. . 

The general conditions which indicate and the principles which 
underlie the use of this method in the replacement of lost teeth will be 
considered, together with the preparation of the natural teeth for the 
reception of artificial crowns and partial plate attachments. 

Concurrently with a description of the various artificial crowns in 
the lecture room, the student will be required to construct them in 
the laboratory under the direction of a demonstrator. 

Exhibition work is required in both crown and bridge work, to be 
placed in the hands of the Professor at the end of winter term. 


ORTHODONTIA. 

Professor: — James B. Morison. 

Assistant Professor: — A. W. McClelland. 

The course in this branch will commence with the study of the dental 

organs during development and eruption. . a 

Special attention will be given to the temporary teeth and the influence 
they exert in directing the normal occlusion of their permanent successors. 
Cases deviating from the normal, typical of every variety met with in 
practice, will be dealt with and a classification made based on the treat¬ 
ment required. . 

The different methods employed in correcting these conditions will 
be fully demonstrated, together with the mechanical appliances used. 

Ample clinical material is available at the Dental Clinic, where 
students in the final year will be allotted cases, the treatment of which will 
be carried on throughout the session. 
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OPERATIVE DENTISTRY. 

Professor: — F. H. A. Baxter. 
Lecturer : - 


The purpose of this course is to make the students thoroughly familiar 
with all modern and accepted methods. The course of lectures extends 
over two years and a half, and includes discussion of the treatment of 
caries, the preparation of cavities, the materials used for filling, the most 
approved instruments and appliances used in operating upon the teeth. 
Clinics will be held at the Dental Clinic, where ample material is provided 
and every available means used to make the student practically conversant 
with all the up-to-date knowledge on this most important branch of dental 
science. 

In conjunction with this course, Operative Technics is taken up, 
which provides a systematic course in manual training, thoroughly familiar¬ 
izing the student w r ith the anatomy of the teeth, and the shaping of cavities, 
from the simple to the more complex. This is carried out on models, 
using the different regular filling materials, scaling, bleaching, and, so 
far as possible, all of the operative procedures. 

The Dental Clinic is open throughout the whole year, and students 
are advised to give as long a time to this work as possible. Each student 
must provide himself with the instruments necessary for his own use, a 
list of which will be furnished. He is required to perform all the usual 
dental operations as they present themselves, under the supervision of 
competent demonstrators, who are always at hand to offer advice and 
assistance under the direction of the Professor. Between the second 
and third years, and also between the third and fourth years, students 
are required to spend two full months doing practice work in the Hospital 
Clinic. 


PORCELAIN, 


This course consists of the study of porcelain in its various uses. 
It is taught by means of lectures and demonstrations, as well as practical 
work by the students themselves, under supervision. 

Preparation of cavities for inlays, preparing matrices and the various 
methods in which porcelain may be employed in crown and bridge work 
are dwelt upon. 


PROSTHETIC DENTISTRY. 

Professor: — George S. Cameron. 
Assistant Professor: — J. S. Dohan. 


The course in prosthetic dentistry will embrace lectures, illustrated 
by lantern slides, and practical work in the laboratory under the supervision 
of the demonstrator of technics. It will include the preparation of the 
mouth for dentures, impressions, and the properties of materials used in 
the construction of artificial dentures. The student will be required to< 
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•construct the different forms commonly used. Attention is directed to 
the different functions to be performed by the denture in the restoration 
of the natural conditions as regards mastication, enunciation and the 
restoring of the features, fractures of the jaw will be discussed, and the 
construction of interdental splints, as recommended by the different 
authorities, is detailed. The treatment of cleft palate receives due atten¬ 
tion and the function of that organ in the production of sounds necessary 
for speech are explained, and the principles involved in the construction of 
obturators and artificial vela are set forth. 

DENTAL HISTORY, ETHICS AND ECONOMICS. 

Lecturer: — F. A. Stevenson. 

\ 

History: 

This course is intended to give to the student an intelligent concep¬ 
tion of the evolution and development of Dentistry from the primitive 
conditions and methods of the past to the present standing of the profession 
as a branch of the healing art. The relation of some of the outstanding 
men of the profession to this development will also be dealt with. 

Ethics: 

Under this head the moral, social and business relationships between 
the dentist and his patients will be discussed, as well as his duty to the 
public, his fellow practitioner and himself. 

Economics: 

Under this head the business of the dentist’s life will be considered. 
The questions of office equipment, keeping of appointments, overhead 
charges, methods of determining fees, office assistants, etc.,will be taken up. 

METALLURGY. 

Professor: — A. Stansfield. 

This course is given to Dental students of the second year by the 
Metallurgical Department of the University. 

It consists of twelve lectures of one hour, and twelve laboratory 
periods of two and a half hours each. 

The lecture course covers: — 

(1) Introductory lectures in the physical and chemical properties 
of metals, especially in relation to their use in dentistry. 

(2) Methods of melting, casting and alloying metals in the laboratory. 

(3) Methods of extracting metals from their ores. 

(4) The nature and preparation of alloys, including amalgams. 

(5) The metals used in dentistry (lead, zinc, tin, bismuth, cadmium, 

V 

\ 
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antimony, aluminium, copper, silver, gold, platinum, iridium, mercury, 
iron and steel) are considered separately in regard to their properties, uses 
in dentistry, and, as far as time allows, extraction from their ores. The 
separation, purification and alloying of gold, silver and platinum are 
specially considered. 

(6) The manufacture, properties and uses of dental amalgams. 

Text-book: —J. D. Hodgen, “Practical Dental Metallurgy.” 

The laboratory course includes experimental work with the metals: 
gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc, tin, and aluminium. 

The metals are melted, alloyed, cast, hammered, filed, cut, rolled, 
annealed and tested with acids and other chemicals. 

The preparation of pure gold and silver is carried out and the pro¬ 
duction and testing of dental and other amalgams. 

The lectures are given by Dr. A. Stansfield, and the laboratory 
instruction by under Dr. Stansfield’s direction. 

The course is given during the first term of each session. 

The lectures are on Friday at 1.30, and the laboratory course from 
2.30 to 5 on the same day. 

DENTAL JUSRISPRUDENCE. 

Professor: —D. D. MacTaggart. 

Lecturer: —W. L. Bond. 

In this course the lecturer will discuss the laws governing the practice 
of Dentistry, their necessity and purpose. 

The responsibility of the dentist under the laws of the Province, 
his position as defendant in suits for damages and as plaintiff in suits for 
fees, etc., will be fully explained. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

Clinical instruction is given in the operating theatre and out-patient 
department and in the dental clinic of the Montreal General Hospital. 
Abundant opportunity is afforded in this institution for the study of 
diseased conditions of the mouth and jaws, and for watching operations on 
these regions. The dental clinic, established nine years ago by the Hospital 
authorities, proved a success from the outset, and ample material for clinical 
study is now provided. Twelve thousand patients were treated at this 
clinic during the past session. 

Students are required to attend the clinic every day during the third 
and fourth years from nine to one o’clock and from two to five o’clock, 
except during such part of this time as may be taken up with lectures or 
other work of the University course. Instruction is given by Professor 
Thornton, Dental Surgeon in charge, assisted by the Superintendent, 
and a capable staff of demonstrators. Anaesthetics are administered by 
members of the resident staff of the Hospital, who give practical instruction 


















in this most important branch. A nurse is also in attendance during 
•clinic hours. 

LIBRARY. 

In conjunction with the medical library, which contains all the 
standard text-books in the branches of the first two years m Dentistry 
there is a splendid departmental library dealing exclusively with dental 
subjects. Students may consult any work of reference in the Library 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 

MUSEUM. 

In connection with the Pathological Museum of the Medical Faculty 
there is a very good collection of plaster casts of deformities of the jaw, 
etc and also a very large collection of teeth of all varieties. During the 
session the Dental Museum will be available for teaching purposes.

FACULTY OF MEDICINE. 


The Eighty-ninth session of the Faculty will be opened on Octo¬ 
ber ist, 1920. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
October ist, at the hours specified in the time-tables, and will con¬ 
tinue until April 30th, 1921. 

* 

FOUNDATION AND EARLY HISTORY. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct out¬ 
come and continuance of a teaching body known as the Montreal 
Medical Institution, which was organized as a medical school in the 
years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, 
John Stephenson and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first 
medical staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 
1819. I he first session of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in 
November, 1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at the 
house of the Institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a building situated 
on the north side of St. James Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, by the 
formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution for the Advance¬ 
ment of Learning, the Medical Faculty of McGill University. It is 
thus the oldest Faculty of the University. The first session of the 
McGill Medical Faculty took place in the winter of 1829-30, and the 
first university degree, a medical one, was conferred four years later, 
in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 1836 
to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the eighty-ninth 
instead of the ninety-first session of the Faculty, dating from its incor¬ 
poration with the University in the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on in the central part of 
the city until 1872, when a building was provided by the Governors on 
the University grounds. This building met the demands of the steadily 
increasing number of students until 1885, when an addition was found 
to be necessary. 

In 1893, and again in 1898, further extensions and alterations were 
made, funds for the purpose having been provided by generous friends 
of the Faculty. 

On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, together 
with the original medical building, was destroyed by fire. The wing 
containing the principal laboratories and lecture rooms was saved, 
however, and is now used by the Departments of Physiology and 
Medical Chemistry.

Matriculation. 


All inquiries relating to the examinations for entrance should be 
addressed to the Registrar of the University. 

No student will be permitted to register in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements 


of the University. 

1. Every student, before he can be enregistered as an under- 
graduate in Medicine, must present a certificate of having passed the 
Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of Medicine of this Uni- 
versity, or of having passed some provincial, state or university 
examination accepted by this University. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those who 
have passed the entrance examination of a provincial medical council, 
and thus become enregistered students in medicine of a province in 
Canada, are exempt from further preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) 
are held in June and September—in June at McGill College and at the 
local centres named below (paragraph 5) ; in September at Montreal 
only, except in cases which require special consideration. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain, who are not 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of June. 
Full information regarding the exact date of the examination, fee, etc., 
may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the University, 
W. A. Bulkeley-Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters’ Confer¬ 
ence, 12 King’s Bench Walk, Temple, London, E.C. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an appli¬ 
cation form and return the same with the .necessary fee (for which 
see page 37) one month before the examination begins. Blank forms 
may be obtained from the Registrar. 

No application for examination in t June will be received after May 20th. 

5. Examinations will be held in June at the following centres out¬ 
side the Province of Quebec, if a sufficient number of candidates 
apply:—Sydney, N.S.; Rothesay, N.B.; Ottawa, Ont.; Brockville, Ont.; 
Port Hope, Ont.; Toronto, Ont.; Hamilton, Ont.; St. Catharines, 
Ont.; Winnipeg, Man.; Regina, Sask.; Calgary, Alta.; Kingston, 
Jamaica, and London, Eng. Candidates who are not within easy reach 
of any of* the above centres are advised to prepare for entrance by 













taking an examination recognized by the University as shown on 
page 36. 

6. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, but 
in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two 
years from date of the first attempt. Credit will not be given for less 
than four papers passed at one time,* except in the case of those 
who are not required to take as many as four papers to complete the 
examination; nor will credit be given for less than four papers on 
certificates, which may be presented for exemption from the matri¬ 
culation examination, and no certificate will be accepted which has 
been obtained under easier conditions than those which are imposed 
on candidates who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking 
the regular University examination. 

7. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 50 per cent, 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject. In subjects 
in which two papers are set, 50 per cent, on the two and not less than 
40 per cent, in either, and this only when the two papers are taken 
at the same examination. 

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who present 
certificates. 

Intending students who zvish to enter by certificates should under 
no circumstances come to the University without having first obtained 
from the Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they 
hold, as many of these may lack one or more essential subjects, or the 
work done in a subject may not be adequate, or, again, the percentage 
gained may not be sufficiently high (see regulation 7). Moreover, it 
must be remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show the 
marks obtained in the several subjects of the examination, it must be 
accompanied by an official statement containing this information. 

8. The certificates and diplomas named below will, if submitted to 
the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matriculation exam¬ 
ination, i.e., in so far as the subject and standard of the examination 
taken to obtain them are, to the satisfaction of the Matriculation 
Board, equivalent to those required for the matriculation examination 
of this University. Candidates offering certificates which are not a 
full equivalent will be required to pass the matriculation examination 
in such of the required subjects as are not covered thereby:—

Applications for exemption from the matriculation examination, 
based upon certificates of having passed examinations other than those 
above mentioned, will be considered as occasion may require by the 
Matriculation Board. Every such application must be accompanied by 

















certificates and full particulars, and should be addressed to the Regis¬ 
trar. 

. Woman Students. 

Women students may register in the double course for the degree 
of B.Sc. and M.D., or of B.A. and M.D. Those having the degree of 
B.A. or B.Sc. in Arts from a recognized university or who have taken 
two years in the Arts Course at a recognized university may register 
in the regular course for the degree of M.D., C.M. 

Matriculation Examination Fees.

PHYSICAL EXAMINATION. VACCINATION AND HEALTH. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of the 
student body, every student on entering the University will be re¬ 
quired to pass a physical examination to be conducted by, or under the 
direction of, the Director of the Department of Physical Education, 
or by a recognized representative. 

By such examination physical defects and weaknesses may be dis¬ 
covered. If such defects and weaknesses are amenable to treatment by 
corrective gymnastics special exercise will be prescribed and instruc¬ 
tion provided. The students will be advised as to what forms of 
exercise will be likely to prove beneficial or harmful. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or 
otherwise satisfy the Director) before November 1 st, .will not be 
allowed to attend the University. 

Examinations will be held frequently throughout the Session 
for those students who are of low category, or who are suffering from 
physical disabilities. 

All students entering the University for the first time are required 
to present a certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, of successful 
vaccination, failing which, they shall at once be vaccinated, in a 
manner satisfactory to the medical examiner. 

The University is responsible for providing medical attention for 
all students throughout the session. 


Registration. 

In order to prevent overcrowding of class rooms and clinics it has 
been decided to limit the number of students registering in the drst 
year of the medical course. Early application is advised and should 
be made on the regular forms to be had from the Registrar. 

1. Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, whether 
as undergraduates or partial students, are required, some time during 
the week preceding the opening day of the session, to attend at the 
office of the Registrar of the University, or such other place as he 
may designate, in order to furnish the information necessary for the 
University records, to register for the classes which they propose to 
attend, and to sign the following declaration in the matricula or regis¬ 
ter : “ I hereby accept and submit myself to the statutes, rules and 

ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which I am 
registered, and to any amendments which may be made while I am 
a student of the University, and I promise to observe the same.” 
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Between September 20th and September 29th, both dates inclusive, 
students may register for the session 1920-21 at the Office of the 
University Registrar. 

Thursday, September 30th, will be special registration day for 
new students. 


Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted , to 
the Medical Department of this University with equivalent standing 
is requested to send his application to the Dean of the Medical 
Faculty, together with :— 

1st.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, giving 
a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination 
may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

Board and Residence. 

Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses in the 
vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $50 and upwards 
per month; or, separately, board at $40 to $50 per month; rooms from 
$12 to $20. 

A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared about 
a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be 
obtained on application to the Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., Strathcona 
Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low rates. 
The dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accom¬ 
modate over 120 students at a time. There is also a lunch counter, 
where meals are served a la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about sixty is provided in Strath¬ 
cona Hall, the home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full particulars con¬ 
cerning terms of residence, etc., may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Association, 348 Sherbrooke Street West, Montreal ,who will 
also make arrangements to have students who are strangers to the 
city met on arrival and helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is sent 
of the station and time at which they will arrive. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE TO PRACTISE. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practise the profession of 
medicine. .It is necessary to conform with the medical laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Each 
province in Canada at present has its special requirements for license, 
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and in most provinces a special standard of general education is 
insisted upon before beginning the study of Medicine. Students w o 
intend practising in Canada are warned that in certain of the prov¬ 
inces it is necessary to be registered five years before obtaining a 
license to practise. It follows that entrance qualifications must be 
registered in the province in which the student intends to practise at 
the beginning of his course in Medicine. 

For the convenience of students, a list of names and addresses of 
the Registrars of the Medical Councils in the several provinces is here 
given. Every student should comply with the requirements for regis¬ 
tration in one or other of the provinces, before entering on his course 
in the Faculty of Medicine.

DOMINION REGISTRATION.

of by the Medical Council of said province.

GENERAL COUNCIL OF MEDICAL EDUCATION AND ENREGISTRA¬ 
TION OF GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this University is 
accepted by the General Medical Council of Great Britian. Graduates 
of this University who desire to register in England are exempted from 
any examination in preliminary education on production of the McGill 
Matriculation certificate. Certificates of this University for attendance 
on lectures, practical work and clinics are also accepted by the various 
examining boards in Great Britain. To obtain a license from the 
General Council it is necessary to pass one of the examining boards 
of Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

RECIPROCITY WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 
Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations with the Medical 
Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Ontario, Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, British Columbia and New 
Brunswick. A holder of a degree in Medicine of McGill University 
who has obtained the license of the Province of Quebec, may register 
with the Medical Council of Great Britain. He will thus be eligible 
for competitive examination for the Army, Navy and Civil Service, 
and will be allowed to practise in Great Britain, South Africa, Austra¬ 
lia, India and the West India Islands without further examination. 

Fees. 

All students must register with the University Registrar before 
paying their fees. 

1. Fees are due and payable to the Bursar on or before October 

10th (if paid in instalments, one on or before October 10th, the other 
on or before February 1st). The registration ticket must be shown 

to the Bursar at the time of the first payment. After October 10th or 

February 1st, as the case may be, an additional fee of $2.00 will be 
exacted of all students in default. 

2. Immediately after October 20th, or February 5th (in the case 
of students who pay by instalments), the Bursar shall send to the 
Deans of the several Faculties a list of the registered students who 
have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the Deans shall cause 
their names to be struck from the register of attendance, and such 
students cannot be readmitted to any class except on presentation of 
a special ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of 
fees. 

3. Students registering after October 20th shall pay their fees at 

the time of the registration, failing which they become subject to the 

provisions of Regulation 2. 

4. The total Faculty fees for the medical course of six full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting materials and 
reagents, will be twelve hundred dollars, payable in six annual instal¬ 
ments of $200.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the authority of 
Corporation, an additional fee of $10.00 will be exacted from all men 














The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students at the tune of 
registration as " caution money,” from which deductions for breakage 
reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms are made and a refund 


granted at the close of the session. 

5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on 
payment of special fees. No fees zuill be refunded to partial students 
under any circumstances whatever. 

6 . Students repeating the course of study of any academic session 
are not required to pay full fees. A fee of one hundred dollars will 
be charged which will include dissecitng material, chemical reagents, 
laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is charged students entering from 
other colleges who have already paid full fees elsewhere for the 
course taken. These students are also required to pay in addition the 
hospital fees exacted in the year to which they are admitted. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be charged 
at the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for a whole session. 

8. An ad cundcm fee of $10.00 is charged students entering from 
another university in any year above the first. 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master of 
Surgery is $30.00, to be paid by the successful candidate to the Uni¬ 
versity Bursar immediately after the final examination. When the 
degree is conferred in absentia, an additional fee of twenty dollars 
will be exacted, unless the candidate has been specially exempted by 
the Faculty. 

10. The fee for the course in Public Health, including the labor¬ 
atory fee, the fee for outdoor work and the diploma fee, is $100.00.

THE UNDERGRADUATE COURSE. 

For all students registering after October, 1919, the course of 
instruction will extend for six sessions of eight months each. 

For the benefit of those men who by reason of military service 
were prevented from registering before this date, the Faculty con¬ 
tinued the first year of the Five Years’ Course during the Session 
1919-20. There will be no first year of this course for 1920-21. 

The necessity for a further modification of the course has 
become apparent. Experience has shown that the average student 
entering medicine is deficient in preliminary training, especially in 
the scientific branches. In order to meet this defect a standard of 
matriculation equivalent to two years academic training will be 
required. 

The work of these two years, which may be taken at any recog¬ 
nized University, will include the three preliminary scientific branches 
of Biology, Chemistry and Physics, and in addition a certain amount 
of general educational training. 

Beginning with the Session 1923-4 the Medical Course proper will 
be reduced to five years, the final year of which will be a purely hos¬ 
pital year and equivalent to giving each student before he graduates 
a year as hospital interne. 

Full details as to the commencement of this new course, together 
with the curriculum, will be published in a later edition of the 
Calendar. 

THE SIX YEARS’ COURSE. 

FIRST YEAR. 

Biology:—Three hours’ lectures and two three-hour laboratory 
periods throughout the session. 

Chemistry:—Three hours’ lectures and two three-hour labora¬ 
tory periods throughout the session. 

Physics:—Three hours’ lectures and two two-hour laboratory 
periods throughout the session.

In this year most of the students’ time is spent in the hospitals. 
Theatre clinics are given twice weekly in each hospital in medicine and 
surgery. There are also daily ward classes to groups of students in 
these branches. In the out-patient departments of both hospitals 
clinics are given to groups of students in the various special branches 
of gynaecology, ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, dermatology, neuro- 
logy, orthopaedics, pediatrics and genito-urinary diseases. Clinics, ward 
classes and demonstrations in obstetrics are given in the Maternity 
Hospital. Students of the fourth and fifth years attend the Alex¬ 
andra Hospital in groups for instruction in infectious diseases. The 
clinical instruction in mental diseases is given in the wards of the 
Protestant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

MEDALS, PRIZES AND FELLOWSHIPS. 

1. The Holmes Gold Medal, founded by the Medical Faculty 
in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late Andrew Holmes, Esq., 
M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, is awarded to the 
student of the graduating class who receives the highest aggregate 
number of marks in the different branches comprised in the medical 
curriculum. 

The student who wins the Holmes Medal has the option of 
exchanging it for a bronze medal and the money equivalent of the 
gold medal. 

2. The Sutherland Gold Medal, founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland, in memory of her late husband, William Sutherland, 
M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this Faculty, is awarded for 
the best examination in general and medical chemistry* together with 
a creditable examination in the primary branches. The examination 
is held at the end of the third year. 

3. The Wood Gold Medal, founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives the 
highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical branches of the 
final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal and the winner of the 
Final Prize are not permitted to compete for this medal. 

1. The Final Prize.—A prize in books, awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the final branches. The Holmes’ 
medalist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 
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2. The Fourth Year Prize— A prize in books, awarded for 
the best examination, written and oral, in all the branches of the 

fourth year course. . _ T u 

3. The Joseph Hils Prize. —(Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 

Hils, of Woonsocket, R.I.)— A prize in books, awarded to the student 
who obtains the highest number of marks for a special examination 
in materia medica and therapeutics. 

4. The Third Year Prize. —A prize in books, awarded for the 
best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the third year. 

5. The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., Prize. (Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.)—A microscope, to be awarded to 
the student of the third year who obtains the highest number of marks 
for the examinations in pathology and bacteriology. 

6. The Second Year Prize. —A prize in books for the best 
examination in all branches of the second year course. 

7. The First Year Prize. —A prize in books for the best 
examination in all the branches of the first year course. 

The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship: —The sum of $10,000 
has been received by the Faculty from the committee of the A. A. 
Browne Memorial Fund. With this sum a fellowship has been estab¬ 
lished, to be known as the “A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship.” 
This fellowship is open to graduates of any recognized Medical School 
and is for the advancement of medical science, special preference 
being given to the subjects of obstetrics and gynaecology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship: —The sum of $25,000 
has been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New York, the pro¬ 
ceeds to be devoted to coordinated research in the laboratories of 
pathology in or associated with the University. 

The James Douglas Studentship: —A studentship in pathology, 
given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to McGill graduates 
only, tenable for six years and of the value of $1,250 for the first 
year, increasing to $2,500. 

The John McCrae Scholarship: —A scholarship of $500 yearly, 
■established in September, 1919, by Mr. H. J. Fuller, of New York, 
in memory of the late Lt.-Col. John McCrae, to be devoted to the 
purposes of research work in the field of Medicine, Surgery or Path¬ 
ology, or in the Biological or Chemical Sciences, provided the work 
done has a close bearing on clinical problems. Candidates may submit 
their applications not later than June 5th of each year. 

The Walter J. Hoare Memorial Scholarship:— A sum of money 
has been donated by Dr. Charles W. Hoare, a graduate of McGill 
University, as a Scholarship in the First Year Medicine in memory 
of his son, Walter J. Hoare, who was killed in the Great War. This 
Scholarship is open to pupils of the Collegiate Institute, Windsor, 
Ontario, and is awarded each year for the best examination for 
matriculation into the Medical Faculty of McGill University. 











QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 

1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended lectures for a 
period of five eight-month sessions in this University, or some other 
university, college or school of medicine, approved by this University- 
Students of other universities, so approved, who may be admitted on 
production of certificates to a like standing in this University shall 
be required to pass an examination in primary subjects, and all 
examinations in the final subjects in the same manner as students 
of this University. 

2. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testimonials 
of attendance on the following branches of medical education; pro¬ 
vided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those stated, may be presented and accepted:— 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, 
Histology, Embryology, Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Physio¬ 
logy and Practical Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Biological 
Chemistry, Physiological Chemistry, Pharmacy, General Path¬ 
ology, Bacteriology, Clinical Microscopy, Pharmacology, Thera¬ 
peutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Hygiene and Public Health, 
Medical and Surgical Anatomy, Operative Surgery, Special Path¬ 
ology, Morbid Anatomy, Clinical Chemistry, Principles and Prac¬ 
tice of Surgery, Clinical Surgery, Theory and Practice of Medicine, 
Clinical Medicine, Obstetrics and Diseases of Infants, Gynaecology, 
Pediatrics, Mental Diseases, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology. 

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six au¬ 
topsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three months, of 
having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of having, under the 
direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, administered an anaes¬ 
thetic at least six times. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received for 
the time over which they have extended. 

3. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the degree 
who shall not have attended at least one full session at this University. 

4. Every candidate must give proof of having attended during 
at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal General Hos¬ 
pital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of some other hospital of not 
fewer than 100 beds, approved by this University. 


* It should be understood that the programme and regulations 
regarding courses of study and examination contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty of Medi¬ 
cine, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, does 
not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole of a student’s 
course, to the conditions here laid down. 
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5- He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for six 
months in medicine and six months in surgery in the wards of a 
general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of having reported at 
least ten medical and ten surgical cases. 

6. He must also give proof of having attended for at least nine 
months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other lying-in¬ 
hospital approved by the University, and of having acted as assistant 
for at least twenty cases. 

7. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 30th 
day of April, present to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty tes¬ 
timonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an examination, and 
must at the same time deliver to the Registrar of the Faculty an 
affirmation or affidavit that he has attained the age of twenty-one 
years. 

8. The examinations to be undergone by the candidate shall be 
in the subjects mentioned on pages 44 and 45. 

9. The following oath or affirmation will be exacted from the 
candidate before receiving his degree:—

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of the 
student, and occasional written examinations are given throughout the 
session. 

Class examinations are held during the session in each of the 
first year subjects, the marks obtained being added to the total marks 
obtained at the final examinations. 

If the standing obtained by any student in the class examinations 
is not satisfactory, he shall not be permitted to take the final exam¬ 
inations. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass and 
75 per cent, for honours. 

The work of one session must be completed and all examinations 
passed before a student is permitted to advance to the next. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more than 
three subjects of the first or second year and in not more than two 
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subjects of the third and fourth years, may, at the discretion of the 
Faculty, be allowed to take the supplementary examinations before the 
beginning of the following session. These examinations will be held 
during the week preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Those who fail in more subjects than are atiove specified are not 
eligible for supplementary examinations. 

Students who fail to pass in a. subject in which practical work is 
required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be required to repeat 
the course and furnish a certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental examination 
in that subject. Should the subject be one in which practical or 
clinical work is required, the student must furnish a certificate of 
additional hospital attendance or laboratory work before presenting 
himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examination held at Christmas may, at the 
discretion of the examiners, be granted supplemental examinations 
at a period not less than three months after the regular examinations. 

A student who, after being registered in the first, second, third, 
or fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to qualify for 
advancement, or who, after being registered in the final year for three 
successive sessions, fails to qualify for the degree, shall not be per¬ 
mitted to register again as a student of Medicine in the University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the hands 
of the Registrar at least three days before the date set for the begin¬ 
ning of the examination, and they must be accompanied by a fee of 
$5.00 for each subject. 

MICROSCOPES. 

Each student is required to provide himself, on beginning his 
studies, with a first-class microscope for laboratory and private study 
throughout his course. The Faculty will supply the instruments neces¬ 
sary for demonstrations, etc. The microscope must be of substantial 
construction and be provided, as a minimum, with the following 
accessories, 2 / 3 , V e and V 12 oil immersion objectives, and a substage 
condenser. Such an instrument will last a lifetime and is an essential 
part of the equipment of a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student not be provided with such a microscope, he 
may purchase a new guaranteed instrument through the Bursar's 
Office of the University for the sum of $95.00, as long as the supply 
lasts.

Under the six-year curriculum the student begins the study of 
human anatomy in the second year of his course, and will continue 
it in the third, fourth and fifth years. 

The work of the second year includes: 

i. General embryology, comprising as much elementary compara¬ 
tive work as will enable the student to understand the essential points 
of human development, and a study of the early stages of the human 
embryo. 


2. Gross anatomy and organogenesis, with the exception of the 
nervous system. 

3. Histology and histogenesis of the tissues and organs other 
than those of the nervous system. 

In the third year topographical anatomy and neurology (includ¬ 
ing histology and development) are taken up, whilst the fourth and 
fifth years are devoted to applied and clinical anatomy. 

Throughout the whole course the practical aspect of the subject is 
kept to the fore. The dissecting room is open from 9 a.m.. to 6 p.m., 
and in consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, an ample supply of fresh material is always available. 

As in all the courses conducted by the Department of Anatomy a 
record of the work done is kept by graphic representation, students 
are advised to acquire some facility in drawing before entering upon 
their* anatomical studies. 
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BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Medical students is conducted, con¬ 
jointly, by the University Departments of Botany and ,ooog\. 
consists of three parts: — 

i 

Part I.

This part of the course deals with the rationale and simple 
technique of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field 
illumination (ultramicroscope). Twelve lectures and twelve labo¬ 
ratory periods (three of each per week during the first month of the 
session). 

Part II. 

Professor of Zoology Arthur Willey. 

Assistant Professor:— J. Stafford. 

The course in Zoology introduces the student to the principles of 
animal organization where diversity of structure is associated with 
community of function. The continuity of essential vital activities 
renders it possible to derive information from the life of the lower 
organisms which can throw light upon the solution of medical prob¬ 
lems. The leading grades of organization are studied by means of 
selected types, in order to bring out the parallelism existing between 
the steps of comparative anatomy and the stages of individual develop¬ 
ment. The one-celled animacules, where there is no distinction between 
tissue and germ-cell, are compared with many-celled animals in regard 
to differentiation, reproduction and cell-division. The conditions of 
animal life, as determined by temperature, light, food, enemies and 
parasites, are outlined and the relation between host and parasite is 
defined. 

The anatomy of vertebrates is approached by the dissection of the 
lancelet, the dogfish, the frog and the rabbit. The lancelet is instruc¬ 
tive because of the persistence of the primitive axial skeleton, simple 
tubular liver, and ciliary ingestion of food. The remaining vertebrates 
resemble each other closely in their digestive and excretory mechan¬ 
isms, but differ widely in their respiratory and neuro-muscular systems. 
The differences are explained in part as being due to adaptive growth 
which causes modification of structure in response to functional re¬ 
quirements. 
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Part III. 

This part of the course is a continuation of Part I. It consists of 
laboratory training in elementary general biology, dealing more espe¬ 
cially with those aspects of the field best illustrated by plants; and of 
lectures based upon the laboratory experience. 

Lectures, three per week and laboratory periods; two (each of 
three hours) per week from the close of Part II of the course to the 
end of the session.

Instruction in chemistry for students in Medicine is given during 
a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year : During the first year the principles governing chemi¬ 
cal action are studied in a systematic laboratory course. A, printed 
synopsis of the work of each day is provided and necessary explana¬ 
tions given before beginning the work. The course includes a study 
of chemical phenomena; the preparation and properties of typical 
elements and compounds; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric 
and volumetric determinations, and a short course in qualitative 
analysis. The student is required to pay special attention to the 
keeping of an accurate record of his observations and calculations. 

Note books for this purpose are provided and are examined and 
criticized by the demonstrators. Three test examinations are held 
during the session. 

During the first year a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; three per week, with frequent reviews and exam¬ 
inations. This course is designed to familiarize the student with the 
characteristics of chemical action and the conditions which modify it, 
rather than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The application of chemistry to 
physiology and pathology is made especially prominent. An exam¬ 
ination in general chemistry is held at the end of the session. 
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Second Year : A course of three lectures per week on Organic 
and Biological Chemistry is given during the whole session. In this 
course the facts and theories of organic and physical chemistry, which 
have an essential bearing upon medical science, are first presented in 
the simplest form. This is followed by a more detailed study of those 
organic compounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of 
life. During the winter term a course of laboratory work in organic 
and biological chemistry, two periods per week, is given. In this 
course the student will study practically the chemistry of the more 
important organic substances which are found in the tissues, together 
with the chemical and physical conditions which influence their pro¬ 
duction. This course is intended to lead up to and partly include 
the subject matter of the usual courses in physiological and patho¬ 
logical chemistry. 

The course includes a study of the carbon, nitrogen and energy 
cycles in nature; enzymes and catalysis; esterification, fats and lipoids; 
carbohydrates, amino acids, colloids, proteins, protein toxins, nuclein 
and purin bodies, urea, creatinin, indol, etc., together with the appli¬ 
cation of elementary physical chemistry to the problems of physio¬ 
logical chemistry. 

Third Year : A course on The Chemistry of Human Physiology 
of two laboratory periods and one lecture per week is given through¬ 
out the autumn term. This course is designed to familiarize the 
student with the proximate constituents of typical foods, and the 
action on them of the digestive enzymes. This is followed by a study 
of normal urine and faeces, and the chemistry of muscle, blood, bile, 
etc. The aim of the course is to give the student a sound theoretical 
and experimental knowledge of the normal human metabolism. This 
course is followed by a laboratory course of about six weeks in Clinical 
Chemistry at the beginning of the second term. In this course the 
student is made familiar with the more convenient and practical 
methods for the chemical and physical examination of urine, faeces, 
blood, stomach contents, etc., as a preliminary to their application to 
the chemical diagnosis of cases. 

An Advanced Optional Laboratory Course in clinical and biological 
chemistry is offered during the winter term to those students whose 
preliminary training in chemistry and standing in the pass course 
show they are able to profit by it. This course includes the more 
recent exact methods of determination of creatinin, ammonia, acetone; 
the partition of nitrogen in urine in health and disease, estimation of 
urea, sugar, chlorides, and uric acid in blood, etc. This course must 
be taken by all candidates for the Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a practical 
knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering upon the study of 
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Medicine. Graduates in Arts of recognized universities, on presenting 
certificates of having taken courses in theoretical and practical chem¬ 
istry, and of having passed examinations in the same, may be exempted 
from the chemistry of the first year.

First Year : This course is given in the Physics Building of the 
University. It consists of four lectures and a laboratory period of two 
hours per week throughout the first half of the session, and two lec¬ 
tures and a laboratory period of two hours per week during the last 


half. 


The lectures are experimental in character, especially designed to 
meet the requirements of students in Medicine. The course includes 
a study of energy, simple machines, properties of matter, fluid pres¬ 
sures, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, transmission and 
interpretation of sound; temperature and temperature measurements, 
gas laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws of 
vaporization, humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of 
magnetism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and conden¬ 
sers; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, measurements 
of resistance and electromotive force, measuring instruments, mag¬ 
netic effects of a current, induced currents, induction coil, conduction 
through gases, properties of cathode rays and X-rays; radioactive 
substances and their radiations; laws of reflection and refraction of 
light, mirrors, lenses and lens combinations, microscopes, telescopes, 
spectra, spectrum analysis, colour, interference, crystallography, 
polarized light and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments 
as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spec¬ 
troscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of Arch¬ 
imedes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, Ohm’s 
law, etc. Measurements are taken of specific gravities, frequencies, 
specific heats, latent heats, electrical resistances, focal lengths, besides 
qualitative experiments illustrating the more important physical prin¬ 
ciples.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted, so far as time permits, with modern physiology, both from 
a scientific and practical standpoint—its methods, its deductions, and 
the basis on which the latter rest. 


GENERAL PHYSIOLOGY. 

A course in general physiology by Professor F. E. Lloyd on the 
structure, properties and behaviour of protoplasm. 

Sixty hours during the first semester, for the students of the 
second year.

HUMAN PHYSIOLOGY. 

This course comprises, demonstrations and laboratory work. 

Lectures .—These extend over two years and are illustrated by 
diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory Work. —(a) Juniors. Second year students work for 
the most part in pairs for one period of three hours per week through¬ 
out the year. The course comprises experiments on blood, on con¬ 
nective and epithelial tissue, on muscle, nerve, heart, blood-vessels 
and central nervous system. Frog material is largely used for the 
latter part of this course. Class-book: Schafer’s ‘‘Experimental 
Physiology.” 

(b) Seniors. Third year students, working in pairs or in larger 
groups, attend for one period of three hours per week throughout the 
year. The course includes mammalian operative work as well as 
observations on the human subject with clinical and other apparatus. 
Class-book: Sherrington’s “ Mammalian Physiology.” 

Demonstrations .—Special demonstrations are given from time to 
time on such subjects as cannot be dealt with by individual groups of 
the practical class, and also on whatever research work is being 
carried out in the Department. 

Research Work .—Special arrangements are made for post-graduate 
work in physiology and for courses leading to the degrees of M.Sc. 
and D.Sc. For particulars apply to the Professor.

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following manner:— 
For students of the second year there is a course in practical materia 
medica and pharmacy, with demonstrations and exercises in the labo¬ 
ratory. Prescription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and con¬ 
sists of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological action of 
drugs, with demonstrations, and practical laboratory work, during 
which the student is given the opportunity of studying by experiment 
the action of the more important drugs. 

In the fourth year a systematic course is given on the principles 
of therapeutics and on the practical employment of drugs and remedial 
agents in the treatment of disease. In the fifth year, special attention 
is given to the subject of practical therapeutics in the ward classes by 
the attending physicians in both the Montreal General and Royal 
Victoria hospitals. 

In connection with this department a short course of didactic 
lectures will be given to students of the fourth year on the thera¬ 
peutic values of massage, of physical exercise, including remedial 
gymnastics and mechano-therapy, of hy^ro-therapy, of electro-therapy 
and of photo-therapy; students of the fifth year will be given prac¬ 
tical instruction in these subjects by Dr. Harvey, and by Dr. Norman 
Brown in the out-patient departments of the Montreal General and 
the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 
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The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological and 
chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of the late Mr. 
Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus for carry¬ 
ing on extended research work. 

HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical undergraduates 
has been carefully designed to meet the requirements of the practi¬ 
tioner in medicine. It relates chiefly to the investigation of the causes 
of disease, the channels of transmission and the adoption of modern 
preventive measures—all problems which are likely to confront the 
medical man daily in the prosecution of his duties. 

The practical part includes a number of visits to various places of 
hygienic importance. The student is thereby brought in close con¬ 
tact with the various conditions which he is liable to meet during his 
later career. 

The Museum is fully equipped and contains full-sized working 
models and apparatus illustrative of the application of all hygiene 
principles. See description of Museum, page 76. 

In addition to the above, lantern demonstrations of the various 
topics which have been previously discussed in the lectures are fre¬ 
quently given. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one above 
referred to is open to students wishing to go into greater detail. 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in every 
branch of public health work. Advanced students are furnished with 
separate quarters and with every facility for the prosecution of 
research work. 

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medicine are 
taken up and fully discussed, also lunacy and its medico-legal aspects. 
Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, the chemical, 
microscopic and spectroscopic tests for which are fully described and 
demonstrated, also the serum test for the detection of human blood. 
The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning and 
classification of poisons are first treated of, after which the more 
common poisons are described, with reference to symptoms, post¬ 
mortem appearance and chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances 
are fully illustrated by specimens. Practical demonstrations are given 
once a fortnight.

Instruction in medicine and clinical medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the Royal Vic¬ 
toria and Montreal General hospitals. It extends throughout the third, 
fourth and fifth years. In the third year, demonstrations are given to 
groups of students in the methods of examination, and in normal and 
abnormal physical signs, in the wards and out-patient departments of 
the hospitals. This is supplemented by courses in clinical chemistry 
and microscopy at the College. 

In the fourth year, clinical instruction is given in the theatres and 
out-door departments or wards of the hospitals, . as well as in the 
clinical laboratories. 

The fifth year is devoted exclusively to hospital work. Each stu¬ 
dent is required to personally conduct and record the routine exam¬ 
ination of patients assigned to him in the wards of the hospitals. He 
is also required to carry out the necessary laboratory work in con¬ 
nection with his clinical duties wherever this work may call him. 
Regular attendance at autopsies is obligatory. 
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Instruction in the theatres is given on two days of the week. Bed¬ 
side classes in case reporting and diagnosis are held, as well as a 
daily ward visit. In addition, clinico-pathological conferences are held 
each week. 

The out-door department of each hospital has a large neurological 
clinic, which is utilized for instruction in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, and 
groups of students attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases are demonstrated to groups of students in the 
fourth and fifth years, the large number of cases under treatment at 
the Alexandra Hospital being available for this purpose. 

Applied Immunology. Dr. Fraser Gurd and Associates. 

The purpose of this course is to co-ordinate the work in Patho¬ 
logy and Bacteriology (as given in the third year) with the clinical 
manifestations of diseases due to bacteria, to demonstrate the means 
at the disposal of the body for the prevention and cure of infection, 
and the clinical procedures, including the employment of vaccines and 
sera, which are of value in prophylaxis and treatment. 

Fourth Year (Autumn Term).—A course of didactic lectures 
(with demonstrations). 

Fifth Year.—A course of six clinical demonstrations to groups. 
Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the third 
year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of the professors 
and teachers connected with the department of Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year instruction 
in Medicine, and is held in the pathological laboratory of the Medical 
Building. The classes are held twice weekly, each demonstration 
lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appearance of 
the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in the preparation 
and staining of films from pus and sputum for pathogenic bacteria, in 
the methods of examination of the blood, including the use of haemo- 
globinometer, haemocytometer, microspectroscope, the determination of 
the specific gravity, agglutination tests, the examinatoin of fresh films, 
the preparation of stained blood films and the method of making 
differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also comprises the 
microscopic examination of stomach contents and faeces, for the 
recognition of abnormal cellular 1 elements, fat, blood, bacteria and 
animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other pathological 
fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examination of hairs for 
the parasites of ring-worm and favus. 
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In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of exam¬ 
ining the various bacteria of importance in clinical medicine and 

surgery. . . 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in tne 
hospitals from tijne to time, are examined as occasion arises at the 
demonstrations.

A short course of lectures is given on General and Abnormal 
Psychology with special reference to the latter. Discussion will include 
the principles underlying Psychotherapy, the main features of Psycho¬ 
pathology, relation of abnormal to normal mental life, mental hygiene, 
mental deficiency and intelligence tests and some reference to the 
Psychology of Insanity. 


Psychiatry. 

The course in psychiatry comprises a series of lectures at the 
University, with demonstrations at the Protestant Hospital for the 
Insane, Verdun, and at the general hospitals. Clinical instruction is 
given to groups of senior students, who are required to examine a 
number of cases, making written reports thereon, followed by dis¬ 
cussion. 
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In the outdoor departments of the hospitals where a psychiatric 
clinic is held once a week, the students are taught the various methods 
of testing psychopathic cases, and making detailed diagnoses.

A didatic course on the diseases of infancy and childhood, includ¬ 
ing the feeding of infant^, is given during the session to students of 
the fourth year. Clinical and didactic lectures are given on diseases 
of the new-born at the Montreal Maternity Hospital. In the Mont¬ 
real General and Royal Victoria hospitals weekly clinical lectures and 
ward demonstrations on diseases of childhood will be given to students 
of the fifth year, and groups of students in rotation will be assigned 
work in connection with the out-patient children’s departments of 
both hospitals. The new Foundling and Baby Hospital, which has 
recently been opened, with a capacity of ioo beds, will be utilized 
during the session for a series of demonstrations in infant feeding. 

A voluntary course is given during the summer months, at the 
Children’s Memorial Hospital, to a selected number of students who 
have successfully passed their Fourth Year.

Montreal, situated at the head of ocean navigation, .and itself 
a large railroad and industrial centre, is noted for the large amount 
and varied character of its clinical material. Indeed, the teaching 
in surgery is largely clinical and practical. In the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria hospitals there are between five and six hundred 
beds and also large out-patient departments. 

During the third year students are instructed in the out-patient 
department. They are brought in immediate contact with the patient, 
and taught how to make an examination, how to get a correct his¬ 
tory, how to differentiate the abnormal from the normal, how to apply 
their anatomy, to dress wounds, arrange and apply splints and to 











reduce the simpler fractures and dislocations. This is a valuable 
training as the conditions met in an out-patient department are similar 
to those that form a considerable part of a practitioner’s work. 

In their fourth year students attend surgical clinics in the amphi¬ 
theatre of the hospitals three days in the week. They also attend in 
the wards of the hospitals in groups. Cases are assigned to them 
and they are required to examine them carefully, record the condi¬ 
tions found, arrive at a tentative diagnosis, and outline the treatment 
indicated. A teacher of mature experience and of professional rank 
teaches them in the wards and instructs them in groups. 

The fifth is the purely hospital year. There are three amphi¬ 
theatre clinics in the hospitals, weekly. Group teaching is carried out 
in the wards. The patients are assigned to the students in rotation 
and they are expected to make very careful and thorough examin¬ 
ations in the wards, do their own laboratory work under the direction 
of a supervisor and to study the natural history prognosis and 
methods of treatment. 

They are to be present when their cases are operated on and to 
prepare themselves with all the care and detail of the operating 
surgeon. Opportunities of assisting are afforded, and also of seeing 
closely the conditions that are found to obtain. 

Students in this year are required to do a good deal of collateral 
reading and to make themselves familiar with the anatomy, pathology 
and physiology of the injury or disease and the region implicated. 

Every encouragement is given to originality and independence of 
opinion. 

Didactic lectures and laboratory demonstrations on anaesthesia 
are given in the College by the Department of Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics and practical instruction in the administration of anaes¬ 
thetics is given in the hospital to students of the fourth and fifth years.

Students attend this department in the Royal Victoria and Mont¬ 
real General Hospitals for instruction in the methods of diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases of the urinary and male genital organs. 

During the first half of the fourth year they receive a course of 
fifteen lectures on nomenclature in the University and in the hospitals 
fifteen clinics demonstrating typical cases. 

During the fifth year they receive clinical instruction on groups 
of cases presented for differential diagnosis and students are encour¬ 
aged to discuss these cffses and outline the treatment indicated. 
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During the year the class is divided into small groups for instruc- 
tion in the outpatient department of the Royal Victoria and Montrea 
General Hospitals. 

Students are also assigned clerkships in the wards and cases 
allotted to them for study. They are required to follow these cases 
to completion, as they do in the wards devoted to general surgery. 
Opportunity is thus afforded for the complete study of a considerable 
number of cases in the urological wards.

Instruction in Diseases and Injuries of the Bones, Joints, Muscles, 
and the Surgery of Deformities, both congenital and acquired, is 
given to the students of the Fifth Year in groups of eight to ten men 
in the two larger hospitals. 

Each student attends clinics in Orthopaedic Surgery at both the 
Royal Victoria and the General Hospitals for four to five consecutive 
weeks. 

The demonstrations given are essentially practical, every student 
being expected to write histories of, to make the diagnoses in, and to 
prescribe the treatment for a definite number of patients. 

Arrangements are being made for students to attend the Children’s 
Memorial Hospital where there is a large Orthopaedic Service.

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the principles and 
practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and pre¬ 
served specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete sets of models illustrat¬ 
ing the deformities of the pelvis, wax preparations, bronze mechanical 
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pelvis, etc.; (2) bedside instruction in the Montreal Maternity, in¬ 
cluding external palpation, pelvimetry, the management and after- 
treatment, of cases; (3) a complete course on obstetric operations with 
the Tarnier-Budin phantom; (4) the diseases of infancy; (5) a course 
of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal Maternity Hospital. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction will be given 
separately to students of the fourth and fifth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a clinical 
examination similar to that held in medicine and surgery forms an 
important part of the final examination. 

A few lectures will be given on diseases of the new-born, supple¬ 
mented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The lectures and 
demonstrators will give special courses from time to time in the.college 
and in the hospitals, and will take the students in groups for the pur¬ 
pose of demonstration, examination and review. 

In the fourth year will be given the regular course of didactic 
lectures. 

The fifth year will be devoted mainly to practical and clinical work 
»n the wards of the Montreal Maternity and in its externe service. 
Palpation on the living subject, theatre clinics, ward clinics, and indi¬ 
vidual instruction in the management of labour and the care of the 
puerperal patients will be the chief features of the course.

The didactic course consists of about twenty-five lectures given 
twice weekly during the autumn session. The anatomy and physio¬ 
logy of the organs and parts concerned are first discussed. Then the 
various methods of examination are fully described, the necessary 
instruments exhibited, and their uses explained. The lectures are 
illustrated as fully as possible by drawings, morbid specimens and 
lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bedside instruction, is 
given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals by 
Professors Chipman and Lockhart, assisted by Drs. Patrick, Little 
and Burgess. A large amount of clinical material is thus available 
for practical instruction in this department of medicine. Numer¬ 
ous operations are done before the class and made the subjects of 
remarks. In addition to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a 
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large out-patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are 
admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual examin¬ 
ation and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and a 
clinical examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in medicine 
and surgery, forms part of the final examination.

In the fourth year there is a didactic course of about ten lectures 
delivered at the University. The more unusual diseases of the eye are 
fully described, while the commoner diseases are merely touched on, 
the fuller consideration of the latter being reserved for the clinical 
lectures to be delivered in the fifth year. In addition, in the fourth 
year there is instruction in the anatomy of the eye, the methods of 
examination, and the use of the ophthalmoscope and the elements of 
refraction. 

In the fifth year there is a regular bi-weekly course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to undergraduates 
on the day set apart for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on in the 
out-patients’ department of both the Royal Victoria and the Montreal 
General hospitals, where, owing to the large clinics, the students are 













afforded ample opportunity of receiving a thorough instruction in these 
subjects. The course is carried on in both the fourth and fifth years. 
In the fourth year, in addition to a short course of didactic lectures, 
the students receive instruction in: (a) The normal anatomy of the 
ear, nose and throat, as exemplified in moist dissections, dried speci¬ 
mens, models, stereoscopic plates and radiograms of normal con¬ 
ditions of the accessory sinuses of the nose and mastoid process; (b) 
the method of using the various instruments for examining the ear. 
nose and throat; (c) the usual tests for hearing; (d) the recognition 
of normal conditions of these special organs, as exemplified by clinical 
material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only patho¬ 
logical conditions affecting these organs. As many cases as is possible 
are brought forward to illustrate the various diseases, and the clinical 
material thus presented is dealt with by a clinical lecture, and is fur¬ 
ther enlarged by gross pathological specimens, microscopical material 
and lantern slides. Eight to ten didactic lectures are also given. 

In this year the student also receives instruction as to the care of 
the deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a lecture and practical 
illustration of the methods of educating these unfortunate children in 
the Mackay Institution for Deaf Mutes. 

The courses are conducted in small classes, so that personal 
supervision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held twice a 
week in each hospital, and continued throughout each session. An 
examination at the end of the fourth year will be only clinical, but 
that at the end of the fifth year will be both written and clinical. 
Two positions as resident house-surgeon in the department of oto¬ 
laryngology in the Royal Victoria Hospital are open to the members 
of the graduating class. 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

Owing to the departure of many of its post-graduate teachers for 
service in the war, the Faculty was compelled to omit the regular 
post-graduate course. It is expected that this will be resumed during 
the summer of 1921. A prospectus will be issued, which may be 
obtained on application to the Registrar. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been equipped 
in connection with the Pathological and Clinical Departments of both 
the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals, and in connection 
with the college laboratories for physiology, chemistry, pathology and 
pharmacology. 

Recent .graduates of recognized universities desiring to qualify for 
examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who wish to engage 
in special research, may enter at any time by giving notice, stating the 
course desired and the time at their disposal. 
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All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals will 
be open to such students on the same conditions as to undergraduates 
in Medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained on 
application to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty. 

I. DIPLOMA COURSE IN PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed* a degree 
in medicine, or other qualifications for practice, for at least twelve 
months before he is competent to receive the diploma. The courses 
prescribed are as follows:— 

i. A course of lectures dealing with the General Principles of 
Hygiene, Preventive Medicine and Sanitation. 

• 2. Bacteriology—a full practical course in General Bacteriology, 
special attention being given to Pathogenic organisms and Parasites, 
General principles of Bacteriological Analysis, especially in relation to 
Public Health matters. 

3. Sanitary Chemistry:—(a) Examination of air and air vitiated 
by respiration, products of combustion, factory and other trade con¬ 
ditions; water and water supplies in general, detection of poisons 
associated with water supplies; all the common kinds of foods and 
beverages; sewage and sewage effluents; articles of dress, house de¬ 
corations, etc.; chemical investigations connected with certain trades 
and occupations. 

(b) Physics :—Principles of statics, pneumatics, hydraulics, light 
and photometry, heat and thermometry and the principles of hygro- 
metry, only in their application to hygiene. 

4. An extended course of practical out-door Sanitary work, under 
a Medical Officer of Health, or other Authority affording facilities for 
such instruction. 

5. Sanitary Legislation :—Statutes and by-laws relating to public 
health; the powers of public Sanitary authorities. 

6. Vital Statistics :—Calculation and tabulation of returns of 
births, marriages, deaths and diseases. 

7. Meteorology and climatology, including the geographical and 
topographical distribution of diseases. Candidates for this Diploma 
may claim exemption from attendance in any of the subjects outlined 
in the scheme of studies on presentation of proof that they have 
received already equivalent instruction in such subjects. 

Except in special instances where exemptions may have been 
granted, the length of the course is eight months—from the beginning 
of October to the end of May. 

T.he examination for the Diploma shall cover the following sub¬ 
jects:-—Examination of clinical cases at an infectious hospital; the 
drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports of officers of 











health; a report upon the sanitary condition of some actual locality; 
demonstration of the consideration and use of meteorological hygienic 
and sanitary apparatus; microscopical examination of specimens sub¬ 
mitted; description of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; 
the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used for food. Chemical 
and Bacteriological examinations, the scope of which is indicated in 
the paragraphs relating to instructions on these headings. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical and 
shall extend over a period of four or five days. 

The fee for the course and the Diploma will be $100.00. 

2. COURSES FOR CIVIL ENGINEERS. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, par¬ 
ticularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. The object 
of the instruction is to elucidate the public health principles involved 
in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, water supplies, sewage dis¬ 
posal, and drainage systems. 

3- COURSE FOR ARCHITECTS. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public health 
relating to architectural work, e.g., .lighting and heating, ventilation, 
sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 

4 . COURSE FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 

Hygiene or some particular branch of it, may be taken out as 
a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. degree. Special 
arrangements are made to suit the student in order that the work 
done in this department shall be a supplement to his major subject 
taken out in Applied Science. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In the third year instruction is given to groups in the methods of 
physical diagnosis and in minor surgery. 

During the fourth year two medical and two surgical theatre 
clinics are given weekly in the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals. Out-patient clinics are given to groups of students twice 
weekly in gynaecology and once weekly in ophthalmology and oto¬ 
laryngology. In addition, on four days of the week instruction is 
given to groups at the bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical 
and surgical out-patient departments. 

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students of 
the fourth and fifth years receive bedside instruction in groups. 

The fifth year is devoted almost exclusively to clinical work. 
There are two clinics weekly in medicine, two in surgery, two in 
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obstetrics and two in gynaecology, these being supplemented by group 
teaching in the wards and by instruction in the clinical laboratories. 
In addition, groups receive instruction in ophthalmology, oto-laryn- 
gology, pediatrics, dermatology, gynaecology, neurology and genito¬ 
urinary surgery in the out-patient departments of both hospitals. At 
the Montreal Maternity four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are 
given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both hos¬ 
pitals are appointed every three months, and each one during his term 
of service conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical 
Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted to him. 
Students are required to show a certificate of having acted for six 
months as clinical clerk in medicine and six months in surgery, and 
are required to have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in 
surgery. The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of 
the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments. For 
these appointments, application is to be made to the assistant surgeons, 
or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out-door department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special clinics at 
both hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar 
with all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them¬ 
selves proficient in the use of the various instruments used in examin¬ 
ing them, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to gain a 
practical knowledge of these important branches of medicine and 
surgery. Operations are performed on the eye and on the ear and 
nose and throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to keep such 
cases under observation so long as they remain in the hospital. 

There are also special departments in both hospitals for gynaeco¬ 
logy, pediatrics, neurology, orthopaedics, dermatology and genito-urinary 
diseases, directed by specialists in these branches. Students are thus 
enabled to acquire special technical knowledge under skilled direction. 
The plan of teaching practical gynaecology, which has met with marked 
success, has been the limitation of the number of students attending 
each clinic to three. 

Clinical instruction is given in the wards of the Protestant Hos¬ 
pital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The clinical teaching in infectious diseases is given in the wards of 
the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases. 
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HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and importance 
of its public charities. Among these its public hospitals are the most 
prominent and widely known. Those in which medical students of 
McGill University receive clinical instruction are: (f) The Montreal 
General Hospital; (2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Mont¬ 
real Maternity Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases; {5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special attention to 
the development of its museums in the several departments in which 
objective teaching is of special value in the education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a splendid 
new Museum has been erected which is undoubtedly the finest struc¬ 
ture of its kind in America. The Museum projecfs from the north¬ 
western side of the new Medical Building, of which it forms a centra* 
feature, and faces the Royal Victoria Hospital. It is in the form of 
a rectangular cross and is in three stories, of which the upper contains 
the anatomical collections, while the two lower floors are devoted to 
the Museum of Pathology.

The pathological Museum of the University consists to date of 
3,225 catalogued and mounted specimens on shelves, and a large 
storage from which specimens are constantly added, also a large series 
of microscopic slides, photographs and drawings. A descriptive cata¬ 
logue is in course of publication through the help of the Osier Cata¬ 
logue Fund and the Cooper Fund. 

The Museum of the Royal Victoria Hospital consists to date of 
340 mounted and catalogued specimens on shelves and much storage, 
a collection of microscopic and lantern slides, with charts and dia¬ 
grams for pathological and clinical teaching.

In the course of the years that have elapsed since that disaster, a 
new museum has been created and now contains several thousand 
specimens and models. These are being procured and arranged to 
illustrate general vertebrate embryology; human embryology and 
organogenesis; the theory of human evolution; the prehistoric races 
of mankind; physical anthropology; comparative osteology; general 
comparative anatomy and the details of human structures, regional, 
systematic and topographical. 

MUSEUM OF HYGIENE. 

Director:—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

The material in the museum has been rearranged with a view to 
exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most approved types of 
appliances in each particular branch of public health, but also examples 
of types which are to be avoided on hygienic principles. 

In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens have been 
classified upon a decimal system under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection. —Including disinfecting apparatus of all kinds, 
disinfectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating. —Showing contrivances used for these 
purposes. 

3. Water. —Showing conditions connected with pollution of water 
supplies, whether derived from the surface or underground sources; 
methods of purification on large and small scales; water pipes, etc., 
and the influence which these fittings may exert upon the water con¬ 
tained therein. 

4. Soils and Buildings. —Building sites, various kinds of soils; 
relation between soil and dampness; permeability of soils to gases and 
water; composition of soils; effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
measures to be taken against dampness and foul air; and building 
materials of all kinds. 

5. Air. —Including ventilation schemes and appliances; climate 
and meteorology, with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

6. Foodstuffs. —Adulterations and sophistications practised; 

samples of unsound foodstuffs. 

7. Bacteriological and Pathological— Specimens of diseased 
meats; specimens and slides of all the common micro-organisms, patho¬ 
genic and non-pathogenic. 

8. Clothing. —Specimens of all the materials utilized for the 
manufacture of clothing, showing the raw state and the various pro¬ 
cesses through which they pass until the finished product is reached; 
the hygienic value of these various articles. 








Injuries and deformities which may directly result from the use 
of badly designed articles of clothing; history and evolution of cloth¬ 
ing. 

9. Drainage and Refuse Disposal .—This section includes every 
type of appliance used as sanitary fixtures in buildings; drainage 
schemes; ultimate disposal of refuse both liquid and solid.

The Library occupies the central part of the new building, the 
whole front of the second and third floors, as well as a portion of the 
first floor. On the third floor is the magnificent reading room, 76 x 24 
feet, exceptionally well lighted, and capable of accommodating 75 
readers. On this floor also are the journal room and private offices. 
The second floor contains the stack room, the book stacks having a 
total capacity of sixty thousand volumes. 

A special feature of the Library is the journal collection and 
every effort is being made to complete this section as far as possible 
and thus to increase the value of the reference department of the 
Library. 

There is also a great duplicate collection of journals from which 
distribution can be made on the exchange basis. 

There is no printed catalogue, but there has been compiled a 
comprehensive list of continuations with their inclusive volumes, and 
this list will be available for loan by out of town borrowers. 

The Library is for the use of the members of the Teaching Staff, 
graduates of the Medical Faculty of the University, undergraduate 
students in the Faculty, graduates from other colleges showing proper 
credentials, and registered nurses. It is felt that graduates living at 
a distance are not aware of the fact that books may be borrowed from 
the Library on payment of carriage both ways. 

It is expected that the unique collection of medical books be¬ 
queathed by the late Sir William Osier to the Medical Faculty will 
soon reach Montreal, and this collection will be housed in the New 
Medical Building. McGill is most fortunate in being the recipient 
of this magnificent gift, and it is hoped that it will prove an incentive 
to advanced study and research work.

' McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

The Society is composed of the registered students of the Faculty. 
Its purpose is:— 

(1) To transact all matters of business connected with the 
undergraduate body. 

(2) To stimulate interest along medical lines. 

(3) To increase the facility with which the men can express 
themselves in public.

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THE MEDICAL FACULTY AND THE WAR. 

At the beginning of the war the University was in a particularly 
fortunate position as regards preparedness, having already in 1912 
organized the first contingent of the C.O.T.C. with an establishment 
of two companies. At the outbreak of hostilities this was recruited 
over strength from the graduates and undergraduates, and in Decem¬ 
ber, 1914, the McGill University Battalion was organized, to be later 
merged in the Contingent. 

Members of the Faculty of Medicine, both teachers and students, 
entered enthusiastically into the activities of this branch of the service. 
Major A. Campbell Geddes, then Professor of Anatomy, who had 
seen active service in the South African campaign, was placed in 
charge, and to his energy and organizing ability the success of the 
Contingent was mainly due. 

Of the other teachers who enlisted for service early in the war 
there were: Dr. R. P. Campbell, Officer Commanding No. 6 Field 
Ambulance; Dr. K. Cameron, No. 1 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. 
F. G. Finley, No. 1 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. C. F. Wylde, No. 
2 Canadian General Hospital; Dr. (Sir) Andrew Macphail, No. 6 
Field Ambulance; Dr. C. B. Keenan, No. 2 Canadian General Hos¬ 
pital; Dr. John McCrae, No. 3 Canadian General Hospital (McGill); 
Dr. Philip Burnett, No. 6 Field Ambulance; Dr. H. S. McKee, No. 
2 Canadian Stationary Hospital; Dr. F. A. C. Scrimger, No. 1 Cana¬ 
dian General Hospital. 

In addition to those above mentioned, a large number of graduates 
of the Faculty as well as undergraduates enlisted for service overseas 
soon after the opening of hostilities. 

The contribution of the Faculty of Medicine to war needs was, 
however, more special and professional in character. Early in October, 
1914* Col. H. S. Birkett, Dean of the Faculty, brought forward the 
plan of offering to the Government the personnel of a general hospital 
on the lines of communication. The suggestion at once received the 
sanction of the Faculty and was sent forward for approval of Cor¬ 
poration. On October 21st, 1914, this approval was given, and in 
December the offer was officially accepted by the military authorities. 

On the 5th of March, 1915, mobilization of this unit was com¬ 
pleted, and on the 6th of May No. 3 Canadian General Hospital 
(McGill) sailed for England. On the 18th of June the unit reached 
France and immediately began work at Camiers. Owing, however, to 
unfavourable climatic conditions, the hospital was moved to Boulogne, 
where it remained till May 23, 1919. After its establishment here it 
was increased to 1,500 beds and later on to 2,100. 
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From 1915 to the beginning of 1918, 100,000 patients were 

treated, including Canadians, British, Australians, New Zealanders, 
British West Indians, South Africans and Portuguese, the mortality 
being only 0.5%. Of over 7,000 operations performed the mortality 
was but 2.5%.

GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


In McGill University, Dentistry was a department of the Faculty 
of Medicine, and this fact insured for the student the very best 
training in anatomy, physiology, histology, embryology, bacteriology, 
chemistry, etc., those fundamental subjects, a knowledge of which 
underlie a successful practice along modern lines of preventive 
dentistry. 

During the Session 1919-20 it was created a separate Faculty by 
the University, this will in consequence be its First Session as a 
Faculty. 

The infirmary, or Dental Clinic, in which practical operations 
are performed by the students, is an integral part of the out-patient 
department of the Montreal General Hospital, and is kept open during 
the entire year. There are patients sufficient and much more than 
sufficient to supply all demands for teaching in both operative and 
prosthetic dentistry. 

In addition to the usual cases that appear at every dental infirmary, 
students of McGill have the advantage of seeing and treating many 
cases of fracture of both upper and lower jaw, because of the many 
accidents that occur in every large city. 

In addition to this, great numbers of patients with diseased con¬ 
ditions of the mouth, and associate parts, are continually being re¬ 
ferred to the Dental Clinic. 

The medical and dental library of McGill is one of the finest in 
America, so that students who desire may have the benefit of a great 
reference library. 

McGill University takes a very advanced step in connection with 
the teaching of dentistry. The Dean devotes his entire time to the 
work under his care, thus insuring for the students careful and 
continuous oversight in both theoretical and practical work. 

This is of great advantage in creating the atmosphere and per¬ 
sonal relation between teacher and student, so essential to the suc¬ 
cessful life of an educational institution. 

If any who are interested in the study of dentistry will write to 
Dr. A. W. Thornton, Dean of the Faculty, he will be glad to fur¬ 
nish all possible information. 

The work of the seventeenth session of the Department of 
Dentistry will begin on Friday, October 1st, and will continue until 
April 30th, 1921. 

The Dental Department of McGill University was established in 
the autumn of 1903 as a part of the Medical Faculty. At that 
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time the didactic teaching and laboratory work were carried on in the 
lecture rooms and laboratories of the medical building, clinical instruc¬ 
tion being given by the Dental Infirmary, a clinic conducted by the 
Dental Association of the Province of Quebec. This arrangement 
fulfilled the requirements of the department for a time, but soon the 
need of separate quarters for didactic and laboratory instruction and 
also of improved clinical facilities was felt. These have been sup¬ 
plied, first by the appropriation by the Medical Faculty of a portion 
of the east wing of the new medical building, and, second, by the 
establishment of a clinic by the Montreal General Hospital. 

New Quarters. 

The new quarters of the Faculty occupy the northern half of the 
first floor of the east wing of the new medical building. In addi¬ 
tion to private rooms for the teaching staff, the department contains 
all necessary lecture rooms and laboratories. The laboratories are 
equipped with the latest apparatus and appliances for teaching prac¬ 
tical dental operations. 


The Dental Clinic. 

During the early part of the session of 1908-09, the Governors 
of the Montreal General Hospital, acting on a request from the 
University, established a clinic in dentistry in connection with the 
out-patient department of the hospital. 

This Dental Clinic has had a most phenomenal growth. 

During the past year, more than thirteen thousand visits were 
registered. 

The equipment is modern in every respect. 

The Dental Clinic shares with the other departments the advan¬ 
tages of the great Hospital with which it is connected, such as a 
splendid “X” ray department and a well-managed pathological depart- 






ment. 

Dental students, in common with the students in medicine, have 
the privilege of the surgical operating amphitheatre, and the Hospital 
anaesthetists are always available for operations in connection with 


the oral cavity. 


Matriculation. 


No student will be permitted to register in the Faculty of Dentistry 
unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements of 
the University. 

All inquiries relating to the Matriculation Examinations should 
be addressed to the Registrar of the University. 
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Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Dentistry does not always give a right to practice the profession of 
Dentistry. It is necessary to comply with the Dental laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Each 
province in Canada at present has special requirements for its 
license, and in most provinces a certain standard of general education 
is insisted upon before beginning the study of Dentistry. 

Students may register in Dentistry after passing the Matriculation 
examination required of students in the Faculty of Dentistry, but 
those who wish to practice in the Province of Quebec, except those 
who hold a degree in Arts from a British or Canadian university, 
must pass the Matriculation Examination of the College of Dental 
Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those who have 
passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial Dental Council, and 
thus become enregistered students in Dentistry of a province in Canada, 
are exempt from further preliminary examination. 

1. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Facuties) 
are held in June and September—in June at McGill College and at 
local centres named below; in September, at Montreal only, except in 
cases which require special consideration. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain who are not 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of 
June. Full information regarding the‘exact date of the examination, 
fee, etc., may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the 
University, W. A. Buckley-Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters’ 
Conference, 12 King’s Bench Walk, Temple, London, E.C. 

2. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee one month 
before the examination begins. Blank forms may be obtained from 
the Registrar. 

No applications for examination in June will be received after 
May 20th. 

3. Examinations will be held in June at the following centres 
outside the Province of Quebec, if a sufficient number of candidates 
apply .-—Sydney, N.S.; Rothesay, N.B.; Ottawa, Ont.; Brockville, Ont.; 
Port Hope, Ont.; Toronto, Ont.; Hamilton, Ont.; St. Catharines! 
Ont.; Winnipeg, Man.; Regina, Sask.; Calgary, Alta.; Kingston! 
Jamaica, and London, Eng. Candidates who are not within reach of 
any of the above centres are advised to prepare for entrance by taking 
an examination recognized by the University. 
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4. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, 
but in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two 
years from the date of the first attempt. Candidates must pass in 
at least four papers at one time, except in the case of those who are 
not required to take as many as four papers to complete the exam¬ 
ination. Credit will not be given for less than four papers on certi¬ 
ficates which may be presented for exemption from the matriculation 
examination, and no certificate will be accepted which has been obtained 
under easier conditions than those which are imposed on candidates 
who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking the regular 
University examination. 

5. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 50 per cent, 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject. In subjects 
in which two papers are set at least 50 per cent, on the two, and not 
less than 40 per cent, in either, and this only when the two papers 
are taken at the same examination, must be obtained. 

This regulation applies also in the case of candidates who present 
certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should under 
no circumstances come to the University without having first obtained 
from the Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they hold, 
as many of these may lack one or more essential subject, or the work 
done in a subject may not be adequate, or, again, the percentage 
gained may not be sufficiently high (see regulation 7). Moreover, it 
must be remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show the 
marks obtained in the several subjects of the examination, it must be 
accompanied by an official statement containing this information. 

6. The following certificates and diplomas will, if submitted to 
the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the Junior matriculation 
examination, i.e., in so far as the subjects and standard of the examin¬ 
ation taken to obtain them are, to the satisfaction of the Matriculation 
Board, equivalent to those required for the matriculation examination 
of this University. Candidates offering certificates which are not a full 
equivalent will be required to pass the matriculation examination in 
such of the required subjects as are not covered thereby. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should under 
no circumstances come to the University without having first obtained 
from the Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they 
hold.

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REGISTRATION. 

i. Candidates entering the Faculty of Dentistry, whether as 
undergraduates or partial students, are required some time during the 
week preceding the opening day of the session to attend at the office 
of the Registrar of the University, or such other place as he may 
designate, for the purpose of giving their addresses and of signing 
the following declaration in the Matricula or Register . I hereby 
accept and submit myself to the Statutes, Rules and Ordinances of 
McGill University and of the Faculty in which I am registered and 
to any amendments thereof which may be made while I am a student 
of the University, and I promise to obey the same/’ 

Between September 20th and September 29th, both dates in¬ 
clusive, students may register for the session of 1920-1921 at the office 
of the University Registrar. 

The Register closes October 17th. 

PHYSICAL EXAMINATION AND TRAINING. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of the 
student body, every student, on entering the University will be re¬ 
quired to pass a physical examination to be conducted by, or under 
the direction of, the Medical Director of Physical Education or by 
a recognized representative. 

By such examination physical defects and weaknesses may be 
discovered, and, if such are amenable to treatment by corrective gym¬ 
nastics, special exercise will be prescribed and instruction provided. 
The students will be advised as to what forms of exercise will be 
likely to prove, beneficial or harmful. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or 
otherwise satisfy the Director) before November 1st, will not be 
allowed to attend the University. 

Examinations will be held frequently throughout the session for 
those students who are of low category or who are suffering from 
physical disabilities. 

All students entering the University for the first time are required 
to present a certificate or other satisfactory evidence of successful 
vaccination, failing which they shall at once be vaccinated, in a 
manner satisfactory to the medical examiner. 

The University is responsible for providing medical attention for 
all students throughout the session. 
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BOARD AND RESIDENCE. 

Good board and lodging may be obtained in private houses in the 
vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $50 and upwards 
per month; or, separately, board at $40 to $50 per month; rooms from 
$10 to $18 per month. 

A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared about 
a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be 
obtained on application to the Secretary of the McGill Y.M.C.A., 
Strathcona Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low rates. 
The dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accom¬ 
modate over 120 students at a time. There is also a lunch counter, 
where meals are served d la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about 60 is provided in Strathcona 
Hall, the new home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full particulars con¬ 
cerning terms of residence, etc., may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Association, 348 Sherbrooke Street West, Montreal, who will 
also make arrangements to have students who are strangers to the 
city met on arrival and helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is 
sent of the station and time at which they will arrive. 

APPLICATION FOR EQUIVALENT STANDING. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted to 
the Dental Faculty of this University with equivalent standing is 
requested to send his application to the Dean of the Faculty, together 
with the following:— 

1st.—A Calendar of the university in which he has studied, giving 
a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination 
may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Dentistry dacs not always give a right to practice the Profession of 
Dentistry. It is necessary to comply with the Dental laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Every 
province in Canada at present has its special requirements for its 
license, and in most provinces a special standard of general education 
is insisted upon before beginning the study of Dentistry. Students 
who intend practicing in Canada are advised to register their quali¬ 
fications in the Province in which they intend to practice at the begin¬ 
ning of their course in Dentistry. 
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DOMINION DENTAL COUNCIL OF CANADA. 

Eight of the nine Canadian Provinces, i.e., all but Quebec, have 
entered into an agreement whereby the holder of a license granted by 
the Council may practice in any of the subscribing provinces on the 
following conditions:— 

(r) Holding a matriculation certificate of the proper standard. 

(2) Passing the examination set by the council. 

(3) Paying the local provincial registration fee. 

For Matriculation, the Council accepts the Junior matriculation 
of the Province of Ontario or Matriculation into the Faculty of Arts 
of any Canadian University.

FEES. 

General Regulations. 

All students must register with the University Registrar in the 
Central Administration building before paying fees. 

Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 10th. The 
registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in every case, before 
the fee is paid. After October 10th, an additional fee of $2.00'will be 
exacted of all students in default. 

Immediately after October 20th, the Bursar shall send to each of 
the Deans of the several faculties, a list of the registered students 
who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the Deans shall 
cause their names to be struck from the register of attendance and 
such students cannot be readmitted to their classes except on pre¬ 
sentation of a special ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the 
payment of fees. 


* Members of the Dominion Dental Council. 
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Students registering after October 10th shall pay their fees at the 
time of registration, failing which, they become subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Regulation 2. 

The total fees for the Session, including laboratory work, dissect¬ 
ing material and reagents, will be two hundred dollars. 

At the request of the students themselves, and by authority of 
Corporation, an additional fee of $10.00 is exacted from all men under¬ 
graduates and conditioned undergraduates for the support of the 
Literary Society, the Undergraduates’ Society, the Canadian Club, the 
McGill Daily, the Union and athletics. 

The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students at the time of 
registration as “ Caution Money,” from which deductions for break¬ 
ages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms are made and 
a refund granted at the close of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on pay¬ 
ment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to partial students 
under any circumstances whatever. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic session 
are not required to pay full fees. A fee of one-half the regular fee 
will be charged, which will include dissecting material, chemical 
reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is charged students 
entering from other colleges who have already paid full fees elsewhere 
for the courses taken. Students repeating the third or fourth year 
will be required to pay in addition a Hospital Fee of $25.00. 

An “ad eundem” fee of $10.00 will be charged students entering 
from another university in the second, third or fourth year of the 
course. 

The fee for the Degrees of Doctor in Dental Surgery shall be 
$30.00, to be paid by the successful candidate immediately after exam¬ 
ination. When the degree is conferred “ in absentia ,” an additional 
fee of $20.00 will be exacted, unless the candidate has been specially 
exempted by the Faculty.

First Year Students in the Faculty of Dentistry must come pre¬ 
pared to spend at least $40.00 for instruments and material. 

Second Year Students must be prepared to spend at least $350.00 
for instruments and material. These instruments are used in ordinary 
Dental practice, so that when the students graduate, they have prac¬ 
tically all necessary instruments. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 

1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Dental 
Surgery who shall not have attended lectures for a period of four 
sessions in this University, or some other university, college or school 
of dentistry, approved by this University. 

2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may be ad¬ 
mitted on production of certificates to a like standing in this Univer¬ 
sity shall be required to pass an oral examination in primary subjects, 
and all examinations in the final subjects in the same manner as 
students of this University. 

3. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testimonials 
of attendance on the following branches of dental education; provided, 
however, that testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely the 
same as, those stated above, may be presented and accepted. 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, 
Histology, Embryology, Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Physiology, 
Practical Physiology, Bacteriology, Dental Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics, Pharmacology, Dental Pathology, Dental Anatomy, 
Dental Histology, Metallurgy, Dental Surgery, Dental Hygiene,' 
Dental Jurisprudence, Operative Dentistry, Prosthetic Dentistry! 
Crown and Bridge Work, Orthodontia. 

No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the degree 
who has not attended at least one full session at this University. 

4. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the ist day 
of April, present to the Dean of the Faculty testimonials of his 
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qualifications, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same 
time deliver to the Dean of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit 
that he has attained the age of twenty-one years. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of the 
student, and occasional written examinations are given throughout 
the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each, session 
are arranged as follows:— 

First Year.— Examination in General Histology and Embryology, 
General Biology, Zoology and Anatomy, General and Practical Chem¬ 
istry, Physics and Dental Anatomy. 

Second Year.— Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology, Histology, 
Pharmacology, Dental Histology and Metallurgy, Operative and Pros¬ 
thetic Technics. 

Third Year. —Examinations (both theoretical and practical) in 
Bacteriology, Pathology, Operative Dentistry, Prosthetic Dentistry, 
Crown and Bridge Work, Dental Surgery, Dental Therapeutics, 
Dental Pathology, Orthodontia and Dental Jurisprudence. 

Fourth Year. —Examinations (both theoretical and practical) in 
Materia Medica, Operative Dentistry, Orthodontia, Dental Juris¬ 
prudence, Dental Pathology, Prosthetic Dentistry, Dental Surgery, 
Crown and Bridge Work, Gold Inlay and Condensed Gold, Practical 
Crown and Bridge Work, Practical Prosthesis. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass, 
and 75 per cent, for honours. 

All examinations in each year must be passed before a student 
will be allozved to advance to the next. 

Candidates who fail at the regular examinations in not more than 
three subjects of the first, second or third years may, at the discretion 
of the Faculty, be allowed to take the supplementary examinations 
before the beginning of the following session. These examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening of the 
session. 

Failure in more than three subjects of the first, second or third 
years at the regular examinations excludes the candidate from ad¬ 
vancement. 

* It should be understood that the programme and regulations 
regarding courses of study and examinations contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year ondy, and that the Faculty of Den¬ 
tistry, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, does 
not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole four years 
of a student’s course, to the conditions here laid down. 
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Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplementary examination 
in that subject. Should the subject be one in which practical or clinical 
work is required, the student must furnish a certificate of additional 
clinical attendance or laboratory work before presenting himself for 
examination. 

Students who fail at the examination held at Christmas may, at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplementary examin¬ 
ation in that subject at a period not less than three months after the 
regular examination. Should the subject be one in which practical or 
clinical work is required, the student must furnish a certificate of 
additional clinical attendance or laboratory work before presenting 
himself for examination. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the hands 
of the Registrar at least three days before the date set for the begin¬ 
ning of the examination, and they must be accompanied by a fee of 
$5.00 for each subject. 

PRIZES. 

The F. A. Stevenson Gold Medal. —Awarded to the student in the 
final year who stands first in the science and practice of Dentistry. 
The standing will be determined not only by the written and practical 
examinations at the end of the year, but by the general work of the 
student during the whole course. 

Final Year Prise :—A prize in books will be awarded to the final 
year student who stands second in the class. The standing will be 
determined in a manner similar to that followed in the awarding of 
the gold medal. 

Third Year Prises :—Two prizes, First and Second, in books, will 
be awarded to third year students in the science and practice of Den¬ 
tistry. The method of determining the winners of these prizes will be 
similar to that adopted in awarding the prizes in the final year. 

Second and First Year Prises :—A prize in books is awarded to 
the student obtaining the highest stand at the Final ^Examinations.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Dental students is conducted, conjointly, 
by the University Departments of Botany and Zoology. It consists of 
three parts:— 

Part I. 

Professor of Botany: —F. E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer in Biology:—Geo. Scarth. 

This part of the course deals with the rationale and simple 
technique of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field 
illumination (ultramicroscope). Twelve lectures and twelve labora¬ 
tory periods (three of each per week during the first month of the 
session). 

Part II. 

Professor of Zoology:—Arthur Willey. 

Asst. Professor:—J. Stafford. 

This part of the course is designed to introduce the student to 
certain fundamental facts of zoology. The lectures deal with the 
principles governing the formation of tissues and organs and lead up 
to an outline of vertebrate anatomy and physiology in which special 
attention is directed towards the class mammalia of which man is a 
member. The evolution of the mammalian type is illustrated by the 
progressive differentiation of the body cavities; the organs of breath- 
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ing, circulation, alimentation and excretion, the nervous system and 
the skeleton. 

The laboratory work is concerned with elementary histology and 
with practical and thorough study of the following selected types: 
Amoeba, Paramecium, Euglena or Chilomonas, Hydra, Lumbricus, 
Amphioxus, Scyllium, Rana, Lepus. 

Three lectures per week for fourteen weeks; three laboratory 
periods per week, each of three hours, from the beginning of the 
second month of the session to the end of the first term, and two 
laboratory periods per week for the first four weeks of second term. 


Part III. 


Professor of Botany: —F. E. Lloyd. 


This part of the course is a continuation of Part I and runs con¬ 
currently with the course in Histology and Embryology. It is designed 
to introduce the student to the field of general (cellular) physiology. 

Thirty lectures (three per week) and twenty laboratory periods, 
two (each of three hours) per week from the close of Part II of the 
course to the end of the session.

Instruction in chemistry for students in Dentistry is given during 
the first year. 

During the first term the principles governing chemical action are 
studied in a systematic laboratory course. A printed synopsis of the 
work of each day is provided and necessary explanations given before 
beginning the work. The course includes a study of chemical pheno¬ 
mena; the preparation and properties of typical elements and com¬ 
pounds ; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric and volumetric 
determinations, and a short course in qualitative analysis. The student 
is required to pay special attention to the keeping of an accurate 
record of his observations and calculations; note-books for this pur¬ 
pose are provided and are examined and criticized by the demonstra¬ 
tors. An examination is held at the end of the term. 

During the first term, a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; four per week with frequent reviews and exam- 
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inations. This course is designed to familiarize the student with the 
characteristics of chemical action and the conditions which modify 
it rather than a detailed study of the preparation and properties/of 
the elements and their compounds. An examination in general chem¬ 
istry is held at the end of the term. 


PHYSICS.

First Year .—This course is given in the Physics Building of the 
University. It consists of four lectures and a laboratory period of 
two hours per week throughout the first half of the session, and two 
lectures and a laboratory period of two hours per week during the 
last half. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially designed to 
meet the requirements of students in Medicine and Dentistry. The 
course includes a study of energy, simple machines, properties of 
matter, fluid pressure, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, 
transmission and interpretation of sound; temperature and temperature 
measurements, gas laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent heats, 
laws of vaporization, humidity measurements, heat conduction; ele¬ 
ments of magnetism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and 
condensers; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, mea¬ 
surements of resistance and electromotive force, measuring instru¬ 
ments, magnetic effects of a current, induced currents, induction coil, 
conduction through gases, properties of cathode rays and X-rays; 
radioactive substances and their radiations; laws of reflection and 
refraction of light, mirrors, lenses and lens combinations, microscopes, 
telescopes, spectra, spectrum analysis, colour, interference, crystal¬ 
lography, polarized light and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments 
as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spectro¬ 
scope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of Archi¬ 
medes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, Ohm’s 
law, etc. Measurements are taken of specific gravities, frequencies, 
specific heats, latent heats, electrical resistance, focal lengths, besides 
qualitative experiments illustrating the more important physical prin¬ 
ciples.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible. The 
Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., and, in consequence 
of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of Quebec, an ample 
supply of fresh material is always available. 

First Year :—General embryology, histology of tissues, osteology 
and myology. 

Second Year :—Regional anatomy of the head and neck; general 
dissection. 

N.B.—In extension of this, a course on the special anatomy of 
the teeth is conducted by the Dental Department. 

As in all the courses conducted by the Department of Anatomy, 
a record of the work done is kept by graphic representation. Students 
are advised to acquire some facility in drawing before entering upon 
their anatomical studies. 


PHYSIOLOGY. 

The Morley Drake Professor :—John Tait.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted with modern Physiology in its bearing upon the study of 
Dentistry. A full course of lectures, extending over one session, is 
given, in which the physical, the chemical, and other aspects of the 
subject receive attention. 

There is also a practical laboratory course of three hours per 
week throughout the session. 
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In addition to* the use of diagrams, methods, lantern demonstra¬ 
tions, etc., every department of the subject is illustrated by experi¬ 
ment. An ample supply of apparatus is available for the use of stu¬ 
dents for demonstration purposes and this is being added to from 
year to year, so that the department may be kept fully abreast of 
the times. 

PHARMACOLOGY. 

Professor of Pharmacology and Therapeutics :—A. D. Blackader. 

Assistant Professor:—John W. Scane.

Demonstrator :—W. Bourne. 

Instruction in this branch is given as follows:— 

In the Second Year .—Lectures and demonstrations on the physio¬ 
logical action of drugs, especial attention being given to those em¬ 
ployed in Dental practice. The physiological action of the general 
and local anaesthetics is fully described and instruciton in their use 
given in the laboratory. In this year also a course in Materia Medica 
and Pharmacy is given. 

ORAL SURGERY. 

Lecturer:—A. R. Pennoyer. 

This will embrace a series of lectures on injuries and diseases of 
the mouth and jaws, and their treatment. The clinics of the Mont¬ 
real General Hospital afford ample material for students to observe 
and study disease conditions as well as to witness operations in the 
mouth. 

DENTAL HISTOLOGY. 

Lecturer:—J. C. Simpson. 

The thoroughly equipped laboratories afford exceptional oppor¬ 
tunities for the study of the important subject of Dental Histology; 
numerous sections are prepared for examination, and the student is 
afforded means of making sections for himself of any tissue he may 
wish to study. 

DENTAL ANATOMY. 

Lecturer:—A. Clifford Jack. 

This course, given in connection with general anatomy in the first 
year, is to give the student a thorough knowledge of the size, shape, 
uses, and general construction of the natural teeth, their articulation 
and composition. 

This is accomplished by lectures and demonstrations, with the use 
of drawings, models and lantern slides. 
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The student is first made to draw, then to model in clay, several 
teeth chosen by the lecturer. He then carves in ivory sixteen teeth, 
representing all the forms in the human mouth, which are then 
articulated anatomically. These are used later on by the student in 
his work in operative dentistry. 

Different sections of extracted teeth are made, to familiarize the 
student with the relationship of the different structures composing 
the teeth. 

The total time given this subject during the first year is five 
hours a week for a period of twenty-six weeks, total one hundred 
and thirty- hours, divided as follows:—one hour a week devoted to 
lectures, twenty-six hours; four hours a week to demonstrating, 
modelling, carving, making sections, etc., one hundred and four hours. 

PATHOLOGY AND BACTERIOLOGY. 

Professor of Dental Pathology:—Fred. G. Henry. 

Professor of Pathology :—Horst Oertel. 

Asst. Professor of Bacteriology:— A. A. Bruere. 

Senior Demonstrator in Pathology:—C. T. Crowdy. 

Demonstrator of Pathology:—J. W. Scott. 

Dental Pathology. 

This course is given to the students of the third and fourth years, 
and includes a consideration of the various diseases of the enamel, 
dentine, dental pulp and peridental membrane, their symptomatology 
and treatment, also a consideration of abnormal conditions of the 
tissues of the oral cavity with a description of treatment and 'manage¬ 
ment of these diseases. 

Special attention will also be given to pathological conditions of 
the nerve structures of the head and their connections with the 
diseased conditions of the dental tissues. 

The mitigation of pain in dental operations receives especial atten¬ 
tion and the various means employed fully developed and explained, 
and such directions given as will enable the student to avoid methods 
and drugs harmful to the tissues. 

Bacteriology. 

A course of lectures upon bacteriology in relation to disease for 
students of the third year; lectures given three times a week during 
the autumn term. 

A practical course in the bacteriology of infectious diseases for 
students of the third year. Two periods a week during the autumn 
term. 
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DENTAL PATHOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS. 

Professor :—Fred. G. Henry. 

In the third and fourth years a course of demonstrations and 
lectures in this subject is given, extending throughout the whole 
session. This comprises the study of the physical properties, chemical 
composition and physiological action of the various medicinal sub¬ 
stances used in the treatment of diseased conditions of the dental 
organs and morbid conditions of the oral cavity, together with their 
various applications, doses, antidotes, and contra-indications, with 
instruction in prescribing, etc. Anaesthesia (and the various anaes¬ 
thetics) is also taken up, following that already given in the second 
year. 


CROWN AND BRIDGE WORK. 

Professor: —A. W. Thornton. 

This subject will be taught (as an integral part of Prosthetic 
Dentistry) by a course of lectures and a series of laboratory demon¬ 
strations leading up to the clinical experience given the student in 
the Dental Clinic. 

The general conditions which indicate and the principles which 
underlie the use of this method in the replacement of lost teeth will 
be considered, together with the preparation of the natural teeth for 
the reception of artificial crowns and partial plate attachments. 

Concurrently with a description of the various artificial crowns 
in the lecture room, the student will be required to construct them in 
the laboratory under the direction of a demonstrator. 

Exhibition work is required in both crown and bridge work, to 
be placed in the hands of the Professor at the end of winter term. 

ORTHODONTIA. 

Professor:—James B. Morison. 

Assistant Professor: —A. W. McClelland. 

The course in this branch will commence with the study of the 
dental organs during development and eruption. 

Special attention will be given to the temporary teeth and the 
influence they exert in directing the normal occlusion of their per¬ 
manent successors. Cases deviating from the normal, typical of every 
variety met with in practice, will be dealt with and a classification 
made based on the treatment required. 

The different methods employed in correcting these conditions 
will be fully demonstrated, together with the mechanical appliances 
used. 
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Ample clinical material is available at the Dental Clinic, where 
students in the final year will be allotted cases, the treatment of which 
will be carried on throughout the session. 

OPERATIVE DENTISTRY. 

Professor:—F. H. A. Baxter. 

Lecturer:—H. V. Driver. 

The purpose of this course is to make the students thoroughly 
familiar with all modern and accepted methods. The course of lec¬ 
tures extends over two years and a half, and includes discussion of 
the treatment of caries; the preparation of cavities, the materials used 
for filling, the most approved instruments and appliances used in 
operating upon the teeth. Clinics will be held at the Dental Clinic, 
where ample material is provided and every available means used to 
make the student practically conversant with all the up-to-date knowl¬ 
edge on this most important branch of dental science. 

In conjunction with this course, Operative Technics is taken up, 
which provides a systematic course in manual training, thoroughly 
familiarizing the student with the anatomy of the teeth, and the 
shaping of cavities, from the simple to the more complex. This is 
carried out on models, using the different regular filling materials, 
scaling, bleaching, and, so far as possible, all of the operative pro¬ 
cedures. 

The Dental Clinic is open throughout the whole year, and students 
are advised to give as long a time to this work as possible. Each 
student must provide himself with the instruments necessary for his 
own use, a list of which will be furnished. He is required to per¬ 
form all the usual dental operations as they present themselves, under 
the supervision of competent demonstrators, who are always at hand 
to offer advice and assistance under the direction of the Professor. 
Between the second and third years, and also between the third and 
fourth years, students are required to spend two full months doing 
practical work in the Hospital Clinic. 

PORCELAIN. 

This course consists of the study of porcelain in its various uses. 
It is taught by means of lectures and demonstrations, as well as 
practical work by the students themselves, under supervision. 

Preparation of cavities for inlays, preparing matrices and the 
various methods in which porcelain may be employed in crown and 
bridge work are dwelt upon. 
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PROSTHETIC DENTISTRY. 


Professor:—George S. Cameron. 

Assistant Professor:— J. S. Dohan. 

The course in prosthetic dentistry will embrace lectures, illustrated 
by lantern slides, and practical work in the laboratory under the 
supervision of the demonstrator of technics. It will include the 
preparation of the mouth for dentures, impressions, and the proper¬ 
ties of materials used in the construction of artificial dentures. The 
student will be required to construct the different forms commonly 
used. Attention is directed to the different functions to be performed 
by the denture in the restoration of the natural conditions as regards 
mastication, enunciation and the restoring of the features, fractures 
of the jaw will be discussed, and the construction of interdental 
splints, as recommended by the different authorities, is detailed. The 
treatment of cleft palate receives due attention and the function of 
that organ in the production of sounds necessary for speech are 
explained, and the principles involved in the construction of obturators 
and artificial vela are set forth. 

DENTAL HISTORY, ETHICS AND ECONOMICS. 

Lecturer:—F. A. Stevenson. 

History: 

This course is intended to give to the student an intelligent con¬ 
ception of the evolution and development of Dentistry from the prim¬ 
itive conditions and methods of the past to the present standing of 
the profession as a branch of the healing art. The relation of some 
of the outstanding men of the profession to this development will 
also be dealt with. 

Ethics: 

Under this head the moral, social and business relationships be¬ 
tween the dentist and his patients will be discussed, as well as his 
duty to the public, his fellow practitioner and himself. 

Economics: 

Under this head the business of the dentist’s life will be con¬ 
sidered. The questions of office equipment, keeping of appointments, 
overhead charges, methods of determining fees, office assistants, etc., 
will be taken up. 

METALLURGY. 

Professor :—A. Stansfield. 

This course is given to Dental students of the second year by the 
Metallurgical Department of the University. 
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It consists of twelve lectures of one hour, and twelve laboratory 
periods of two and a half hours each. 

The lecture course covers:— 

(1) Introductory lectures in the physical and chemical properties 
of metals, especially in relation to their use in dentistry. 

(2) Methods of melting, casting and alloying metals in the labo¬ 
ratory. 

(3) Methods of extracting metals from their ores. 

(4) The nature and preparation of alloys, including amalgams. 

(5) The metals used in dentistry (lead, zinc, tin, bismuth, cad¬ 
mium, antimony, aluminium, copper, silver, gold, platinum, iridium, 
mercury, iron and steel) are considered separately in regard to their 
properties, uses in dentistry, and, as far as time allows, extraction 
from their ores. The separation, purification and alloying -of gold, 
silver and platinum are specially considered. 

(6) The manufacture, properties and uses of dental amalgams. 

Text-book :—J. D. Hodgen, “Practical Dental Metallurgy.” 

The laboratory course includes experimental work with the 
metals: gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc, tin, and aluminium. 

The metals are melted, alloyed, cast, hammered, filed, cut, rolled, 
annealed and tested with acids and other chemicals. 

The preparation of pure gold and silver is carried out and the 
production and testing of dental and other amalgams. 

The lectures are given by Dr. A. Stansfield, and the laboratory 
instruction is under Dr. Stansfield’s direction. 

The course is given during the first term of each session. 

DENTAL JURISPRUDENCE. 

Professor: —D. D. MacTaggart. 

Lecturer:—W. L. Bond. 

In this course the lecturer will discuss the laws governing the 
practice of Dentistry, their necessity and purpose. 

The responsibility of the dentist under the laws of the Province, 
his position as defendant in suits for damages and as plaintiff in suits 
for fees, etc., will be fully explained. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

Clinical instruction is given in the operating theatre and out¬ 
patient department and in the dental clinic of the Montreal General 
Hospital. Abundant opportunity is afforded in this institution for the 
study of diseased conditions of the mouth and jaws, and for watching 
operations on these regions. The dental clinic, established ten years 
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ago by the Hospital authorities, proved a success from the outset, 
and ample material for clinical study is now provided. Twelve thou¬ 
sand patients were treated at this clinic during the past session. 

Students are required to attend the clinic every day during the 
third and fourth years from nine to one o’clock and from two to five 
o’clock, except during such part of this time as may be taken up with 
lectures or other work of the University course. Instruction is given 
by Professor Thornton, Dental Surgeon in charge, assisted by the 
Superintendent, and a capable staff of demonstrators. Anaesthetics 
are administered by members of the resident staff of the Hospital, 
who give practical instruction in this most important branch. A nurse 
is also in attendance during clinic hours. 

LIBRARY. 

In conjunction with the medical library, which contains all the 
standard text-books in the branches of the first two years in Dentistry, 
there is a splendid department library dealing exclusively with dental 
subjects. Students may consult any work of reference in the Library 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 


MUSEUM. 

In connection with the Pathological Museum of the Medical 
Faculty there is a very good collection of plaster casts of deformities 
of the jaw, etc., and also a very large collection of teeth of all 
varieties. During the session the Dental Museum will be available for 
teaching purposes.

FACULTY OF MEDICINE. 


The Ninetieth session of the Faculty will be opened on Octo¬ 
ber ist, 1921. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
October 3rd, at the hours specified in the time-tables, and will con¬ 
tinue until April 30th, 1922. 

FOUNDATION AND EARLY HISTORY. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct out¬ 
come and continuance of a teaching body known as the Montreal 
Medical Institution, which was organized as a medical school in the 
years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, 
John Stephenson and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first 
medical staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 
1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in 
November, 1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at the 
house of the Institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a building situated 
on the north side of St. James Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, by the 
formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution for the Advance¬ 
ment of Learning, the Medical Faculty of McGill University. It is 
thus the oldest Faculty of the University. The first session of the 
McGill Medical Faculty took place in the winter of 1829-30, and the 
first university degree, a medical one, was conferred four years later, 
in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 1836 
to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the ninetieth instead 
of the ninety-third session of the Faculty, dating from its incor¬ 
poration with the University in the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on in the central part of 
the city until 1872, when a building was provided by the Governors on 
the University grounds. This building met the demands of the steadily 
increasing number of students until 1885, when an addition was found 
to be necessary. 

In 1893, and again in 1898, further extensions and alterations were 
made, funds for the purpose having been provided by generous friends 
of the Faculty. 

On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these new buildings, together 
with the original medical building, was destroyed by fire. The wing 
containing the principal laboratories and lecture rooms was saved, 
however, and is now used by the Departments of Physiology and 
Medical Chemistry. 
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The erection of a new building was at once begun on a new site, 
at the corner of Pine Avenue and University Street, and in 1910 the 
greater part of it was ready for occupation. In 1911 it was wholly 
available for the work of the Faculty. 

Matriculation. 

All inquiries relating to the examinations for entrance should he 
addressed to the Registrar of the University. 

No student will he permitted to register in the Faculty of Medi¬ 
cine unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements 
of the University. 

For the session 1921-22, the minimum entrance requirements will 
be Junior Matriculation, as described on the following pages. For 
1922-23, the requirements will be Senior Matriculation or the first 
year in Arts taken in any recognized university and including as a 
minimum the following subjects:—English, History, Latin, French or 
German and Mathematics (Algebra, Geometry and Trigonometry). 

1. Every student, before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in Medicine, must present a certificate of having passed the 
Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of Medicine of this Uni¬ 
versity, or of having passed some provincial, state or university 
examination accepted by this University. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and (for 
1921-22) those who have passed the entrance examination of a pro¬ 
vincial medical council, and thus become enregistered students in 
medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from further preliminary 
examination. 

3. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) 
are held in June and September—in June at McGill University and 
local centres; in September at Montreal only, except in cases which 
require special consideration. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain, who are not 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of 
June. Full information regarding the exact date of the examination, 
fee, etc., may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the 
University, W. A. Bulkeley-Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters* 
Conference, 5 Paper Buildings, Temple, London, E.C. 4. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an appli¬ 
cation form and return the same with the necessary fee (for which 
see page 37 ) one month before the examination begins. Blank forms 
may be obtained from the Registrar. 

No application for examination in June will he received after May 20th. 
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5- The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, but 
in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two 
years from date of the first attempt. Credit will not be given for less 
than four papers passed at one time, 5 *' except in the case of those 
who are not required to take as many as four papers to complete the 
examination; nor will credit be given for less than four papers on 
certificates, which may be presented for exemption from the matri¬ 
culation examination, and no certificate will be accepted which has 
been obtained under easier conditions than those which are imposed 
on candidates who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking 
the regular University examination. 

6. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 50 per cent, 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject in subjects 
in which two papers are set, 50 per cent, on the two and not less 
than 40 per cent, in either. 

This regulation also applies in the case of candidates who present 
certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter by certificates should under 
no circumstances come to the University without having first obtained 
from the Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they 
hold, as many of these may lack one or more essential subjects, or the 
work done in a subject may not be adequate, or, again, the percentage 
gamed may not be sufficiently high (see regulation 7). Moreover, it 
must be remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show the 
marks obtained in the several subjects of the examination, it must be 
accompanied by an official statement containing this information. 

7. The certificates and diplomas named below will, if submitted to 
the registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the matriculation exam¬ 
ination, i.e., in so far as the subject and standard of the examination 
taken to obtain them are, to the satisfaction of the Matriculation 
Board, equivalent to those required for the matriculation examination 
of this University. Candidates offering certificates which are not a 
full equivalent will be required to pass the matriculation examination 
in such of the required subjects as are not covered thereby:—

The holder of a higher certificate or a school certificate of the 
Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination Board, of the senior 
certificate of the Oxford or Cambridge Board of Examiners, of a first 
class certificate of the College of Preceptors, or of a higher examin¬ 
ation certificate of the Scotch and Welsh Education Departments, is 
entitled to exemption from the matriculation examination pro tanto, 
if he has at one and the same examination passed in certain specified 
subjects. 

Applications for exemption from the matriculation examination, 
based upon certificates of having passed examinations other than those 
















above mentioned, will be considered as occasion may require by the 
Matriculation Board. Every such application must be accompanied by 
certificates and full particulars, and should be addressed to the Regis¬ 
trar. 

Woman Students. 

Women students may register in the double course for the degree 
of B.Sc. and M.D., or of B.A. and M.D. Those having the degree of 
B.A. or B.Sc. in Arts from a recognized university or who have taken 
two years in the Arts course at a recognized university may register 
in the regular course for the degree of M.D., CM. 

Matriculation Examination Fees. 

For an examination in six or more papers. 

{For examination at a local centre where not more than four 
candidates are writing, the fee will be determined by the 
Registrar.) 

For an examination in from three to five papers.

For examination of certificates, in respect of which candidates 
are exempted from the whole of the matriculation exam¬ 
ination . 

Matriculation examination fees must be sent to the University 
Registrar at the time of application for the examination. No appli¬ 
cation will be accepted unless accompanied by the regular fee.

PHYSICAL EXAMINATION, VACCINATION AND HEALTH. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of the 
student body, every student coming to the University for the first 
time will be required to pass a physical examination to be conducted 
by, or under the direction of, the Director of the Department of 
Physical Education, or by a recognized representative. 

Students of all years in advance of the first, who wish to engage 
in athletic activities, are also required to be physically examined. 
Special days will be set aside early in the session for the examination 
of first and second year students. 

By such examination physical defects and weaknesses may be dis¬ 
covered. If such defects and weaknesses are amenable to treatment by 
corrective gymnastics special exercise will be prescribed and instruc¬ 
tion provided. The students will be advised as to what forms of 
exercise will be likely to prove beneficial or harmful. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or 
otherwise satisfy the Director) before November 1st, will not be 
allowed to attend the University. 

Examinations will be held frequently throughout the session 
for those students who are of low category, or who are suffering from 
physical disabilities. 

All students entering the University for the first time are required 
to present a certificate, or other satisfactory evidence, of successful 
vaccination, failing which, they shall at once be vaccinated, in a 
manner satisfactory to the medical examiner. 

Students of the first two years are required to devote two hours 
a week to some form of physical exercise. 

The University provides medical attention for all undergraduates 
throughout the session. 

Registration. 

In order to prevent overcrowding of class rooms and clinics it has 
been decided to limit the number of students registering in the first 
year of the medical course to one hundred. Early application is 
advised and should be made on the regular forms to be had from 
the Registrar. 












i. Candidates for entrance into the Faculty of Medicine, whether 
as undergraduates or partial students, are required, some time during 
the week preceding the opening day of the session, to attend at the 
office of the Registrar of the University, or such other place as he 
may designate, in order to furnish the information necessary for the 
University records, to register for the classes which they propose 
to attend, and to sign the following declaration in the matricula or 
register: “ I hereby accept and submit myself to the statutes, rules 

and ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which I 
am registered, and to any amendments which may be made while I 
am a student of the University, and I promise to observe the same.” 

Between September 21st and September 30th, both dates inclusive, 
students may register for the session 1921-22 at the Office of the 
University Registrar. 

Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted to 
the Medical Department of this University with equivalent standing 
is requested to send his application to the Dean of the Medical 
Faculty, together with:— 

1st.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, giving 
a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination 
may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

Board and Residence. 

Good board and lodging can be obtained in private houses in the 
vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $60 and upwards 
per month; or, separately, board at $45 to $55 per month; rooms from 
$15 to $20. 

A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared about 
a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be 
obtained on application to the Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., Strathcona 
Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low rates. 
The dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accom¬ 
modate over 120 students at a time. There is also a lunch counter, 
where meals are served d la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about sixty is provided in Strath¬ 
cona Hall, the home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full particulars con¬ 
cerning terms of residence, etc., may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Association, 348 Sherbrooke Street West, Montreal, who will 
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also make arrangements to have students who are strangers to the 
city met on arrival and helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is sent 
of the station and time at which they will arrive. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE TO PRACTICE. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practise the profession of 
medicine. It is necessary to conform with the medical laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Each 
province in Canada at present has its special requirements for license, 
and in most provinces ‘a special standard of general education is 
insisted upon before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who 
intend practising in Canada are warned that in certain of the prov¬ 
inces it is necessary to be registered five years before obtaining a 
license to practise. It follows that entrance qualifications must be 
registered in the province in which the student intends to practise at 
the beginning of his course in Medicine. 

For the convenience of students, a list of names and addresses of 
the Registrars of the Medical Councils in the several provinces is here 
given. Every student should comply with the requirements for regis¬ 
tration in one or other of the provinces, before entering on his course 
in the Faculty of Medicine.

DOMINION REGISTRATION.

of by the Medical Council of said province.

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GENERAL COUNCIL OF MEDICAL EDUCATION AND ENREGISTRA- 
TION OF GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this University is 
accepted by the General Medical Council of Great Britain. Graduates 
of this University who desire to register in England are exempted from 
any examination in preliminary education on production of the McGill 
Matriculation certificate. Certificates of this University for attendance 
on lectures, practical work and clinics are also accepted by the various 
examining boards in Great Britain. To obtain a license from the 
General Council it is necessary to pass one of the examining boards 
of Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

RECIPROCITY WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 
Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations with the Medical 
Councils of the Provinces of Quebec, Ontario, Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, British Columbia and New 
Brunswick. A holder of a degree in Medicine of McGill University 
who has obtained the license of the Province of Quebec, may register 
with the Medical Council of Great Britain. He will thus be eligible 
for competitive examination for the Army, Navy and Civil Service, 
and will be allowed to practise in Great Britain, South Africa, Aus¬ 
tralia, India and the West India Islands without further examination. 

Fees. 

All students must register with the University Registrar before 
paying their fees. 

1. Fees are due and payable to the Bursar on or before October 
7.th (if paid in instalments, the second instalment must be paid on 
or before February ist). The registration ticket must be shown to 
the Bursar at the time of the first payment. 

2. Immediately after October 20th, or February 5th (in the case 
of students who pay by instalments), the Bursar shall send to the 
Deans of the several Faculties a list of the registered students who 
have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the Deans shall cause 
their names to be struck from the register of' attendance, and such 
students cannot be readmitted to any class except on presentation of a 
special ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees.

3- Students registering after October 20th shall pay their fees 
at the time of the registration, failing which they become subject to the 
provisions of Regulation 2. 

4. The total Faculty fees for the medical course of six full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting materials and 
reagents, will be twelve hundred dollars, payable in six annual instal¬ 
ments of $200.00 each. 

At the request of the students themselves and by the authority of 
Corporation, an additional fee of $12.00 will be exacted from all men 
undergraduates, for the support of the Literary Society, the Under¬ 
graduates* Society, the Canadian Club, the Union, the McGill Daily, 
and athletics. 

The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students at the time of 
registration as “ caution money/* from which deductions for breakage 
reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms are made and a refund 
granted at the close of the session. 

5. Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on 
payment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to partial students 
under any circumstances whatever. 

6. Students repeating the course of study of any academic session 
are not required to pay full fees. A fee of one hundred dollars will 
be charged, which will include dissecting material, chemical reagents, 
laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is charged students entering from 
other colleges who have already paid full fees elsewhere for the 
course taken. These students are also required to pay in addition 
the hospital fees exacted in the year to which they are admitted. 

7. Students taking out extra dissecting material will be charged 
at the rate of $10.00 for half session, and $20.00 for a whole session. 

8. An ad eundem fee of $10.00 is charged students entering from 
another university in any year above the first. 

9. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master of 
Surgery is $30.00, to be paid by the successful candidate to the Uni¬ 
versity Bursar immediately after the final examination. When the 
degree is conferred in absentia, an additional fee of twenty dollars 
will be exacted, unless the candidate has been specially exempted by 
the Faculty. 

10. The fee for the course in Public Health, including the labor¬ 
atory fee, the fee for outdoor work and the diploma fee, is $100.00.

THE UNDERGRADUATE COURSE. 

For all students registering after October, 1919, the course of 
instruction will consist of six sessions of eight months each. 

The necessity for a further modification of the course has 
become apparent. Experience has shown that the average student 
entering medicine is deficient in preliminary training, especially in the 
scientific branches. In order to meet this defect a standard of matricu¬ 
lation equivalent to two years academic training will be required. 

The work of these two years, which may be taken at any recog¬ 
nized University, will include the first year of the regular B.A. course 
and one year of Biology, Chemistry and Physics. 

Following these two years preliminary training the Medical Course 
proper will be reduced to five years, the final year of which will be 
a purely hospital year and equivalent to giving each student before 
he graduates a year as hospital interne. 

Full details as to the commencement of this new course, together 
with the curriculum, will be published later.

In this year two medical and two surgical theatre clinics are given 
weekly in the Montreal General and Royal Victoria hospitals. Out¬ 
patient clinics are given to groups of students twice weekly in gynae¬ 
cology and once weekly in ophthalmology and oto-laryngology. In 
addition, on four days of the week instruction is given to groups at 
the bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical and surgical out¬ 
patient departments. The work in hygiene consists of lectures, 
demonstrations and laboratory work.

In this year most of the .students’ time is spent in the hospitals. 
Theatre clinics are given twice weekly in each hospital in medicine and 
surgery. There are also daily ward classes to groups of students in 
these branches. In the out-patient departments of both hospitals 
clinics are given to groups of students in the various special branches 
of gynaecology, ophthalmology, oto-laryngology, dermatology, neuro¬ 
logy, orthopaedics, pediatrics and genito-urinary diseases. Clinics, ward 
classes and demonstrations in obstetrics are given in the Maternity 
Hospital. Students of the fourth and fifth years attend the Alex¬ 
andra Hospital in groups for instruction in infectious diseases. The 
clinical instruction in mental diseases is given in the wards of the 
Protestant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 


MEDALS, PRIZES AND FELLOWSHIPS. 

t. The Holmes Gold Medal, founded by the Medical Faculty 
in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late Andrew Holmes, Esq., 
M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, is awarded to the 
student of the graduating class who receives the highest aggregate 
number of marks in the different branches comprised in the medical 
curriculum. 

The student who wins the Holmes Medal has the option of 
exchanging it for a bronze medal and the money equivalent of the 
gold medal. 

2. The Sutherland Gold Medal, founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland, in memory of her late husband, William Sutherland, 
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M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this Faculty, is awarded for 
the best examination in general and medical chemistry, together with 
a creditable Examination in the primary branches. The examination 
is held at the end of the third year. 

3. The Wood Gold Medal, founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives the 
highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical branches of the 
final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal and the winner of the 
Final Prize are not permitted to compete for this medal. 

1. The Final Prize. —A prize in books, awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the final branches. The Holmes' 
medalist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

2. The Fourth Year Prize. —A prize in books, awarded for 
the best examination, written and oral, in all the branches of the 
fourth year course. 

3. The Joseph Hils Prize. —(Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils, of Woonsocket, R.I.).—A prize in books, awarded to the student 
who obtains the highest number of marks for a special examination 
in materia medica and therapeutics. 

4 . The Third Year Prize.—A prize in books awarded for the 
best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the third year. 

5. The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., Prize. (Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.).—A microscope, to be awarded to 
the student of the third year who obtains the highest number of marks 
for the examinations in pathology and bacteriology. 

6. The Second Year Prize. —A prize in books for the best 
examination in all branches of the second year course. 

7. The First Year Prize. —A prize in books for the best 
examination in all branches of the first year course. 

The A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship: —The sum of $10,000 
has been received by the Faculty from the committee of the A. A. 
Browne Memorial Fund. With this sum a fellowship has been estab¬ 
lished, to be known as the “ A. A. Browne Memorial Fellowship." 
This fellowship is open to graduates of any recognized Medical School 
and is for the advancement of medical science, special preference 
being given to the subjects of obstetrics and gynaecology. 

The James Douglas Research Fellowship:—The sum of $25,000 
has been received from Dr. James Douglas, of New York, the pro¬ 
ceeds to be devoted to coordinated research in the laboratories of 
pathology in or associated with the University. 

The James Douglas Studentship:—A studentship in pathology, 
given by Dr. James Douglas, of New York, open to McGill graduates 
only, tenable for six years and of the value of $1,250 for the first 
year, increasing to $2,500.

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The John McCrae Scholarship:—A scholarship* of approxi¬ 
mately $600, founded in 1918 as a yearly donation by Mr. H. J. 
Fuller, of New York, in memory of the late Lt.-Col. John McCrae, 
for the purpose of scientific research in Experimental Surgery. Estab¬ 
lished in 1920 by Mr. Fuller and the Canadian Fairbanks-Morse Com¬ 
pany as a permanent scholarship. 

The Walter J. Hoare Memorial Scholarship:—A sum of money 
has been donated by Dr. Charles W. Hoare, a graduate of McGill 
University, as a Scholarship in the First Year Medicine in memory 
of his son, Walter J. Hoare, who was killed in the Great War. This 
Scholarship is open to pupils of the Collegiate Institute, Windsor, 
Ontario, and is awarded each year for the best examination for 
matriculation into the Medical Faculty of McGill University. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE.* 

1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery who shall not have attended lectures for a 
period of five eight-month sessions in this University, or some other 
university, college or school of medicine, approved by this University. 
Students of other universities, so approved, who may be admitted on 
production of certificates to a like standing in this University shall 
be required to pass an examination in primary subjects, and all 
examinations in the final subjects in the same manner as students of 
this University. 

2. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testimonials 
of attendance on the following branches of medical education; pro¬ 
vided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those stated, may be presented and accepted:— 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, 
Histology, Embryology, Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Physio¬ 
logy and Practical Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Biological 
Chemistry, Physiological Chemistry, Pharmacy, General Path¬ 
ology, Bacteriology, Clinical Microscopy, Pharmacology, Thera¬ 
peutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Hygiene and Public Health, 
Medical and Surgical Anatomy, Operative Surgery, Special Path¬ 
ology, Morbid Anatomy, Clinical Chemistry, Principles and Prac¬ 
tice of Surgery, Clinical Surgery, Theory and Practice of Medicine, 
Clinical Medicine, Obstetrics and Diseases of Infants, Gynaecology, 
Pediatrics, Mental Diseases, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology. 

* It should be understood that the programme and regulations 
regarding courses of study and examination contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty of Medi- 
cifie, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students, does 
not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole of a student's 
course, to the conditions here laid down. 
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He must* also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
autopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three months, 
of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of having, under the 
•direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, administered an anaes¬ 
thetic at least six times. 

Courses of less length than the above will only be received for 
the time over which they have extended. 

3. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the degree 
who shall not have attended at least one full session at this University. 

4. Every candidate must give proof of having attended during 
at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal General Hos¬ 
pital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or of some other hospital of not 
fewer than 100 beds, approved by this University. 

5. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for six 
months in medicine and six months in surgery in the wards of a 
general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of having reported at 
least ten medical and ten surgical cases. 

6. He must also give proof of having attended for at least nine 
months the practice of the Montreal Maternity or other lying-in 
hospital approved by the University, and of having acted as assistant 
for at least twenty cases. 

7. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 30th 
day of April, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials 
of his qualifications, entitling him to an examination, and must at the 
same time deliver an affirmation or affidavit that he has attained the 
age of twenty-one years. 

8. The examination to be undergone by the candidate shall be 
in the subjects mentioned on page 45 . 

9. The following oath or affirmation will be exacted from the 
candidate before receiving his degree: —

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of the 
student, and occasional written examinations are given throughout the 
session. 








Class examinations are held during the session in each of the 
first year subjects, the marks obtained being added to the total marks 
obtained at the final examinations. 

If the standing obtained by any student in the class examinations 
is not satisfactory, he shall not be permitted to take the final exam¬ 
inations. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass and 
75 per cent, for honours. 

The work of one session must be completed and all examinations 
passed before a student is permitted to advance to the next. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more than 
three subjects of the first or second year and in not more than two 
subjects in the third and fourth years, may, at the discretion of the 
Faculty, be allowed to take the supplementary examinations before the 
beginning of the following session. These examinations will be held 
during the week preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Those who fail in more subjects than are above specified are not 
eligible for supplementary examinations. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical work is 
required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be required to repeat 
the course and furnish a' certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental examination 
in that subject. Should the subject be one in which practical or 
clinical work is required, the student must furnish a certificate of 
additional hospital attendance or laboratory work before presenting 
himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examination held at the end of the first 
term may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supplemental 
examinations at a period not less than three months after the regular 
examinations. 

A student who, after being registered in the first, second, third, 
or fourth years for three successive sessions, fails to qualify for 
advancement, or who, after being registered in the final year for three 
successive seasons, fails to qualify for the degree, shall not be per¬ 
mitted to register again as a student of Medicine in the University. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the hands 
of the Registrar at least three days before the date set for the begin¬ 
ning of the examination, and they must be accompanied by a fee of 
$5.00 for each subject. 
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MICROSCOPES. 


Each student is required to provide himself, on beginning his 
studies, with a first-class microscope for laboratory and private study 
throughout his course. The Faculty will supply the instruments neces¬ 
sary for demonstrations, etc. The microscope must be of substantial 
construction and be provided, as a minimum, with the following 
accessories:— 2 /„, 1 / 0 and V 12 oil immersion objectives, and a substage 
condenser. Such an instrument will last a lifetime and is an essential 
part of the equipment of a practitioner in medicine. 

Should the student not be provided with such a microscope, he 
may purchase a new guaranteed instrument through the Bursar’s 
office of the University for the sum of $ 125 . 00 , as long as the supply 
lasts.

COURSES OF LECTURES 

BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Medical students is conducted, con¬ 
jointly, by the University Departments of Botany and Zoology. It 
consists of three parts:— 

Part I. (The Microscope).

Lecturer in Biology George W. Scarth. 

This part of the course deals with the rationale and simple 
technique of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field • 
illumination. Twelve lectures and twelve laboratory periods (three 
of each per week during the first month of the session). 

Part II. (Zoology). 

Professor of Zoology:—Arthur Willey. 

Assistant Professor:—J. Stafford. 

Lecturer: —M. Nothin. 

The course in elementary zoology is that part of the premedical 
curriculum which introduces the student to some of the terms and 
principles of animal biology. The manner in which the leading func- 
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tions of the body are performed in a number of selected types is 
explained, thereby preparing the mind for the reception of the more 
advanced instruction in human anatomy and physiology.

Part III. (General Biology).

This part of the course is a continuation of Part I. It consists of 
laboratory training in elementary general biology, dealing more espe¬ 
cially with those aspects of the field best illustrated by plants; and of 
lectures based upon the laboratory experience. 

Lectures, three per week and laboratory periods; two (each of 
three hours) per week from the close of Part II of the course to the 
end of the session.

Instruction in General and Organic Chemistry for students in 
Medicine is given during a portion of each of the first two years. 

First Year : During the first year the principles governing chem¬ 
ical action are studied in a systematic laboratory course. A printed 
synopsis of the work of each day is provided and necessary explana¬ 
tions given before beginning the work. The course includes a study 
of chemical phenomena; the preparation and properties of typical 
elements and compounds; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric 
and volumetric determinations, and a short course in qualitative 
analysis. The student is required to pay special attention to the 
keeping of an accurate record of his observations and calculations. 

Note books for this purpose are provided and are examined and 
criticized by the demonstrators. Test examinations are held during 
the session. 

During this year a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; three per week, with frequent reviews and exam¬ 
inations. This course is designed to familiarize the student with the 
characteristics of chemical action and the conditions which modify it, 
rather than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The course includes the elements of

physical chemistry and simple calculations. The application of chem¬ 
istry to medicine is made especially prominent. An examination in 
general chemistry is held at the end of the session. 

Second Year : A short introductory course of three lectures per 
week in organic chemistry is given during the first term. This forms 
a preparatory course leading up to the more complete study of organic 
substances of biological importance during the second term in the 
course on biological chemistry. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a prac¬ 
tical knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering upon the 
study of Medicine. Graduates in Arts of recognized universities, on 
presenting certificates of having taken courses in theoretical and prac¬ 
tical chemistry, and of having passed examinations in the same, may 
be exempted from the chemistry of the first year.

(b) Bio-chemistry.

The instruction in Bio-chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
in the second and third years. 

The instruction in the second year includes a course of lectures, 
three a week, and practical laboratory classes, two a week for each 
student, in the second term. The lectures and laboratory classes will 
deal with the characters and composition of carbohydrates, fats, 
proteins and other important compounds that result from activity of 
animal and vegetable tissues and organs. Special attention will alsa 
be given to the properties of colloids in relation to the part they play 
in the constitution of living matter. This course is intended to serve 
as an introduction to the more advanced courses of instruction in 
Bio-chemistry in the third year. 

Oral examinations will be held during the course, the results of 
which will, with those obtained from the written and practical exam¬ 
inations, determine the standing of the student in the final class lists 
in Bio-chemistry in the second year. 

Third Year : An advanced course in Bio-chemistry to selected 
students, consisting of three lectures and two laboratory periods per 
week, is given throughout the autumn term. This course includes 
instruction in (a) the origin, character and the active properties of the 
various ferments of the digestive tract, (b) the chemical and physical 
processes involved in, and the products resulting from, the digestion, 
absorption and assimilation of the foodstuffs in the human body, (c) 
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the intermediate and the ultimate products of human metabolism, 
and (d) the chemistry of blood, muscle, bile and urine. In the prac¬ 
tical courses special attention will be given to quantitative methods 
in the determination of the more important metabolites, such as urea, 
uric acid, creatin, creatinin, etc. 

In addition to the written and practical examinations exacted of 
each student in this course, oral examinations will be held, and the 
results thus obtained will, with those from the written and practical 
tests, serve to determine the standing of the student in the class list 
in Bio-chemistry for the year. 

A laboratory course in Clinical Chemistry of six weeks' duration 
is given at the beginning of the second term. In this course the 
student is made familiar with the practical methods for the chemical 
and physical examination of urine, faeces, blood, stomach contents, etc., 
as a preliminary to their application to the chemical diagnosis of 
cases. 

An Advanced Optional Laboratory Course in clinical and patholo¬ 
gical chemistry is offered during the winter term to those students 
whose preliminary training in chemistry and standing in the pass 
course show they are able to profit by it. This course includes the 
more recent exact methods of determination of creatinin, ammonia, 
acetone; the partition of nitrogen in urine in health and disease; 
estimation of urea, sugar, chlorides, and uric acid in blood, etc. This 
course must be taken by all candidates for the Sutherland Medal.

First Year : This course is given in the Physics Building of the 
University. It consists of four lectures and two laboratory periods 
of two hours per week throughout the session. 

The lectures are experimental in character, especially designed to 
meet the requirements of students in Medicine. The course includes 
a study of energy, simple machines, properties of matter, fluid pres¬ 
sures, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, transmission and 
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interpretation of sound; temperature and temperature measurements, 
gas laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent heats, laws of 
vaporization, humidity measurements, heat conduction; elements of 
magnetism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and conden¬ 
sers; primary batteries, Ohm’s law and its applications, measurements 
of resistance and electromotive force, measuring instruments, mag¬ 
netic effects of a current, induced currents, induction coil, conduction 
through gases, properties of cathode rays and X-rays; radioactive 
substances and their radiations; laws of reflection and refraction of 
light, mirrors, lenses and leas combinations, microscopes, telescopes, 
spectra, spectrum analysis, colour, interference, crystallography, polar¬ 
ized light and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments 
as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spec¬ 
troscope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of Arch¬ 
imedes’ principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, Ohm’s 
law, etc. Measurements are taken of specific gravities, frequencies, 
specific heats, latent heats, electrical resistances, focal lengths, besides 
qualitative experiments illustrating the more important physical prin¬ 
ciples. 

Students entering McGill University in all faculties receive lectures 
and do laboratory experiments in Physics, hence a good knowledge 
of arithmetic, algebra and geometry is required. 

A knowledge of the elements of trigonometry, logarithms, 
mechanics and physics enables a student to make a good beginning 
on entry, which stands him in good stead for the remainder of 
his college career.

ENGLISH

The course of instruction in English is conducted by Prof. W. 
Harvie-Jellie, M.A., Dr. es Let. of the Department of English in the 
Faculty of Arts. It consists of Lectures and Conferences. 

The History of Scientific Thought and Progress, with special 
reference to its bearing upon modern civilization, is dealt with in 
a course of thirty Lectures, and emphasis is placed upon the develop¬ 
ment of a genuine scientific method of research. 

A second course of thirty Lectures treats of the Literature of the 
19 th century, and includes a study of the great literary scientists. 

For the purpose of instruction in English Composition and Ex¬ 
pression, the Class is divided into groups to permit of personal con¬ 
ference. One hour a week is devoted to the study of the principles 
and practice of English Composition; and a second hour is given to a 
thorough training in public speaking.

Under the six-year curriculum the student begins the study of 
anatomy in the second year of his course, and continues it in the 
third, fourth and fifth years. During the second and third years 
the whole body is dissected twice. The aim of this part of the 
course is to establish the essential foundations upon which the prac¬ 
tice of medicine and surgery is based; the importance of the applica¬ 
tion to the living body of the knowledge gained in dissection is, 
therefore, emphasized throughout. During the fourth and fifth years 
the subject is considered from the standpoint of its clinical bearing. 
Close co-operation between the anatomical, histological and embryolo- 
gical parts of the course is maintained during the whole four years. 


Second Year. 

i. Elementary Anatomy:—The student dissects the whole 
body, including the brain, aiming at a general knowledge of the form 
and relations of the systems and organs without detailed considera¬ 





tion. Stress is laid upon the importance of function in determining 
form and structure, and the osteology and surface anatomy are studied 
concurrently.

2. General EmbryologyA course of lectures and practical 
work on the general problems of development and on the early stages 
of development of the human embryo.

First term, 60 hours. 
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3. General Histology:—A detailed study of the fundamental 

tissues of the human body.

Third Year. 

4 - Advanced Anatomy:—The whole body is dissected for the 
second time and in detail. In this year regional and cross-section 
anatomy receive special attention and, in correlation with courses 5 
and 6, the nervous system and sense organs are further studied. 
Text-books :—Gray’s “Anatomy” (English edition); Heisler’s 
Practical Anatomy” may be used as a.change of dissecting guide. 

Whole session, 360 hours. 

5. Special Histology:—This course runs parallel with the 
course in gross anatomy, the microscopic structure of the organs and 
systems being studied at the time they are dissected.

Whole session, 90 hours. 

6. Organogenesis:—The development of the organs and sys¬ 
tems of the human body, co-ordinating with courses 4 and 5.

Fourth Year. 

7. Surgically Applied Anatomy:—This course is given in 

January and February, immediately preceding the course in Operative 
Surgery on the cadaver, which is conducted in the dissecting room 
by the Department of Surgery. Second trimester, 30 hours.

8. Medically Applied Anatomy:—An optional course of eight 

lecture periods. Second trimester, 8 hours.

PHYSIOLOGY.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted, so far as time permits, with modern physiology, both from 
a scientific and practical standpoint—its methods, its deductions, and 
the basis on which the latter rest. 

1. Human Physiology. 

The course comprise? demonstrations and laboratory work. 

Lectures. —These extend over two years and are illustrated by 
diagrams and lantern demonstrations. 

Laboratory Work. — (a) Juniors. Second year students work for 
the most part in pairs for one period of three hours per week through¬ 
out the year. The course comprises experiments on blood, on con¬ 
nective and epithelial tissue, on muscle, nerve, heart, blood-vessels and 
central nervous systems. Frog material is largely used for the latter 
part of this course. Class-book:—Schafer's “Experimental Physiology." 

(b) Seniors. Third year students, working in pairs or in larger 
groups, attend for one period of three hours per week throughout the 
year. The course includes mammalian operative work as well as 
observations on the human subject with clinical and other apparatus. 
Class-book:—Sherrington's “ Mammalian Physiology.” 

Demonstrations. —Special demonstrations are given from time to 
time on such subjects as cannot be dealt with by individual groups of 
the practical class, and also on whatever research work is being 
carried out in the Department. 

Research Work. —Special arrangements are made for post-graduate 
work in physiology and for courses leading to the degrees of M.Sc. 
and D.Sc. For particulars apply to the Professor. 

2. Chemical Physiology (see under Chemistry).

Pathology.

4. Applied Pathology: Demonstration and discussion of anatom¬ 
ical and bacteriological material in relation to clinical medicine. Pro¬ 
fessor Rhea.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following manner:— 
For students of the second year there is a course in practical materia 
medica and pharmacy, with demonstrations and exercises in the labo¬ 
ratory. Prescription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated. 

The course in pharmacology is given in the third year and con¬ 
sists of a systematic course of lectures on the physiological action of 
drugs, with demonstrations, and practical laboratory work, during 
which the student is given the opportunity of studying by experiment 
the action of the more important drugs. 
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In the fourth year a systematic course is given on the principles 
of therapeutics and on the practical employment of drugs and remedial 
agents in the treatment of disease. In the fifth year, special attention 
is given to the subject of practical therapeutics in the ward classes by 
the attending physicians in both the Montreal General and Royal 
Victoria hospitals. 

In connection with this department a short course of didactic 
lectures will be given to students of the fourth year on the thera¬ 
peutic values of massage, of physical exercise, including remedial 
gymnastics and mechano-therapy, of hydro-therapy, of electro-therapy 
and of photo-therapy; students of the fifth year will be given prac¬ 
tical instruction in these subjects by Dr. Harvey, and by Dr. Norman 
Brown in the out-patient departments of the Montreal General and 
the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological and 
chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of the late Mr. 
Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus for carry¬ 
ing on extended research work.

HYGIENE.

The instruction in hygiene given to the medical undergraduates 
has been carefully designed to meet the requirements of the prac¬ 
titioner in medicine. It relates chiefly to the investigation of the 
causes of disease, the channels of transmission and the adoption of 
modern preventive measures—all problems which are likely to confront 
the medical man daily in the prosecution of his duties. 

The practical part includes a number of visits to various places of 
hygienic importance. The student is thereby brought in close con¬ 
tact with the various conditions which he is liable to meet during his 
later career. 

The Museum is fully equipped and contains full-sized working 
models and apparatus illustrative of the application of all hygiene 
principles. See description of Museum, page 78 . 

In addition to the above, lantern demonstrations of the various 
topics which have been pieviously discussed in the lectures are fre¬ 
quently given. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one above 
referred to is open to students wishing to go into greater detail. 

The laboratory is provided with all apparatus needed in every 
branch of public health work. Advanced students are furnished with 
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separate quarters and with every facility for the prosecution of 
research work.

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

In this course the criminal and civil aspects of legal medicine are 
taken up and fully discussed, also lunacy and its medico-legal aspects. 
Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, the chemical, 
microscopic and spectroscopic tests for which are fully described and 
demonstrated, also the serum test for the detection of human blood. 
The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of poisoning and 
classification of poisons are first treated of, after which the more 
common poisons are described, with reference to symptoms, post¬ 
mortem appearance and chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances 
are fully illustrated by specimens. Injuries are fully discussed, with 
reference to their significance, under the Workmen’s Compensation Act 
and Accident Insurance.

The object of this course is to impart a sound knowledge of 
the principles of general medicine in the diagnosis and treatment of 
disease; to afford a knowledge of the technique, and, above all, so 
to train the student that he will be enabled to cultivate the faculty

of critical judgment. The mere instruction, of itself, is regarded as 
but a part of the course, while the personal contact of students and 
patient throughout the final years, is of prime importance. 

Every facility is afforded for this purpose, and students are 
required to report upon ten patients, placed under their direct care, 
to a conclusion. 

In connection with the laboratory and ward work, minor prob¬ 
lems are from time to time presented in order to encourage students 
in research. This will be further stimulated through closer correla¬ 
tion with the pre-clinical years. 

Third Year :—The student is taught the methods of clinical 
medicine by means of demonstrations to the class as a whole, as 
well as by direct practical work in groups. Students will, from 
time to time, be allowed the privileges of the wards and the outdoor 
for this purpose, and will thus be brought in contact with patients 
early in their career. This course will last throughout most of the 
term. 

Fourth Year :—The instruction in this year will consist of two 
theatre clinics a week, and work in the wards. Students will be 
made responsible for the reporting and observation of patients in the 
wards, and will be expected to demonstrate these cases to the groups 
who are receiving instruction. A laboratory period of instruction 
will be given each week in connection with the clinical work, and 
the tests already learned in the pre-clinical and pre-medical years, 
will now be applied in practice. Students in this year will also be 
required to attend the outdoor. 

Fifth Year :—This year is devoted entirely to hospital work, each 
student acting in the capacity of assistant resident. The number of 
lectures will be minimal. The student will be made directly respon¬ 
sible for reports on the patients in the wards, for the diaries of the 
cases, and will be required to make special examinations in company 
with the Chief in whatever department this is required. He will 
also attend the outdoor under supervision, and will further be expected 
to assist at all autopsies concerned with his patients, and will be 
required to prepare the material for the clinical pathological conference 
which is held once weekly. Clinics are likewise given on diseases 
of children, upon neurological cases, infectious diseases, and radio¬ 
graphy in the departments concerned.

The purpose of this course is to co-ordinate the work in Patho¬ 
logy and Bacteriology (as given in the third year) with the clinical 
manifestations of diseases due to bacteria, to demonstrate the means 
at the disposal of the body for the prevention and cure of infection, 
and the clinical procedures, including the employment of vaccines and 
sera, which are of value in prophylaxis and treatment. 

Fourth Year (Autumn Term) :—A course of didactic lectures 
(with demonstrations). 

Fifth Year :—A course of six clinical demonstrations to groups. 


Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the winter term of the third 
year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of the professors 
and teachers connected with the department of Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the third year instruc¬ 
tion in Medicine, and is held in the pathological laboratory of the 
Medical Building. The classes are held twice weekly, each demon¬ 
stration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appearance of 
the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in the preparation 
of staining of films from pus and sputum for pathogenic bacteria, in 
the methods of examination of the blood, including the use of haemo- 
globinometer, haemocytometer, microspectroscope, the determination of 
the specific gravity, agglutination tests; the examination of fresh films, 
the preparation of stained blood films and the method of making 
differential leucocyte counts. The instruction also comprises the 
microscopic examination of stomach contents and faeces, for the 
recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat, blood, bacteria and 
animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other pathological 
fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examination of hairs for 
the parasites of ring-worm and favus. 

In addition to this, the student is given an opportunity of exam¬ 
ining the various bacteria of importance in clinical medicine and 
surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in the 
hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion arises at the 
demonstrations.

Psychology. 

A short course of lectures is given by Professor Tait on General 
and Abnormal Psychology, with special reference to the latter. Dis¬ 
cussion will include the principles underlying Psychotherapy, the main 
features of Psychopathology, relation of abnormal to normal mental 
life, mental hygiene, mental deficiency and intelligence tests and some 
reference to the Psychology of Insanity. 

Psychiatry. 

The course in psychiatry comprises a series of lectures at the 
University, with demonstrations at the Protestant Hospital for the 
Insane, Verdun, and at the general hospitals. Clinical instruction is 
given to groups of senior students, who are required to examine a 
number of cases, making written reports thereon, followed by dis¬ 
cussion. 

In the outdoor departments of the hospitals where a psychiatric 
clinic is held once a week, the students are taught the various methods 
of testing psychopathic cases, and making detailed diagnoses.

A didactic course on the diseases of infancy and childhood, includ¬ 
ing the feeding of infants, is given during the session to students of 
the fourth year. Clinical and didactic lectures are given on diseases 
of the new-born at the Montreal Maternity Hospital. In the Mont¬ 
real General and Royal Victoria hospitals weekly clinical lectures and 
ward demonstrations on diseases of childhood will be given to students 
of the fifth year, and groups of students in rotation will be assigned 
work in connection with the out-patient children's departments of 
both hospitals. The new Foundling and Baby Hospital, which has 
recently been opened, with a capacity of 100 beds, will be utilized 
during the session for a series of demonstrations in infant feeding. 

A voluntary course is given during the summer months, at the 
Children’s Memorial Hospital, to a selected number of students who 
have successfully passed their Fourth Year.

To obtain greater uniformity and a better perspective, the depart¬ 
ment of Surgery and Clinical Surgery has been placed under one 
head and has been given control of the teaching in the wards anti 
out-patient departments of the two large hospitals. 

Montreal, situated at the head of ocean navigation, and itself 
a large railroad and industrial centre, is noted for the large amount 
and varied character of its clinical material. Indeed, the teaching 
in surgery is largely clinical and practical. In the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria hospitals there are between five and six hundred 
beds and also large out-patient departments. 

During the third year students are instructed in the out-patient 
department. They are brought in immediate contact with the patient, 
and taught how to make an examination, how to get a correct history, 
how to differentiate the abnormal from the normal, how to apply their 
anatomy, to dress wounds, arrange and apply splints, and to reduce 
the simpler fractures and dislocations. This is a valuable training, 
as the conditions met in an out-patient department are similar to 
those that form a considerable part of a practitioner’s work. 

In their fourth year students attend surgical clinics in the amphi¬ 
theatre of the hospitals three days in the week. They also attend m 
the wards of the hospitals in groups. Cases are assigned to them 
and they are required to examine them carefully, record the condi¬ 
tions found, arrive at a tentative diagnosis, and outline the treatment 
indicated. A teacher of mature experience and of professional rank 
teaches them in the wards and instructs them in groups. 

The fifth is the purely hospital year. There are three amphi¬ 
theatre clinics in the hospitals, weekly. Group teaching is carried out 
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in the wards. The patients are assigned to the students in rotation 
and they are expected to make very careful and thorough examina¬ 
tions in the wards, do their own laboratory work under the direction 
of a supervisor and to study the natural history prognosis and methods 

of treatment. 

They are to be present when their cases are operated on and to 
prepare themselves with all the care and detail of the operating 
surgeon. Opportunities of assisting are afforded, and also of seeing 
closely the conditions that are found to obtain. 

Students in this year are required to do a good deal of collateral 
reading and to make themselves familiar with the anatomy, pathology 
and physiology of the injury or disease and the region implicated. 

Every encouragement is given to originality and independence of 
opinion. 

Didactic lectures and laboratory demonstrations on anaesthesia 
are given in the College by the Department of Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics and practical instruction in the administration of anaes¬ 
thetics is given in the hospital to students of the fourth and fifth years.

Students attend this department in the Royal Victoria and Mont¬ 
real General Hospitals for instruction in the methods of diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases of the urinary and male genital organs. 

During the first half of the fourth year they receive a course of 
fifteen lectures on the elements of the subject in the University and in 
the hospitals fifteen clinics demonstrating typical cases. 

During the fifth year they receive clinical instruction on groups 
of cases presented for differential diagnosis and students are encour¬ 
aged to discuss these cases and outline the treatment indicated. Out¬ 
patient instruction is given to small groups in both hospitals. 

The wealth of material in the hospitals permits of special instruc¬ 
tion in the diagnosis and treatment of syphilis and other venereal 
diseases. 





Students are also assigned clerkships in the wards and cases 
allotted to them for study. They are required to follow these cases 
to completion, as they do in the wards devoted to general surgery. 
Opportunity is thus afforded for the complete study of a considerable 
number of cases in the urological wards.

The lecturers and 
demonstrators will give special courses from time to time in the college 
and in the hospitals, and will take the students in groups for the 
purpose of demonstration, examination and review. 

In the fourth year will be given the regular cou»se of didactic 
lectures.

The didactic course consists of about twenty-five lectures given 
twice weekly during the autumn session. The anatomy and physio¬ 
logy of the organs and parts concerned are first discussed. Then the 
various methods of examination are fully described, the necessary 
instruments exhibited, and their uses explained. The lectures are 
illustrated as fully as possible by drawings, morbid specimens and 
lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bedside instruction, is 
given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals by 
Professors Chipman and Lockhart, assisted by Drs. Patrick, Little 





and Burgess. A large amount of clinical material is thus available 
for practical instruction in this department of medicine. Numerous 
operations are done before the class and made the subjects of remarks. 
In addition to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large out¬ 
patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are admitted 
in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual examinations and 
in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and a 
clinical examination in gynaecology, similar to that held in medicine 
and surgery, forms part of the final examination.

In the fourth year there is a didactic course of about ten lectures 
delivered at the University. The more unusual diseases of the eye are 
fully described, while the commoner diseases are merely touched on, 
the fuller consideration of the latter being reserved for the clinical 
lectures to be delivered in the fifth year. In addition, in the fourth 
year there is instruction in the anatomy of the eye, the methods of 
examination, and the use of the ophthalmoscope and the elements of 
refraction. 

In the fifth year there is a regular bi-weeklv course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General hospitals. 

The operative work in eye surgery is fully open to undergraduate^ 
on the day set apait for the purpose.

The course of instruction in oto-laryngology is carried on in the 
recently reconstructed wards and out-patients' department of both 
the Royal Victoria and the Montreal General hospitals, where, owing 
to the large clinics, the students are afforded ample opportunity of 
receiving a thorough instruction in these subjects. There are fifty 
beds set apart for this department. The course is carried on in both 
the fourth and fifth years. In the fourth year, instruction is given 
in: (a) the normal anatomy of the ear, nose and throat, as exempli¬ 
fied in moist dissections, dried specimens, models, stereoscopic plates 
and radiograms of normal conditions of the accessory sinuses of the 
nose and mastoid process; (b) the method of using the various 
instruments for examining the ear, nose and throat; (c) the usual 
tests for hearing; (d) the recognition of normal conditions of these 
special organs, as exemplified by clinical material. 

In the fifth year the students have presented to them only patho¬ 
logical conditions affecting these organs. As many cases as is possible 
are brought forward to illustrate the various diseases, and the clinical 
material thus presented is dealt with by a clinical lecture, and is 
further enlarged by gross pathological specimens, microscopical 
material and lantern slides. Eight to ten didactic lectures are also 
given. 

In this year the student also receives instruction as to the care of 
the deaf mute, the subject being dealt with by a lecture and practical 
illustration of the methods of educating these unfortunate children in 
the Mackay Institution for Deaf Mutes. 

The courses are conducted in small classes, so that personal 
supervision is accorded to each student. The clinics are held twice a 
week in each hospital, and continued throughout each session. An 
examination, written and clinical, is held at the end of the fifth year. 
Two positions as resident house-surgeon in the department of oto¬ 
laryngology in the Royal Victoria Hospital are open to the members 
of the graduating class.

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GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been equipped 
in connection with the Pathological and Clinical Departments of both 
the Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals, and also in con¬ 
nection with the college laboratories for physiology, chemistry, path¬ 
ology and pharmacology. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qualify for 
examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who wish to engage 
in special research, may enter at any time by giving notice, stating the 
course desired and the time at their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals will 
be open to such students on the same conditions as to undergraduates 
in Medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained on 
application to the Assistant Dean of the Medical Faculty. 

HYGIENE AND PUBLIC HEALTH. 

I. DIPLOMA COURSE IN PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a degree 
in medicine, or other qualifications for practice, for at least twelve 
months before he is competent to receive the diploma. The courses 
prescribed are as follows:— 

1. A course of lectures dealing in a comprehensive manner with 
the General Principles of Hygiene, Preventive Medicine and Sanitation. 

2. Bacteriology—a full practical course in General Bacteriology, 
special attention being given to Pathogenic organisms and Parasites; 
general principles of Bacteriological Analysis, especially in relation to 
Public Health matters. 

3. Sanitary Chemistry(a) Examination of air and air vitiated 
by respiration, products of combustion, factory and other trade con¬ 
ditions; water and water supplies in general, detection of poisons 
associated with water supplies; all the common kinds of foods and 
beverages; sewage and sewage effluents; articles of dress, house decor¬ 
ations, etc.; chemical investigations connected with certain trades and 
occupations. 

(b) Physics : Principles of statics, pneumatics, hydraulics, light 
and photometry, heat and thermometry and the principles of hygro- 
metry, only in their application to hygiene. 

4. An extended course of practical out-door Sanitary work undei 
a Medical Officer of Health, or other Authority affording facilities for 
such instruction. 

5. Sanitary Legislation : Statutes and by-laws relating to public 
health; the powers of public Sanitary authorities. 












6. Vital Statistics :—Calculation and tabulation of returns of 
births, marriages, deaths and diseases. 

7. Meteorology and climatology, including the geographical and 
topographical distribution of diseases. 

Candidates for this Diploma may claim exemption from attend¬ 
ance in any of the subjects outlined in the scheme of studies on presen¬ 
tation of proof that they have received already equivalent instruction 
in such subjects. 

Except in special instances where exemptions may have been 
granted, the length of the course is eight months—from the beginning 
of October to the end of May. 

The examination for the Diploma includes the following sub¬ 
jects:—Examination of clinical cases at an infectious hospital; the 
drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports of officers of 
health; a report upon the sanitary conditions of some actual locality; 
demonstration of the consideration and use of meteorological hygienic 
and sanitary apparatus; microscopical examination of specimens sub¬ 
mitted; description of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; 
the inspection of carcasses of animals to Se used for food. Chemical 
and Bacteriological examinations, the scope of which is indicated in 
the paragraphs relating to instructions on these headings. 

The above examination is written, oral and practical and extends 
over a period of four or five days. 

The fee for the course and the Diploma is $100.00. 

2. COURSES FOR CIVIL ENGINEERS. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, par¬ 
ticularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. The object 
of the instruction is to elucidate the public health principles involved 
in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, water supplies, sewage dis¬ 
posal, and drainage systems. . 

3 . COURSE FOR ARCHITECTS. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public health 
relating to architectural work, e.g., lighting and heating, ventilation, 
sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing.

4 . COURSE FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 

Hygiene or some particular branch of it, may be taken out as 
a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. degree. Special 
arrangements are made to suit the student in order that the work 
done in this department shall be a supplement to his major subject 
taken out in Applied Science. 
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CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In the third year instruction is given to groups in the methods of 
physical diagnosis and in minor surgery. 

During the fourth year three medical and three surgical theatre 
clinics are given weekly in the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
hospitals. In addition, on four days of the week instruction is given 
to groups at the bedside, in the laboratories, and in the medical and 
surgical out-patient departments. Out-patient clinics are given to 
groups of students once weekly in ophthalmology and oto-laryngology 
during the last trimeter. 

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students of 
the fourth and fifth years receive bedside instruction in groups. 

The fifth year is devoted almost exclusively to clinical work. 
There are three clinics weekly in medicine, three in surgery, two in 
obstetrics and two in gynaecology, these being supplemented by group 
teaching in the wards and by instruction in the clinical laboratories. 
In addition, groups receive instruction in ophthalmology, oto-laryn¬ 
gology, pediatrics, dermatology, gynaecology, neurology and genito¬ 
urinary surgery in the out-patient departments of both hospitals. At 
the Montreal Maternity four ward classes weekly in obstetrics are 
given. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both hos¬ 
pitals are appointed every three months, and each one during his term 
of service conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical 
Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted to him. 
Students are required to show a certificate of having acted for six 
months as clinical clerk in medicine and six months in surgery, and 
are required to have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in 
surgery. The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of 
the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the out-door departments. For 
these appointments, application is to be made to the assistant surgeons, 
or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out-door department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special clinics at 
both hospitals, afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar 
with all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them¬ 
selves proficient in the use of the various instruments used in examin¬ 
ing them, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to gain a 
practical knowledge of these important branches in medicine and 
surgery. Operations are performed on the eye and on the ear and 
nose and throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to keep such 
cases under observation so long as they remain in the hospital. 












There are also special departments in both hospitals for gynaeco¬ 
logy* pediatrics, neurology, orthopaedics, dermatology and genito-urinary 
diseases, directed by specialists in these branches. Students are thus 
enabled to acquire special technical knowledge under skilled direction. 
The plan of teaching practical gynaecology, which has met with marked 
success, has been the limitation of the number of students attending 
each clinic to three. 

Clinical instruction is given in the wards of the Protestant Hos¬ 
pital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The clinical teaching in infectious diseases is given in the wards 
of the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases. 

HOSPITALS. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and importance 
of its public charities. Among these its public hospitals are the most 
prominent and widely known. Those in which medical students of 
McGill University receive clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal 
General Hospital; (2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Mont¬ 
real Maternity Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases; ( 5 ) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane; (6) The 
Children’s Memorial Hospital. 

MUSEUMS. 

The Faculty has during recent years devoted special attention to 
the development of its museums in the several departments in which 
objective teaching is of special value in the education of the student. 

Through the benefaction of the late Lord Strathcona, a splendid 
new Museum has been erected which is undoubtedly the finest struc¬ 
ture of its kind in America. The Museum projects from the north¬ 
western side of the new Medical Building, of which it forms a central 
feature, and faces the Royal Victoria Hospital. It is in the form of 
a rectangular cross and is in three stories, of which the upper contains 
the anatomical collections, while the two lower floors are devoted to 
the Museum of Pathology. 

MUSEUM OF PATHOLOGY.

The Pathological Museum of the University contains to date 
(May 1st, 1921), approximately 7,000 specimens, of which some 3,200 
are mounted and catalogued on the Museum shelves, and the balance 
are in a carefully labelled and classified storage, where they are 
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readily available for teaching, and from which they are constantly 
being drawn and added to the display collection on the shelves of 
the Museum proper. A descriptive catalogue is in process of prepara¬ 
tion, the first volume of which has already been published by the 
Oxford Press. Other parts are available and are being made ready 
for print through the help of the Osier Catalogue and the James 
Cooper Funds. The Museum includes the pathological collection of 
the Royal Victoria Hospital, which consists of some 240 specimens 
preserved in colours, mounted and catalogued. A collection of some 
200 mounted specimens is also available for teaching purposes in the 
Museum of the Pathological Department of the Montreal General 
Hospital. Some no models, as well as an extensive set of microscopic 
slides and charts for pathological and clinical teaching are filed both 
in the Museum and in the Pathological Departments of the Royal 
Victoria and the Montreal General Hospitals. 

MUSEUM OF ANATOMY. 

Director:—Prof. S. E. Whitnall. 

The Anatomical Museum is designed primarily as a teaching 
museum to be used in conjunction with the didactic and practical 
instruction given in the Department of Anatomy. It now contains 
several thousand preparations and models arranged to illustrate gen¬ 
eral embryology; human embryology and organogenesis; the theory of 
human evolution; the prehistoric races of mankind; physical anthro¬ 
pology; comparative osteology; general comparative anatomy and the 
details of human structure, regional, systematic and topographical. 

In addition to the material which is exhibited in the museum 
cases, several hundred wet preparations are kept in storage and are 
used as teaching specimens in the class and dissecting rooms. 

Special collections illustrating the anatomy of regions and organs 
have been formed and are being continually augmented. These are 
available not only for undergraduate teaching, but also for use by 
interested graduates. 

A collection of over two thousand lantern slides and several hun¬ 
dred stereoscopic photographs is maintained. 

The original Anatomical Museum of the College was completely 
destroyed by the fire of 1907. 

MUSEUM OF HYGIENE. 

Director Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

The material in the museum has been rearranged with a view to 
exhibiting not only specimens of the best, and most approved types of 
appliances in each particular branch of public health, but also examples 
of types which are to be avoided on hygienic principles. 
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In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens have been 
classified upon a decimal system under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection. —Including disinfecting apparatus of all kinds, 
disinfectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating. —Showing contrivances used for these 
purposes, and illustrative of the principles involved. 

3. Water. —Showing conditions connected with pollution of water 
supplies, whether derived from the surface or underground sources; 
methods of purification on large and small scales; water pipes, etc., 
and the influence which these fittings may exert upon the water con¬ 
tained therein. 

4. Soils and Buildings. —Building sites, various kinds of soils; 
relation between soil and dampness; permeability of soils to gases and 
water; composition of soils; effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
measures to be taken against dampness and foul air; and building 
materials of all kinds. 

5. Air. —Including ventilation schemes and appliances; climate 
and meteorology, with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

6. Foodstuffs. — Adulterations and sophistications practised; 
samples of unsound foodstuffs. 

7. Bacteriological and Pathological. — Specimens of diseased 
meats; specimens and slides of all the common micro-organisms, path¬ 
ogenic and non-pathogenic. 

8. Clothing. —Specimens of all the materials utilized for the 
manufacture of clothing, showing the raw state and the various pro¬ 
cesses through which they pass until the finished product is reached; 
the hygienic value of these various articles is also set forth. 

Injuries and deformities which may directly result from the use 
of badly designed articles of clothing; history and evolution of clothing. 

9. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. —This section includes every 
type of appliance used as sanitary fixtures in buildings; drainage 
schemes; ultimate disposal of refuse both liquid and solid; refuse 
destructors, and sewage disposal plants. The section also includes 
types of faulty methods and appliances which on principle ought to 
be avoided. 

In addition to the regular museum exhibit, there is a collection 
of over 1,000 lantern slides illustrative of phases of hygiene. The 
slides have been so arranged as to be available for demonstrations 
as hand specimens. 

A catalogue with text and full description of all the exhibits 
contained in the museum is issued by the University authorities, and 
may be purchased at the general office.

The Library occupies the central part of the new building, the 
whole front of the second and third floors, as well as a portion of 
the first floor. On the third floor is the magnificent reading room, 
76x24 feet, exceptionally well lighted, and capable of accommodating 
75 readers. 'On this floor also are the journal room and private 
offices. The second floor contains the stack room, the book stacks 
having a total capacity of sixty thousand volumes. 

A special feature of the Library is the journal collection, and 
every effo~t is being made to complete this section as far as possible 
and thus to increase the value of the reference department of the 
Library. 

There is also a great duplicate collection of journals from which 
distribution can be made on the exchange basis. 

There is no printed catalogue, but there has been compiled a 
comprehensive list of continuations with their inclusive volumes, and 
this list will be available for loan by out-of-town borrowers. 

The Library is for the use of the members of the Teaching Staff, 
graduates of the Medical Faculty of the University, undergraduate 
students in the Faculty, graduates from other colleges showing proper 
credentials, and registered nurses. It is felt that graduates living at 
a distance are not aware of the fact that books may be borrowed 
from the Library on payment of carriage both ways. 

The Library is closed on Sundays, but is otherwise open daily 
during term from 9.00 a.m. to 6.00 p.m., except Saturday, when it 
closes at 5.00 p.m., and after Convocation it is open from 9.00 a.m. 
to 5.00 p.m., Saturdays 9 00 a.m. to 1.00 p.m. During July and August 
it is closed all Saturday.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

The Society is composed of the registered students of the Faculty. 
Its purpose is:— 

(1) To transact all matters of business connected with the under¬ 
graduate body. 

(2) To stimulate interest along medical lines. 

(3) To increase the facility with which the men can express 
themselves in public. 

(4) To give the men an enjoyable social evening, at the same 
time developing a strong spirit of faculty loyalty. 

Meetings are held every alternate Monday at which addresses are 
given by prominent professional men, medical and otherwise. Case 
reports are also read and discussed by the members themselves. 

The annual meeting is the last meeting held in the spring, when 
the following officers are installed: Hon. President (elected from 
the Faculty), President, Vice-President, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, 
Treasurer, Reporter and three Councilmen (of whom two are from 
the Faculty).

examination before February ist. The Society also controls the 
students’ reading room.

GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


In McGill University, Dentistry was established as a department 
of the Faculty of Medicine, and this fact insured for the student the 
very best training in anatomy, physiology, histology, embryology, 
bacteriology, chemistry, etc., those fundamental subjects, a knowledge 
of which underlie a successful practice along modern lines of preven¬ 
tive dentistry. 

During the session 1919-20 it was created a separate Faculty by 
the University. 

The infirmary, or Dental Clinic, in which practical operations 
are performed by the students, is an integral part of the out-patient 
department of the Montreal General Hospital, and is kept open during 
the entire year. There are patients sufficient and much more than 
sufficient to -supply all demands for teaching in both operative and 
prosthetic dentistry. 

In addition to the usual cases that appear at every dental infirmary, 
students of McGill have the advantage of seeing and treating many 
cases of fracture of both upper and lower jaw, because of the many 
accidents that occur in every large city. 

In addition to this, great numbers of patients with diseased con¬ 
ditions of the mouth, and associate parts, are continually being referred 
to the Dental Clinic. 

The medical and dental library of McGill is one of the finest in 
America, so that students who desire may have the benefit of a great 
reference library. 

The Dean devotes his entire time to the work under his care, 
thus insuring for the students careful and continuous oversight in both 
theoretical and practical work. 

This is of great advantage in creating the atmosphere and per¬ 
sonal relation between teacher and student, so essential to the success¬ 
ful life of an educational institution. 

If any who are interested in the study of dentistry will write to 
Dr. A. W. Thornton, Dean of the Faculty, he will be glad to furnish 
all possible information. 

The work of the eighteenth session of the Department of Dentistry 
will begin on Saturday, October 1st, and will continue until April 
30th, 1922. 

The Dental Department of McGill University was established in 
the autumn of 1903. At that time the didactic teaching and laboratory 
work were carried on in the lecture rooms and laboratories of the 
medical building, clinical instruction being given at the Dental Infir¬ 
mary, a clinic conducted by the Dental Association of the Province 
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of Quebec. This arrangement fulfilled the requirements of the depart¬ 
ment for a time, but soon the need of separate quarters for didactic 
and laboratory instruction and also of improved clinical facilities was 
felt. These have been supplied, first by the appropriation of a portion 
of the east wing of the new medical building, and, second, by the 
establishment of a clinic at the Montreal General Hospital. 

New Quarters. 

The new quarters of the Faculty occupy the northern half of the 
first floor of the east wing of the new medical building. In addi¬ 
tion to private rooms for the teaching staff, the department contains 
all necessary lecture rooms and laboratories.” The laboratories are 
equipped with the latest apparatus and appliances for teaching prac¬ 
tical dental operations. 

The Dental Clinic. 

During the early part of the session of 1908-09* the Governors 
of the Montreal General Hospital, acting on a request from the 
University, established a clinic in dentistry in connection with the 
out-patient department of the hospital. 

This Dental Clinic has had a most phenomenal growth. 

During the past year, more .than fifteen thousand visits were 
registered. 

The equipment is modern in every respect. 

The Dental Clinic shares with the other departments the advan¬ 
tages of the great Hospital with which it is connected, such as a 
splendid “ X ” ray department and a well-managed pathological depart- 
ment. 

Dental students, in common with the students in medicine, have 
the privilege of the surgical operating amphitheatre, and the Hospital 
anaesthetists are always available for operations in connection with 
the oral cavity. 

Matriculation. 

No student mill be permitted to register in the Faculty of Dentistry 
unless he has completely satisfied the matriculation requirements of 
the University. 

All inquiries relating to the Matriculation Examinations should 
be addressed to the Registrar of the University. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Dentistry does not always give a right to practice the profession of 
Dentistry. It is necessary to comply with the Dental laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Each 
province in Canada at present has special requirements for its license, 
and in most provinces a certain standard of general education is 
insisted upon before beginning the study of Dentistry. 
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Students may register in Dentistry after passing the Matriculation 
examination required of students in the Faculty of Dentistry, but 
those who wish to practice in the Province of Quebec, except those 
who hold a degree in Arts from a British or Canadian university, 
must pass the Matriculation Examination of the College of Dental 
Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those who have 
passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial Dental Council, and 
thus become enregistered students in Dentistry of a province in Canada, 
are exempt from further preliminary examination. 

1. Matriculation examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) 
are held in June and September—in June at McGill College and at 
local centres named below; in September, at Montreal only, except in 
cases which require special consideration. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain who are nol 
otherwise qualified for entrance, an examination will be held regularly 
in London, Eng., each year, commencing on or about the 12th of 
June. Full information regarding the exact date of the examination, 
fee, etc., may be obtained from the Honorary Representative of the 
University, W. A. Buckley-Evans, Esq., M.A., Secretary, Headmasters' 
Conference, 12 King's Bench Walk, Temple, London, E.C. 

2. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee one month 
before the examination begins. Blank forms may be obtained from 
the Registrar. 

No applications for examination in June will be received after 
May 20. 

3. Examinations will be held in June at the following centres 
outside the Province of Quebec, if a sufficient number of candidates 
apply:—Sydney, N.S. ; Rothesay, N.B. ; Ottawa, Ont.; Brockville, Ont.; 
Port Hope, Ont.; Toronto, Ont.; Hamilton, Ont.; St. Catharines, 
Ont.; Winnipeg, Man.; Regina, Sask.; Calgary, Alta. ; Kingston, 
Jamaica, and London, Eng. Candidates who are not within reach of 
any of the above centres are advised to prepare for entrance by taking 
an examination recognized by the University. 

4. The matriculation examination may be taken in two parts, 
but in order to be valid for entrance it must be completed within two 
years from the date of the first attempt. Candidates must pass in 
at least four papers at one time, except in the case of those who are 
not required to take as many as four papers to complete the exam¬ 
ination. Credit will not be given for less than four papers on certi¬ 
ficates which may be presented for exemption from the matriculation 
examination, and no certificate will be accepted which has been obtained 
under easier conditions than those which are imposed on candidates 
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who are attempting to qualify for entrance by taking the regular 
University examination. 

5. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 5 ° P er cent - 
of the total number of marks allowed for each subject. In subjects 
in which two papers are set at least 50 per cent, on the two, and not 
less than 40 per cent, in either, and this only when the two papers 
are taken at the same examination, must be obtained. 

This regulation applies also in the case of candidates who present 
certificates. 

Intending students who wish to enter hy certificates should under 
no circumstances come to the University without having first obtained 
from the Registrar a statement of the value of the certificates they hold, 
as many of these may lack one or more essential subject, or the wotk 
done in a subject may not be adequate, or, again, the percentage 
gained may not be sufficiently high (see regulation 7). Moreover, it 
must be remembered that a certificate may admit to one Faculty and 
not to another. When a diploma or certificate does not show the 
marks obtained in the several subjects of the examination, it must be 
accompanied by an official statement containing this information. 

6. The following certificates and diplomas will, if submitted to 
the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in lieu of the Junior matriculation 
examination, i.e., in so far as the subjects and standard of the examin¬ 
ation taken to obtain them are, to the satisfaction of the Matriculation 
Board, equivalent to those required for the matriculation examination 
of this University. Candidates offering certificates which are not a 
full equivalent will be required to pass the matriculation examination 
in such of the required subjects as are not covered thereby.

Every such application must be accompanied 
by certificates and full particulars, and should be addressed to the 
Registrar.

The requirements in each subject may be learned by writing to 
Dr. J. A. Nicholson, Registrar of the University. 

In addition to the certificates mentioned on pages 9 and 10 , the

REQUIREMENTS FOR PRELIMINARY EXAMINATIONS, 
COLLEGE OF DENTAL SURGEONS OF THE 
PROVINCE OF QUEBEC. 

To be legally admitted to the study of Dental Surgery in the 
Province of Quebec, the candidate must: 

1. From June, 1921 , to June, 1927 , (a) Present a. certificate 
stating that he has successfully passed the special matriculation 
required by the Board of Governors, and that he is nineteen years 
of age, or else be a bachelor of arts, letters or sciences (B.A., 
B.L., B.S.). (b) Hold a matriculation certificate from a recog¬ 
nized university of the Province of Quebec stating that he is 
regularly admitted to study Dental Surgery therein, because 
(a) he has completed in June, 1921 ,, five years of classical studies 
(Belles-lettres for French university college, or four years high 
school, plus one year college for English university) ; in June, 
1923, six years of classical studies (Rhetorique in French univer¬ 
sity college or four years high school, plus two years college in 
English university); in June 1925, seven years of classical studies 
(Philosophy Jr., or four years high school, plus three years 
college) ; in June, 1927 , eight years of classical studies (Philosophy 
Sr., or four years high school, plus four years college); (b) he 
has successfully passed all examinations required at the end of 
each of above mentioned periods of study; (c) or he has made 
equivalent studies and successfully passed equivalent examinations 
before the matriculation Board of the university. 

2. After June, 1927, the candidate must: (a) Present a certificate 
stating that he has successfully passed the special matriculation exam¬ 
ination prescribed by the Board, and is 19 years of age, or hold a 
University diploma of B.A., B.S., or B.L., or (b) hold a certificate 
from a university of the Province of Quebec stating that he has been 
regularly admitted to study therein, because: (a) He has completed 
eight years of classical studies or four years high school, plus four 
years college; (b) has successfully passed all required examinations, 
or (c) has made equivalent studies and has successfully passed 
examination thereon before the Matriculation Board of the University. 

3 . In and after 1929 must hc/ld a bachelor’s diploma from a univer¬ 
sity recognized in good standing by the Board of Governors.

i. Candidates entering the Faculty of Dentistry, whether as 
undergraduates or partial students, are required some time during the 
week preceding the opening day of the session to attend at the office 
of the Registrar of the University, or such other place as he may 
designate, for the purpose of giving their addresses and of signing 
the following declaration in the Matricula or Register: “I hereby 
accept and submit myself to the Statutes, Rules and Ordinances of 
McGill University and of the Faculty in which I am registered and 
to any amendments thereof which may be made while I am a student 
of the University, and I promise to obey the same.” 

Between September 21st and September 29th, both dates in¬ 
clusive, students may register for the session of 1921-22 at the office 
of the University Registrar. 

The Register closes October 17th. 

PHYSICAL EXAMINATION AND TRAINING. 

In order to promote as far as possible the physical welfare of the 
student body, every student, on entering the University will be required 
to pass a physical examination to be conducted by, or under the direc¬ 
tion of, the Medical Director of Physical Education or by a recognized 
representative. Such examination shall include an examination of 
the mouth and teeth by a qualified dental surgeon. 

By such examination physical defects and weaknesses may be 
discovered, and, if such are amenable to treatment by corrective gym¬ 
nastics, special exercises will be prescribed and instruction provided. 
The students will be advised as to what forms of exercise will be 
likely to prove beneficial or harmful. 

Students who do not present themselves for this examination (or 
otherwise satisfy the Director) before November 1st, will not be 
allowed to attend the University. 

Examinations will be held frequently throughout the session for 
those students who are of low category or who are suffering from 
physical disabilities. 

All students entering the University for the first time are required 
to present a certificate or other satisfactory evidence of successful 
vaccination, failing which they shall at once be vaccinated, in a 
manner satisfactory to the medical examiner. 

The University is responsible for providing medical attention for 
all students throughout the session. 
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BOARD AND RESIDENCE. 

Good board and lodging may be obtained in private houses in the 
vicinity of the University building at a cost of from $50 and upwards 
per month; or, separately, board at $40 to $50 P er month; rooms from 
$10 to $18 per month. 

A list of suitable boarding and lodging houses is prepared about 
a fortnight before the opening of the session each year, and may be 
obtained on application to the Secretary of the McGill Y.M.C.A., 
Strathcona Hall. 

Excellent board is furnished in the McGill Union at low rates. 
The dining room, which is a special feature of the Union, will accom¬ 
modate over 120 students at a time. There is also a lunch counter, 
where meals are served d la carte. 

Dormitory accommodation for about 60 is provided in Strathcona 
Hall, the new home of the McGill Y.M.C.A. Full particulars con¬ 
cerning terms of residence, etc., may be obtained from the Secretary 
of the Association, 348 Sherbrooke Street West, Montreal, who will 
also make arrangements to have students who are strangers to the 
city met on arrival and helped to secure lodgings, if due notice is 
sent of the station and time at which they will arrive. 

APPLICATION FOR EQUIVALENT STANDING. 

Any student of another university who desires to be admitted to 
the Dental Faculty of this University with equivalent standing is 
requested to send his application to the Dean of the Faculty, together 
with the following:— 

1st.— A Calendar of the university in which he has studied, giving 
a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd. — A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd. — A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. These 
will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what examination 
may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Dentistry does not always give a righl to practice the Profession of 
Dentistry. It is necessary to comply with the Dental laws of the 
country or province in which it is proposed to begin practice. Every 
province in Canada at present has its special requirements for its 
license, and in most provinces a special standard of general education 
is insisted upon before beginning the study of Dentistry. Students 
who intend practicing in Canada are advised to register their quali¬ 
fications in the Proznnce in which they intend to practice at the begin¬ 
ning of their course in Dentistry. 
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DOMINION DENTAL COUNCIL OF CANADA. 

Eight of the nine Canadian Provinces, i.e., all but Quebec, have 
entered into an agreement whereby the holder of a license granted by 
the Council may practice in any of the subscribing provinces on the 
following conditions:— 

(1) Holding a matriculation certificate of the proper standard. 

(2) Passing the examination set by the council. 

(3) Paying the local provincial registration fee. 

For Matriculation, the Council accepts the Junior matriculation 
of the Province of Ontario or Matriculation into the Faculty of Arts 
of any Canadian university.

FEES. 

General Regulations. 

All students must register with the University Registrar in the 
Central Administration building before paying fees. 

Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October ioth. The 
registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in every case, before 
the fee is paid. After October ioth, an additional fee of $2.00 will be 
exacted of all students in default. 

Immediately after October 20th, the Bursar shall send to each of 
the Deans of the several faculties a list of the registered students 
who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the Deans shall 
cause their names to be struck from the register of attendance, and 
such students cannot be readmitted to their classes except on pre¬ 
sentation of a special ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the 
payment of fees. 


* Members of the Dominion Dental Council. 
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Students registering after October ioth shall pay their fees at the 
time of registration, failing which, they become subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Regulation 2. 

The total fees for the session, including laboratory work, dissect¬ 
ing material and reagents, will be $200. 

At the request of the students themselves, and by authority of 
Corporation, an additional fee of $12.00 is exacted from all men under¬ 
graduates and conditioned undergraduates for the support of the 
Literary Society, the Undergraduates* Society, the Canadian Club, the 
McGill Daily, the Union and athletics. 

The sum of $10.00 is collected from all students at the time of 
registration as “Caution Money,” from which deductions for break¬ 
ages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms are made and 
a refund granted at the close of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses on pay¬ 
ment of special fees. No fees will be refunded to partial students 
under any circumstances whatever. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic session 
are not required to pay full fees. A fee of one-half the regular fee 
will be charged, which will include dissecting material, chemical 
reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is charged students 
entering from other colleges who have already paid full fees elsewhere 
for the courses taken.. Students repeating the third or fourth year 
will be required to pay in addition a Hospital Fee of $25.00. 

An " ad eundem ” fee of $10.00 will be charged students entering 
from another university in the second, third or fourth year of the 
course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor in Dental Surgery shall be 
$30.00, to be paid by the successful candidate immediately after exam¬ 
ination. When the degree is conferred “in absentia,” an additional 
fee of $20.00 will be exacted, unless the candidate has been specially 
exempted by the Faculty.

First Year Students in the Faculty of Dentistry must come pre- 
pared to spend at least $40.00 for instruments and material. 

Second Year Students must be prepared to spend at least $350.00 
for instruments and material. These instruments are used in ordinary 
Dental practice, so that when the students graduate, they have prac¬ 
tically all necessary instruments. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 

1. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Dental 
Surgery who shall not have attended lectures for a period of four 
sessions in this University, or some other university, college or school 
of dentistry, approved by this University. 

2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may be 
admitted on production of certificates to a like standing in this Univer¬ 
sity shall be required to pass an oral examination in primary subjects, 
and all examinations in the final subjects in the same manner as 
students of this University. 

3. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testimonials 
of attendance on the following branches of dental education; provided, 
however, that testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely the 
same as, those stated above, may be presented and accepted. 

Biology, General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Physics, 
Histology, Embryology, Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Physiology, 
Practical Physiology, Bacteriology, Dental Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics, Pharmacology, Dental Pathology, Dental Anatomy, 
Dental Histology, Metallurgy, Dental Surgery, Dental Hygiene, 
Dental Jurisprudence, Operative Dentistry, Prosthetic Dentistry, 
Crown and Bridge Work, Orthodontia. 

No one will be permitted to become a candidate _ for the degree 
who has not attended at least one full session at this University. 

4 Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 1st day 
of April, present to the Dean of the Faculty testimonials of his 













qualifications, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same 
time deliver to the Dean of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit 
that he has attained the age of twenty-one years. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of the 
student, and occasional written examinations are given throughout 
the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each session 
are arranged as follows:— 

First Year. —Examination in General Histology and Embryology, 
General Biology, Zoology and Anatomy, General and Practical Chem¬ 
istry, Physics, Dental Anatomy and Prosthetic Dentistry. 

Second Year.— Examinations in Anatomy, Physiology, Histology, 
Pharmacology, Dental Histology and Metallurgy, Operative and Pros¬ 
thetic Technics, Crown and Bridge Work. 

Third Year. —Examinations (both theoretical and practical) in 
Bacteriology, Pathology, Operative Dentistry, Prosthetic Dentistry. 
Crown and Bridge Work, Dental Surgery, Dental Therapeutics, Dental 
Pathology, Orthodontia and Dental Jurisprudence, Materia Medica, 
History and Economics. 

Fourth Year —Examinations (both theoretical and practical) in 
Materia Medica, Operative Dentistry, Orthodontia, Dental Pathology, 
Prosthetic Dentistry, Dental Surgery, Crown and Bridge Work, Gold 
Inlay and Condensed Gold, Practical Crown and Bridge Work, Prac¬ 
tical Prosthesis. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass, 
and 75 per cent, for honours. 

All examinations in each year must be passed before a student 
will be allowed to advance to the next. 

Candidates who fail at the regular examinations in not more than 
three subjects of the first, second or third years may, at the discretion 
of the Faculty, be allowed to take the supplementary examinations 
before the beginning of the following session. These examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening of the 
session. 

Failure in more than three subjects of the first, second or third 
years at the regular examinations excludes the candidate from ad¬ 
vancement. 


*It should be understood that the programme and regulations 
regarding courses of study and examinations contained in this calendar 
hold good for this calendar year only, and that the Faculty of Den- 
t.s ry, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the students does 
not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole four years 
of a students course, to the conditions here laid down. * 
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Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplementary examination 
in that subject. Should the subject be one in which practical or 
clinical work is required, the student must furnish a certificate of 
additional clinical attendance or laboratory work before presenting 
himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examination held at Christmas may, at 
the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplementary examin¬ 
ation in that subject at a period not less than three months after the 
regular examination. Should the subject be one in which practical or 
clinical work is required, the student must furnish a certificate of 
additional clinical attendance or laboratory work before presenting 
himself for examination. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in the hands 
of the Registrar at least three days before the date set for the begin¬ 
ning of the examination, and they must be accompanied by a fee of 
$5.00 for each subject. 

PRIZES. 

The F. A. Stevenson Gold Medal. — Awarded to the student in the 
final year who stands first in the science and practice of Dentistry. 
The standing will be determined not only by the written and practical 
examinations at the end of the year, but by the general work of the 
student during the whole course. 

Final Year Prise. — A prize in books will be awarded to the final 
year student who stands second in the class. The standing will be 
determined in a manner similar to that followed in the awarding of 
the gold medal. 

Third Year Prises. — Two prizes, First and Second, in books, will 
be awarded to third year students in the science and practice of 
Dentistry. The method of determining the winners of these prizes 
will be similar to that adopted in awarding the prizes in the final year. 

Second and First Year Prises. — A prize in books is awarded to 
the student obtaining the highest stand at the Final Examinations.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

BIOLOGY. 

The course in Biology for Dental students is conducted, conjointly, 
by the University Departments of Botany and Zoology. It consists of 
three parts: — 

Part I. 

Professor of Botany: — Francis E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer in Biology:—Geo. W. Scarth. 

This part of the course deals with the rationale and simple 
technique of microscopic vision, including both light and dark field 
illumination (ultramicroscope). Twelve lectures and twelve labora¬ 
tory periods (three of each per week during the first month of the 
session). 

Part II. 

Professor of Zoology:—Arthur Willey. 

Asst. Professor:— J. Stafford. 

The course in elementary Zoology is that part of the pre-medical 
curriculum which introduces the student to some of the terms and 
principles of animal biology. The manner in which the leading func¬ 
tions of the body are performed in a number of selected types is 
explained, thereby preparing the mind for the reception of the more 
advanced instruction in human anatomy and physiology. 
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Part 111. 


Professor of Botany :—Francis E. Lloyd. 

Lecturer Geo. W. Scarth. 

This part of the course is a continuation of Part I and runs con¬ 
currently with the course in Histology and Embryology. It is designed 
to present to the student the principles of general biology as illus¬ 
trated by plants. 

CHEMISTRY. 

Professor of Chemistry:—R. F. Ruttan. 

Associate Professor:— N. N. Evans. 

Lecturer:— W. H. Hatcher. 

Instruction in chemistry for students in Dentistry is given during 
the first year. 

During the first term the principles governing chemical action are 
studied in a systematic laboratory course. A printed synopsis of the 
work of each day is provided and necessary explanations given before 
beginning the work. The course includes a study of chemical pheno¬ 
mena; the preparation and properties of typical elements and com¬ 
pounds; the laws of chemical action; gravimetric and volumetric deter¬ 
minations, and a short course in qualitative analysis. The student is 
required to pay special attention to the keeping of an accurate record 
of his observations and calculations; note-^books for this purpose are 
provided and are examined and criticized by the demonstrators. An 
examination is held at the end of the term. 

During the first term, a course of experimental lectures in General 
Chemistry is given; four per week with frequent reviews and exam¬ 
inations. This course is designed to familiarize the student with the 
characteristics of chemical action and the conditions which modify it 
rather than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. An examination in general chemistry 
is held at the end of the term.

First Year .—This course is given in the Physics Building of the 
University. It consists of two lectures and a laboratory period of 
two hours per week. 
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The lectures are experimental in character, especially designed to 
meet the requirements of students in Medicine and Dentistry. The 
course includes a study of energy, simple machines, properties of 
matter, fluid pressure, fluid motion, capillary phenomena; production, 
transmission and interpretation of sound; temperature and temperature 
measurements, gas laws and kinetic theory, heat capacity, latent heats, 
laws of vaporization, humidity measurements, heat conduction; ele¬ 
ments of magnetism, laws of electrostatics, electrostatic induction and 
condensers; primary batteries, Ohm's law and its applications, mea¬ 
surements of resistance and electromotive force, measuring instru¬ 
ments, magnetic effects of a current, induced currents, induction coil, 
conduction through gases, properties of cathode rays and X-rays; 
radioactive substances and their radiations; laws of reflection and 
refraction of light, mirrors, lenses and lens combinations, microscopes, 
telescopes, spectra, spectrum analysis, colour, interference, crystal¬ 
lography, polarized light and saccharimetry. 

In the laboratory the student learns the use of such instruments 
as the balance, vernier, spherometer, hydrometer, hygrometer, spectro¬ 
scope, saccharimeter, electroscope. Verifications are made of Archi¬ 
medes' principle, Boyle’s law, laws of reflection and refraction, Ohm's 
law, etc. Measurements are taken of specific gravities, frequencies, 
specific heats, latent heats, electrical resistance, focal lengths, besides 
qualitative experiments illustrating the more important physical 
principles.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted with modern Physiology in its bearing upon the study of 
Dentistry. A full course of lectures, extending over one session, is 
given, in which the physical, the chemical, and other aspects of the 
subject receive attention. 

There is also a practical laboratory course of three hours per 
week throughout the session. 


PHARMACOLOGY. 

Professor of Pharmacology: —H. G. Barbour. 

Professor:—Alex. B. J. Moore. 

Lecturer:—J. L. D. Mason. 

Demonstrator: —W. Bourne. 

Instruction in this branch is given as follows:— 

In the Second Year. —Lectures and demonstrations on the physio¬ 
logical action of drugs, especial attention being given to those employed 
in Dental practice. The physiological action of the general and local 
anaesthetics is fully described and instruction in their use given in 
the laboratory. In this year also a course in Materia Medica and 
Pharmacy is given. 

In the Third Year a course in Materia Medica and Pharmacy is 
given: 

This course of about twenty-five lectures and demonstrations 
covers Pharmacognosy, Therapeutics and Toxicology. 

Pharmacopoeias —B.P., U.S.P., B.P.C., and various hospital 
formularies. 

Drugs —All organic and inorganic chemicals such as:— 

Alkaloids—Glucosides, Essential Oils, Stearoptenes, Mineral 
Salts, Coal Tar and its derivatives, Animal Products, Synthetics, 

their sources and medicinal properties. 
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Therapeutical classification of drugs, such as:—Anaesthetics, 
Anodynes, Antiseptics, Caustics, Hypnotics, Hsmostatics, Coun¬ 
ter-irritants, etc., etc. 

Toxicology—Toxic doses of potent drugs with chemical and 
therapeutical antidotes. Toxic drugs, their action and adminis- 
tration. 

Habit-forming Drugs— Cocaine, Heroin, Morphine, etc. 

Posology— 

Prescription Writing—Various systems of prescribing Sym¬ 
bols, Correct Abbreviations, Incompatibility. 

Pharmacy— Nomenclature, Metrology, Specific Gravity, Per¬ 
centage Solutions, Sterilization. 

Pharmaceutical Preparations—Tinctures, Pigments, Spirits, 
Collodions, Hypodermic Injections, Mouth Washes, Dentifrices, 
Fluid Extracts, Tablets, etc. 

Methods of Manufacture— 

ORAL SURGERY. 

Lecturer:— A. R. Pennoyer. 

This will embrace a series of lectures on injuries and diseases of 
the mouth and jaws, and their treatment. The clinics of the Mont¬ 
real General Hospital afford ample material for students to observe 
and study disease conditions as well as to witness operations in the 
mouth. 

DENTAL HISTOLOGY. 

Lecturer:—J. C. Simpson. 

The thoroughly equipped laboratories afford exceptional oppor¬ 
tunities for the study of the important subject of Dental Histology; 
numerous sections are prepared for examination, and the student is 
afforded means of making sections for himself of any tissue he may 
wish to study. 

DENTAL ANATOMY. 

Lecturer: —A. Clifford Jack. 

This course, given in connection with general anatomy in the first 
year, is to give the student a thorough knowledge of the size, shape, 
uses, and general construction of the natural teeth, their articulation 
and composition. 

This is accomplished by lectures and demonstrations, with the use 
of drawings, models and lantern slides. 

The student is first made to draw, then to model in clay, several 
teeth chosen by the lecturer. He then carves in ivory sixteen teeth, 
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representing all the forms in the human mouth, which are then articu¬ 
lated anatomically. These are used later on by the student in his 

work in operative dentistry. f ... . . 

Different sections of extracted teeth are made, to familiarize t e 
student with the relationship of the different structures composing 

the teeth. „ . - , 

The total time given this subject during the first year is five hours 
a week for a period of twenty-six weeks, total one hundred and thirty 
hours, divided as follows :^one hour a week devoted to lectures, 
twenty-six hours; five hours a week to demonstrating, modelling, 
carving, making sections, etc., one hundred and thirty hours. 

PATHOLOGY AND BACTERIOLOGY. 

Professor of Dental Pathology :—Fred. G. Henry. 

Professor of Pathology :—Horst Oertel. 

Asst. Professor of Bacteriology «A. A. Bruere. 

Lecturer in Pathology C. T. Crowdy. 

Demonstrator of Pathology: J. W. Scott. 

Dental Pathology. 

This course is given to the students of the third and fourth years, 
and includes a consideration of the various diseases of the enamel, 
dentine, dental pulp and peridental membrane, their symptomatology 
and treatment, also a consideration of abnormal conditions of the 
tissues of the oral cavity with a description of treatment and manage¬ 
ment of these diseases. 

Special attention will also be given to pathological conditions of 
the nerve structures of the head and their connections with the diseased 
conditions of the dental tissues. 

The mitigation of pain in dental operations receives especial atten¬ 
tion and the various means employed fully developed and explained, 
and such directions given as will enable the student to avoid methods 
and drugs harmful to the tissues. 

Bacteriology. 

A course of lectures upon bacteriology in relation to disease for 
students of the third year; lectures given three times a week during 
the autumn term. 

A practical course in the bacteriology of infectious diseases for 
students of the third year. Two periods a week during the autumn 

u ’’ MATERIA MEDICA AND THERAPEUTICS. 

Professor:—Fred. G. Henry. 

In the third and fourth years a course of demonstrations and 
lectures in this subject is given, extending throughout the whole 
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session. This comprises the study of the physical properties, chemical 
composition and physiological action of the Various medicinal sub¬ 
stances used in the treatment of diseased conditions of the dental 
organs and morbid conditions of the oral, cavity, together with their 
various applications, doses, antidotes, and contra-indications, with in¬ 
struction in prescribing, etc. Anaesthesia (and the various anaesthetics) 
is also taken up, following that already given in the second year. 

CROWN AND BRIDGE WORK. 

Professor: —A. W. Thornton. 

This subject will be taught (as an integral part of Prosthetic 
Dentistry) by a course of lectures and a series of laboratory demon¬ 
strations leading up to the clinical experience given the student in 
the Dental Clinic. 

The general conditions which indicate and the principles which 
underlie the use of this method in the replacement of lost teeth will 
be considered, together with the preparation of the natural teeth for 
the reception of artificial crowns and partial plate attachments. 

Concurrently with a description of the various artificial crowns 
in the lecture room, the student will be required to construct them in 
the laboratory under the direction of a demonstrator. 

Exhibition work is required in both crown and bridge work, to 
be placed in the hands of the Professor at the end of winter term. 

ORTHODONTIA. 

Professor:—James B. Morison. 

Assistant Professor:— A. W. McClelland. 

The course in this branch will commence with the study of the 
dental organs during development and eruption. 

Special attention will be given to the temporary teeth and the 
influence they exert in directing the normal occlusion of their per¬ 
manent successors. Cases deviating from the normal, typical of every 
variety met with in practice, will be dealt with and a classification 
made based on the treatment required. 

The different methods employed in correcting these conditions will 
be fully demonstrated, together with the mechanical appliances used. 

Ample clinical material is available at the Dental Clinic, where 
students in the final year will be allotted cases, the treatment of which 
will be -carried on throughout the session. 

OPERATIVE DENTISTRY. 

Professor :—F. H. A. Baxter. 

Lecturer:— H. V. Driver. 

The purpose of this course is to make the students thoroughly 
familiar with all modern and accepted methods. The course of lec- 
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tures extends over two years and a half, and includes discussion of 
the treatment of caries; the preparation of cavities, the materials used 
for filling, the most approved instruments and appliances used in 
operating upon the teeth. Clinics will be held at the Dental Clinic, 
where ample material is provided and every available means used to 
make the student practically conversant with all the up-to-date knowl¬ 
edge on this most important branch of dental science. 

In conjunction with this course, Operative Technics is taken up, 
which provides a systematic course in manual training, thoroughly 
familiarizing the student with the anatomy of the teeth, and the 
shaping of cavities, from the simple to the more complex. This is 
carried out on models, using the different regular filling materials, 
scaling, bleaching, and, so far as possible, all of the operative pro¬ 
cedures. 

The Dental Clinic is open throughout the whole year, and students 
are advised to give as long a time to this work as possible. Each 
student must provide himself with the instruments necessary for his 
own use, a list of which will be furnished. He is required to per¬ 
form all the usual dental operations as they present themselves, under 
the supervision of competent demonstrators, who are always at hand 
to offer advice and assistance under the direction of the Professor. 
Between the second and third years, and also between the third and 
fourth years, students are required to spend two full months doing 
practical work in the Hospital Clinic. 

PORCELAIN. 

This course consists of the study of porcelain in its various uses. 
It is taught by means of lectures and demonstrations, as well as 
practical work by the students themselves, under supervision. 

Preparation of cavities for inlays, preparing matrices and the 
various methods in which porcelain may be employed in crown and 
bridge work are dwelt upon. 

PROSTHETIC DENTISTRY. 

Professor:—George S. Cameron. 

Associate Professor:— J. S. Dohan. 

The course in prosthetic dentistry will embrace lectures, illustrated 
by lantern slides, and practical work in the laboratory under the 
supervision of the demonstrator of technics. It will include the 
preparation of the mouth for dentures, impressions, and the proper¬ 
ties of materials used in the construction of artificial dentures. The 
student will be required to construct the different forms commonly 
used. Attention is directed to the different functions to be performed 
by the denture in the restoration of the natural conditions as regards 





mastication, enunciation and the restoring of the features, fractures 
of the jaw will be discussed, and the construction of interdental 
splints, as recommended by the different authorities, is detailed. The 
treatment of cleft palate receives due attention and the function of 
that organ in the production of sounds necessary for speech are 
explained, and the principles involved in the construction of obturators 
and artificial vela are set forth. 

PROSTHETIC TREATMENT OF CLEFT PALATE. 

Lecturer :—Oliver Martin. 

In connection with the Department of Prosthetic Dentistry, a 
series of lectures and demonstrations will be given on the prosthetic 
treatment of Cleft Palate. This very important -subject will be thor¬ 
oughly covered ai^d, when possible, cases will be treated in the Hospital 
Clinic by the students, under the supervision of the lecturer in the 
subject. 

DENTAL HISTORY, ETHICS AND ECONOMICS. 

Lecturer: —F. A. Stevenson. 

History:— 

This course is intended to give to the student an intelligent con¬ 
ception of the evolution and development of Dentistry from the prim¬ 
itive conditions and methods of the past to the present standing of 
the profession as a branch of the healing art. The relation of some 
of the outstanding men of the profession to this development will 
also be dealt with. 

Ethics:— 

Under this head the moral, social and business relationships be¬ 
tween the dentist and his patient will be discussed, as well as his 
duty to the public, his fellow practitioner and himself. 

Economics:— 

Under this head the business of the dentist’s life will be con¬ 
sidered. The questions of office equipment, keeping of appointments, 
overhead charges, methods of determining fees, office assistants, etc., 
will be taken up. 

METALLURGY. 

Professor : — A. Stansfield. 

This course is given to Dental students of the second year by the 
Metallurgical Department of the University. 

It consists of twelve lectures of one hour, and twelve laboratory 
periods of two and a half hours each. 


















The lecture course covers:— 

(1) Introductory lectures on the physical and chemical properties 
of metals, especially in relation to their use in dentistry. 

(2) Methods of melting, casting and alloying metals in the labo- 
ratory. 

(3) Methods of extracting metals from their ores. 

(4) The nature and preparation of alloys, including amalgams. 

(5) The metals used in dentistry (lead, zinc, tin, bismuth, cad- 
mium, antimony, aluminium, copper, silver, gold, platinum, indium, 
mercury, iron and steel) are considered separately in regard to their 
properties, uses in dentistry, and, as far as time allows, extraction 
from their ores. The separation, purification and alloying of gold, 
silver and platinum are specially considered. 

(6) The manufacture, properties and uses of dental amalgams. 

Text-book J. D. Hodgen, “ Practical Dental Metallurgy.” 

The laboratory course includes experimental work with the 
metals: gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc, tin, and aluminium. 

The metals are melted, alloyed, cast, hammered, filed, cut, rolled, 
annealed and tested with acids and other chemicals. 

The preparation of pure gold and silver is carried out and the 
production and testing of dental and other amalgams. 

The lectures are given by Dr. A. Stansfield, and the laboratory 
instruction is under Dr. Stansfield s direction. 

The course is given during the first term of each session. 

DENTAL JURISPRUDENCE. 

Professor: —D. D. MacTaggart. 

Lecturer :—W. L. Bond. 

In this course the lecturer will discuss the laws governing the 
practice of Dentistry, their necessity and purpose. 

The responsibility of the dentist under the laws of the Province, 
his position as defendant in suits for damages and as plaintiff in suits 
for fees, etc., will be fully explained. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

Clinical instruction is given in the operating theatre and out¬ 
patient department and in the dental clinic of the Montreal Genera! 
Hospital. Abundant opportunity is afforded in this institution for the 
study of diseased conditions of the mouth and jaws, and for watching 
operations on these regions. The dental clinic, established twelve years 
ago by the Hospital authorities, proved a success from the outset, 
and ample material for clinical study is now provided. Fifteen thou¬ 
sand patients were treated at this clinic during the past session. 
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Students are required to attend the clinic every day during the 
third and four years from nine to twelve o’clock and from one-thirty 
to five o’clock, except during such part of the time as may be taken 
up with lectures or other work of the University course. Instruction 
is given by Professor Thornton, Dental Surgeon in charge, assisted by 
the Superintendent and a capable staff of demonstrators. Anaesthetics 
are administered by members of the resident staff of the Hospital, 
who give practical instruction in this most important branch. A nurse 
is also in attendance during clinic hours. 

LIBRARY. 

In conjunction with the medical library, which contains all the 
standard text-books in the branches of the first two years in Dentistry, 
there is a splendid department library dealing exclusively with dental 
subjects. Students may consult any work of reference in the Library 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 

MUSEUM. 

In connection with the Pathological Museum of the Medical 
Faculty there is a very good collection of plaster casts of deformities 
of the jaw, etc., and also a very large collection of teeth of all 
varieties. During the session the Dental Museum will be available for 
teaching purposes.
